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Italian Royal Naval Officers Entertained at the Oceanside, 
Magnolia, by Prince Emmanuele 


HREE ITALIAN OFFICERS from the Italian royal battle- 
ship, “Conte di Cavour,” made a striking appearance 
at the Oceanside, Magnolia, Saturday evening, where 
they were the dinner guests of Prince Emmanuele Mes- 
seni Petruzzelli. The officers were Commander Ugo Sal- 
vadori, Tente di Vascello Mario Ranieri and Sottoten- 
ente di Vascello Carlo Cuturi. After dinner in the spa- 
cious dining room of the hotel, where the group of Italian 
officers and the Prince were the chief objects of interest, 
they adjourned to the ballroom to enjoy the Saturday 
evening dance, 

Those of the Oceanside young ladies who were priv- 
ileged to be introduced to these officers by their host, the 
Italian Prince, took full advantage of the opportunity. 
This was the first time the Oceanside guests were privi- 
leged to dance with Prince Emmanuele. The officers all 
understood English, but did not atl speak it fluently. 
Hence, most of the young ladies not being students of 
Italian, French was used for conversation. Needless 
to say, both Italian officers and American girls got along 
splendidly with French as a medium of exchanging their 
thoughts. ; 

he officers were all heroes of the world war, and 
wore some of their decorations Saturday evening, One 
was an aviator, who had made some wonderful trips to 
Poland and had been bombarded many times. His war 
cross had been pinned on him by the King of Italy, him- 
self. He was one of the youngest lieutenants in the serv- 
ice. Another, also an aviator with the rank of lieutenant, 
comes of a princely family. He has been a friend of 
Prince Emmanuele for a long time in Italy. This aviator, 
too. had been decorated many times for his valor in flying 
to Poland and in Trieste. The officers were reluctant to 
tell of their experiences and decorations. When they 
heard the Prince talking about them, in English ,of course, 
to the BRrEEzE representative, they interrupted in Italian, 
which the reporter, although having no knowledge of their 
language, understood by intuition, as it were. They were 
begging the Prince not to tell their military history for 
publication. : 

Among the decorations worn by Prince Emmanuele 
Saturday evening was the silver cross of the United States 
Shipping Board, given to him for his propaganda work 
among the Americans of Italian descent. Among other 
work for the allied cause during his mission in America, 
the Prince helped to organize the four-minute men for 


the Committee on Public Information among the Italians. 
He has many tokens of recognition for his war work 
here. 

The presence of the Italian officers was greatly en- 
joyed by the Oceanside guests, more so’ because it was so 
unexpected. The Prince had not told a soul of what was 
going to happen. During the evening the orchestra 
played many Italian airs, which made the atmosphere 
more truly Italian. The Prince took the officers back to 
boston that evening in his stunning yellow and red Paige 
car, and stayed with them aboard the dreadnaught “Conte 
di Cavour” overnight, 

But this was not the only occasion when the Ocean- 
side had among its guests officers from the royal battleship 
now at Newport. On Tuesday. Prince Emmanuele enter- 
tained at luncheon Tenente di Vascello Mario Raniere, of 
the Italian Royal Naval Aviation, and Sottotenente Hen- 
rico Caputi, Tenente Ranieri was the bearer of a letter 
to the Prince from his mother. 

At four o’clock Prince Emmanuele and his two guests 
motored over to Wenham Neck to the Frederick Henry 
Prince estate, where they were received by Mrs. Freder- 
ick H. Prince. As a remembrance of this visit to “Prince- 
mere,” Mrs. Prince gave to Tenente Raniere, who served 
gallantly with the Italian Royal Naval Aviation, a copy of 
the memoirs of Norman Prince. “A Volunteer Who Died 
for the Cause He Loved.” This book Tenente Raniere 
considers the most precious thing he now possesses. Mrs. 
Prince autographed the book, inscribing it with the words, 
“To a brave Italian aviator.” The Italian officers and 
Prince Emmanuele were much impressed by the gallantry 
of Norman Prince, who served in the Lafayette Flying 
Squadron for the allied cause, gallantly losing his life. 

Prince Emmanuele Messeni Petruzzelli starts from 
the Oceanside tomorrow for a trip to the Adirondacks be- 
fore leaving this country for good. He has greatly en- 
joyed his sojourn in Magnolia. The Brerze and its read- 
ers wish the Prince “Bon Vovage” in his trip back to the 
homeland, to that wonderful Italy, whose sons fought so 
bravely in this monstrous bloody war, for the victory and 
peace which have been won at so great a cost. . 

Saturday evening, while the dance at the Oceanside 
was in progress, the BREEZE reporter approached the 
Prince, and asked him if he liked America. His prompt 
reply was given with characteristic Italian fervor: “Next 
to Italy, I love America the best.’

Canterbury Shakers Visit North 
Shore Resorts 


their quaint costumes of gray, with, white caps, the 
i Shaker Sisters have been seen by many people on the 
North Shore the past summer. They are religious com- 
munists, having their own Shaker village, covering some 
3000 acres, in East Canterbury, N. H. Here they work 
and play in their own way, having all their property in 
common. 

To support their institution they make fancy articles, 
which they sell on order and by having sales at the various 
summer resorts. One day last week they held a sale at 
the Oceanside hotel, Magnolia. Wednesday they were at 
Straitsmouth Inn, Rockport. and Thursday at the Rock- 
mere, Marblehead. From there they returned to their 
Shaker village. 

Earlier in the season they had been to Nantucket, 
Oak Bluffs and Cape Cod with their trunkfuls of pretty 
and useful things. The Shaker or Dorothy cloaks are 
their specialty, made in two-thirds or full-length of all 
the popular shades of broadcloth. The pattern of these 
attractive cloaks is their own and the cloaks are made 
suitable for street wear and some for opera cloaks. Be- 
sides these, there were less expensive articles for sale, 
such as party, shoe, sewing and laundry bags, pin cush- 
ions, dusters, infants’ and dolls’ cloaks, handkerchief 
cases, hat brushes. holders, penwipers, hand-knit socks, 
spool stands, watch cases, and other dainty-but-useful 
things for gifts. The poplar and maplewood baskets, 
fitted for sewing materials, were very neat and attractive. 
The Shaker Sisters told the BreEzr that they have had a 
successful season. 

They are happy in their work. to which they have 
consecrated themselves. Their name, Shakers, was given 


them in derision years ago because of a shaking of the 
body in the ceremony of being admitted into the order. 
Their real name is the United Society of Believers in 
Christ’s Second Coming. But the nickname, Shakers, 
has stuck to them and today they are known everywhere 
as the Canterbury Shakers. The order was founded way 
back in 1774 when Ann Lee came to America from Eng- 
land. Orders were established through the states. Now 
there are communities in Hancock, Mass., two in Maine, 
several in New York, one of which is near Albany, and 
other parts of the country. 

The East Canterbury, N. H., community numbers 
about 85 at present. The brothers and sisters belonging - 
ot it do not marry, but in their school they take in or- 
phans and bring them up, giving them an education as far 
as the eighth grade. Then, if they wish to become Shak- 
ers, they are welcomed as brothers and sisters. If they 
prefer to live their own life elsewhere, they are free to 
do so, but always they keep in friendly touch with the 
Canterbury Shakers who have brought them up so kindly. 
The school is nonsectarian. 

The Shaker code of living is that of the order of 
grace, rather than the order of nature. Theirs is some- 
times called the altruistic life. It is well-known that the 
Shakers were among the first to champion woman’s rights 
in America. They established equality and temperance 
societies. A Shaker has never been known to use either 
tobacco or liquor. 

But. as one of the Shaker Sisters told the BrEEze 
the day of their sale at the Oceanside, Magnolia, the 
Shakers’ ethics are not long-faced. Their young people 
have good times, plan entertainments for Christmas, New 
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Year’s and Easter. The order is being modernized in 
many ways. Instrumental music has been introduced. 
The young people have vocal training and have their glee 
clubs, their quartets and. duets, ete. Their schooling is 
all on a co-educational basis, 

During the war the Canterbury Shakers formed an 
auxiliary of the Concord chapter of the American Red 
Cross and did a great deal of knitting and other Red 
Cross work. Besides this the Shakers sent donations of 
home-made bread, cake, cookies, doughnuts and maple 
candy to Newport News for the sailors. These delicious 
things were greatly appreciated by the boys in naval serv- 
Fes 

At the Shaker village visitors ate always welcome. 
The postcard pictures showing the various buildings were 
very interesting to the BREEZE representative. 
new buildings within the last twenty years are the gar- 
age, creamery and electric light plant. The shingles on 
one of the older buildings, built in 1792, were made from 
old growth pine and lasted just 100 years. ‘The bricks 
were made in the meadow of the village. Some of the 
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Mss Marcarer Curtis, of 

Manchester, returned 
early in the summer from her 
third trip overseas. She has 
been so busily engaged in Red 
Cross work in the Boston of- 
fice that it has been rather dif- 
ficult to get in touch with her 
long enough for a story of her 
past “carry on” in France. 
This period extends from 
September to June — before 
and after the armistice. 

Miss Curtis filled two posi- 
tions while over this time. 
With the American Red Cross 
in Paris she had the honor of being chief of the bureau 
of refugees for the whole of France. Then the work of 
the Friends, English Quakers to a great extent, appealed 
to her and she joined their unit on January Zoth: «The 
Friends were a part of the Red Cross, yet a separate or- 
ganization. Their unit was known as the Mission Anglo- 
Americaine de la Societé des Amis. 

When Miss Curtis was over before she had. had 
charge of the refugee bureau in_the department of the 
Seine (Paris and its suburbs). This time her work took 
in a much broader scope. She says that somehow the 
people have the mistaken idea that the American Red 
Cross decided not to help out the devastated regions. In 
fact they decided to establish six warehouses in northern 
France at the following placés: Lille, Amiens, Loan, Ver- 
dun, Chalons-sur-Marne and Meziers. 

The French government provided the warehouses 
rent free. Such buildings as a church, an automobile 
building and the like were used. for the purpose: Some 
could contain 100 car loads of material, such as furniture, 
tools, clothing, etc. These were distributed through other 
organizations than the Red Cross. The French, English 
and American organizations over there helped in the dis- 
tribution because the Red Cross did not have a staff of 
distributors. The A. F. F. W. worked in much of this 
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old boards in the first buildings measure 22’’ wide, rather — 


wider than modern floorings. Shaker village occupies 
3000 acres of land, which includes cultivated land, wood 
lots and pastures. They raise practically all their own 
ptoduce, even having some of their butter to spare for 
marketing in Concord. Shaker village in East Canter- 
bury is about twelve miles from Concord, N. H. For a 
small fee, visitors are shown all over the grounds and 
find the trip well worth their while, Picnic parties often 
take place on the grounds. The Shakers have a home 
store at which they sell their articles all the year round. 
Their work is of the best quality, neatly and artistically 
done, and it is the sale of these articles which supports 
their order. They have never received a penny in dona- 
tions, being entirely independent. 

Their home life is pure and simple and consecrated. 
Their principles are high and must be admired by all, 
whether Shakers or not. They are practical, too. Shaker 
village is certainly a heavenly place, and North Shore 
people will probably be interested to visit it sometime 
while motoring through New Hampshire 
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and helped out in the distribution in some places.

A. Beal and her daughter Betty having a unit of girls and 
aiding in distribution. Mrs. Beal was at the head of the 
unit and Miss Betty drove the car which carried supplies 
into the devastated regions until Mrs, Beal thought the 
urgent need was over and that it was time to give the 
small stores a chance.) 

Miss Curtis says the Red Cross endeavored to cover 
all of devastated France, while these private organizations 
worked only in definite places. The Red Cross will grad- 
ually withdraw its help. The warehouses will no doubt 
soon close. An example of its work is shown in one in- 
stance that Miss Curtis speaks of: the order of 18,000 
beds just before the armistice, and the transferring jof 
these to the warehouses to give out to refugees when no 
longer needed for hospital uses. The R. C. might have 
cancelled the big order, but instead of that kept it for 
devastated France. 


In her work in Paris Miss Curtis by chance heard of 
a woman doctor who was doing a remarkable work among 
the poor and needy refugees. She seemed to have a great 
influence over them. Miss Curtis learned that in one 
family huddled into tiny quarters the mother was sleep- 
ing alone. ‘This was unusual for a bed had to serve for 
mother and several children, Miss Curtis and an assist- 
ant investigated and found that the woman doctor had 
told the mother of her tubercular condition and that she 
must not let the children sleep with her. Miss Curtis 
says other doctors and nurses often told this without any 
effect. So Miss Curtis became interested to know the in- 
fluential doctor. In the course of time she met her. She 
found Dr. Hilda Clark, of England, a charming person. 
Dr. Clark is a granddaughter of John Bright. She is a 
specialist in tubercular diseases and is health inspector in 
Portsmouth, and was a member of the Friends or Quaker 
unit in France. Miss Curtis went over to this organiza- 
tion in January. |

in France, going over in September, 1914. They started 
work in two lines: the building of portable houses and the

Miss Curtis, who is a Unitarian, was delighted with 
their quiet, faithful work and joined in their good work 
because she felt she would like to be a part of it. Not 
much is known, generally, of their work. They have their 
own publications, however, in which appeals for the quiet 
Miss Curtis says they were 
very cordial, did no advertising of their work and that the 
keynote of it was just a simple, friendliness and kindli- 
ness, as their name of “Friends” implies. 

The Friends had a conference with the French gov- 
Their relief work after the armistice was about 
the same, only broader. Four departments were em- 
phasized now, including the medical, building, agricultural 
and relief. The workers were divided up among the de- 
partments. 

The medical department took over an American army 
hospital of 60 beds. They organized districts with doc- 
tors, nurses and dentists. Their dentists found much to 


-do among the civilian population.

The agricultural department owned seven tractors 
They plowed the best land for 
each township irrespective of ownership. In some cases 
‘they sowed the seed. Miss Curtis says the question of 
crop ownership is interesting. We always think of the 
French as individualistic, but she thinks they show a fine 


spirit of community spirit on this land and crop question, 


since they have looked after these crops for the common 
good of the town and this year the harvest in these par- 
ticular places will be shared in common. 

The agricultural department also looked after hens 
and rabbits for the families. The relief workers would 
have market days when they took motor trucks of live 
“stock among the villages. Three hens were allowed per 
family, selling them alive by weight. This was sometimes 
a struggling ordeal, Miss Curtis says one instance showed 
52 hens sold while only 48 had been taken out. Evidently 
some escaped and were re-sold. The workers made good 
to the people defrauded of their hens. 

The building department made and set up houses 
and repaired devastated villages. In repairing the shelled 
houses it was often a room or mere corner of a room that 
was made habitable. The work would look so scratchy 
that it would appear as if no repair had been done, yet 
“many a family found shelter in such rude quarters. 

Miss Curtis says that every army, including the 
Americans, tore out the inside of many of the houses, 
using the material for firewood. 
The relief department was the one in which Miss 
Curtis worked as assistant chief. The plan of work in- 
cluded sending out two or three workers to the devastated 
villages. Their first work would be to find a place to 
open up a store for general purposes. This would be open 
to give out supplies certain days each week. 

Miss Curtis says that with the exception of the Red 
Cross the Friends had the largest foreign relief organiza- 
tion in France, While she was in it there were 75 per- 
cent Americans and 25 percent English Friends, the pio- 
‘neers in the work having been much increased by our 
American Friends. In all there were 565 workers from all 
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parts, of which 53 were women. The large percentage 
were men who did not believe in fighting, but were doing 
their bit in this way. The American Red Cross gave a 
generous gift of money and supplies. This cosmopolitan 
organization had some French Catholics among its out- 
side workers, as well as Protestants of various faiths. 

Its last great work was around the department of the 
Meuse and Verdun, a much wider territory than when the 
little society first began in France. Miss Curtis sailed for 
home in June. The work was still going on, however. 

As she was going along the road one day to Mont- 
faticon Miss Curtis met an interesting elderly couple 
trudging steadily on with numerous bundles to add to the 
burden of walking. She found they were going where 
she was and picked them up for a lift. Upon being told 
that they were bound for that place she expressed amaze- 
ment and asked them if they had been there and if they 
knew that not a house was standing. To which they re- 
plied that they had been there and prepared land and were’ 
living in German dugouts. To the elderly couple the loss 
of farm and home were as nothing compared to the loss 
of their two only sons. 

Miss Curtis says that is the spirit of the French. 
Courageous and uncomplaining they are plugging on de- 
termined to win back their land to its former state with- 
out complaint, except the sadness of their hearts at the loss 
of their boys. 

France’s big problem is, of course, transportation. 
With bridges demolished and trains not sufficient, Miss 
Curtis says it was hard to get supplies in their region. 
However, it is all coming back to its own slowly. 

The work of the German prisoners was of interest 
to Miss Curtis. The French fed them we'l and they were 
put to much use in the agricultural districts. One thing 
they had to do was to clip the barb wire along the trenches 
and make it up into neat bundles. They helped fill in shell 
holes and plowed some, using army mules.. They were 
under a French military officer. whose work was directed 
by the minister of Devastated France. 

Miss Curtis in her three trips abroad has accom- 
plished much work. France has become very dear to 
her and she has found the French a joy to work among, 

Of the teachers who have carried on the schools in 
cellars, dugouts, town halls, under trees. etc., Miss Curtis 
has much praise. To her it showed the wonderful ap- 
preciation of the French people in regard to education. 
In many instances the children were two years behind 
what they would have been in normal times. 

Miss Curtis relates instances of where the curate and 
the mayor of a town had not spoken together for years. 
The relief work of the foreigners many times brought 
them together and they were known to sit together and 
converse over the same plans for their people. The mayor 
of a French town is a much over-worked person, Miss 
Curtis thinks. He serves without pay and must give hours 
to the work. Especially has he been of valuable service 
in the refugee work in which he has helped in the inves- 
tigation of family conditions.

“THE TREES OF THE FienD Is MAN’s Lire” may be 
found written in the great book of Deuteronomy, in 
which it is recorded the Israelites were forbidden to cut 
down trees even in the evert of beseiging a city in the 
time of war. On the North Shore the tree is indeed the 
“life” of the district. It is the attractiveness which the 
superb trees and the extensive wood areas have contrib- 
uted to its seaside advantages that has made it the gar- 
den spot of the New England states. 


The greatest asset which the Shore has must be con- 
served and not be permitted to be wasted by the careless 
and often ignorant abuse of timber lands. It will be too 
late after the wooded areas have been cut and beautiful 
woodlands become a desolate waste. To prevent thought- 
less destruction by property owners of assets which con- 
tribute so much to the life of the Shore demands as much 
attention as the prevention of the destructive work of the 
gypsy moth, whose depredations have cost the state so 
much money. ‘The necessity for an educational program 
is apparent not only to instruct those who are unaware of 
the wealth that lies at their very door in the woodlands, 
but in order to associate those who are interested in the 
preservation of the North Shore woodland into a strong 
working force to preserve the wooded areas of the Shore. 

There gathered recently at the home of Mrs, S. V. 
R., Crosby in West Manchester, a conference of workers 
from the granges, improvement and Horticultural soci- 
eties of the North Shore, to consider plans. A _ public 
meeting has been arranged for Friday evening, Sept. 12, 
at Horticultural hall, in Manchester, which will be ad- 
dressed by two experts on forestry, its advantages and 
compelling necessity. Stereopticon slides have been sci- 
entifically arranged and prepared and Mr. Rane, state 
forester, will present the work as the state of Massachu- 
setts has undertaken it. The meeting should have ‘the 
support of every property owner and resident of the 
North Shore. The attendance should be large because 
the subject is of commanding importance. 


The appointment of a strong committee representing 
the active working interests of the North Shore to take 
up the problem of preservation and re-forestration is a 
move in the right direction. There is need for the serv- 
ice of such an organized effort. The superior work which 
is being done by our state authorities is recognized the 
nation over, but it still remains true that the best work 
can be done where there is a thoroughly aroused public 
spirit, and such a spirit can be maintained more effectively 
by a public spirited commission than in any other way. 

There is a field for instruction along the lines of pre- 
vention. Intelligent cutting, so that the increment will 
always outstrip the cuttings, the planting of new trees in 
every waste spot and re-forestration when cuttings are 
made, the leaving of wind strips of timber to protect the 
young growing stock, the burning of slash to prevent fires, 
the cleaning of the forest floors, the proper and ‘scientific 
cutting that will yield the largest returns to the owner 
and yet preserve the beautiful woodlands of the North 
Shore for a long while. The work is interesting. It 
should be begun at once and will undoubtedly have the 


support and codperation of the property owners and resi- 
dents of the North Shore. 


Tuere Is CAusk FoR SATISFACTION in considering 
that during the recent disturbance in Boston, due to the 
activities of the police in forming a union, the situation 
was not complicated by a weak-kneed commissioner, a 
boot-licking mayor or a spineless governor. If any of 
these gentlemen had failed in the face of the peculiar sit- 
uation and the Policeman’s Union had the tacit or actual 
consent of any of these men, the issue would have been 
more serious. As it was the issue was immediately faced 
by the constituted authorities. If by the weakness of 
the Commissioner, the Mayor or the Governor the union 
had been able to have scored a point in its favor, the evil 
day would only have been postponed, and the union once 
formed and the mischief done, it would have taken the 
community a long while to have corrected the evil. Bos- 
ton, perhaps, would not have discovered how serious the 
organized force was, until the city faced a labor disturb- 
ance involving the organization with which the police- 
men were to be affiliated. It, doubtless, would then be 
too late, Entrenched by thorough organization the union 
could not have been dissolved without disturbance. Bos- 
ton’s activity has spared many another city a similar dif- 
ficulty, for if the Boston union had been successful it 
would have been followed by a series of movements in 
the smaller cities of the New England states. A great 
debt is due these three gentlemen who did not fail in the 
hour of need. 


THE ProposED Postal, ZONE SYSTEM is a menace to 
the suburban and countryside press in America. It will be 
an injustice as well to the readers of these papers, for it 
will undoubtedly increase the costs of subscriptions. This 
will mean, that subscribers will notify the publishers to 
discontinue their paper. The result will be that the free- 
dom of the press to the mails within the county will be 
ended. The present arrangement whereby papers are dis- 
tributed free within the county is based upon a sound prin- 
ciple, an encouragement to the promoters of newspapers 
to engage in the business ot disseminating information and 
knowledge. The newspapers of the land are great educa- 
tional factors. The service which they render to the pub- 
lic is vital and.any act of the government which menaces 
that service is against public polity and good weal. The 
schools reach only those of immature years, who are be- 
ing trained for life’s work; the newspapers go into every 
home spreading before the members of the family, young 
and old, news of the day, current discussion of great pass- 
ing events informational articles upon household industries 
and information on matters of interest to the individuals 
served. Such work should be encouraged not discouraged 
by the government. The prohibitive rate of eighteen cents 
per pound is suggested as being the new cost rate. This 
will be passed on to the subscribers and then will come the 
struggle in counting rooms for solvency. The reversal of 
our national policy will be unfortunate and ought not to be 
permitted. The government should encourage and assist 
the maintenance of these valuable mediums of information, 
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Tue Hasits of THRIFT, economy and prudence made 
imperative by the war conditions have proved of incal- 
’ culable value to all Americans. Many were taught the art 
of making regular systematic savings, who, previous to 
the war, had spent money freely and quite as quickly as 
earned. If there were any money left from income over 
and above expenses the available funds were invested. 
The day of investment was very easily deferred under 
old conditions. The selling plans of the Liberty bond is- 
sues were carefully made in order to stimulate saving. 
Under the compulsion of having subscribed for a nation- 
al bond the saving pledge was met as a bill is met as a 
necessary part of the business of living. The war over, 
the long list of new investors, immediately became the 
prey of skillful manipulators of worthless stocks and 
bonds—and their numbers are legion. Now they are op- 
erating with a vigilance that ought to be used in legitimate 
pursuits. Lists of bondholders have been acquired and 
these lists have been bought and sold and the “victims in 
prospect” have been deluged with circulars and waited 
up by smooth agents. These depredations are a blot upon 
our civilization and a menace to our national financial in- 
tegrity. Funds are needed for our legitimate industries 
and the funds placed in quick rich schemes is a double 
loss. It is a waste of capital and stimulates unscrupulous 
men to seek a living by their wits. Too often the warn- 
ing cannot be given for bondholders to hold their bonds 
and to beware of large returns on small investments. 
There are available funds awaiting small interest returns 
where the capital is absolutely safe. Small investors must 
learn to use tried and trusted banks and bonds and ta 
avoid the skillful plunderers who “go forth seeking whom 
they may devour.” 


THe War Taucut tHe NATION many lessons in 
economy which are not being practiced now that the war 
is over. The shortage of coal workers in the mines, the 
tremendous demands being made by great manufacturing 
enterprises, made it imperative for the coal operators and 
distributors to find a way to educate the public to dis- 
tribute their orders for coal more evenly throughout the 
year. During the summer months in past years it has 
been customary to make a material reduction in the price 
of coal in order to induce the owners of homes and opera- 
tors of large business enterprises to purchase the coal for 


their needs during the summer time when the convenience: 


of distributing coal are best and consequently cheaper. 
Householders who could store their coal from patriotic 
motives as well as for the sake of personal convenience 
purchased their coal in the summer time and stored it 
until needed in the fall.. The results were good. ‘The 
consumer learned a new and better personal policy. The 
nation was enabled to care for the fuel problem efficiently 
and the coal operators and distributors were able to main- 
tain their enterprises in the most efficient manner. If 
anyone gained by the new policy it was the distributor, 
who was enabled to keep his plant and organization busy 
during the dull summer season. Jt was to be expected 
that the consumers would follow the new habit and it is 
doubtless that many have, but unfortunately the coal dis- 
tributors feared that habit would not be a potent enough 
force. Advertising and veiled suggestions of car shortage 
and coal shortage appeared in leading papers all over the 
country, This aroused suspicions that it was an organized 
advertising scheme to stimulate summer business. Un- 
fortunately the advance in prices in the mid-summer did 
not assist the campaign. Was there a call of wolf when 
there was no wolf? The director-general of railroads is 
quoted as having said that while there had been a shortage 
in the bituminous coal districts, he did not. anticipate any 
shortage in transportation which will justify oppressive 
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prices for coal. He might well also have said coercive 
advertisements are not quite true to the facts. The fact 
remains, however, that despite the business enthusiasm of 
the coal trade to stimulate the purchase of coal during the 
summer months that policy is the better one for every 
householder who has storage room for coal. -It is un- 
fortunate that the educational campaign was not waged 
along a different line for there is undoubtedly sanity in 
the arguments suggested for a summer purchasing policy 


_ Tur AMERICAN LEGION will prove to be a virile force 
in America if it maintains the high purposes that now 
command the attention of the young men who served in 
the great war. These young men, in an hour when their 
services were needed, responded whole heartedly to the 
command or call of the nation and are entitled to and 
have the respect and good will of every warm-blooded 
American. It was inevitable that an organization should 
be formed and such an organization is desirable. It has 
chosen a good name. The policy of the individual posts 
also is to select the name of the first man who was killed 
or who died from the locality in which the post is estab- 
lished. ‘This also is a commendible and honorable policy. 
The national organization is to place itself on record as 
opposed to any partisan or political influence being exerted 
by the organization. This is well, for the young men 
were drawn from all parties and consequently cannot and 
ought not to be committed to any partisan issues. There 
are sure, however, to arise, in the coming years of nation- 
al life, live questions demanding virile public opinion and 
agitation, ._In the propagation of the true principles of 
America, the American Legion has an opportunity for 
service that cannot be overlooked. The members of the 
great Legion did not fail the nation in the hour of war 
and in the times of peace it will become a strong influ- 
ence for the good. Maintained by the strong young men 
of the hour it should have a good record. 


Tur Srrikg PRopiEMS INCREASE rather than dim- 
inish. The strength of organized labor has become so 
emphatic that their will asserted can cause inconvenience, 
financial loss and suffering. The rights of organization 
are primary and can never be denied, but the strike and 
its condemnation is an entirely different question. The 
abolition of strikes would not mean the abolition of labor 
unions; it would mean the abolition of the right to strike 
in order that the best interests of the community may be 
served. A strike is an act of war not alone against the 
owners of labor enterprises, whether individuals or cor- 
porations, but against the general public-and the organ- 
ized interests of the community. The abolition of strikes 
by statute would not prevent the labor organizations from 
the use of strong methods of passive resistance, the ap- 
peal to arbitration and fair consideration of difficulties. 
It would be applying to the tasks of life the present day 
demand for peace. A war was fought to maintain peace 
among the nations. The abolition of strikes by statute 
would be a move on the part of organized society to 
curb the overzealous and unfair activities of any part of 
the community. It would be merely the addition of a 
rule to the game that would be a benefit to all. Strikes 
harm the strikers, injure the community and are a great 
loss to the organized industry effected. There should be 
some way of honorably, effectively and quickly adjusting 
the difficulties of the industrial world without the appeal 
to the strike method. Someone with a genius for social 
welfare work can devise a law that will prevent destruc- 
tive walkouts and preserve the rights of labor to strongly 
use their influence to gain iust and honorable ends with- 
out injuring themselves and the community by industrial 
war commonly called strikes.

MANCHESTER -SHIPMASTER 
PASSES AWAY 


CAPTAIN JOHN ALLEN Hap Many 
THRILLING EXPERIENCES 


Captain John Allen, the last of 
Manchester’s shipmasters of two gen- 
erations and more ago, died Tuesday, 
after a few days’ illness, following a 
shock. 

He was born in 1840, in the house 
on Washington st., in which he has 
made his home since the day of his 
birth, except when away on sea trips. 
Isaac and Harriet Allen were his 
parents. He was a direct descendant 
of the original settlers of the town 
back in colonial days. 

Capt. Allen was educated in the 
public schools of the town and also 
attended the private schools of the 
Deacon John Price and the late Dr. 
Sargent. In 1871 he married Miss 
Eveline Hooper, daughter of the late 
William and Sally Hooper of Man- 
chester. To them were born five 
sons and three daughters. Mrs. Al- 
len died a few years ago. 

Capt. Allen made his first voyage at 
the age of 14 from Boston to Val- 
paraiso with the late Captain Wm. 
From Valparaiso 
to the coast of Tomga while in the 
bark “Lucy L. Hale,” off the coast 
the bark sprang a leak. Among the 
other ports to which he sailed are 
Bombay, Calcutta, New Orleans, 
France, Spain, Queenstown, New 
York, Liverpool, St: John (N. B.), 
England, Eastport (Maine), Honolu- 
lu and Peru. He served as first and 
second officer on several ships and 
barks. He was second officer on the 
school ship “Massachusetts” for one 
year, on which were from 150 to 175 
boys. 

While on the ship “Athens,” when 
five days out of New Orleans, the 
ship caught fire and was burned to 
the water’s edge, being a total loss. 
The crew was saved and taken to 
Charleston, S. C., and from there to 
Boston. 

While coming from Havre, France, 
to New York they were chased by the 
privateer “Nashville.” His ship es- 
caped in the night, while four other 
ships were seized. He was first offi- 
cer on the ship “Parliament,” from 
Liverpool to St. John, N. B., com- 


: -manded by the late Captain Thomas 


Leach, of Manchester.

“Almost all the plans of reconstruc- 
tion work in Boston these days seem 
to circle around Americanization,” 
said Julius Eisemann, who has just 
been appointed a member of the Bos- 
ton committee of which John Forbes 
Perkins is chairman and which is di- 
recting the state selling plans for 
funds for community service, the na- 
tional organization succeeding war 
camp community service. 

“Tt is one of the greatest problems 
of the time,” continued Mr. Eisemann. 
“Tt is difficult for the country and it is 
sometimes more difficult for the per- 
son who is being Amercanized, As I 
have myself gone through this pro- 
cess I think I can speak with authority 
on the subject. 


Knows Foreigners Wants 


“T came as a boy from the old coun- 
try and lived first in the far southwest 
I know what the foreign born are up 
against in America. My close associa- 
tion with the work of the War Camp 
Community Service this past year has 
shown me just what the methods and 
the plan of this organization can do to 
help the Americanization problem. 

“Sometimes I’ wonder if the people 
of New England ever ask themselves 
just what music and song and dancing 
ean to the foreign born?

T DENNIE BoARDMAN, for many years one of Boston’s 
* best-known real estate men, with offices in both Bos- 
ton and Manchester, died on Saturday afternoon at. his 


summer home, “Chubbs,” at West Manchester. His Bos- 
ton residence was at 145 Beacon street. He had been in 
ill-health for the past two years, but his illness did not 
become acute until within the past fortnight. 

Mr. Boardman was born in Boston on June 24, 1844, 
the son of Benjamin Greenleaf Boardman and Sarah 
Bryant (Dennie) Boardman. He was educated at Mr. 
Sullivan’s school, under Park Street church, and while 
quite young he entered the establishment of his father, 
a hide and leather importer. The building was destroyed 
in the great fire of 1872, but was rebuilt and the business 
continued several years before father and son retired 
from it. 

In 1887, his father having died, Mr. Boardman en- 
tered the real estate and investment business and took 
up the management of property. Among prominent trans- 
actions he later negotiated were those involving the erec- 
tion of Symphony Hall, the Tremont building, Paddock 
and Niles buildings. Of late years he has had charge of 
rentals in the Fiske and Ames buildings, having his own 
offices in the latter. Mr. Boardman put through trans- 
fers in important real estate deals in the Back Bay resi- 
dential district and on the North Shore. In addition to 
his son, Reginald Boardman, he has had as an associate 
in his business his cousin, R. deB. Boardman. 

In his youth Mr. Boardman was an enthusiast at 
rowing and yachting and belonged to Charles river crews. 
In 1864 he bought the sloop Napoleon and in 1868 the 
schooner Minnie, wrecked the following year, but re- 
stored and christened the Wivern. In 1874 he sold her 
and acquired the Foam, which he retained some years. In 
recent years Mr. Boardman still preserved his custom of 
taking a summer cruise with friends. He was the last of 
the original members of the Eastern Yacht club, of which 
he was commodore for two years, beginning in 1878. In 
the New York Yacht club he was fourth in seniority of 
membership. 

‘He was a member also of the Somerset club, of Bos- 
ton, and Knickerbocker club, of New York; the Myopia 
Hunt club at Hamilton and Essex County club at Man- 
chester. 

Mr. Boardman was married on April 29, 1868, to 
Miss Annie Fearing Leeds, daughter of James and Mary

The U. S. S. Tucker, one of the overseas destroyer 
fleet, which made a wonderful record during its 20 months 
in the European war zone, was in Gloucester harbor dur- 
ing the latter three days of last week and the craft at- 
tracted a great many summer people on board, Visitors 
were admitted while the Tucker was in port. The des- 
troyer was in the war zone from May, 1917, to January, 
1919, hunting submarines and convoying troop ships. On 
her forward stack, she carried a star, a mark of distinc- 
tion for having sunk a German submarine on August 9 of 
last year. The Tucker is a ship of 1100 tons, 314 feet 
long and she carries a war crew of seven officers and 120 
men. 


Funds have been accumulating steadily for the new 
memorial parkway on Western avenue, to be built as a 
memorial to Gloucester soldiers and sailors who fought in 
the world war, but now the idea doesn’t appeal to the 
boys and their dissatisfaction has been sent to the press.

The building of a parkway has interested 
the summer residents as’ well as the citizens of Gloucester 
and already contributions have been made, by amounts of 
money raised from social affairs, gifts, etc.

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Dr. Roland Cotton Smith and Appleton Farms, 
Ipswich---Three of Dr. Smith’s Poems 


r. RoLAND Corron Smiru, of “Cottonfield,” Ipswich, 
gave one of his delightfully informal talks recently 
in the Episcopal church of Ipswich. We were not for- 
tunate enough to hear this talk, which touched some- 
what on the past and present in the affairs of the little 
church, but we saw Dr. Smith at his summer home and 
obtained a few details in regard to the early days of the 
church. 

Since this is not a sermon review, or a church his- 
tory, or a recorded interview, we are going to write it 
just as it is suggested to ourselves, hoping that BREEZE 
readers will appreciate the charm of olden days as well 
as historic days that lingers about “Appleton Farms.” 

The following item is taken from Ipswich chronicles 
compiled by the Rev. Thomas Franklin Waters. Preis 
found in his “Massachusetts Bay Colony, 1633-1700.” 

“The first Appleton, the immigrant, had land near 
the property of the Ipswich Historical society. It was a 
large farm ‘containing, foure hundred and sixty acres, 
more or less, medow and upland as it lyeth, bounded by 
‘the River commonly called the Mile brook on the north- 
east and by the great River on the northwest, on the west 
in part by the Land. of William Warener and by a swamp 
on the southeast, and partly also on the same end by the 
Land of Hugh Sherrat’ (‘entered into the Town booke— 
the 20th of December, 1638’). Mr. Waters adds: “This 
great farm has always remained in his family, except 
some small portions, most of which have been repurchased 
by his descendants. His son, Major Samuel, built a saw 
mill on Mile river near the bridge. It is the only estate 
probably in our Town which has descended without break 
to the present generation.’ 

“The farm has grown somewhat since those early 
days and now about one thousand acres of beautiful farm- 
Jand and woodland comprise what is known as “‘Appleton 
Farms.’ Miles of grassy rides wind through the place 
over which it is a pleasure to ride these days. The rides 
were begun by the late Daniel Fuller Appleton, who cut 
away the brush and trees so that he might drive in and 
about the woods and pasture lands. His son, Francis 
R. Appleton, of “New House,’ has widened and perfected 
the roads. Some beautiful pines are here and there along 


these lonely drives,—standing like sentinels over the aged 
forest. Many spots are dear to the Appleton children and 
their descendants, and there is scarcely a point without 
its associations.” 

The old ancestrat home is occupied by Mrs. D. F. 
Appleton. Fine trees surround it. The site is that of a 
house that had probably stood there one hundred years 
before the present one was built in 1794. 

Back in early days Rev. John Cotton Smith, rector 
of Ascension church, New York, married in the old home- 
stead on “Appleton Farms.” The, Smiths and the Apple- 
tons soon grew too many for one roof to cover. So vari- 
ous houses were added for the sons and daughters who 
still found no place as charming as Ipswich. 

Mr. and Mrs. Francis R. Appleton (Fanny Lanier) 
built “New House” in 1889. Mr. Appleton now owns 
the farm proper. Some of the houses stand on it while 
others occupy sites close by, once a part of the original 
farm. Mr. and Mrs. Gerald L. Hoyt (Mary Appleton) 
have a cottage on the farm. It is closed this summer as 
they are in Beverly Cove. “Brier Hill” is also on the 
farm. It is owned by Mr. and Mrs. Chalmers Wood 
(Ellen Cotton Smith) and Mr. and Mrs. Joseph F. 
Woods (Harriette G. Cotton Smith, neither family occu- 
pying it, however. 

Other Appleton-Smith places be'ong to the following: 
Capt. James W. Appleton, “Appleton Farms,” ‘“War- 
ners;” Randolph Morgan Appleton, a place opposite the 
“Appleton Farms;” Mr. and Mrs. Bayard Tuckerman 
(Annie Cotton Smith) “Sunswick;’ Mrs. Charles 5S. 
Tuckerman (Ruth Appleton), “Applefield ;” Rev. Dr. and 
Mrs. Wm. G. Thayer (Violet Otis), “Holiday Hill” (Dr. 
Thayer’s mother was an Appleton) ; and Rev. and Mrs. 
Roland Cotton Smith (Margaret S. Otis), “Cottonfield.” 

All of these places are close together. The Tucker- 


man homes are situated on Waldingfield road which runs 
past the front part of the beautiful “Appleton Farms.” 
The road takes its name from the ancestral home in Eng- 
land of the Appleton family. 

Rev. John Cotton Smith, busy New York rector, did 
not: waste all of his summers in idleness.

The lace factory and knitting mills had 
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brought many English people already communicants of 
the Episcopal church. Services were held in a hall at 
first, a rector being secured at once. 

' The present church was built about 1869, as a memo- 
rial for its founder. The architect was Renwick, who 
built the Roman Catholic cathedral and Grace church in 
New York. The rector, Rev. Robert P. Parker, has a 
large year-round congregation. He is doing ,excellent 
work with the men and has an interesting Bible class. 
The church contains. several memorial tablets to its for- 
mer members. Weddings of note among the summer 
colonists have taken place in the church. Most of the 
Appleton weddings have taken place here. The last one 
in that family to take place in the church was a war wed- 
ding. It was when Miss Julia Appleton, daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Randolph M. Appleton, became the bride of 
Capt. Charles S. Bird, Jr. 

The Appleton-Smith family played an important part 
in the world war. The roll of honor shows James W. 
Appleton, Francis R. Appleton, Jr., Wm. L. Wood and 
Charles 5. Bird, as captains; Charles L. Appleton and 
Samuel Weldon, as majors; and the lieutenants include 
William’ G. Wendell, Clarence: Hay, Francis Appleton 
Wood, John Cotton Smith, Lydig Hoyt, Bayard ‘Vucker- 
man, Jr., William L. Elkins, U. S. N., Alfred V. Kidder, 
George B. Post, Jr., William G. Thayer, Jr. and Sigour- 
ney Vhayer. And others are Ensign Evans Dick, U. S. 
N. and Seaman John S. Parker, U. S. N. 

Francis Appleton Wood, son of Mr. and Mrs. Chal- 
mers Wood, was in the aviation service. He was killed at 
Chateau-Thierry. It is said that he wrote back, not about 
his flying, but letters that showed he was filled with home 
interests. He asked what hymns were being sung in the 
church while the world was at war. 

Dr. Roland Cotton Smith, whom we found a kindly 
disposed man, just the kind of a person we had imagined 
him to be, is fond of Ipswich and its past. His “Cotton- 
held,” built only ten years ago on the banks of Ipswich 
river, is a pleasant brick house with terrace and porch 
facing the river. It is just a retreat from his busy life 
in Washington. No garden attempt is made. ‘The nat- 
ural forest grows close to the house with only a vista 
cut out for the river and a clearing on either side the 
avenue. Ferns are growing everywhere throughout the 
place, especially near the river. Also oaks and pines and 
Ipswich blueberries and huckleberries, the berries in such 
quantities that they must supply the family for the sea- 
son. 

When Dr. Smith was a little boy he began to take to 
his father’s occupation. At the age of five he would 
mount a chair in the nursery and preach to his sisters and 
little Appleton cousins. This he was fond of doing in the 
New York home. Of course, his summers were spent 
in Ipswich. 

No reminiscences of a Puritan Sabbath haunt the 
mind of this son of a minister. Sunday was a day of joy 
to him. The Appleton “church wagon” was driven into 
‘Ipswich for two services when the day of rest rolled 
around. All the little Appletons and Smiths were tucked 
in with the grown-ups and went to service as a matter of 
course. 

The preacher boy grew up and how natural it seems 
that his first parish should have been on the North Shore. 
He was placed in charge of Beverly, in those days extend- 
ing to Manchester. Beverly Farms parish was not estab- 
lished till later. 

After remaining three years in Beverly the preacher 
boy went to Boston, where he spent four years as an 
associate with Phillips Brooks at Trinity church. From 
there he went to Northampton for ten years, 
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The North Shore boy preacher then left Massachu- 


setts and took up his residence in the nation’s capital, 


where he has been for the past eighteen years. 
he-is rector of St. John’s church. 

St. John’s is just opposite the White House and is 
one of the renowned churches of the country. Within it 
more Presidents and officials in Washington have wor- 
shipped than in any other church. This is due, in a 


There 
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measure, to its location. It is an old church for Washing-— 


ton. The city itself is about 120 years old, while St. 
John’s has reached the century mark already. The 
church was decorated about forty years ago, in a period 
not conducive to ideal beauty. This coming year St. 
John’s is to be restored to its original state. Dr. Smith 
not only has noted gatherings in the pews each Sunday, 
but he offciates at many weddings of fashionable folk 
and has christened the babies of Washingtonians and the 
officials in great number during his eighteen years of resi- 
idence. 

In Dr. Smith’s talk the other day at the Ipswich 
church he spoke of a few of the members whose church 
interests had been strong. He said the good deeds of 
many were following on after those who planned them 
were gone. He mentioned most reverently the late Chas. 
Tuckerman, Mrs. John Heard, Mr. and Mrs. C. H. Noyes, 
Dr. and Mrs. Bomer (Mrs. Bomer played the little melo- 
dion when they met in the hall with its rude seats. She 
was also organist in the church) ; also George Tilton and 
Francis Appleton Wood. 

He said: “A year ago we sat in church uneasy and 
wondering about our boys. Now that they are home we 
are drifting back into the old ways again. We had ex- 
alted ideas and high standards during war days. Let us 
live by our war-day standards. Don’t let us fall below 
them. Let us-stand for uplift and keep to the standards 
we took when war was around us.” 

A family meeting never takes place without some 


word from Dr. Smith. |His poem, “White Gates,” was © 


given, in part, recently in the Brerze. Dr. Smith wrote 
and read it for the meeting of Appleton-Smith homefolk 
last year at the residence of Rev. Dr. and Mrs. William 
G. Thayer. The homefolk were then thinking of their 
boys over there. 


When Capt. James W. Appleton, Myopia M. F. H., 
returned from overseas, where he had been in the re- 
mount service, his sister, Mrs. Charles Tuckerman, gave 
a dinner for him at her home. At the happy gathering 
of relatives Dr. Smith read the following poem:

FRANcis R. Spaprnc (Mary Evans), of “Barn- 
stead,’ West Manchester, is one of our Shore women 
who has put in much time overseas. Mrs. Spalding is a 
most interesting and thrilling talker whom it is hard to 
report. She has related her early experiences in the out- 
break of the war at various times. Mrs. Spalding helped 
greatly in the Liberty bond campaigns when she was here. 

Of her last year and a half overseas, when she was 
busy in canteen work, we have not been able to get Mrs: 
Spalding to relate much. Upon her return this season she 
was filled with the awfulness of the whole thing and has 
been resting as much as possible ‘in her home, 

One story Mrs. Spalding told us is typical of some of 
the suffering she saw. She was at a station when a sad 
looking mother approached her and asked for help. The 
mother said that somehow she had become separated from 
her two young boys. She stated that they were in a car 
behind the one on which she was, and that she wished to 
be placed with them because she thought they needed her. 
Mrs. Spalding was interested at once. No doubt the 
mother had appealed to her on account of the Red Cross 
uniform she wore. 

She hurried across the tracks to a chief and explained 
to him the situation of the mether and her boys. The 
official asked if Mrs. Spalding had seen the woman’s 
passports. She had not. ‘He went and asked for them. 

Mrs. Spalding says she noticed a changed expression 
on his face as he handed back the passports. He spoke 
gently to the mother. He then quietly told Mrs. Spalding 
that he had discovered the mother was insane and was 
being sent to an institution, She had seen her two young 
sons killed right before her and it had driven her insane. 

Mrs. Spalding had a varied experience. We hear of 
her one time doing a certain kind of work essential to 
the aviators. She is one who could and was willing to do 
almost any kind of work needed. 


EVASTATED FRANCE has received much. help through the 
New England committee, Money to buy chickens, 
goats, rabbits, cows, clothes, household utensils, etc., has 
been sént over.

Along these lines of helping France the following 
may be of interest: 

Miss Anne Morgan has written from the Aisne say- 
ing that the people there are living like moles. She says 
taat the first great need is re-establishment of the village 
bakeries. Then machinery necessary to furnish employ- 
ment is required, after which she places the butcher, the 
school and the preparation of shelters. 

“The main thing,” says Miss Morgan, “is to realize 
that this country is in places, to all intents and purposes, 
the same as before the armistice; for instance, yesterday 
we had a terrible tragedy in the explosion through a fire 
of a depot of ammunition at St. Aubin. Think what it 
meant to all these poor people to again leave all that 
they had started, to evacuate the entire village, with 
bombs falling everywhere. We took care of 100 or more 
for the night and it was more tragic than you can imagine, 
Today the fire is all over; they have all flocked back. But 
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alas! the few houses that ‘were the least ruined before, are 
now completely destroyed, and we have our hands full.” 


HE Red Cross Magazine for September contains a little 

summary of points to the mothers of America about 
their children. Uncle Sam’s sayings run like this: 

“You and I are doing a big job. We are raising the 
nation’s children—the little Americans, who will be big 
ones very soon. They must take their places as men and 
women and carry on America when you and your hus- 
bands are too old and too tired to do it any longer.

Two little boys, John and Brinley Hall, © 
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RS. CHARLES S. TUCKERMAN, of “Applefield,” Ipswich, 
has one of the charting little gardens of the inland 
region. It lies close to her house and terrace and is filled 
with old-fashioned flowers of many varieties. (See pic- 
ture on front cover.) 

' Mrs. Tuckerman’s garden has been written about in 
the Breeze at other times. But her dining room never 
has been. The whole house has low-ceiled rooms, carved 
panels from still older houses, and old-time furniture. 

The dining-room, however, is to be the subject of this 
item. Imagine a long, low room done in white, having for 
its chief ornament rows and shelves and open cupboards 
and tables of quaint, old blue dishes. 

A shelf extends around the room. This contains blue 
plates, platters, pitchers, tureens, etc., that would delight 
the eyes of the antique seeker. A corner cupboard filled 
to overflowing, set-in shelves filled from the ceiling down 
to a table below, a shelf of nothing but pitchers, two old 


sideboards and about half a dozen tables of various sizes | 


complete the room. Dishes, though, are everywhere. The 
fireplace has a noticeably narrow mantel. The big window 
on one side, a bay-window effect, has blue cushions along 
the seat, while above, is the fine collection of pewter which 
Mrs. Tuckerman has long possessed. The pewter stands 
on a shelf extending across the window top. 

A collection of old-time lamps is on the mantel. Can- 
dles and lamps seem to be used for lighting the room and 
the entire cottage. 

The little entry between the hall and dining room is 
also filled with things of interest. An old clock, table, 
seat and some English prints make a fitting entrance into 
the quaint dining room. 

And this dining room, so charming in its dainty and 
white and looking like a picture of y® true olden times has 
gatherings of the most varied types at its board. 

Mrs. Tuckerman is never alone. Her summers are 
occupied with grandchildren who come from near and far 
to share “Applefield.” But there is usually someone else 
to enjoy the blue and white dining room. Mrs. Tuckerman 


has numerous friends among the sick in hospitals and is a_ 


constant visitor at some institutions near Boston. Many a 
time a convalescent patient or someone else needing an 
outing has the privilege of beautiful “Applefield.” 

We could make a “carry on” item out of this, for 
Mrs. Tuckerman is, indeed, the “lady of good and quiet 
works,” but since this is an “Estate” item we say no more. 


LIAM Puuitsiups, Assistant Secretary of State, and 
** Mrs. Phillips (Caroline Drayton), come to “High- 
over,” North Beverly, each season, from “Woodley,” on 
Woodley road, Washington. 

“Highover” is one of the recently built places upon 
the Shore. It is situated on Wenham lake between the 
places belonging to Mr. Phillips’ mother, Mrs. John C. 
Phillips, and his brother, Dr. John C. Phillips, who is on 
the Wenham side, the other two places being on the Bev- 
erly side of the lake. 

Extensive grounds comprise the William Phillips 
place. The house is in the midst of the grounds and is 
reached by a long, winding avenue. It is a fine specimen 
of architecture, big and roomy and done in yellow stucco 
with light green blinds. It stands on the edge of the hill 
which slopes gently down to the lake far below. The 
terrace and garden arrangement around the house are 
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particularly interesting, Beautiful cedars, pines and hem- 
locks are throughout the grounds. Much of the place is 
in a semi-wild state, except along the avenue and in the 
immediate vicinity of the house and gardens. 

The lower and upper gardens by the house are of 
much interest. The upper Italian garden is an ideal little 
piace. With its lily pond in the center, handsome tea- 
house, garden seats, urns and shrubbery it presents a 
charming appearance, It is on high ground at one side 
of the big front courtyard before the house. Gravel walks 
lead around through it. Leaving it the pergola and lower 
garden are entered. 

The lower garden lies between the house and pergola 
and the wall of the upper garden and a thick hedge on 
the side opposite the wall. Flowers make a border around 
it. Under the pergola is a pretty marble piece brought 
from Italy, while the feature of the garden is St. Francis 
with the birds fluttering around him. This bronze stands 
in a niche in the wall next the upper garden. It was done 
by Mrs. Maynard Ladd, of Manchester. It differs from 
her St. Francis in the garden of Mrs. W. Scott Fitz, of 
Manchester. A specially designed fountain is at the base 
on which is inscribed a welcome to the birds. Mrs. Ladd 
never repeats herself in these garden pieces, each one be- 
ing designed to fit the place. 

After visiting these two delightful gardens the most 
unusual sight of the place is yet left to see. On the side 
of the house facing the lake is the terrace. Here, indeed, 
one seems to be “highover” everything. When the view 
is first seen it is startling. The big three-story house 
towers majestically on the hill crest. A long straight cut: 
has been made down to the low lands by the lake. 

Leaving the wide terrace by the house and _ starting 
lakeward takes one down this “ramp,” the name of the 
leaping and bounding cut or pathway down to the lake. 
Soft grass forms the path. About a third of the way 
down are a flight of grass steps, the only ones seen, so 
far, on the Shore. Descending the steps the long grassy 
ramp continues down to the wilderness edging the lake. 
Pines, rhododendrons, vincas and laurel edge the ramp, 
while near its lower end is a wild garden on either side. 

Going down the ramp is a fascination. One seeing 
it for the first time hastens down its long descent, eager 
to reach the bottom. Returning more slowly is when its 
picturesqueness can be studied in detail. 

Paths and a wood drive lead here and there through 
the grounds. The outlook near the house is one of much 
beauty. The place seems “highover” all the trees and 
valleys below. A blue dreamy mist hangs over the land- 
scape. “Highover,” so far off the beaten track of North 
Shore tourists can only be seen slightly from the Wenham 
and Beverly road. 

The little children who enjoy this country home are 
Beatrice Schermerhorn, William and Drayton. 

Mr. Phillips, since his graduation from Harvard Law 
school in 1902, has spent many years in the. diplomatic 
service.

Tur Boston Herald Has PusBLIsHED an interesting 
and profitable view of the present circumstances as in- 


terpreted by our townsman, Henry L. Higginson. The 
caption of the article we endorse as in keeping with the 
good work done by our estimable friend and the good 
place which he has won for himself in the heart of his 
friends. ‘The message is called a “counsel from a great 
citizen.” Mr. Higginson approaches the problem of the 
hour with his eyes open and has hit the nail squarely 
upon the head. ‘The time has come for industry and in- 
telligent cooperation on the part of all citizens to the 
end ‘that justice may be done and the good times returned 
by faith, codperation and labor, Prices are going down 
‘and will with the help of all. Mr. Higginson counsels : 

“The President’s message to the railroad men is ex- 
ceilent in all ways—-reasonable, sympathizing, right, The 
whole country knows that he is working hard to do jus- 
tice to the whole country and that he has no wish or right 
to do otherwise. The proposed action of the railroad 
“men strikes the women and children. The President is 
trying to bring down the costs of living; and the rail- 
road men, by their words, raise them, for many a house- 
keeper, from fear of starvation, hastens to hoard food. 

“The President is right in saying that prices will 
fall if we all work diligently and buy only what is essen- 
tial to decent living. And when the fall in prices really 
begins it wil! go fast. A falling market always moves 
fast. for dealers are afraid of being caught with high- 
priced goods. Every trader knows that fact. Work and 
saving ‘will hasten the fall. 

“The railroad men refuse to work, sit still, stop the 
flow of goods, impoverish the railroad’ companies, and 
then demand higher pay. Thus they injure the insur- 
ance companies and savings banks, which hold railroad 
bonds in very large quantities and which hold also the 
savings of the ‘work-people,’ so-called, as if we all were 
not work-people. The railroad men also drive away 
capital, for trustees, men and women will refuse to touch 
railroad bonds—indeed, the fear of them today is too 
strong. The railroad men put aside the fact that the 
United States is controlling the railroads and must pay 
any deficit, i.e., we all, men, women and children, rail- 
road men included—pay these higher wages. Death is 
the only escape from taxes, direct or indirect. That is 
a very old and true story, 

“Supposing your wife or child is very ill and the 
doctors refuse to come except for a very large fee.. What 
wickedness! The railroad men forget that the world has 
been very ill indeed, is slowly recovering and needs great 
care and patience, for sick people are fretful and. un- 
reasonable. The doctors are hard at work, are studying 
the needs of the sick, and their spokesman'—the Presi- 
dent—speaks as he did the other day. ’Be patient and 
rely on Us. You know that we wish to help you, and we 
will do so.’

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~ Tue CHURCHES OF tut Norra Sore have been hit 
hard by the war and the post war conditions, with their 
‘attendant high costs for materials. The increased costs 
building repairs and maintenance are considerable fac- 
s in every church, In addition, the burdens to the 
North Shore churches have been particularly heavy be- 
cause of the local conditions. The beauty of the coast, 
ith its cool and attractive summers, has destined the 
shore to be, always, a summer resort. This precludes 
introduction and maintenance of manufacturing en- 
prises which would develop the towns and make them 
essive and growing centres with large permanent pop- 
tions able to maintain active social service enterprises 


d the churches, Such conditions can. never develop 


Apparently the following causes have been operating 
9 handicap the work of the churches during the last 
year and in the preceding years: 

1. The removal to other places of persons who sell 
their estates for summer residences,. with the consequent 
loss of their financial and personal support to the church- 
2. The absence of large numbers of young men of 
earning capacity during a part of the last year in the 
service of the nation’ overseas. 

3. The heavier demands upon the permanent popu- 
ation for increased living expenses and for war campaign 
funds has reduced considerably their giving ability. 
4. The influenza epidemic in the early fall was the 
‘cause of a loss of some revenue to some of the churches. 
5. ‘The desirable and necessary war work campaigns 
enlisted the support of all of the churches, but precluded 
any campaigns for improvements by them. Every effort 
was set for the success of war need campaigns. 

6, The high costs of building and repair materials 
have added to the expenditures of churches. 

7. The young men of working age are compelled to 
‘seek work in other places, and their removal is inevitable. 
\ 8. The summer resort attracts others who are em- 
ployed on the summer estates, but with the exception of 
gardeners and their assistants, the working force in the 
summer homes are able to-attend church, and thus aid, 
‘in the summer season only. Even, in the summer the 
urs of employment necessarily deprive many of church 
privileges and the church of their individual and financial 
support. 

All of these factors working together have made it 
difficult for the churches of the North Shore under 
any conditions to meet their obligations and to do their 
work. It has been especially difficult because of the war 
and post war problems. There is a need for the organ- 
zed forces of the Christian church in every North Shore 
sommunity. The presence of a resident clergyman in each 
parish is one of the primary needs of the community life. 
Some of the North Shore communities have felt the in- 
fluences of the deterring factors of a summer colony so 
greatly that they need the aid of the summer contributors 
to supplement the endeavors of their permanent member- 
ship to maintain their work. In larger communities where 
the population permits, social service work is maintained 
by the separate organizations, but in the smaller communi- 
ties of the North Shore such duties naturally fall to the 
‘churches and are cared for by them. 

‘It is particularly unfortunate that as the Shore in- 
creases in prosperity because of the increasing number of 
summer residents, the churches are by the very: process 
gradually weakened. The summer people are appreciat- 
ing the situation more and more and despite the numerous 
demands which are made upon them, are planning their 
‘benevolence budgets to include the churches of their sum- 
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mer colony. The policy is a primary necessity and a val- 
uable investment, The influences of the churches on the 
North Shore are not inconsiderable and their work should 
not be embarrassed for the need of the small amounts of 
money required to maintain them. The budgets are small 
compared with the good that accrues. The churches need 
the help of the summer people and the summer people 
are recognizing the opportunity and are not overlooking 
the churches in their summer benevolences, 


PRESIDENT WILSON, despite his hearty support of the 
League of Nations, has not always been an advocate of it 
or a believer. Like Lloyd George of England and M. 
Clemenceau of France his political experience has taught 
him the expedience and necessity of the new arrangement 
in order to conserve peace, assure the fruits of the hon- 
orable war and to keep Germany whipped. 


ONE OF THE Most ‘HoreFuL Sicns of the hour is 
the report of the committee appointed by the New York 
State Federation of Labor recommending that for a per- 
iod of six months no new strikes be authorized except in 
the case of “intolerable oppression.” ‘The committee was 
appointed in. June of this year to consider the problem of 
the High Cost of Living and to make recommendations. 
After two months consideration, after consultation with 
labor leaders, industrial, manufacturing.and financial in- 
terests, they have unanimously come to a decision that 
the situation is to be aided by the maintenance of produc- 
tion and the avoidance of labor difficulties which cut down 
production, It recommends that in order that the results 
of the coming peace may be aided rather than. hindered, 
every workman keep steadily at his tasks to increase pro- 
duction, bearing the temporary embarrassments of the 
present in order that peace conditions may return quickly 
and that normal conditions may be established. To pre- 
vent strikes for six months will greatly aid not alone in 
meeting the economic stress of the hour, but will contrib- 
ute in no small degree to the peace of mind which is no 
inconsiderable factor in community life. The committee 
makes a strong report and very forcefully expresses its 
opinion: “for trade unions to permit themselves to be 
brought under the influence of lawless agitators at this 
time of national stress is treason not only to the princi- 
ples of trade unionism, but to the United States of Amer- 
ica.” It would not be too severe punishment to revoke 
the American Federation of Labor charters of such unions 
and put them outside the pale of decent organized labor.” 
There is no question but what the advice thus given is 
wholesome and desirable. If the report of the committee 
be accepted and become the policy of organized labor 
one of the advantages of organized labor will be evident 
The hour has struck and Organized Labor has an unpar- 
alled opportunity of rendering a patriotic service to the. 
nation. 


Jutrus E1seMANN of the North Shore and Boston is 
winning a place for himself in the great community wel- 
fare work of that city. He is now a member of the com- 
mittee planning for the national organization which con- 
tinues the war time War Camp Community Service, By 
inclinations, experience and opportunity, taught the great 
values of cooperative effort, Mr. Fisemann has been ad- 
dressing himself to the problems of the hour with a fi- 
delity and acumen that means much for America. He has 
a vision of the future, and he has faith in the great Amer- 
icanizing project which the War Camp Community Ser- 
vice initiated and maintained during the war. The im- 
portance of his work and the enthusiasm which he has 
put into it has been appreciated by those who have been 
associated with him and who have known of his work. 
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Having come from the old world himself and having 
passed through the trials of establishing himself’ in the 
new. land with its new customs and patriotic obligations 
he has an opportunity from his rich experience to con- 
tribute intelligence and direction to the Americanization 
problems of the organization with which he is associated. 
The great call of the hour is Americanization and 
when the one sees the spirit of public service aroused and 
exemplified in the work of the new Americans who are 
withal, Americans, without the hyphenate “new,” one 
cannot but realize that the future is safe and that the in- 
heritances of other generations will not be lost. Mr. 
Eisemann is giving daily of his time and strength in the 
important social service work which command his at- 
tention and he may be assured by the fruits of his ser- 
vice and the appreciation of those whom he: has aided 
that he has chosen the good part and the true rewards of 
self-sacrificing service will come to him.. The great work 
of Americanization will go on with great influence in the 
days ahead. It is the self-determining work of such 
leaders that demonstates its practicability and value. 


Tue Sprrit oF Optimism is the greatest power of 
the human intellect and spirit. It is the ability which 
makes it possible for a man to project his thought and 
will so that the dreary present may have the impulse 
which the hope of a more beautiful future impels. Op- 
timism is not temperamental in its deepest meaning. 
Mere cheerfulness may be the result of ignorance, a nar- 
row vision of the present, a circumscribed horizon of 
personal experience. True optimism will engage every 
faculty of the human intellect and will, to conquer the 
present with its unfavorable and untoward circumstances, 
by a hope, buttressed by the spirit and will to conquer. 
The intelligent man views life as a sequence of causes 
and effects. The element of evil in the present affects 
the nerves and depresses the human spirit, but the vision 
of the days ahead gives power to meet the exacting care. 
Being given the faculty of memory which makes it pos- 
sible for a man to live the past again in thought he is also 
endowed with an imagination to foresee and prearrange 
for the future. 

Optimism conquers the evil of the present, marshals 
the forces of the mind and will, and determines that the 
forebodings or experience of evil in the present shall be 
conquered. Optimism is the only foe that can defeat 
fear. Fear is the very essence of worrv. Optimism, that 
is true to its duty, can never be blind. -The failure to 
understand the meanings of evil in the present are in- 
dications of spiritual and moral weakness. Merely re- 
fusing to see an evil present has nothing in common with 
the true spirit of optimism, The mind that is unawake 
to the responsibilities of life may be able to maintain a 
cheerfulness that is appalling te one who sees the fore- 
boding elements in the present. 

The true optimist has the faculty of giving untoward 
experience of life its true valuation, receives it and takes 
account of its possible ill and then uses the intellect and 
will to overcome fate, Optimism and peace are not one. 
The cheerfully ignorant may be at peace, a false peace 
which is unintelligent and does not recognize the dangers 
in the present experience. The optimist may determine 
the evil of the present experience and be able to conquer 
it by the aid of counteracting powers and feel confident 
of the conquest of the evil in human experience by that 
which is for the good. The optimist may have anxiety, 
worry may take possession of his spirit, but his care is 
tempered by hope and faith. Peace may be denied for 
the shorter while that the more durable peace of mind 
may endure. 
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It is hope and faith, with the forces of character, the 
intellect, the subdued emotions and the strengthened will 
which make the true optimist. , The optimist is not one 
who cannot measure the evil of experience. He is the 
one who gives evil its true valuation and determines that 
the inner man shall conquer the outer fate. The optimist 
drives away the clouds of life by the sunshine of deter-— 
mination. He sets at nought the narrowing experiences 
of life by the broader vision. The optimist is the true 


man because he lives in a present enriched by the begin-— 


nings of causes which he has set in operation for the 
better future. An optimist is not a ne’er do well that 
drifts with the tide. He stems the tide. Against heavy 
winds, he matches the skill of his arm and powers of his 
mind, with the aid of the forces of nature, to overcome 
the moving tides and opposing wind, He wins because of 
intelligent activity. The optimist is always alert, active, 
sincere. The spirit of the universe is with him because, 
he lives in a world of life. that is optimistic. 


‘‘T like the man who faces what he must 
With heart triumphant and a step of cheer: 
Who fights the daily battles without fear: 
Sees his hope fail, yet keeps unfaltering trust 
That God is God: that somehow, true and just, 
His plans work out for mortals: not a tear 
Is shed when fortune, which the world holds dear 
Falls from his grasp: better, with love, a crust 
Than living in dishonor: envies not, 
Nor loses faith with man: but does his best, 
Nor even murmurs at his humbler lot: 
But with a smile and words of hope gives zest 
To every toiler; he alone is great 
Who by a life heroic conquers fate.’’ 


Tur Treaty oF Peace has not been having a very 
favorable reception at the hands of the senators. It has 
aroused a spirit of unrest in the nation, People are 
weary of the war conditions and desire to have the for- 
malities of ending the war completed as soon as possible. 
The Treaty of Peace and the League of Nations cannot 
be divorced at this stage of operations. To weaken the 
work of the Council of Peace by agitation on the part of 
the Senate will be both unwise and undesirable. The 
protest against the emasculation of America’s power are 
not amiss. It is both desirable and advisable that the 
Senate give utterance to American doctrines of indepen- 
dence and autonomy. It is well if there be any reserva- 
tions to be made that full publicity be given to them. It 
does not appear, however, that America is making any en- 
dangering sacrifices of authority or of independence. The 
position of America in the late war has assured us of a 
position of leadership that cannot be avoided. The war 
has taught the necessity of the codperation of the Anglo- 
Saxon powers. It has also taught the necessity of a 
hearty cooperation with France. At once it is apparent 
that some sort of a working alliance is imperative. The 
League of Nations is but the result of the enlargement 
of the apparent idea of a union of Great Britain and 
France with the United States. The League of Nations 
is amendable and the good value of its arrangement for 
the future will be recognized the more as the days pass. 
It will be interesting to watch the course of events. 


Life needs for its happiness, and character for its 
stability. a definite aim, energetically and regularly pur- 
sued.

Suppenty and swiftly the storm 

“broke Monday evening, and as 
suddenly and swiftly it stopped, its 
destruction done. The North Shore 
was swept by wind beginning about 
six o'clock in the evening for more 
than an hour. 
however, was accomplished in a very 
few minutes. Trees were bent and 
swayed until the force of the wind 
snapped their branches. In _ other 
places whole trees were uprooted, 
sidewalks raised, the havoc played by 
the elements resulting in smashed 
windows, obstructed roads and a 
chilly coldness which went through 
the warmest blooded persons, Tele- 
phone connections were impossible 
for some time. 

The fierce gusts of wind finally 
subsided and rain fell in torrents. 
Thunder and lightning increased the 
severity of the storm. People who 
were caught in the storm, which 
came up very suddenly after an ex- 
tremely sultry and uncomfortable 
day, sought quick refuge from the 
blinding wind. 

With the cessation of the rain, 
about 8.30, people ventured outside 
to see how much damage had been 
done. The biting cold chilled one’s 
blood and it seemed like a raw No- 
vember evening instead of a beauti- 
ful moonlight September evening, 
which it should have been. The 
roads dried up quickly after the rain, 
the wind being a far more powerful 
agent in the havoc wrought. 

During the early part of the eve- 
ning the bus route between Glouces- 
ter and Manchester was somewhat 
changed, the busses being forced to 
go along the main Gloucester-Man-

chester road instead of around by 
Magnolia square because of an ob- 
struction on Raymond st. However, 
this was soon remedied. But the 
busses had more trouble in Manches- 
ter, the uprooted tree at the corner 
of School and North streets causing 
another detour in the route. 

Manchester suffered its worst loss 
from the storm in the destruction 
done on the Common. One of the 
maple trees, planted on the first Ar- 
bor Day appointed, in April, 1882, 
was split in two. Some of the towns- 
people who have lived here all their 
lives recall that the school committee, 
which at that time comprised the late 
Dr. George A. Priest, the late Rev. 
D. S. Lamson, of the Baptist church, 
and Mrs. Frank P. Tenney, the only 
surviving member, gave the children 
a holiday to celebrate this initial Ar- 
bor Day. Each child in turn put a 
shovelful of earth around the trees 
planted on Manchester Common. 

The elm, opposite Floyd’s store, 
the uprooting of which caused the 
sidewalk to be forced upward, was 
not one of this particular Arbor Day 
group, 

A tree on the lawn in front of the 
Manchester public library was an ad- 
ditional victim of wind and weather. 

The top of the flagpole in front of 
the George A. Priest school was 
broken off, also. A large tree on 
Bridge street was another of the many 
uprooted by the gale. 

The chimney in the Graham cot- 
tage, Smith’s Point. was knocked 
over, falling through the roof and do- 
ing considerable damage. The house 
is unoccupied.

Manchester harbor were blown from 
their moorings, but fortunately not 
out of the harbor—as the wind was 
not in that direction. 

A great swath was cut in the for- 
est of pines on the easterly side of 
Pine st., in the vicinity of the old 
standpipe—scores of trees being up- 
rooted or broken off, 

Four of five trees were damaged on 
Proctor st., in the Smith’s Point sec- 
tion, one at the Putnam estate en- 
trance. In the Manchester Cove sec- 
tion a number of willow trees were 
blown down. 


Many a pleasure boat and fishing 
schooner was caught in the storm 
and lucky indeed was the miraculous 
manner in which some of them es- 
caped from Father Neptune’s rage. 
Danger lurked everywhere, on land 
and sea, during the period of the 
storm. 

Paul Wick, of Manchester Cove, 
with two companions, were fishing off 
the shore when the wind came. They 
tried to start up their motor, but in 
some manner the anchor rope became 
ensnarled in the propeller, The boat 
was tossed about and grave fears 
were entertained for the survival of 
the party, both by those in the boat 
and friends ashore. They drifted 
about all evening until nearly 12 
o’clock, finally drifting into Marble- 
head harbor—just at the time they 
had succeeded in clearing the propel- 
ler. When they reached their friends 
in Manchester by phone there was re- 
joicing all around.

ANENT THE POLICE. STRIKE 
IN BOSTON 


Speaking at Helena, Montana, last 
night, President Wilson referred to 
police strikes in the east and said that 
for the policemen of a great city to 
go on strike, “leaving the city at the 
mercy of thugs,” was a crime against 
civilization. The obligation of a po- 
liceman was as sacred and direct as 
the obligation of a soldier. 

The Boston Herald says editorially 
this morning: 

“With his larger authority and 
power, and with the statutory lodg- 
ment of responsibility for the mainte- 


nance of order in Boston with the, 


Governor of the Commonwealth, we 
believe that Mr. Coolidge has acted in 
accordance with the highest traditions 
of his great office in straightforward- 


ly assuming control of the police sit-. 


uation in this city. 

“In saying this we offer no criti- 
cism of the Mayor. But the Govern- 
or’s transcending responsibility he has 
wisely assumed. Nobody who knows 
the doughty Vermonter can question 
his hanging on till conditions are nor- 
mal once more and that result has 
been attained without the sacrifice of 
the community’s self-respect. This 
we should absolutely forfeit if the 
mutinous policemen were ever re- 
stored to their old places. 

“We do not believe that the labor 
organizations will go through with a 
general strike. It is possible that 
some newly fledged unions, like the 
carmen and the telephone girls, in the 
zeal of their new-found affiliations, 
will prove more restive than the saga- 
cious and seasoned unionists who 


have been organized long enough to 


acquire a perception of debits and 
credits. The chief danger lies with 


mushroom organizations, which may 


be ‘spoiling for a fight.’ 

“But even if they go out there is 
only one thing for the community to 
do, and that is to fight the battle out, 


on the present lines, if it takes all sum- 


mer. We are in the eye of the nation. 
Other cities are looking on. If the 
soviet theory succeeds here it will 
spread to other battlegrounds and be- 
come nation-wide. We are thus sav- 
ing the citadel for all the people, in 
behalf of the institutions of orderly 
government. 

“At 5.45 Tuesday night the police 
of Boston, having mutined, stood by 
and saw the hoodlums loot the city, 
in some instances abetting the vio- 
lence and disorder. The paramount 
question today is not their unioniza- 
tion, as Mayor Peters implies in his 
statement. ‘That. was the issue a week 
ago. We have got beyond it now. 

“We compliment the Governor on

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FATAL ACCIDENT 


 Co~mnecE MAn DrowNep IN MAN- 


4 CHESTER HARBOR—Four Laps 


SAVED 
OUR out of the five youths who were 
plunged into the waters of Man- 
chester harbor, Saturday noon, when 
a motor boat struck the rowboat in 
which they were fishing, were saved, 


none of them being able to swim. The 


only member of their party who could 
swim was lost, his feet being tangled 


in the fish lines and his arms being 


handicapped by the heavy sweater he 
wore, 

The rescued were Ewin McDoug- 
all Campbell, of Wenham, 14 years; 
Jacob Greenberg, son of Nathan 
Greenberg, of Union st., I2 years; 
Lawrence (Buddie) Stomboch, 9 
years; and John Morse, son of Geo. 
Morse, 12 years. Ronald Campbell, 
of Ardsley, N. Y., 24-year-old cousin 
of Ewin Campbell, was drowned. 
The younger boys had’ often gone out 
in John Morse’s boat and their safety 
in the placid waters of Manchester 
harbor was never doubted. 

The drowning was at a point in 
Manchester harbor, between the E. 
C. Fitch estate, on Norton’s Point, 
‘and the estate of Charles A. Read, on 
the Smith’s Point side of the harbor. 
The distance across is not more than 
200 yards. A safer place could not 


have been found, it would seem. 


Ronald Campbell, a student in the 


- engineering department at Columbia 


University, had come on to spend a 
couple of weeks with his aunt and 


- cousin, Miss Christine Campbell and 


Miss Margaret Campbell, of Boston, 
who have a gown shop at 45 Beach 
st., Manchester. ‘He had promised 
many times to make this visit, but 
until this year was unable to do so. 
He was to have gone home Thursday 
of last week, but when he found that 
his aunt, Miss Christme ‘Campbell, 
Was going to New York on business 
Monday, he decided to wait over and 
accompany her back. 

His little cousin, Ewin Campbell, 
had spent frequent week-ends during 
the summer with his relatives in 
Manchester. He went back to school 
last week in Wenham, but Friday 
afternoon, Ronald Campbell hired a 
bicycle and rode over to get the boy, 
bringing him back for another week- 
end visit. Not having any older 

friends in town, Ronald Campbell en- 
joyed the company of these younger 
boys. . 

They had planned to go to Singing 
Beach that fatal morning, but decided 
to go fishing first and spend the after- 
noon at the beach. The boys went 


out in the rowboat and had several 
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times moved the boat nearer the 
shore to get out of the wake of pass- 
ing motor boats, 

Then came the accident, at about 
eight minutes of twelve. Walter P. 
Parsons, in the employ of Isaac Ed- 
mands, of Niagara Falls, N. Y., was 
on his way to Manchester on an er- 
rand from Misery Island, where they 
are located. He was making for the 
shore, and was apparently working 
over the engine, for the boys in the 
rowboat, seeing the approaching mo- 
tor boat, yelled for him to look out. 
They could see no one in the motor 
boat. In another instant the motor 
boat had crashed into the rowboat, 
staving in the side of it and sending 
its occupants into the water, Mr. 
Parsons, not having seen the row- 
boat, did not know how many people 
were thrown into the water. 

Ewin Campbell, of Wenham, was 
the first lad rescued. Then the other 
three boys were reached and pulled 
into the motor boat to safety. Little 
Buddie Stomboch, 9-year-old son of 
the chauffeur for the Hennen Jen- 
nings, of Manchester, was the last 
boy rescued. When Ewin Campbell 
last saw his cousin, Ronald, he was 
holding up Buddie Stomboch. 

Mr, Parsons was absolutely unaid- 
ed in making these rescues, no other 
witnesses being about. Just as he 
grasped Buddie, who was going down 
for the third time, he shouted to Ron- 
ald Campbell to hold on a second and 
he would have him too. When he 
turned around and reached for him, 
Mr. Campbell had gone down. The 
drowned man had attempted to take 
off the heavy sweater which weighed 
him down and had made the use of 
his arms impossible. Then, his feet 
becoming entangled in the fish lines 
as he treaded water to keep himself 
afloat, he had no chance at all. 

Mr. Parsons took the four little 
boys ashore, and from the Beach st. 
landing sent a boy on a bicycle to re- 
port the accident to the police sta- 
tion.. Chief Sullivan and Officer Cook 
hurried to the harbor, where they 
dragged the water with grappling 
irons in an effort to recover the body. 
They had with them a lungmotor, 
which might have been of service had 
they recovered the body immediately. 
Chief Sullivan went back to his office 
to procure some more grappling irons 
and while he was gone Officer Cook 
found the body of Ronald Campbell. 

Medical Examiner Sears, of Bev- 
erly, was called and the body was 
turned over. to Undertaker S. -A. 
Gentlee. The body had been in the 
water about an hour and a quarter, 
being recovered about 1.15. 

Meanwhile, the nurse at FE. C. 
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Fitch’s came over in a rowboat and 
revived little Buddie Stomboch, who 
was unconscious when taken from 
the water. Ewin Campbell hurried 
to his aunt’s gown shop, and breath- 
lessly told them that Ronald was 
drowned. So great was the conster- 
nation that Ewin’s dripping clothes 
were not noticed for some time, 
When he was noticed, he was sent up- 
stairs to get dry clothes, He has not 
suffered any ill effects from the acci- 
dent except that his appetite has not 
been good since that time and he has 
last all desire to go out in a boat. He 
is back in Manchester with Miss Mar- 
garet Campbell this week during the 
absence of his aunt, Miss Christine 
Campbell, who went on to Ardsley, 
N. Y., Monday, with the remains. 
The funeral was held yesterday, 

Ronald ‘Campbell is the son. of Lt. 
Hectar Campbell, who was prostrated 
at the news of his son’s death. The 
young man’s step-mother came on 
Sunday and remained a few hours 
with the Misses Campbell. ‘“‘A better 
boy never lived,” she said, as grief- 
stricken as she would have been had 
Ronald been her own son. 

Ronald Campbell leaves also two 
brothers, John and Hectar Campbell, 
and a sister, Mrs. May Gretb. Hec- 
tar Campbell, the youngest of the 
three boys, has been in the navy. 
Ronald was in the army, though not 
reaching overseas because of illness 
contracted while in camp at Spartans- 
burg. ‘He had been in training at 
Plattsburg, but on being transferred 
to Spartansburg found the warm days 
and sleeping without sufficient protec- 
tion not agreeable to his health. On 
his recovery and subsequent release 
from the army he entered Columbia 
University last winter and took up 
work in the engineering department. 
Mr. Campbell was born in Hoboken, 
Nea |’ 

During his stay at Manchester, he 
roomed out, having his meals with 
the Misses Campbell so as to be with 
them as much as possible during his 
stay. Miss Margaret Campbell, who 
did not go to Ardsley for the funeral, 
is bearing her grief as best she can, 
being comforted somewhat over the 
miracle which saved little Ewin. 
Ronald and Ewin Campbell were sec- 
ond cousins. Ewin has a twin broth- 
er, Ronald, at home with his parents 
in Wenham. 

“Buddie’ Stomboch was ill after 
his experience, but is better now. The 
other boys, Jacob Greenberg and John 
Morse, are quite well. The youngsters 
will never forget their experience, 
however, and for them rowboats have 
completely lost their fascination. 

Mr, Parsons, who was _ operating 
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the motor boat which caused the un- 
fortunate accident, is stricken with 
grief. He goes up to the district 
court in Salem this Friday morning 
on a charge of manslaughter. He is 
out on $1500 bail. The four boys in 
the rowboat with Ronald Campbell 
will be the only witnesses. 

The drowned man’s grandfather 
was a sea-faring man and in all his 
life at sea never had a fatal accident. 
This drowning in Manchester harbor 
was the first fatality of its kind in 
many years and its circumstances are 
regrettable. Everybody is thankful 
that only one out of the possible five 
met death,

LAND, SAYS Bric.-GEN. SHERBURNE 

Brigadier-General, John H. Sher- 
burne, chairman of the state commis-

PROF, KRUMPELN’S VERSATALITY 
Wins MANCHESTER AND BEVER-

perience. He was fishing in a dory 
in the outer harbor when the storm 
struck him. He was powerless and 
was finally forced to lie in the bottom 
of the boat in despair of his life. He 
finally was able to reach shore again 
after the storm subsided, 


Tuesday morning, riding from 
Manchester to Gloucester in the bus, 
the BREEZE reporter noticed many a 
fallen tree, knocked down by the pre- 
vious night’s gale. Apple and other 
fruit trees, laden with half-ripened 
fruit, lay where they had crashed, a 
disappointment to their owners, who 
had looked forward to having their 
cellars filled with barrels of apples 
for the. winter. 

Fewer trees seemed to be damaged 
in the wooded sections than where 
single trees grew along the roadside, 
or on estates. 


In Magnolia, the electricity went 
out also and hotels and restaurants 
went through various primitive stages 
of lighting, until a few minutes before 
ten o’clock, when the lights flashed 
on as unexpectedly as they had gone 
out.

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State Forester Rane Addresses North Shore People 
on North Shore Forestry Preservation 


ONSERVATION of trees and replanting wherever possible 
was the interest which drew North Shore people to 
Horticultural hall, Manchester, last Friday evening, to 
hear State Forester Frank W. Rane speak. Frank P. 
Knight, of Manchester, presided. He said that North 
Shore people wanted to add to the number of trees as 
well as to protect the shrubs, particularly the laurel, and 
in general to beautify the appearance of our North Shore 
upon all possible lines that shall be found to be practica- 
ble. 

“With the water as a background, the trees have 
furnished attraction hard to equal,’ said Mr, Knight. 
“We all know that it is to our profit and advantage, as 
well as a pleasurable matter for us to retain that beauty, 
for us to retain these trees, for us to add to their num- 
ber. We feel sure that it can be made a profitable mat- 
ter, that our people here and elsewhere can be taught 
that it is a matter of dollars and cents to them to cut 
only those trees which shall reach maturity, letting the 
others grow as objects of beauty and as matters of pro- 
fit to them. 

“We all know the need for fire prevention. We all 
know the need of the personal interest on the part of 
every individual to work toward that end. It must not 
be left to a small group to care for. We want to learn, 
we want to work along together; we want to cooperate 
along the lines that shall be advantageous to the com- 
munity and to the communities which are surrounding 
us. We want you to take a personal interest and help 
us by your suggestions, feeling that this is not a matter 
of today, or tomorrow, or next week, or one year, but 
feeling that it is a matter that we must enter upon earn- 
estly and pursue diligently.” 

Mr. Knight then introduced Frank M. Rane, state 
forester, who was welcomed cordially. 

“Tt is my pleasure to go about the state interesting 
people along various lines, particularly the use of trees 
as regards their forestry,” said Mr. Rane. His work 
with trees is from the economical as well as the aesthet- 
ic standpoint. 

“To be perfectly frank with you people, we think 
you are doing things about right,” Mr. Rane told his 
North Shore audience. He said that other sections of 
the state are in such pitiable condition in comparison with 
the North Shore that less effort seemed needed here. He 
amended his statement about the perfection of the North 
Shore in regard to forestry by saying that there are a 
lot of things to be done on the North Shore. 

Mr. Rane spoke with great praise of. Col. Sohier, 
who is now away on his vacation. ‘He has been the man 
behind the gun, so to speak, so far as state forestry is 
concerned. Most of what we have been able to do from 
my office has been through the far-sighted and efficient 
way he has taken hold of it. The way that you people 
cooperate with him shows that you believe in him,” con- 
tinued Mr. Rane. He went on to say that we Americans 
never thought of forestrv until all at once overnight we 
got interested and then things began to go. He spoke of 
this as characteristic of Americans to get interested in 
things suddenly and to wake up to opportunities over- 
night. 
Thirteen years ago, in Governor Guild’s administra- 
tion, the office of moth superintendent was combined with 
that of forestry. Mr. Rane has been in charge of gypsy 
moth work since ’o9, as well as being forester for the 
Commonwealth, 


“You people are to be congratulated that you have a 
pretty compatable lot of people in this section, and with 
all the beauties endowed by nature herself and what man 
has brought in, you have a magnificent section that is 
known the world over, Massachusetts owes a great deal 


of its present success to the North Shore,” said Mr. Rane, — 


speaking of the campaign against gypsy moths. Sixty- 
five thousand dollars was appropriated for this purpose in 
‘10 or ‘11. He further said that the development and im- 
provement of spraying machines was brought about right 
here on the North Shore. He mentioned Beverly, Man- 
sae and Gloucester as having aided this work consid- 
erably. 


what the people living here today propose to make of it 
By having an organization here, I am sure that a great 
many things will be accomplished that we would other- 
wise allow to go along for years.” Mr, Rane, trying to 
define the North Shore, first, gave it as including from 
Beverly to Thatcher’s lights, taking in Beverly, Manches- 
ter, Gloucester, Rockport, Essex, Hamilton and Wenham, 
He revised this by saying that the popular idea of the 
North Shore was that it ran further up towards Boston 
and that it also took in Ipswich. He said that the codp- 
eration they have had in the state forestry office has been 
mostly from Beverly and Manchester and therefore he 
looked to these places to determine who are to come in. 

“I think we ought to have a survey of conditions 
here. The first thing needed is codperation of all inter- 
ests.” Mr, Rane laid special emphasis on this point sev- 
eral times during his talk, “There is no one living on 
this North Shore who does not feel that he is a part of 
the development of this section.” 

Mr. Rane mentioned the need for having a fund to 
do this work, and raised the question of whether certain 
lands should be publicly owned or controlled. He said 
that the old idea of parks is rapidly going out. The idea 
now is to have forests out-of-doors. People will enjoy 
these more than the staid parks. 

The interest of the public in this seetion should be 
consolidated, was Mr. Rane’s assertion. 
the 37 miles of woods roads on the North Shore, the state 
forester declared that only the North Shore people who 
use them know how to appreciate them. He suggested 
that trails be laid so that people might enjoy tramping. 
This would make the woods more popular and they would 
be of more interest in many ways, provided there was 
some organization to take up such needs from year to 
year and spend a little money along these lines. 

Mr. Rane urged the consideration of the lumberman’s 
iterests and a cooperation between North Shore people 
and the lumbermen, in getting rid of the slash, which is a 
menace to any section, “If there are acres of slash lying 
upon the ground and someone happens to drop a match, or 
cigarette, or cigar, and it once gets under way, it may burn 
up half the North Shore.” Slash is more commonly 
called brush, 

Mr. Rane alluded to Col. Graves’ talk in the White 
Mountains, advocating the disposal of slash, which can 
be utilized for commercial purposes. Col: Graves is chief 
of the U. S.. forester service. 

Mr. Rane said that wood ought to be used more for 
fuel. When coal was short, we had to use wood. Before 
that many veople had no knowledge of the value of wood 
as fuel. He spoke of thinning versus clean cutting and 
said that the way to handle any wood and the most eco- 
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~ nomical way is to cut it clean. 
i Stereopticon slides were shown bringing out many 
of Mr. Rane’s points more clearly. ‘wo and a half mil- 
_ lion trees are set out in the state nursery, Mr, Rane told 
his audience. He referred to the 4o-foot slash law and 
_ said that by next year he expected the statute would be 
_ amended so that no slash would be allowed to remain 
_ within 75 or 100 feet of roads and railroads, etc. By pre- 
_ venting fires in a growth of slash, the seeds from the trees 
_ would be of value in re-forestation. When fires occur, 
it is the duty of the forestry office to look up their cause 
and if possible to bring the guilty parties into court, A 
_ picture of a look-out station was thrown on the screen and 
_ Mr. Rane said that 35 such stations were to be found in 
_ Massachusetts. A map showed the locations of these sta- 
_ tions. Those on the North Shore are at Baldpate, Man- 
_ chester and Wakefield. Mr. Rane spoke of the wonder- 
_ ful view from the Manchester tower. In dealing with 
_ forest fires, the speaker said he would rather have eight 
_ men and proper equipment than one hundred men and no 
organization. 

. Some of the slides Mr. Rane had taken abroad in 
_ the Black Forest country, while others were pictures of 

the North Shore, demonstrating the need of proper pro- 

_ tection from wasteful lumbering of the woods and for- 
_ ests. The scenes were beautiful in coloring and natural 
setting.

“{ move that a committee of one from the 
town or city of Rockport, Gloucester, Essex, 
Hamilton, Wenham, Ipswich, Topsfield, Dan- 
vers, Peabody, Swampscott, Salem, Beverly, 
Manchester, and from such parts of any of the 
said towns or cities as may be found best, be ap- 
pointed by the chair, and that Allen S. Peabody, 
of Manchester, be chairman. 

“This committee shall consider ways and 
means for the protection of the trees of the 
North Shore and for the planting of additional 
trees, and also for the protection of our native 
shrubs, particularly the laurel. They shall make 
their report and recommendations at a meeting 
called for the purpose at such time as they deem 
best, and in any event, not later than November 
dad 


At the suggestion of somebody in the audience, Mr. 
_ Knight asked what organizations were represented at the 
meeting. Those who responded, besides the North Shore 
Horticultural society, were the Gloucester Board of 
Trade, North Shore Garden club, Beverly Farms branch 
of the Beverly Improvement society, Wenham Village 
Improvement society, Hamilton Improvement society and 
_ Beverly Improvement society. Albert Cunningham acted 
as secretary of the meeting. 
4 Questions were asked by members of the assembly, 
Mr. Rane giving replies and suggestions of much interest 
and value. The forestry law was brought up. This is 
mighty interesting, for people can turn their lands over 
to the state for a period of not less than ten years, the 
state improving the property by planting and re-forest- 
ation. Then, the original owner can buy it back, paying 
_ the exact cost of what the state has laid out on the land. 
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- shrubbery, but to health as well. 
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For the busy landowner who is always “going to” plant 
his waste land this is a convenient way of getting it done 
without further delay. 

The taxation laws on forest lands are interesting, 
too, and should be known by landowners. Mr. Rane said 
it was a shame that there were in Massachusetts one mil- 
lion acres of veritable desert land. ‘He urged that this 
should be forested and beautified. 

The 100 people who attended the meeting found it 
very helpful and enthusiasm showed in the informal 
talks among little grcups after the meeting had adjourned. 
M. H. Donovan, division superintendent for Essex coun- 
ty, was present and was ready to answer any questions 
pertaining to his work and his section, Cards were signed 
by the people present, reading, “I am interested in the con- 
servation of our trees and in replanting wherever pos- 
sible.” ‘These names and addresses will be used for com- 
munication when definite plans are under way. 


SOUNDS WARNING on Mors Pxsts 

A writer says in a letter printed in Salem Evening 
News, under recent date: 

“In 1903 there appeared in eastern Massachusetts 
three very destructive moths—the gypsy, browntail and 
tussuck, the first two extremely destructive, the last- 
named not as bad, but still a meance, One moth of either 
browntail or gypsy will produce 500 or more young. They 
multiply so fast that the writer was paid as high as $20 
for treating one elm tree and ridding it of the nests and 
gypsy patches, 

The city of Salem paid over $12,000 in one year on 
this moth suppression work and in the past 16 years over 
$100,000. Taking into consideration the fact that private 
owners in this vicinity probably paid as much more dur- 
ing that time, it gives one an idea of what the taxpayers 
are liable to be up against, for these pests are again with 
us and seem to have increased over last year, some 25 
times in volume. 

“The only remedy is prompt and efficient action by 
competent men, who should start at once an inspection 
and treatment not only of city’s trees, but private estates. 
The browntail moth is not only a menace to the trees and 
It will come pretty hard 
on taxpayers to repeat their previous 16 years’ experience, 
but, in my opinion, this can be avoided if the work is 
started at once and a thorough job made at this time, thus 
nipping the present increase, in the bud. Dollars spent 
this season in competent work will mean hundreds saved 
lated.

The “Carry On” association has been: formed 
to house and feed in the best possible manner these men 
who have been permanently disabled or crippled in the 
United States service, during this war, and while they are 
undergoing re-education by the United States govern- 
ment. For this work the government allows $1.50 per 
day per man, until such time as it takes to get full com- 
surance Bureau and the Federal Board—after that, a 
man is “on his own,” and is charged $10 per week. This 
charge insures absolute independence, and leaves enough 
money for comfort. To make up for the deficit the or- 
ganization collects on each bed in the houses opened the 
sum of $500 through outside. contributions. Send all con- 
tributions to James A. Blair, Jr., treasurer, National Al- 
lied Relief Committee, Inc., 2 West 45th street, New York 
city, specially designated tor the “Carry On” association. 


D*. Morton PRINCE, of Boston, who spent much time 

at the Nahant club this summer has interesting ideas 
about a memorial hall for France. Dr. Prince was in 
the intelligence service during the war. From an inter- 
view we reprint the following: 

“When we read of the deeds of so many of our 
American boys on the field of pattie, and learn that the 
Listinguished Service Cross, the Crow de Guerre or the 
Victoria Cross has been awarded them tor bravery and 
galantry and self-sacrificing service, we rejoice in the 
valor ot American manhood and the honors it has won. 
but to my mind the nobiest cross of them all is the sim- 
ple wooden cross that stands, decorated onty with a tiny 
American flag, and reverentially marking the grave ot 
an American boy, far away over the seas in a toreign 
land, 

“This simple wooden cross, the supreme cross ot 
war, will always be held sacred in the memoiy OL a grate- 
tul nation as the highest embiem ot Seli-sacrince ana auty 
done. 
“In Chalon on the Marne, in a French military cem- 
etery, there is a monument on which | read these splen- 
aid words: ‘Death is nothing. Long live the tomb wnen 
tiom it the nation springs torth alive. Forward!’ From 
tne thousands of graves of American soldiers has sprung 
iorth a living spirit which inspires the nation to main- 
_..i1 its ideals and preserve its liberty. 

“Let us erect somewhere beyond the seds a national 
monument, a memorial hall, where shall be inscribed upon 
the walls for all time the names of those sons of. Ameri- 
ca who gave their lives in France and Russia and Italy, 
and other lands, that we and our sons and our sons’ sons 
may forever enjoy the blessiings of liberty and democracy.” 


ECONSTRUCTION for the whole of France, at an estimated 
cost of 40,000,000,000 francs, was announced one day 

this summer in the Chamber of Deputies by M, Bedouce, 
budget reporter, during the debate on public works. The 
plan includes reconstruction of railroads, some of which 
would be electrified, and projects for building canals and 
improving harbors, 
M. Bedouce stated that the public works budget for 
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the current year amounted to 1,600,000,000 francs, as 
compared with 300,000,000 in 1914. One hundred and 
seventy million francs have been allocated to road re- 
pairs in the invaded regions, which will have the govern- 
ment’s first attention, ‘he entire road construction pro- 
gram will cost nearly 2,000,000,000 francs, he said, but 
1 a few years France will have a road system superior 
to that before the war. 

Albert Claveille, Minister of Public Works, told the 
chamber that ail the railways of Alsace-Lorraine, save 
one, are in working order. ‘He foreshadowed great ex- 
tensions to the Marne-Rhine and Rhone-Rhine canal sys- 
tems, the latter operation alone involving 14,000,000 
trancs,

When men are fighting for loved ones, home and 
country, then their real character is blazoned forth for 
all nations to see. To appreciate the French at their best, 
their heroism in the great war must be recognized.

LL, who see the September Red Cross Magazine will 

be interested in the article by Helen Keller on a visit 

to Evergreen and the Red Cross Institute for the Blind 

near Baltimore. Helen Keller, who started life without 

hearing, sight or speech, and who now senses practically 

al that other people sense, was a wonderfully interesting 
personage to the blinded soldiers. ; 

The article is of special interest to North Shore folk 
when it is remembered that Miss Harriett Dexter is work- 
ing at Evergreen. Miss Dexter is the daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs, Franklin Dexter, of “Oberland,” Pride’s Cross- 
ing. She spent all of last winter there and was at her. 
North Shore home only two. weeks this summer. ‘Her 
part-at Evergreen is to teach typewriting. Many teach- 
ers are required in the various departments and forms of 
work given to the blinded soldier. 

Helen Keller’s description of the two days spent at 
Evergreen is thrilling and touching. She who is blind 
herself can appreciate their difficulties in every way. She 
speaks in an interesting manner of the tea time every 
afternoon when the men leave their wark and assemble. 
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for a pleasant hour: The dancing, reading aloud and 
other forms of entertainment were all noted by Miss Kel- 
ler. The teachers have their part in this recreational

ing, secluded places on the Shore—one of the places not 
seen by the usual tourist as he motors through. Out on 
Grapevine road is where it is situated. An excellent view 
of the house is seen from Hull street, which runs past 
the chicken houses and gardens. Hull street is, however, 


rather off the beaten track, so not many see the pretty 
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terraced side of the house. 
this week.) 

A few years ago the McKeans moved into their new 

year-round home. It is an interesting house, constructed 
from parts of old houses in Salem, Danvers and other 
places along the Shore. It has been previously described 
fully in the Breeze, when it was first remodelled. It 
stands now a pretty white structure with green ‘blinds 
and is surrounded by trees except on the terrace side, 
which faces Hull street and the gardens. 
_ Mr. McKean is one of the real farmers and poultry- 
men of the Shore. “Willow Tree Poultry Farm” is noted 
far and wide for its products. About 2000 snow white 
chicks (white Leghorns) are valuable additions to the 
place. They make a pretty sight when a hundred or more 
are seen running through the tall grass. 

A little office near the barn contains the many cups 
and hundreds of ribbons won by these prize birds. Last 
winter Mr. McKean took all the prizes in the Boston 
shows. He is planning to exhibit in New York this com- 
ing winter. Chickens became a special feature of the 
place six years ago. These pets are guarded at night by 
two fierce looking police dogs. The other “pets,” such as 
the eight cows, horses and two fox hounds are seemingly 
able to care for themselves. 

Mr. McKean also helped out much in the food pro- 
duction during the war. Last year 29 bushels of potatoes

were planted and 800 bushels were raised. This year 60 


bushels have been planted and the result is anxiously an- 
ticipated. The farm of 37 acres is a good example of what 
can be accomplished by intensive farming. 


Ateert C. Burrace is constantly adding new orchids and 

other rare plants to his extraordinary collection at the 
Pride’s Crossing estate. At Beverly Farms he owns the 
former Spaulding gardens where he has large greenhouses 
and fruit houses. At the Pride’s Crossing place are two 
large “glass gardens” lying on either side of his house. 
One contains fruit while the other is filled with his rarest 
plants in their most perfect state. . 

The entrance to the latter house is through the rock- 
ery. This is a beautiful section and is filled with rock 
plants and ferns around the walls and is centered with a 
lily pool. 

Passing through the rockery the palm section is en- 
tered. An interesting sight here is the pitcher plant with 


its blossoms hanging like little wel!s of water on it. 


The palm room is in the middle of the house. The 
section facing the road is used for begonias and the part 
back of the palm room is devoted to orchids. This sec- 
tion faces the water, 
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“gentle hostesses showing the blind soldiers many little 
attentions which are comforting and soothing to the 
chafed spirit.” 
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Orchids of all descriptions are seen. New shipments 
are coming in trequently from South America and the 
Philippines. Some rare features show the orchids grow- 
ing in their natural state on bark and branches of trees. 
Stag’s horn ferns are among the other tropical plants 
kinared to orchids that are displayed in ‘this orchid sec- 
tion. 


COTYIORAINE Farm,” in North Beverly, the country place 

of Mrs. John C, Phillips (Anna Tucker), takes its 
name from the moraine located upon it by the side of 
Wenham lake. A driveway leads around this rocky form- 
ation. 

Mrs. Phillips’ house stands quite close to the lake 
of which a good view is obtained from the rear terrace. 
A structure of boulders for the lower half, shingles for 
the upper part, and door and window casings and trim- 
mings of red sandstone, makes up the attractive cottage. 
A chimney of red brick and small boulders is. conspicu- 
ous. Over the front entrance of this rather long and 
rambling villa is a stucco room, giving a very pretty Eng- 
lish look to the house. The stucco part is crossed with 
brown slabs. 

The rear terrace overlooking the lake is of red tile. 
Potted: shrubs, geraniums, hydrangeas, and a wide sub- 
stantial looking stone balustrade are attractive parts of 
this big terrace, One end contains a table and chairs and 
looks like a delightful place in which to have tea and watch 
the pretty lake at the same time. 

Sun parlor and porch are on the end facing the gar- 
den. A big lawn runs up to the house on this end. At 
the opposite end of the lawn is a large stone summer 
house, while the sides are flanked with flowers and shrub- 
bery. 

Back of this garden space is a lower garden, reached 
by some stone steps, the ground being naturally lower. 


‘An unique grotto arrangement under the big summer 


house, which stands on the ridge separating the two gar- 
dens, is of interest. The grotto has a pool, an ornamental 
statue, and on either side is placed a stone chair and a 
stone dog. The sides of this garden are also hedged with 
flowers. At the end opposite the grotto are a grape ar- 
bor, seats and vases, and an ivy-covered wall back of the 

arbor. 

The grounds are very large and contain much culti- 
vated as well as much wild land. There are pine forests 
so thick and dark that the sun never pierces their depths. 
Beneath the pines in these sections the lower branches are 
dead and the ground is completely matted with needles. 
Other parts of the farm show a half swampy vegetation. 

The vegetable gardens and greenhouses are found 
some distance from the house. Much space is given to 
the common vegetables and farm products. 

The greenhouse contains grapes, and melons hanging 
in little supports, ferns, and some interesting plants. 
Among the latter are orange trees, rubber trees, etc. A 
desert plant, the Cereus Grandiflorus, blossoms only at 
night when its few blossoms open only once, and that at 
intervals of three or four months, 
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Tur Worip Dors Not Recover from the’ terrible 
effects of the world war. The aftermath is with us and 
from its effects none may escape. ‘The high cost of living 
is a direct result of the contest, and every ill that may be 
traced to it may be directly attributed to the war as the 
primary cause. The world is alert and ills are being de- 
tected. Unrest is everywhere. It disturbs, distracts and 
irritates. But unrest is not altogether undesirable. It is 
a sign of progress. The bitter pains of travail are severe. 
Out of every period of unrest in the history of the world, 
good has come. This does not mean that evil is a good. 
It merely means that unrest, disquietude and a reign of 
trouble may be the forerunner of order, quiet and, conse- 
quently, peace, The turbulent days of the great war 
brought sorrow, pain and bloodshed into all lands, but the 
sufferings of the year were the veritable seed of quietness 
and peace. The blood of martyrs has ever been the sal- 
vation of society, The sufferings of the war cannot be in 
vain. The sufferings of society and the unrest which has 
followed the war has lacked the thrilling self-sacrifice of 
the war period, but he who thinks appreciates that there 
have been hours of unrest and trouble since the fateful 
day, November 11; and the earlier days of peace are as 
troublesome as the days of the war. ‘The thrill and sacri- 
fice of the war days strengthened men to meet obligations 
and care. When these were released the care became 
intense. The after war period has been particularly dif- 
ficult because of this experience which is called reaction. 
By whatever name it is called the stormy days of the 
early after-the-war period will be accounted among the 
most troublesome in our nation’s history. In this care 
the individual is called upon to suffer. Patience is its 
own reward. Out of the peril and distractions of the 
present hour there will be born a new reign of peace and 
concord. The present generation enjoyed the peace won 
by the war of 1861-5. It will also live to enjoy the privi- 
leges and peace of the great war. It is a great era for the 
generation will bequeath to the generations that are to 
come a priceless inheritance. The hours are dark, trou- 
blesome and distracting, but it does’ not require much 
foresight and plain common sense to see that the tide is 
not drifting. There is a strong current, but its movement 
is in the right direction, The peace of men is bought 
with the sufferings of men. No reward withotit toil is 
as true of society as individuals. The hour of quiet and 
the rich rewards of the period have not yet come. ‘They 
are, however, on their way. It is well for man to keep 
his eye on the heavens, for there is a light upon the clouds. 
The signs cannot fail. There are ahead for the nations of 
the earth peace and joy. The desired end has not yet 
been attained, but the nations of the earth are marching 
forward to hours of peace and progress undreamed of by 
the men of a decade gone by. 


Tue MEN or THe Nortn Snore were faithful when 
the crisis arose in Boston last week. ‘The list of faithful 
men who gave hours of service is an honor to the com- 
munity. A noble duty faithfully fulfilled is its own re- 
ward. Happy is the man whose spirit prompted it, whose 
strength warranted it and whose opportunity was pre- 
sented. 


THere Arg Herors in Biur in the city of Boston 
who are serving their state in the hour of need. While 
condemnation is rife for the men who deserted the re- 


sponsibilities laid upon them, the commendations which — 


should be made for the loyal service of the men who re- 
mained faithful should not be withheld. They appreci- 
ated the situation and preferred to serve honor and loyal- 


ty than to be swerved from the path of rectitude and’ 


righteousness. The loyal men were equally embarrassed 
by the high costs of living, but preferred the quieter meth- 
ods of attaining their rightful ends. That the policemen 
had a grievance no one will gainsay. The criticism that 
has been aroused has been for the method of adjusting 
the difficulty which they sought to correct. 
men who remained saw the issue clearly and proved by 
their activity that they were worthy of the high position 
to which they had been appointed. For their ability to 
discriminate between right and wrong indicated that the 
trust reposed in them has not been misused. They faced 
the contempt, scorn and derision of others who differed 
with them in opinion and bore the terrific strain of the 
first few days of the disturbance. States are wont to be 
heartless, thoughtless and negligent of the servants who 
serve them well. Money can never pay a man for honest 
duty done, Boston can only honor them with the honor 
wherewith it honors the heroes of the land. The names 
of the loyal men should and will be honored by the liberty 
and order loving citizens the nation over. They were the 
loyal remnant that saved Boston from a more dreadful 
disgrace. 


Tue Pusiic Has EveryTHinc to be grateful for that 
the present mayor of Boston was in the chair, that the 
present police commissioner had authority and the strong 
governor was at the helm. These three men are high in 
their ideals, practical in their training and determined in 
their policies for right and order. How fortunate it is 
that the situation found these men ready to meet the con- 
dition! If any one of them had weakened the situation 
would have been complicated in such a way as possibly 
to have delayed the settlement of the strike for a longer 
period. The Governor has stood loyally by the Commis- 
sioner, and the Mayor is in accord with the Governor in 
his purpose. The three men share the honors of the: sit- 
uation and are meeting the responsibilities of the situa- 
tion with commendable courage and good judgment.

ZEAL REQUIRES JUDGMENT as well as enthusiasm. A 
man of progress isa man of zeal, which means finally. that 
his policies are balanced by judgment and. integrity, 
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Tue Oxrp MinitiA WERE WELL TRAINED for service 
and when the nation called them into service two and a 
half years ago the new force, the State Guard, was in- 
augurated to take their place for home service, The wis- 
dom of the policy is at once seen by the valuable service 
rendered by the men during the recent disturbance in 
Boston. ‘The State Guard was mustered from level 
headed, large minded citizens, who under the stress of 
the war conditions, prevented by age or ties from service 
overseas, enlisted for service in the homeland, The old 
militia, trained to public duty, went overseas to the task 
in hand in France. The loyal State Guard began its 
training in open fields, large halls and drill rooms all over 
the state. Men engrossed with business cares, wearied 
from the strain of daily toil, nevertheless reported for 
drill duty during the dark days of the war against an 
impending difficulty that was easily imagined possible. 
The war ended, but the Guardsmen were not called for 
any major work in home defence. La-t week the value 
of the policy and of the State Guard was apparent to ev- 
eryone, The situation was quickly placed in the hands 
of the governing authority when they took a strong hold 
on the situation. The State Guard has had a large task 
thrust upon it, but has come through the ordeal with 
flying colors. 


Tue Year Has Been an unusual one for fruit. The 
trees are heavily laden all along the Shore. The abundant 
harvest is being reflected in the reduction in prices. The 
‘season is still young and there is every reason to believe 
that moderate charges will prevail, 


. Turere Are Prorireers and profiteers—those who 
take advantage of the buyers of the commodities of life, 
and those who prey upon the pub‘ic who seek change, re- 
freshment and rest. From all over New England there 
comes back word that the summer boarding master has 
been in his counting room and has seized the situation 
for his own advantage. The prices of commodities have 
‘soared beyond the dreams of restauranteurs and hotel 
operators, but these have not warranted the exorbitant 
charges that have been made to hotel and boarding house 
patrons. Fortunately the North Shore has been practi- 
cally free from this form of piracy because of the per- 
manent character of the Shore industry, catering not alone 
to the transient who may be here today and gone tomor- 
row. The permanent nature of the summer industry has 
stabilized rates and charges with a wholesome effect. 
Once an injustice is done to a patron of a boarding house 
or hotel, or the cottager, the information passes, and by 
an inexorable operation of the laws of right and wrong 
the pirate loses his trade and he passes on to other fields 
never able to learn the value of a stable service managed 
for a legitimate profit over a long period of time. The 
North Shore has been free from such petty devisings of 
ruthless profiteers because it ‘has long since realized that 
the summer industry to be permanently successful must 
be placed upon an honorable business basis. Nature has 
blessed the communities of the North Shore with an un- 
surpassable combination of shore and woodlands. 


Tue Unpestraste Wert WEATHER of the last six 
weeks has had its good effects. For September the fields 
are unusually verdant, Fields that are usually parched, 
brown and colored by death, are green, The North Shore 
foliage is unsurpassed. The arid plains of Cape Cod and 
undulating plains of Nantucket early feel the touch of a 
drought by carpeting field, hollow and hills with a glow of 
color such as nature only can give. Everywhere this year 
the fields are green, the shrubbery and foliage is luxuriant. 
So much for a wet season! 
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A WEATHERVANE Is Driven by the wind. A strong 
man is influenced by moving winds of public opinion. He 
shows his power, however, by the ability with which he 
discriminates between the ephemeral and the real and per- 
manent good. The wind bloweth where it listeth and the 
weathervane must operate with it. The winds of influ- 
ence operate and the man who is not a master of the in- 
fluences around him is but a weathervane, reflecting public 
epinion. The sheltered harbors of our rough coast win 
their quiet havens by the breakwaters built into the sea 
against the heavy tides, Strong men are like breakwaters 
not like weathervanes. Wise men sift opinions, stem the 
tides, set their opinions against the erroneous opinions of 
society and society profits withal, ‘Cromwell, Washing- 
ton, Franklin, Webster, Lincoln and Roosevelt were great 
men who met opposition, created public opinion and shel- 
tered the lives of countless men by their good judgment 
stability and penetration. Men must be thinkers. aie be 
awake and alert is the beginning of good citizenship. It 
is for every man to decide whether he is to be a weather- 
cock driven by passing moods or a stalwart soul with high 
ideals and a determined will. The times are in our hands 
to make them as we will. The priceless gifts we enjoy 
have been won by the men of other days. The men of 
the hour are the men who stand and think and having 
thought, stand, standing fast against the drifting opinions, 
that mean chaos and distaster. The time for strong think- 
ing and righteous living is with us. The men of America 
cannot and must not fail in the hour. 


THe Harvard CAmpaicn for funds has begun. The 
president has initiated a campaign that will be profitable 
to the university. The cause of society must not languish. 
The university needs funds. It does not require a pro- 
phet’s instinct to real_ze that the campaign will be success- 
ful, for every Harvard man appoints himself a committee 
of one to see that the work progresses. Many men who 
have not graduated from the great university are pledging 
their support to the great institution for learning. There 
are many institutions which require the aid and help of 
the giving public. There is none that the republic owes 
more to than Harvard. 


THE ConrTEMPLATED PLAN for developing an interest 
in the conservation of the forests of the North Shore 
should receive the attention of every North Shore resi- 
dent. Placing the issue upon the lowest plane it is ab- 
solutely true that the attractiveness of the North Shore 
rests upon our forest lands. Remove the woods and the 
North Shore could be no more attractive than many an- 
other resort. The meeting held last Friday evening in 
Horticultural hall, Manchester, should result in much 
good along this line. (See account of meeting on another 
page.) 


Tr Orp Bucanoo of high prices has received an- 
other serious setback. It is evident that the peak of the 
price chart has been drawn and that the curve will be 
drawn lower and still lower until a normal somewhat 
higher than prevailed previous to the war shall have been 
reached. It is advisable that the normal should be high- 
er. but not so high as to defeat a proper adjustment of re- 
lations in the business world.

NEW TREES FOR COMMON 


SPECIAL Town MEETING TO BE 
CALLED IN MANCHESTER 
Year after year visitors to Man- 
chester have commented on and laud- 
ed the stately elms and maples on the 
Common—trees that have stood for 
generations, planted by our forefath- 
ers, and that have been the pride of 
the town. Most of them were blown 
down during the storm of last week. 
Our forefathers handed down to us 
a sacred legacy in these trees. It is 
now for us, the living, to do our part 
in restoring these monuments, insofar 
as it is humanly possible, by planting, 
on the Common, new trees which will 
grow year after year and constitute 
part of our dedication to posterity. 
It is for this purpose that a special 
town meeting will be called soon to 
appropriate the necessary funds. The 
new trees will probably be set further 
from the side-walk as, according to 
Saul Phillips, formerly of the state 
forestry department, the pavement in- 
terferes seriously with the moisture 
reaching the roots.

The adoption of the post by-laws 
was left pending until the Legion 
headquarters are procured, 

It was announced that Legion but- 
tons have been ordered and may be 
obtained at 25c each at the post head- 
quarters on their arrival. The Amer- 
ican Legion paper can be had by mem- 
bers at an annual subscription price 
of $1.00, and to non-members, $2.00.

Editor North Shore Breeze: 


_ For many years we have had in 
this country two great political par- 
ties, and the voters, for the most part, 
have aligned themselves with one or 
the other of them. To be sure, there 
have been other political parties here, 
but they have not very greatly influ- 
enced the masses. The democratic 
and republican parties have, for a 
long time, overshadowed all. others 
among us. 

The struggle between these two 
great political parties for supremacy 
has been, at times, most exciting and 
not always carried on in the spirit 
of fair-play and good sportsmanship. 

But during the time that we were 
engaged in the greatest tragedy of all 
the centuries, we took little interest 
in national or state politics. 

Then we had other and more im- 
portant, matters to think about. The 
differences between the two great po- 
litical parties seemed very small and 
trifling in view of the tremendous 
task we had undertaken to rid the 
world of autocracy, militarism and 
tyranny. 

In the hope and belief that it was 
for the best interest of the cause we 
had espoused republicans and demo- 
crats in both houses of congress 
united in voting powers to our demo- 
cratic president such as no other pres- 
ident since the days of George Wash- 
ington ever had. 

At the last presidential election, 
and, of course, before we entered the 
war, it was generally felt that it mat- 
tered little after all whether the can- 
didate for President was a republican 
or a democrat if only he was wise 
enough and big enough to fully meet 
the tremendous demands that would 
be made upon him and to guide the 
ship of state into a safe harbor. 

And now that the great war is over 
and the purpose for which we entered 
it is achieved, we have lost our in- 
terest to a very large extent in the old 
parties, for neither of them represent 
any great or vital principle or cause. 
There are, however, two political 
parties that are fast forging to the 
front in our national life—socialism 
and prohibition. 

Already we have whisperings of 
the possible formation of a “labor 
party” and it is a well-known fact 
that the sentiment for national pro- 
hibition continues to grow with great 
rapidity and the ‘advocates of this 
great reform who number many mil- 
lions, are bound to make themselves 
felt in the not too distant future, in 
the policies of this country.

Man Wuo Run Down MANCHESTER 
POLICE OFFICER TO BE SEN- 
TENCED 

Edward P. Callahan, of Gloucester, 
was found guilty in the district court 
last Saturday by Judge Geo. B. Sears 
on three complaints growing out of 
an automobile mixup which happened 
at Manchester on the 29th of August. 
The case was continued two weeks 
for sentence, mainly to await the out- 
come of the injuries to Sergt. Leonard 
Andrews, of the Manchester police, 
who was badly hurt by being struck 
by an automobile driven by the de- 
fendant. 

The affair happened in front of 
Chief Sullivan’s house on the night in 
question about 11.30 o’clock. ‘Sergt. 
Andrews, according to the testimony 
of Frank A. ‘Morgan, a former police 
officer, who was talking to the ser- 
geant just previous to the accident, 
‘saw the automobile approaching at a 
high rate of speed and with only one 
light burning. 

The sergeant stepped into the street, 
remarking to Mr. Morgan that he 
would have to stop the car as it was 
violating the law. The driver, instead 
of slackening speed, kept on going and 
struck Sergt. Andrews, carrying him 
71 feet on the fender before he fell 


into the street- The automobile 
stopped 70 feet further on and backed 
up. Callahan asked Morgan what he 
was shouting at him for? Morgan 
said, “Can’t you see that you have 
killed a man?” 

Meanwhile, Chief Sullivan, who 
was in bed at the time, heard the noise 
made by the jamming on of the brakes 
and he hastily dressed and went out 
in the street. The chief talked with 
Callahan, who said that he was not 
going fast and that he did not see the 
officer trying to stop him, although 
the street at this point was well light- 
ed. 

Sergt. Andrews was picked up and 
taken to the emergency room at the 
station, where it was found he was 
very badly hurt. Lacerations in his 
head required 14 stitches to close and 
there were multiple wounds about his 
body, besides fractures in both legs. 

Callahan was booked, charged with 
operating without proper lights, reck- 
less driving and with assault upon an 
officer. Special Officer ‘Morgan testi- 
fied that Callahan was going between 
35 and 4o miles an hour when he 
struck Andrews. 

Officer Jacob Lee, who covers the 
West Manchester section of the town 
in his night patroling, testified that on 
the night in question, about five min- 
utes before the time the accident hap- 


pened, he saw a car similar to that 
driven by Callahan approaching with 
only one light burning. The officer 
went into the road, putting up his 
hand as a warning for the driver to 
stop, but the car went past at about a 
40-mile clip. About an hour later the 
officer heard of the accident and he 
saw Callahan at the station. Officer 
Lee mentioned about his trying to stop 
a car, whereupon Callahan, addressing - 
Lee, said, “You’re not going to bring 
that against me now, are you? Isn’t 
it bad enough as it is?” 

Callahan took the stand and told his - 
version of the affair. He said he did 
not see the officer until he had hit 
him. He said he was employed by F. 
Douglas Cochrane, of Boston and 
Beverly Farms, and that he had per- 
mission to use the car. He said he 
had attended a dance in Manchester 
and during intermission was giving a 
lady friend a ride. He was on his ~ 
way back to the dance hall when the 
accident occurred. He admitted he 
might have been going 25 or 30 miles 
an hour at the time. He said that he 
stopped his car within 14 feet, but 
that the machine “slipped” the balance 
of the distance. 

Callahan testified he did not see 
either officer attempting to stop him, 
although both were in full uniform 
and the streets were well lighted.

spoken of frequently in that charming recent book, “Over 
Periscope Pond.’ This is a collection of letters from two 
American girls in Paris, one from Boston and one from 
New York. Esther Sayles Root and Marjorie Crocker 
are the letter writers. They were volunteers who first 
met in Paris in refugee work with the Rev. and Mrs. 
Ernest W. Shurtleff. Miss Curtis is mentioned in the ar- 
rival of Miss Root in Paris. This was in the early work 
of Miss Curtis before she went over to the Red Cross. 

; One item says: “My good fortune has been to be 
made one of the field workers and I go with either Miss 
Curtis or Miss Sturgis every Monday and Wednesday.” 

_ Then follows an interesting account of some of these 

' trips. The letters were not written for publication and 

are simply narratives to the home-folk in a purely person- 

al style. The book is one of the most interesting, how- 
ever, of the war books and is being read far and wide. 

; In one letter we read: “I went visiting all morning 

and took packages for prisoners, in the car, and sent them 

off. In the afternoon Marje and I did more visiting and 
hurried home for tea at five. Mrs. Shurtleff and Gertrude 
had tea with us and admired the salon, which had lately 
been fixed up, and then Miss Curtis blew in. She was go- 
ing away the next day for two days to the country and 
wanted the Association car to go to the Ford place in her 
absence. She mentioned also some chairs and tables to be 
delivered up in Montmartre and a bed that had to go to 

Neuilly.. It was after half-past five,—still later, I guess, 

—and she looked dead. So we offered to do it for her. 

She is always so wonderful to us.” 

Another letter speaks of Miss Curtis in the most 
flattering terms, saying: 

“Miss Curtis went over to the American Red Cross 
about the first of July, 1917, whete she is invaluable. We 
miss her tremendously, however, and there will have to be 
a new distributing of work in the fall. Marje and I just 
adore her, and we miss working with her, but she brings 
Miss Sturgis down to work every morning in the car so 
that we see her a good deal, anyway. She is the most 
 clear-headed, honest, intelligent, nice person I ever knew. 
She is always a sport about everything—I can’t imagine 
her doing anything that wasn’t so square that an ordinary 
person wouldn’t ever even think of doing it. Marje and 
T would like to be just like her—and if ever anybody 
wasn’t, it’s me! She has blue eyes and a deep voice, any- 
way; and I don’t believe you can be really efficient with- 
out them.” 

This letter goes on to speak of a month’s vacation 

that was planned for the workers. “One day we asked 

Miss Curtis and Miss Sturgis auite casually what their 

plans were, and Miss Curtis said that all she wanted was 

to be ‘somewhere near the sea, tied by the leg and left to 
browse.’” It was proposed by Miss Curtis and Miss 

Sturgis to take a villa for their month’s vacation. They 

already kept house so they took their maids to the coun- 

try and opened a villa in which other workers came to 
them and enjoyed a brief rest. Mention is made of Miss 

Sturgis and Miss Curtis and a Miss Buchanan spending 

much time in taking outdoor trips for painting. The two 

girls who wrote the letters describe everything vividly 
and their descriptions of the good food served by their 
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hostesses is interesting. At the villa they had fresh eggs, 
coffee and other things served American fashion. Paris, 
refugees, jitney, Fords and work seemed far away to 
them. 

Another place we read: “I told you that Miss Curtis 
went over to the Red Cross, for they offered her a splen- 
did position in just the line of work she is most interested 
in, and, of course, Mrs. Shurtleff wouldn’t have her stay 
with our little work when she has the chance to be part, 
and an important part, of such a big one. She is to take 
charge of the reconstructing of four devastated villages, 
which are to be models to the rest which the Red Cross 
expect to do later. She goes up from here on the 13th, 
and, after she gets her papers, will go to the villages in 
question and live there, working among the people, plan- 
ning how to get the village on its feet again. All her work 
is to be with the view to making recommendations in the 
future to other committees who will do the same work. 
The Red Cross is to work through existing organizations, 
and to make recommendations and give money to work- 
ers who will be capable of reorganizing these villages. 
Miss Curtis will have a wonderful experience, won’t she ? 
She is taking Miss Sturgis with her, which’ is rather a 
gloom for us, for I do not believe that we will ever see 
either of them at 18 Rue Ernest Cresson again, for they 
are wavering about going home this winter.” They did 
come home and the Brerze interviewed them a year ago, 
before they went overseas for last winter’s work. 

Another letter speaks of the close of the vacation 
given the girls in the villa by the sea. “We have had a 
glorious time with Miss Curtis—Aunt Midge, as we call 
Het. 

Reference to the Christmas dinner of the workers is 
interesting. ‘‘We shifted plates, four of us, like regular 
waiters. We had planned it all out beforehand, and Miss 
Curtis attacked the turkeys. She can carve like a whizz 
among all the other things that she does well. She made 
one bird go the round, and then there was plenty left of 
the second for Mrs. Shurtleff to take home some cold. 
You never saw a crowd enjoy their Christmas dinner 
mare Ye 

The BrEEzE writer has not indulged in personalities 
in the “Carry On’ interviews. But this is not an inter- 
view, and, since so many nice things have been said in 
“Over Periscope Pond” about Miss Curtis and Miss Stur- 
gis by the young letter writers, we are going to add our 
“bit” also. 

Both are charming women whom it is a delight to 
meet. We have had two long talks with Miss Curtis 
about her work. While sitting with her in the library 
at “Sharksmouth,” and listening to the account of the 
work we have always heard of people and organizations 
and the like. Never have we realized that Miss Curtis 
was such a “good fellow” and so beloved by everyone 
over there until we have read the book. She loves France 
and likes to talk of it, but she has a way of making the 
interviewer forget everything but the work of which she 
is talking. Blessed are we in having such books of per- 
conal narrative as “Over Periscope Pond” so that our 
eyes can be opened once in a while to the purely personal 
side.

The appointment of the committee is. a step in progress 
and its report will be awaited with interest. The work 
has been well begun. It should continue and be given the 
hearty, sympathetic support: of every North Shore resi- 
dent. 


AN INTERESTING TuRN in the situation relative to 
intoxicating liquors and their prohibition has come in 
Massachusetts. The so-called labor interests, by the pro- 
visions of the new Public Opinion Act, are seeking to 
have placed upon the ballots the question of instructing 
state representatives and senators in many districts to 
vote for a bill which will assert that beer containing four 
percent of alcohol by volume is non-intoxicating and that 
its sale be legalized. This is a most interesting situation 
because the plan is to set the people of Massachusetts 
against the national government. - 


Tue Prums Brit Provines for the government own- 
ership of the railroads; but virtually it means that the 
roads will be operated by and for the benefit of the rail- 
road employees. It is nothing more nor less than the 
subtle introduction of the principles of socialism into the 
operations of the railroads. The scheme can never be 
successful and must be abandoned. Even the railroad 
men who think that they are to benefit by its operation 
would discover after its operation had begun that pro- 
prietorship means responsibilities, and that the business 
will not yield the rewards they anticipated. Even the 
United States government and the railroad employees of 
the United States cannot stop the operations of econo:nic 
laws any more than the ancient king could, by the assert- 
ing of his local authority as ruler of the province, com- 
mand the tide to stay out and not to come in. If the gov- 
ernment ownership of the roads for the good of the em- 
ployees is a good thing why not operate all industries on 
the same plan? The Oklahoma Farmers’ Union’ have 
facetiously pointed out the error of the railroad plan in 
their ironical suggestion that, “If Congress in its wisdom 


evitable. 


sees fit to give to these railroad men their demands, we 
ask that Congress shall also buy all of the farms in the 
United States, with their equipment, and employ all of 
the farmers to operate them, paying to the farmers a wage 
equal to two-thirds of the hourly wage that the average 
railroad employee receives; and then sell all farm prod- 
ucts to the consumer at cost.” The plan they suggest is 
as just as the former, and indicates with precision the 
flaw in the argument. for the socialization of the railroads 
of America. 


Tur Dayriicnt Savrnc Poricy has made many 
friends in Massachusetts, especially among those whose 
service is engaged in manufacturing enterprises. Even 
here there have been many who have been opposed ; in 
particular the mothers of small children and workmen 
whose work calls them out earlier hours to meet the new 
schedule of other workers. New Hampshire and Ver- 
mont, and especially Maine, have not been very enthusi- 
astic supporters of the ‘daylight saving plan, so that the 
New England states are divided in their allegiance. It is 
poposed, now that the national daylight: saving law has 
been repealed, that Massachusetts pass a law regulating 
the time for the summer months so that the benefits that 
have accrued from the national daylight saving law may 
be retained. While many may consider daylight saving 
desirable, it does not warrant Massachusetts “going it 
alone.” ‘The complications that will ensue in business are 
not to be allowed, With Massachusetts retaining the day- 
light saving hours and all of the neighboring states op- 
erating under the old plan confusion and trouble are in- 


and every business organization doing an interstate busi- 
ness will be hampered in their work and the efficiency of 
the organization will be hampered. If Massachusetts is to 
have the benefits of the daylight saving policy again it 
must be through the passing of a’ new national law pro- 
viding for daylight saving. 


Tur Worst Prorrreer has been the owner of real 
estate who has taken advantage of a serious situation and 
under duress has done the unseemly thing, raised the rents 
of the tenants with the knowledge that two tenants could 
be obtained for every one that vacated his premises and 
that the tenant could not find another place if he sought 
to make a change. The real estate: men have not all been 
blind to the ethics of the situation. Even in the case of 
the increases in rents the landlords have had what seemed 
to them good reasons. In many cases bank interest has 
been increased on mortgages from five to five and one-half 
percent, The costs of repairs and changes: have increased 
in prices. Taxes have gone up and the purchasing value 
of the money received has been reduced markedly. This 
has led many to the open course of raising rents when 
the owner realized that the tenants were earning more 
than they have ever earned before. Some have been un- 
scrupulous and the widow has discovered that her rent 
was to be raised and out of her meagre earnings at the 
laundry bench. It is a wise owner, however, who calcu- 
lates his profits and gains over a long period of years in- 
stead of over the shorter period. On this basis one owner 
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Railroads, business houses, mercantile bureaus. 
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tain fifth position, 
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has stated that he had been in business a great many years 
and there had been lean years and rich years, but business 
usually adjusted itself for a period of years. He felt 
that the immediate conditions warranted the raise, but he 
believed it better business policy to take the restricted re- 
turns for the present than to have the larger return over a 
long period of time. He was retrenching on expenditures 
as ‘far as possible, trimming ship, so to speak, for the 
storm, and patiently waiting for the changed conditions to 
come. ; 

The profiteer, the extortioner and the money grabber 
may have his passing reward, but the hour will come when 
his folly will overtake him and he would that his actions 
had, been determined by his conscience instead of being 
inspired by his greed. The man of greed will discover 
that filthy lucre has no charm over pain to bring comfort, 
happiness and good cheer. 


Tue Port oF Boston has made rapid strides during 
the last decade and the tonnage and cargo values that have 
passed out of its port are larger than they have ever been 
before, but it has been distanced by other competitors. 
While its tonnage has increased, other ports have had in- 
creases that are larger and Boston has dropped down to 
the port which is fifth in importance in the United States. 
New Orleans is now the port which is second in import- 
ance, with Philadelphia a close second; while Seattle 
comes into the fourth place, with Boston a close but cer- 
The position is based upon both im- 
ports and exports, valuation and tonnage. It is of in- 
terest to note that the exports of all ports exceeds the 
imports. The war conditions which affected Boston seri- 
ously, also affected every other port, so that the ‘results 
were equalized. Boston has a good harbor, an unexcelled 
oppotunity and with a progressive spirit characterizing 
its mercantile directors. The next decade may see the old 
New England city climb up to a position nearer the top. 


Tue ComMMUNICATIONS OF CoLonEL Hiccrnson are 
always readable and indicate good judgment and sound 
sense. Anent the situation in Boston he has written to 
the Boston Herald. He says: 


“At last the word has come .from the great, 
mercy-bearing profession and by the pen of a re- 
nowned surgeon—the son and grandson of great 
surgeons, one of whom was the first to use ether in 
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to him. 
_ “Suppose the doctors form a nation-wide union, 
with rules and oaths. At midnight a woman tele- 
phones to the doctor: ‘My child has croup and is 
choking, come quick.’ ‘Sorry, but we doctors cannot 
practice between 6 o’clock p.m, and 9 o’clock a. m.’ 
At 8 o’clock a mother telephones: ‘My son’s hand 
has been badly cut and he is bleeding to death. Come 
at once.” ‘Sorry, the rules forbid, I will see you to- 
morrow morning at 10 o’clock.’ 

“What hour, what distance, what storm prevents 
the doctor from hastening to the patient—pay or no 
pay? 

“Today the unions are in favor and will remain 
so if they choose to remember that they are but a 
part of our nation and will not put themselves above 
others and will think first and always of the national 
welfare. 

“Abraham Lincoln thought hard, forgot himself, 
paddled his canoe to the White House, and left a 
name written high in the heavens. In his own mind 
he counted for nothing, his country and his country- 
men for everything. 

“Of course life brings many questions and trou- 
bles and things are not just right and never will be. 
But they are far better than ever before. Work, 
loyalty, courage, patience, knowledge, faith in our 
fellow-men and forgetfulness of ourselves will bet- 
ter and sweeten life. These qualities make the vision 
clearer—to see the truth. 

“As to the Boston police, they saw an imaginary 
good and grabbed for it. They deserted their posts. 
Desertion is a hard word, but it is the only word to 
fit this act. A soldier is put on guard to save his 
fellows from danger or death. If he leaves his post 
he is shot, because it is necessary. The rule, the law 
is for the public good, and the man, or men, who 
break the law suffer for the public good. 

“Men and women of our nation, whether of the 
unions or not, use common sense and true religion. 
Be human and humane, and remember that unions 
are not the ‘only pebbles on the beach.’ 

“Let us stop talking and play ball. 
the great public, bids us do so.”

This summer in this vicinity will go 
down in meterological history as the 
rainiest summer in 31 years. The 
table recording precipitation for the 
four months, June, July, August and 
September, show only one year since

During these four months in 1915, 
16.56 inches of rain fell, but already 
in 1919, with nearly a week still to go 
and some of this last rain still to be 
recorded in the weather bureau, there 
have been 16.44 inches. It is safe to 
assume that the 1915 record is now 
beaten. 

Back in 1888 there was established 
a record rainfall of 17.78 inches, and 
even that record may go by the boards 
before September eases out in‘ A. D. 
1919. 

Steady rains right through the sum- 
mer this year, especially since the first 
of July, account for the new record. 
September will not in all probability 
equal last year’s moisture. Last Sep- 


we have had to date only 5.66 inches. 
Last summer, however, there were 
comparatively dry spells through July 
and August.

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HER WAR EXPERIENCES 


Miss Bonner, oF Lenox, Gives IN- 
TERESTING TALK BEFORE MAN- 
CHESTER Boy Scouts 

On Tuesday afternoon, the Boy 
Scouts of Manchester had an oppor- 
tunity such as is given to few, when 
Miss Kata Bonner, of Lenox, spoke 
to them. 

Miss Bonner, who is visiting Miss 
Lila Lancashire at ‘‘Graftonwood,” 
returned to the United States last 
April after two years of thrilling ex- 
periences and hard work in the Bel- 
gian army as Attaché Hépital Mili- 
taire. 

Miss Bonner told of the work of 

the Belgian Boy Scouts and the won- 
derful services they rendered during 
the war. She told graphically of how, 
because of their nimbleness and small 
size, they would work their way 
through the barbed wire entangle. 
ments to such points on the front that 
they were needed. She told of their 
work in carrying the gourds of hot 
coffee to their fathers and brothers out 
beyond, facing No-Man’s Land. 
_ The evacuation hospital where Miss 
Bonner was stationed was situated on 
the coast between Dunkirk and Os- 
tend. 

The staff of all nationalities of war 
workers numbered 125 persons. This 
was the largest evacuation hospital on 
the western front, having a bed ca- 
pacity of 1500 patients, and situated 
only about six miles back of the lines. 

The first clear night, after her ar- 
rival there in December, Miss Bon- 
ner was awakened by a crash followed 
soon by more crashes, 

As soon as the allied planes put in 
appearance all was quiet until, about 
4 o'clock in the morning, the noises 
again were heard. Every clear night 
the Germans dropped a few bombs as 
they passed over on their way to Eng- 
land, the coast of which they so often 
raided, On different raids they blew 
up the wash house, bakery and laun- 
dry. 
When the laundry was destroyed all 
of the women and children who were 
working there perished miserably in 
the ruins. Situated, as they were, 
between Ostend and Dunkirk, the 
“music” of the shells passing over- 
head in this mutual bombardment was 
quite too loud at times to permit 
sleep. 

Mr. Whitehouse, before introducing 
Miss Bonner, spoke to the boys a few 
minutes and when Miss Bonner was 
introduced she was greeted by three 
hearty cheers.

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YoREST PRESERVATION and the protection of native shrubs, 
especially laurel, has been a chief interest of the 
Yorth Shore Garden club the past season. The cu'mina- 
ion of this most practical “carry on” for the benefit of 
the Shore and country in general was the participation of 
e club in the meeting which took place recently in Hor- 
cultural hall, Manchester. At the summer meetings its 
nembers were constantly looking forward and planning 
ome way by which the Shore may be made to retain all 
ts natural beauties. And not only were the members 1n- 
terested in the beauties, but they were also interested in 
he practical, commercial side of forests and wasteful 
umbering. 

The North Shore Garden club is a limited club and 

only those interested practically in their own garden are 
eligible to membership.

TREES and tree-planting have interested many folks. 

When Theodore Roosevelt was President he wrote 
an Arbor Day letter to the children of the U. S. in which 
we read: | 
“Tt ig well that you shou'd celebrate your Arbor Day 
thoughtfully, for within your lifetime the nation’s need 
of trees will become serious. We of an older generation 
can get along with what we have, though with growing 
hardship; but in your full manhood and womanhood you 
will want what nature once so bountifully supplied, and 
man so thoughtlessly destroyed; and because of that want 
‘you will reproach us, not for what we have used, but for 
what we have wasted.” 


“Ty willingly confess to so great a partiality for trees 
as tempts me to respect a man in exact proportion to his 
‘respect for them.”—JAMEs RUSSELL LOWELL. 


“The service of the trees to us begins with the cradle 
“and ends with the coffin. But it continues through our 
lives, and is of almost unimaginable extent and variety.

“T move that a committee of one from the town or 
city of Rockport, Gloucester, Essex, Hamilton, Wenham, 
Ipswich, Topsfield, Danvers, Peabody, Swampscott, Sa- 
lem, Beverly, Manchester, and from such parts of any of 
the said towns or cities as may be found best, be appointed 
by the chair, and that Allen S. Peabody, of Manchester, 
be chairman, 

“This committee shall consider ways and means for 
the protection of the trees of the North Shore and for the 
planting of additional trees, and also for the protection of 
our native shrubs, particularly the laurel. They shall 
make their report and recommendations at a meeting called 
for the purpose at such time as they deem best, and in any 
event, not later than November Ist.”

“WHEN YOU GO TO WORK” 


Every day boys and girls stay in 
school after they are fourteen years 
of age adds $9 to the total amount of 
wages they can earn when they grow 
up. The boy or girl who stays out 
of school to earn less than $9 a day 
is losing, not making, money on his 
or her whole lifetime. 

This is one of the surprising state- 
ments made in a book on the Massa- 
chusetts child labor laws just issued 
by the Massachusetts Child Labor 
committee for distribution among the 
people of the state. The book, en- 
titled, “When You Go To Work,’ is 
compiled by Richard K. Conant, sec- 
retary of the Child Labor committee, 
6 Beacon st. 

The writer drives home the lessons 
by means of cartoons. He goes on 
to say: “Those who leaye school be- 
cause they ‘hate school,’ soon find 
that they ‘hate work’ more, because 
they don’t know enough to get them- 
selves ahead and don’t earn enough 
to like their work any better than 
they liked: school. It pays to stay in 
school and learn how to study or 
work well enough so that you will 


_ like it. . 
“Qne day spent in school now adds 


$9 to the total amount of your earn- 
ings during your whole lifetime.” 

The book goes on to show other in- 
teresting results of studies of the 
wages earned by uneducated laborers 
and by high school graduates, and ex- 
plains and summarizes the child labor 
laws of Massachusetts.

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R. AND Mrs. JouN R. MCGINLEY have chosen not only 

,an ideal spot for their permanent summer place, but 
historic ground as well. “Gale’s Point,” where the early 
settler, Ambrose Gale, built, is the tip-end of Smith’s 
Point, Manchester. Here the McGin!eys have their home, 
the former S. Parker Bremer estate on the point having 
been purchased by them a few years ago. 

It is always of interest to cosnect the historic with 
our homes. While two other beautiful places lie next 
the McGinley home it is the one on the tip of the Point 
that we are describing this week. The other places are 
“Sunny Bank,” the Albert I. Croll home, and “Wynd- 
ston,” the E. Palmer Gavit place. These lie on either 
side the driveway that leads over the narrow strip of 
land joining the point on which the McGinley place is 
located, and the main part of Smith’s Point, both, how- 
ever, being a part of Gale’s Point. 

Old residents in ‘Manchester remember their early 
swimming days along this “long beach” section, called 
Gale’s Beach on the map in the history of Manchester. 
The beach reaches from near the town landing to Gale’s 
Point. Strawberries as well as other wild berries were 
much sought all along the beach and on the Point. 

Now the historical from a national point of view that 
deals with our Point is this: 

Roger Conant had settled on Stage Head, Glouces- 
ter, in 1624. Later he and some companions established 
themselves at Naumkeag (Salem), considering it a_bet- 
ter place than “Cape Anne.” The story of the persecuted 
nou-Conformists, the granting of a charter and the com- 
ing of the Puritans is familiar to all. It has also been 
the subject of “Lest We Forget” in the April and May 
numbers of the Breeze. We repeat some of it here, 
however. 

John Endicott’s company sailed from England to 
Salem in 1628. Everything was so peaceful and beautiful 
they changed the name from Naumkeag to Salem. In 
1629 three ships sailed for the new world. One of these, 
the ‘‘Talbot,’’ was probably the first to enter Manches- 
ter’s harbor. It carried twenty-four cannon, one hun- 
dred p'anters, cattle, and provisions, and on it was Rev. 
Francis Higginson and family. 

In his journal we read: 

June 27, 1629.—Saturday evening we had a westerly 
wind, which brought us, between five and six o'clock, to 
a fyne and sweet harbor (Manchester harbor), seven 


miles from the head of Cape Ann (in this harbor twentie 


ships may lie and easily ride therein), where there was 
an island near, wither four of our men went with a boat, 
and brought back ripe strawberries, gooseberries, and 
sweet single roses. Monday, 20th, as we passed along 
to Naim Keake (Naumkeag, Salem), it was wonderful 
to behold so many islands replenished with thicke wood 
and high trees, and many fayere green pastures.” 

The Rev. Mr. Higginson (first minister sent out by 
the Massachusetts Bay Company) was always lavish in 
his praises of our shores. 

Next came John Winthrop in June, 1630. Governor 
Winthrop sailed in the “Arbella,’” a vessel of 350 or 400 
tons, and had six other ships. On June 11, 1630, the “Ar- 
bel'a” seems to lItave come to anchor nearly opposite 
“Gale’s Point,’? according to historians. 

Bacon says: “The last day at sea, Tuesday, June 10, 
the Arbella had encountered a southerly gale. Yet she 
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the three islands, Straitsmouth, Thatcher’s, and Milk 
islands, which lie off Rockport, beyond Gloucester, at the 
‘bore a'l sail’ and at four o’clock in the afternoon sighted 
extreme southern end of the Cape. These islands at that 
time were known as “The Three Turks’ Heads.’ That 


night, Winthrop’s story continues, they could plainly see 


the trees on the Three Turks’ Heads, and they had ‘a fine 
fresh smell from the shore.’ The next day they ‘stood 
to.” Then on Saturday, the wind favoring, they ‘stood in’ 
toward the harbor of Manchester. And, passing 
through the straits between Baker’s island and the Mis- 
eries, they came to anchor inside, nearly opposite, it is 
conjectured, Gale’s Point, the projection on the east side. 

“Here they were met by some of the Salem men, with 
Endicott at the head, who had sailed over to welcome 
them. At night several of the leaders and their women 
fo'k (we know that Governor Winthrop, Mr. Johnson 
and Lady Arbe!la went) accompanied the Salem men to 
the settlement, where they ‘supped on a good venison 
pasty and beer.’ Most of them returned to the ship that 
night, ‘disliking their lodgings,’ Winthrop says. It is 
however, averred by historians of our times, that they 
were moved to return more from their dislike of the re- 
ligious forms of their hosts, and their desire to observe 
the coming Sunday according to the forms which they 
had been following.” 

Salem was then a half-starved little place. The brave 
and sturdy people had looked forward eagerly for the 
coming of Winthrop and his followers. They had pre- 
pared the best supper their larders would permit. As only

the leaders were invited over to Salem to partake of the 


pasty we might think the majority of the folk on the ship 
were feeling lonesome that Saturday night so long ago. 
But we read that such was not the case.. Governor Win- 
throp, after telling about the pasty, writes: ‘In the mean- 
time most of our people went on shore upon the land of 
Cape Ann, which lay very near us, and gathered store of 
fine strawberries,’ and while on this Manchester land, 
‘were like as merry as the gentlefo'ks at their venison and 
beer,’ over in Salem..” 


__ We like to think of them wandering over this beau- 
tiful region of the Shore. How they must have enjoyed 
the solid land after-their long journey! 


On Sunday, Masconomo, the sagamore of Agawam, 
head of the tribe of this region, with another Indian, went 
on board, and bade them welcome, and tarried with them 
through the day. On Monday, “the wind coming fair,” 
the ships went on to Salem. Many were on this expedi- 
t‘on whose descendants are now living upon the North 
Shore. Winthrop and some of his assistants soon left 
Salem and by autumn had settled in Boston. 


We are not writing a history of Manchester, so will 
pass over its settlement. The Puritans who touched its 
shores in the long ago make such a memorable record 
that we have dwelt upon that episode in particular. Man- 
chester’s early settlers came. Gale’s Point and Gale’s 
Head evidently took their name fron oné Ambrose Ga'e, 
who was of the early “proprietors.” 


Later Burley Smith came down from Exeter, N. H. 
The famous Smith’s Point was developed into a farm, 
parts of which are still in the Smith family. But the 
part that was sold to Dr. Cyrus A. Bartol is the part of 
special interest in. this sketch. The third generation of 
Smiths sold the point bounded by a line running from 
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‘Lobster Cove to the Charles A. Read place. Dr. Bartol 
‘was a Unitarian minister in Boston. He aso owned the 
Gordon Abbott place and Norton’s Neck and buiit the 
radiey cottage on Smith’s Point. ‘The section of Smith’s 
Yount that he purchased he developed and sold off in lots. 
Gale’s Point was sold to a St. Louis man named M. H. 
‘Paramore, who built the house now standing on it. 5S. 
‘yvarker Bremer then purchased the place and from him 
it has passed into the McGinley family, with no changes, 
practically, to the house. 

~ Gale’s Point and the adjoining ground was formerly 
ery fertile field, rich in berries. 1t was a picnic ground, 
‘aso and in the days of the lremont presidentia: cam- 


_pienic. 
¥ The great rocks around the Point were formerly 
the hatats of tautogs as well as other fish. No place else 
‘on the ‘Manchester shores could tautogs be found. The 
late Russell Sturgis, of Manchester, was fond of angling 
for them and had his favorite place for catching the rare 
fish off these rocks. Geologists perhaps have spent hours 
in studying the rock formation ot the Point. ‘Lhe McGin- 
ley place 1s peculiarly bounded on two sides by some ol 
the most remarkable ledges along the New England shore. 
A chasm, somewhat similar to Rafe’s Chasm at Magnolia, 
is at one side, while a detached rock affords a natural 
curiosity just below their veranda. In a storm the ‘great 
waves are pushed through the marrow passage between 
‘this rock and the shore and are met by breakers coming 
in on the other side, thus helping in the noisy, but majes- 
‘tic, sight of a storm passing over Gale’s Point, when 
a) “Tales of that awful, pitiless sea, 

With all its terror and mystery,” 
ean be felt no better than in the snug and comfortable 
rooms and sun-parlors of the McGinley house. 
But on a fair day—and these are the rule in a North 
Shore summer—such a glorious panorama is spread out 
around the Point that it seems as if one were on a boat 
‘sailing along with nothing to do but enjoy the sights. On 
the right is the long stretch of West Manchester and the 
Beverly shores with their summer cottages showing here 
‘and there among the thick forests running down to the 
water’s edge (a peculiarity of the Shore). The Wm. H. 
Moore place at Pride’s Crossing, where a daughter of 
the McGinleys, now Mrs. Edward S. Moore, is visiting 
with Mr. Moore’s parents, shows up white among the 
trees, also “Swiftmoor,” where Mrs. Wm. K. Vanderbilt 
is living, and the Wm. Madison Wood house and Mrs. 
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THERE is a land beyond the sea 

Still marked with war’s red heraldry, 

Where blackened ruins roofless le, 

And dead trees supplicate the sky, 

And death his finger prints has left 

In blood on hearth and home bereft 

And: still the smoke of battle clings 

To both profane and sacred things— 
The land of the wooden crosses. 


The sweetest and the sadest sight 

Since this old world was born of light, 

Like folded lily buds they stand, 

Or like a kneeling angel band, 

In row on row and side by side. 

With stiff white arms extended wide, 

Each one a shrine of brave romance, 

A jewel on the heart of France— 
The land of the wooden crosses. 
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L.'M. Sargent’s. These are the most distant places seen, 
while those of Manchester shores are clearly discernible. 

Like stepping stones off the Point and directly in 
front oi the nouse are two little islands, Big and Little 
Ram isiands. At low tide the rocky passage way between 
the Point and the nearer island (Lattie Ram) is almost a 
dry causeway. Beyond are the Miseries, baker’s island 
and others. And past these are the beautiful Salem and 
Marbiehead shores and a glimpse of real sea. From the 
McGiniey home a good view is obtained of all the acti- 
vities in the harbors of Marblehead, Beverly and Man- 
chester. There is a charm about the place that 1s felt at 
once. Secluded, without the passing of even a tradesman, 
except those who come to their own door, it is like living 
on an island in the midst of all that spells beauty and 
social marine life to the Shore. At night the Shore 
lights and the various lighthouses make an effective scene. 

_ Changes are going on siowly about the place. In 

time it wil be improved by moie trees, large ones that 
will soon give the natural forest aspect. lowers are 
growing everywhere among the rocks. A little vegetable 
garden is also doing well upon this rocky ledge. An old 
sca wall at the front has been improved, along with the 
change in the avenue, and a new wall has beea built in 
the rear. 

Quite the newest thing is the lily-pond. A natural 
rocky ledge was taken advantage of and water pours out 
irom above (seemingly fom a spring) into the pool be- 
low. Large stones from the beach together with concrete 
make an attractive wall around the lower side of the pool. 
Connolly Bros., of Beverly Farms, have constructed the 
pool. Placed in the water basin for the lilies’ protection 
and aso to amuse the McGinley grandchildren are one 
hundred goldfish, which make a pretty sight when they 
come to the surface for their food. 

Out in front of the big white house is a strikingly 
smooth and green stertch of sward around whiclr the av- 
enue curves. Let us think of this as part of the historic 
picnic grounds and of the place where some of our Puri- 
tan ancestors regaled themselves with strawberries and 
plucked our sweet wild roses. 

A Manchester resident says that the present Bremer 
homestead is located near the one time “Sandy Hollow.” 
In his early days fine white sand completely covered this 
section, giving it the popular name. 

The Gavit home was purchased from Frederick C. 
Stevens, grandson of A. W. Smith, who sold the Point.

Tuere Has BEEN ONE Factor of the labor problem 
that has been overlooked by students of affairs and em- 
ployers, and that is frequently the physiological factor 
is as great as the economic factor in cases of labor un- 
rest. Too frequently the demands for increased money 
returns veil a’ more serious difficulty. More money will 
never solve the labor problem effectively because of the 
limitations of the power of endurance of the human body 
both in regard to its muscular strength and its ability 
to withstand nervous tension. These two great factors 
cannot be eliminated and when money requests are made 
it will be discovered, perhaps, that it is a vain effort on 
the part of laborers to find relief from tired minds and 
tired bodies. Increased wages will never eliminate the 
wear and tear upon the nerves of the men who work. The 
workman goes to his toil, day after day, to bear the strain 
and wear of the working conditions, He returns to his 
home at night to meet the domestic problems. He returns 
to the work strain in the morning. He knows the sor- 
rows and cares of his fellow workmen. They know his. 
The .days wear on until the accumulated strain upon 
nerves and body reach such a tension that reaction is in- 
evitable. An agitator suggests more money. This crys- 
tallizes the common feeling against the occupational strain, 
promises a relief, and the strike is on. The strikers them- 
selves, the employers and the public are deceived. Money 
values are talked of as if they were the main considera- 
tions. Man cannot live by bread alone. Money buys 
bread. Man cannot find rest by increased money returns. 
The evil is physiological as well as economical. The break 
comes. The nerve strain can be no longer withstood and 
mistaken workmen find themselves on a strike for more 
pay. In reality their tired bodies and strained nerves 
have rebelled. and are on a strike.

The graduates of Harvard University have always been 
loyal to the institution and in the new epoch when Har- 
vard requires a larger endowment, not alone to make prog- 
ress, but to effectually hold her own, every son of the 
college will rally to the aid of the great school. The high 
costs of living have reached the colleges and the expenses 
of the institutions of learning have increased more rapidly 
than their income. The salaries of professors are inade- 
quate, setting in action a movement that will prove harm- 
ful to the institution. Professors are being allured by 
higher salaries in other walks of life and are forced in 
self protection to sever their relations with the colleges 
of the land. This movement must be checked and the in- 
structors of the youth of the land and the professors of 
marked ability should be retained in their important places

by adequate salaries. 
every college in the land will suffer.

The ten days’ campaign is under way and will prove suc-_ 
cessful only as every lover of fair Harvard rallies with 
their support. 


The increased rates 
for trolley and train service and the abandonment of many 
trolley roads has made this inevitable. 


Poor ARMENIA! Of all the nations of the earth she — 
has suffered the most, and the end is not yet. The head — 
of the Armenian republic has telegraphed to the American 
Committee for the Independence of Armenia that it 1s 
certain that the Turkish Tartar threat against Armenia 
will be executed. The population of the Nakh Itchevan ~ 
province returned to their homes after the war, but are 
now apparently at the mercy of the troops of Moustapha 
Kemal and the allied Turkish Tartar and Kurdish troops. 
The Armenians lack soldiers and equipment. The evident 
result of the menace will be the occupation of the terri- — 
tory by the invaders, with its consequent violations of 
the principles of justice. An appeal has been made to- 
America for protection in the hour of need. Former 
Ambassador Gerard counsels that the aid should be given 
and that the President of the United States has the op- 
portunity and authority to assist in the crisis presented. 
Whether the League of Nations gives to America the 
care of Armenia or not an opportunity for good service 
is presented and America cannot and will not fail Ar- 
menia in the crisis at hand. The Armenians turn to 
America because America has no political power to build 
up by taking a hand in affairs. Armenia appeals for 
aid in the beginnings of its life as a nation and America 
must not and cannot fail them now. ‘The appearance of 
about ten thousand American troops in Armenia for po- 
lice duty, fully equipped, will solve the problem and 
avert an injustice and possibly a massacre. America 
complained because of the apathy of Europe in the earlier — 
massacres of the Armenians. Now in the turn of events 
an appeal has been made to America. America can aid 
a great cause, and help to assure the peace of Armenia. 
America can do none other than aid. This is America’s 
opportunity to aid Armenia. The appeal is for protec- 
tion only, until the republic has become established, Then 
America can and will retire as was done in Cuba and 
in the Philippines. 


Presipent Wrison has finally succumbed, tempor- 
arily, may it be hoped, to the exacting cares of his great 
office, When one considers the responsibilities which 
he has borne during the last four years and the strain 
which his mind and physique have been subjected to it is 
only short of the marvellous that he has been enabled 
to stand the strain so effectively, 
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Te Rercn of TERROR that has prevailed in some of 


the cities of the United States only emphasizes the serious- 


ness of the city problem. Too long have the submerged 
criminal classes been permitted to assert their power. 
The recent events do not indicate that evil has suddenly 
appeared in our cities. The events only-reveal the rotten 
core of our cities that students of social conditions have 
long recognized. Now comes the ill news that a mob 
took possess'cn of the city of Omaha and defied the 
authority of the duly appointed officers of the city, broke 
into and set fire to a jail, seriously injured the mayor, 
who sought to quell the riot and lynched a negro who 
was in prison. The fact that the negro was in jail for 
a serious offense in no way justified the mob in taking 
the law into its own hands. ‘There is cause for satisfac- 
tion, however, in the fact that the authorities maintained 
their power as long as they could. These reports of 


- mob violence are becoming altogether too frequent. There 


are indications, however, that despite the lawlessness and 
rapacity of the criminal element of the large cities, an- 
other element that has kept aloof from affairs, previously, 
not so much from indifference as from having been en- 
grossed in personal affairs, has determined that order and 
righteousness must and will prevail. The indications are 
that this element in society all over the land are deter- 
mined to take a stronger interest in affairs and not to per- 
mit the irresponsible and criminal element to get the up- 
per hand. This is the light upon the cloud. The Seattle, 
Boston and Omaha incidents indicate that there is a 
submerged lawless element in our cities that is a menace 
to our civilization and that they must be subdued by a 
strong hand.

unlimited amounts of sugar in the form of confection or 
candy. During the war period the limited sales of sugar 
were made endurable because of the moral value of sac- 
rifice. But with the war over and abundant sugar prod- 
ucts reaching the open market the housewife complains 
and with some justice that she has not sugar enough to 
conserve the fruits which are available. Many plans have 
been suggested for correcting the conditions, but none of 
them appear to be workable. The situation exists. Noth- 
ing is or can be gained by complaint. It is one of the 
conditions of the hour. Only when the temporary diff- 
culties due to transportation difficulties, the great demands 
for export and the post war conditions have been met, 
will normal conditions return. Meanwhile the embarrass- 
ment which retail dealers and householders face concern- 
ing the shortage of sugar, is the least of their troubles 
in these trying hours.

MAGNOLIA FIRM WINS 


ImMporTANT Decrston—Decipes IT1n- 
ERANT Act—Dors Not ApPiy To 
PERMANENT SUMMER STORES 

Judge Simonds of the district court 
of Eastern Essex, on Saturday decid- 
ed the case of the Commonwealth vs. 
the A. C. Farr Co., of Magnolia, and 
ordered the defendant acquitted. This 
was an importafit case, not only to the 
merchants at Magnolia, who were in 
a similar position to the Farr Co., but 
also to the state and the city of Glou- 
cester which have been attempting to 
collect license fees or taxes from these 
merchants for some years past. 

‘The matter has been in dispute and 
conflicting opinions have been held in 
regard to it for the last three or four 
years. The complaint was made by 
Inspector Cummings, of the State De- 
partment of Weights and Measures. 

It was claimed by the authorities 
that all the merchants at Magnolia, 
who were there simply for the sum- 
mer season, came within the provisions 
of the statute regarding itinerant ven- 
dors or temporary dealers, and as 
such, were obliged to take out a li- 
cense from the state and from the 
city before they could legally do busi- 
ness. It was claimed by the Farr 
Co. that the provisions of the law did 
not apply to any reputable’ business 
concern which was conducting a per- 
manent summer business at Magnolia 
and that it ‘was not necessary to estab- 
lish a business for 12 months in the 
year in order to have the business 
classed as a permanent one. 

The evidence showed that Inspector 
Cummings and the Board of Alder- 
men of the city of Gloucester visited 
Magnolia early this season and made 
a demand upon all these dealers who 
have summer establishments there, to 
take out licenses from the state and 
from the city, claiming that they came 
within the provisions of the law. 
Some’ of the dealers assented to the 
demand and paid, while others did 
not. The Farr Co. paid $25 to the 
city of Gloucester under an applica- 
tion for itinerant vendor’s license, but 
did not complete the transaction, Mr. 
Farr claiming that when he paid the 
$25 he did not understand the law, 
and when he found out his rights, re- 
fused to go any further. 

The evidence also showed that the 
Farr Co. is a company dealing in 
hosiery, sweaters and sports apparel 
of various kinds; that the headquar- 
ters of the company: is at Atlantic 
City; that they have a store at Palm 
Beach in the winter, and another 
store at Magnolia in the summer, and 
that it is their intention to conduct a 
permanent store each summer at Mag- 
nolia. 
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Tue Jupce’s SummMinc Up 


Judge Simonds, in deciding the case, 
stated that he had no doubt that the 
Farr Co. intended to establish a per- 
manent summer business at Magnolia; 
that the question to be decided was, 
whether or not a permanent summer 
business came within the provisions 
of the law which, require a license to 
be taken out. At his first reading, 
the statute appeared to be a revenue 
and taxation measure, and to be a 
law passed with the intention of pro- 
viding revenue for public treasury; 
but, upon closer consideration and up- 
on reading the decisions of the courts, 
it appeared that the act was not a rev- 
enue measure at all, but was a meas- 
ure passed to protect the public against 
the dishonesty and irresponsibility of 
concerns which did a temporary busi- 
ness and then moved away, leaving 
anyone with proper claims upon them 
without the chance to collect the debt. 

The judge said that he had searched 
through the authorities in various 
states to see if any case had been de- 
cided in other states which was a pre- 
cedent for this, but no authority exist-' 
ed. The language of the decisions in 
the two cases decided by the Supreme 
Court in this state which have arisen 
under the statute made it clear, how- 
ever, that the statute was not any- 
thing except a police measure, and 
could not be construed to be a taxa- 
tion measure, and did not apply to 
the defendant. 

The decision of this matter will be 
welcomed by all the interests in- 
volved, not only by the state author- 
ities, but by the merchants of ; the 
Magnolia association and the officials 
of the city of Gloucester, because 
the uncertainty has caused friction for 
several years.

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How “T. R.” Got Bowery VotTE 


Thus Johnny O’Brien, leader of the 
John J. O’Brien association, of the 
Bowery, introduced Theodore Roose- 
velt to his followers in that ancient 
section of New York in 1886. Col. 
Rooseve!t was running for the may- 
or’s office in that year. 

The Bowery leader’s speech was 
chiefly a promise of what his “boys” 
would do for Roosevelt on election 
day. He left no doubt of their in- 
tention to roll up a bigger majority 
than the “high-toned West Side dis- 
tricts,’ where the candidate was a 
favorite son. It came to the candi- 
date’s turn, and “T. R.” responded 
heartily. 

“Your leader, like myself, was born 
in this city,’ said Roosevelt; “I have 
some of the fighting Irish blood in 
my veins, but he has it from both 
parents, and he is some fighter. Ev- 
ery time I introduced a reform meas- 
ure in Albany, he would say, ‘Mr. 
Roosevelt, all that I am in politics is 
due to my keeping my word, and I[ 
will now give you my word that I 
will kill your bill, and he did!” 

That speech pleased the Bowery 
immensely ; it “got over” in the Roose- 
veltian way. The district was his 
banner district in the election, return- 
ing him twelve hundred plurality. 
Johnny O’Brien had kept his word 
again.

AUTOMOBILE LAWS 


IMPORTANT LEGISLATION EFFECTING 
SALES AND TRANSFERS—AUTO 
THEFTS 


If you are thinking of buying or 
selling an automobile, motorcycle, or 
motor vehicle of any kind, be sure to 
conform with the new law on this 
matter, which went into effect Sat- 
urday, Sept. 27. 

The law provides that any person 
dealing in second-hand motor vehicles 
or parts of such shall be licensed. 

These licenses are of three classifi- 
cations: the agent’s license, the used 
car dealer’s license, and the motor ve- 
hicle junk license, 

Section 11, which is the one most 
interesting to’ the private owner, 
reads: “Any person not licensed here- 
under, selling, or offering to sell any 
motor vehicle except to a person li- 
censed under Class One of this act, 
or to a person described in section 
fourteen, shall, at least four days be- 
fore such sale, notify in writing the 
commission and the chief of police 
or selectmen in the city or town in 
which the sale is to be made; or, if 
in Boston, the police commissioner, 
unless he has secured a release as pro- 
vided in the preceding section. 

“Such notice shall contain all the 
information required by law to be set 
forth in an application for the regis- 
tration of motor vehicles in this Com- 
monwealth together with the names 
and addresses of the vendor and ven- 
deer: 

The release spoken of is that the 
authorized person may give at any 
time after being notified permission in 
writing to sell or dispose of a car. 

Section 14 exempts manufacturers 
of new cars from these rulings. 

In addition to this bill there has re- 
cently been passed a law making it a 
states prison offense to steal an auto. 
The minimum penalty is five years

THIS window has five lancets with tracery, and is sup- 
ported by two smaller windows on the right and left 
walls at right angles to it, each containing two lancets 
with tracery. 

The subject of the entire group is proclaimed by the 
inscription on the ribbon held by the two small angels at 
the base ef the centre lancet: “Thou Art the King of 
Glory, O Christ.” Between them rests a censer, from 
which rises incense, the symbol of earnest prayer. 


. In the centre lancet is the figure of Our Lord, richly 
robed and crowned, His right hand raised in benediction, 
and his left hand holding the orb, the symbol of a world 
conquered by Christianity. The robes are a true rich red, 
the color for passionate devotion, sacrifice, and royalty, 
ornamented with white and gold and jewels, symbols of 
purity and glorious achievement. The most important de- 
tail in this relation is the vine forming the cross on His 
chasuble, recalling the familiar words, “I am the true 
vine,” and through this reference reminding us of the 
close relationship between Christ and His church. 
Around His head are seven cherubs, symbols of the 
seven gifts of the spirit: Humility, liberality, chastity, 
meekness, temperance, brotherly love, diligence. 

At His feet the seven white doves with ruby halos 
symbolize the seven gifts of the Holy Ghost: Wisdom, 
understanding, counsel, fortitude, knowledge, piety, and 
the fear of the Lord. 

Above His head is the star of Bethlehem, for His 
_ lowly birth, and His Heavenly Kingdom. ' 
Through the tracery pieces are also seven cherubs for 
the seven Spiritual Mercies: To counsel the doubtful, to 
instruct the ignorant, to admonish sinners, to comfort the 
_ afflicted, to forgive offences, to bear wrongs patiently, to 
pray for the living and the dead; and twelve stars to sym- 
bolize the Twelve Fruits of the Holy Ghost: Charity, 
joy, peace, patience, longanimity, goodness, benignity, 
_ mildness, fidelity, modesty, continency and chastity. Two 
‘small angels in adoration complete the tracery. 

In the left centre panel stands the figure of the 
‘Blessed Virgin Mary, wearing a blue mantle, shot with 
‘stars. Her head surrounded by a halo containing seven 
stars suggests her traditional title, “The Queen of Heav- 
en.” The seven cherubs, again recalling the seven gifts of 
the spirit, surround her, while at her feet is the jar of 
lilies, symbolical of purity, the favorite traditional emblem 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary. On the border of her mantle 
occurs the white rose, the emblem of pure love, also tradi- 
tionally devoted to her. Her under-garment is a deep 
toned red, significant of royalty, sacrifice and divine love, 
while the blue of her mantle and the white of the stars 
‘symbolize heavenly love, truth, constancy and fidelity. 

In the right centre panel is the figure of St. John, 
the Evangelist, with a deep red mantle shot with white 
 erosses, and a white tunic. The white crosses signify his 
_ spiritual nearness to Our Lord, while once more the seven 
cherubs for the seven gifts of the spirit are introduced to 
suggest his saintly attainments. At his feet stands the

eagle, his traditional symbol, chosen as emblematic of the 
noble flights of his spirit. He holds in his hands the book 
and quill, to recall his inspired writings. On its cover is 
the chalice, the symbol of his place among the Disciples. 

In the extreme left panel is the Archangel Michael, 
with his shield and spear, standing on the defeated dragon. 
He is in silver armor, wears a brilliant red mantle, and his 
wings are scarlet and gold, while his head is surrounded 
bv rl flaming aureole, These colors are symbolical of di- 
vine fire, and the power of righteousness and purity. His 
shield contains the red cross and the scales of justice. He 
wears the Archangel’s crown. 

On the extreme right is the figure of the Archangel 
Gabriel, wearing a richly embroidered dalmatic, with jew- 
elied borders and apparel. On the breast of the dalmatic 
occurs a miniature representation of the Annunciation. 
Just below the shoulder on the left arm is shown a tiny 
representation of St. Gabriel’s appearance to Daniel. He 
carries the Annunciation lily, and wears, like St. Michael, 
the Archangel’s crown, and his head is surrounded by a 
‘aming aureole. He has rich scarlet wings and three 
flames, for faith, hope and charity occur in the lower part 
of the lancet, Herstands on a rainbow, as the bringer of 
good tidings to men. 

THe SMALL WINDOWS 
The Window in the Left Wall 

The two-lancet window on the left contains the fig- 
ures of King David of Israel and of St. John the Baptist. 
The former is crowned and royally robed, and holds his 
harp in the attitude of playing. On his under-garment is, 
in conventional form, the Tree of Jesse, while on his right 
shoulder is the lion of the tribe of Judah. Angels with 
trumpets are on either side of him, while the Flame of 
Divine Inspiration is above his head. In the base two 
angels: hold a shield containing his traditional coat of 
arms. . 

St. John the Baptist wears a coat of animal skins and 
rough mantle of red, In his hands he holds a disc con- 
taining the Lamb of God, significant of the memorable 
words, “Behold the Lamb of God, Which Taketh Away 
the Sins of the World.” At the base are grass and flow- 
ers, while through the background are whisps of clouds, 
and three flying white birds, to suggest his outstanding 
qualities, poverty, chastity and obedience. Above his head 
is the flame for Divine Inspiration. In the base two angels 
hold a shield containing his traditional arms, the three 
fountains, recalling the legend that when he was beheaded 
» fountain sprang from each spot his head touched when 


it fell.

terbury. Above his head is the flame of Divine Inspira- 
tion, and in the small base panels two angels hold a shield 
containing his coat of arms. 

In the left panel is the figure of St. John of Beverly, 
holding his Bishop’s staff, and in his right hand, Beverly 
minster. The latter recalls the monastery which he found- 
ed in Beverly, and its later consummation in the noble 
Beverly Minster. He wears a chasuble and jewelled mitre, 
and above his head is the flame of Divine Inspiration. An 
angel with a book symbolizes his scholarly attainments 
as a theologian. Near the base of the window occurs a 
small beaver, significant of the origin of the word Bev- 
erly (Beaver Lake, or lac). His coat of arms is held by 
angels in the base.

“ in planning for the protection of our trees and the 
reforestration of various places. Perhaps a few selections 
from literature will help us feel what the poets and other 
writers have felt about trees. 

Henry Ward Beecher writes that his heart said, 
while standing in the presence of a mighty tree on his 
place, “Thou belongest to no man’s hand, but to all men’s 
eyes that do love beauty, and that have learned through 
beauty to behold God! Stand, then, in thine own beauty 
and grandeur! | shall be a lover and a protector, to keep 
drought from thy roots, and the axe from thy trunk.” 
Continuing he says: 

_ “For remorseless men there are crawling yet upon 
the face of the earth, smitten blind and inwardly dead, 
whose only thought of a tree of ages is, that it is food 
for the axe and the saw! ‘These are the wretches of 
whom the Scripture speaks: ‘A man was famous accord- 
ing as he had lifted up axes upon the thick trees.’”

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OrpeR or Cuaos, Wuicu? The American republic 
is established upon the principle that every citizen is en- 
titled to the exercise of his rights and this principle is 
the basis of liberty. It also guarantees to grant every- 
one who seeks asylum in America an opportunity to en- 
joy it and to become a citizen with its larger privileges. 
Liberty is the keyword of our Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and of the Constitution of the United States. Lib- 
erty, however, is neither license nor the absence of or- 
ganized law founded upon the principles of righteous- 
ness and individual rights and responsibilities, In Amer- 
ica the arbitrary rule of an heritary monarch is displaced 
by the sovereignty of law. Law is the effort which men 
have made to define the rights, responsibilities and liber- 
ties of individuals in their relations to one another in a 
state. True liberty can only be enjoyed by the people 
of a community or of a nation when the rights and priv- 
ileges of each member of the community or of the nation 
recognizes the rights and privileges of others constituting 
the community or the nation. The liberties of each man 
is limited by tl the liberties of another. No man has a right, 
morally or legally, to transgress the rights of another. 
‘Law endeavors to define upon principles of justice and 
equity the rights of men in their relations to one another. 
True liberty consists in obedience to the law of a com- 
munity because it means the assurance of privilege, and 
rights and liberties to all. In America everyone is assured 
the liberty of conscience in religion, liberty of action in 
personal life, liberty of activity in business life restrained 
only by the laws which are mutually imposed in order 
‘that true liberty may be assured to all. Bolshevism is not 
liberty. It is license. It establishes a new class privilege 
that violates justice as much as the old regime trans- 
eressed the democratic laws. Bolshevism is destructive 
because it is established upon class privilege and license 
rather than upon the firm foundations of liberty and just- 
ice for all. Bolshevism will ruin itself because the prin- 
ciples involved are suicidal. They cannot abide because 
the fundamental principles of equity and liberty are vio- 
lated. Order cannot reign. Chaos will. Liberty assures 
the reign of order, which means peace. Bolshevism en- 
tails riot and disorder, the reign of war and bloodshed. 
The principles of American liberty and European _bo!- 
shevism are antagonistic. One must choose the one and 
Cespise the other. America cannot serve two masters, 
ho'shevism and the reign of law with liberty and justice 
for all. America will know the straight and narrow way 
that leads to peace and happiness and will turn aside from 
the broad path of bolshevism that leads to destruction. 


Tur FreENcH CHAmMper has ratified the treaty and has 
also ratified the Anglo-French and the Anglo-American 
pacts. The American senate is still a little tardy about its 
responsibilities in the matter, but before many days the 
treaty will be signed. America awaits the official end of 
the war. 
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“THE STUBBORN HUMAN ELEMENT.” The “set? 
mind is one of the most difficult factors to overcome in 
the struggle between organized labor and so-called cap- 
italism, The only way in which understandings between 


‘disputants can be reached is through discussion and ar- 


gument with open minds to be convinced of error and 
with open minds to correct errors when once they are 
pointed out. If a mind is set, refusing to see an error 
and equally determined not to correct it, no progress can 
be made. There is a deadlock which cannot be over- 
come. Organized leaders of industry may become the 
victims of the “set” mind by refusing to see the injustices 
done to working men by reason of ‘occupational dangers, 
unreasonable hours of service, inadequate remuneration 
for labor or the injustice of unsanitary working condi- 
tions. If the leaders of industrial work refused to se¢ 
these injustices, they are victims of the “set”? mind. There 
is a deadlock at once even if labor is amenable to reason. 
The leaders of labor will become the victims of the “set” 
mind when they fail to recognize the financial limitations 
of a business, are unreasonable in their demands concern- 
ing working hours and fail to take into account all the 
factors involved in a labor difficulty. When the labor 
partners suffer from the “set” mind there is a deadlock 
again, however amenable the industrial leaders may be. 
The stubbornness of human nature is a hard taskmaster 
and in all labor difficulties there are abundant evidences 
that the situation is as often due to the “set” mind by 
either or both partners of the dispute. Not until both 
parties become amenable to reason and determine to cor- 
rect evils when discovered can there be any hope of an 
adjustment of any labor difficulty. 


War AND PrEAce. On the day the armistice was 
signed the world war practically came to an end. The 
actual date of the ending of the war will be the day upon 
which the final treaty ‘is signed. Up to the day of the 
signing of the armistice the people of the nation were en- 
thusiastically cooperating to win the war. Euthusiasm 
and devotion were apparent everywhere. Loyalty was 
the watchword. Everybody, everywhere were inspired 
with the same lofty, yet practical, patriotism, each doing 
his or her part to the very best of his or her ability where 
they were best able to serve. The nation consequently met 
the serious responsibilities one after the other with a for- 
titude and courage that was only short of the marvelous. 
Liberty loan subscriptions, Red Cross campaigns and all 
the other financial campaigns were prosecuted with an 
energy that left nothing to be desired. The war ended 
upon Armistice Day and with its ending passed the hours 
of enthusiasm, The international war ended and the in- 
dustrial war began on that day. Within a very few days, 
a labor difficulty that had been brewing locally, broke out 
and since that day there have been strikes and rumors of 
strikes that have been rife the nation over. Industrial 
unrest, class animosities and enmities have broken out as 
never before. The industrial war is on and will undoubt- 
edly be continued until its discontent has been spent. ‘The 
situation is to be regretted, but the issue must be met. 
The industrial war must be fought out to a finish as was 
the international war. The weapons that will succeed, 
however, are not the weapons of war, but those of peace, 
good will, cooperation and working agreements along eth- 
ical lines that are just. The passing period of discontent 
should usher in a new era of contentment and codpera- 
tion.

_ Tue Open SuHopr. Judge Gary asserts that the issue 
4t stake is that of the “open shop” in the steel industry. 
It is at least evident that this is one of the issues. ‘The 
open shop problem is a serious one and invotves not only 
the steel industry, but every industry in America. The 
right to join a union must be accorded to every workman 
in the land. No employer who is swayed by the princi- 
ples of justice will discriminate against a man because he 
is a union member. There are other elements that must 
not be overlooked. The laboring man has a right to join a 
~ union and so has his companion in work a right not to en- 
gage to join a union. The right of the one is as sacred 
as the right of the other. The industrial employer has 
no right to discriminate against a man because he joins 
the union and he has no right to discriminate against a 
man because he does not join a union. The man who 
works has the same right to join or refuse: to join a 
union. This right cannot be denied. It is primary, An 
employer has a right. to engage a man to work for him 
who determines to exercise his rights of liberty and not 
join a union. No group of men has a right to restrain 
a man by a contract or by intimidation from employing 
a man who chooses not to join a union, This is the 
principle of the open shop. The open shop does not 
‘mean that no union men will be engaged. That would 
be discrimination against organized labor. It does mean 
that laboring men have an equal right, which is justice, 
primarily, to employment whether in the union or out of 
it. If a workman or an employer is restrained by a union 
or intimidated by their activities, their rights are abridged 
and the rights of individual action is curtailed. The 
open shop stands for democracy in industry. The closed 
shop is out of tune with modern democratic progress be- 
cause it restrains man from exercising his own rights of 
action. ; 


A Goop Sprrit at Work. The industrial world has 
too long been the victim of the propaganda methods of 
certain so-called leaders of labor, who in their methods 
have proven themselves un-American as well as unscrup- 
ulous. If industrial peace is to be assured such propa- 
ganda must be met with the truth. Unfortunately, while 
in the end truth will prevail, error has a way of spring- 
ing up everywhere as the weeds in the valuable standing 
crop grow rapidly. The truth needs to be advocated with 
the same enthusiasm and determination as the false prop- 
aganda are maintained. This issue must be met. Many 
industrial organizations see the necessity and are meeting 
it with determiation, but with a spirit of good will and 
coéperation. In the work of the American Woolen Mills 
there have been serious difficulties in the past because of 
trouble-makers and false helpers. In determining to cre- 
ate a spirit of good will and kindly feeling the leaders 
of the industrial organization have taken the bull by the 
horns. The result must prove satisfactory to both the 
workers at the business end of the industry and the 

workers at the construction and producing end of the 
business. ‘The United Shoe Machinery Company has a 
paper with the significant title, The Three Partners, 
meaning the stockholders, the business directors, and the 
workmen, who make the goods the industry has to sell. 
There is the secret of future understandings—the three 
partners. ; 

In determining to create a new spirit of good will 
and driving the false propagandist out with the truth, 
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Mr. Wood, of the American Woolen Mills, has struck 
upon a principle, not an expedient, that however difficult 
it may be to develop and make clear, will eventually tri- 
umph, ‘The secret of future industrial success must be 
thorough codperation. ‘There can be no cooperation with- 
out good will. It is elementary that the cooporation of the 
future must evidence the principle of good will Mr. 
Wood is seeking to emphasize. 


AN. HonorABLE CAREER. Judge William Caleb Lor- 
ing, of Boston and Pride’s Crossing, has forwarded to 
the Governor of the Commonwealth his resignation from 
the Massachusetts supreme bench. This resignation has 
been reluctantly received by Governor Coolidge, Judge 
Loring’s record has been above reproach. He has earned 
the esteem and good will of his fellow citizens for his 
loyalty to truth, his fidelity to principle and his deter- 
mination in the execution of the judgments of righteous- 
ness. The position of judge on the supreme court bench 
is frought with care and is productive of nerve weariness: 
The very life of a man is placed at the service of his state 
in the arduous duties which are involved. ‘The responsi- ‘ 
bilities bring their drains upon the vitality of the most 
vigorous man. It is to be regretted that Mr. Loring’s 
health does not permit him to continue the important work 
which he has been so faithfully executing during his term 
of service. There is no more responsible position in a re- 
public than that of a judge, appointed by the representa- 
tive of the people, the Governor, to administer with just- 
ice and righteousness, the law, which has been agreed 
upon by the state. The exercise of the duties of such an 
office requires not only high moral worth and unimpeach- 
able honor, but a trained intellect that has the keenness 
to see the wrong as the mind is strong morally to repel 
wrong and to correct it. The record of the supreme 
bench of Massachusetts has been above reproach and Mr. 
Loring shares the goodly inheritance of that record and 
has added to it the record of his own good work. The 
Governor does well to commend him for his service. as 
he reluctantly accepted his resignation. He has served 
his state in an honorable and entirely creditable way and 
his many friends hope that the rest from the exacting 
cares of the courtroom will bring to him health and hap- 
piness in the days to come, 


RaArLRoAD CASUALTIES! It has been estimated that 
about seventy percent of all the accidents that occur on 
the railroads in the United States could have been avoided 
by the exercise of ordinary prudence. Consequently the 
railroads have now begun a campaign of education to con- 
tinue until. the last day of this month. The churches of 
our land are to codperate in the observance of Safety 
Sunday, upon which day the church leaders will speak 
upon the subject. The newspapers of the land always 
cooperate, heartily, in every welfare campaign. The 
losses upon our railroads are large every year; but one is 
hardly prepared to hear that in twenty years some 86,733 
trespassers were killed. When one considers that in the 
last fifteen years more people were killed on the railroads 
of the land, trespassing, than the American army lost in 
action during the last war, the figures astonish. There 
are dangers attending the operation of railroads, but the 
trespassing casualties can be eliminated only as people 
are taught and have the will to keep off the railroad high- 
ways. Parents will instruct their children, and shou'd 
obey the rule themselves, thus setting an example that 
will produce result, Every teacher and parent should 
codperate with the United States Railroad Administration 
in reducing the possibilities of railroad accidents by a 
campaign of instruction and education to the youth in 
their charge.

NINGS AND SUNDAYS DiscussED—= 
Miss Curtis TALKS ON WAR Bx 
PERIENCES. 


'HE first meeting of the Manchester . 
Woman’s club, this season, was 
held Tuesday afternoon, at the Congl, 
chapel. : 
Several matters of public interest ~ 
were brought up for consideration. 

It was voted to raise $100 to be 
contributed to the Y. W.-C. A. fund 
for post-war reconstruction purposes. 
A committee is to be appointed by the ~ 
chair to carry this plan out. | 

It was also voted to erect—with 
the library trustees’ permission—on a 
corner of the wall surrounding the li- | 
brary lot, a bulletin board for an- } 
nouncements of various kinds, such as — 
library books, notices of meetings, 
public appeals and other matters of 
civic interest. , 

The plan of opening the library 
Sunday afternoons and each evening 
was discussed, It was decided, how- 
ever, that it would be advisable to 
ascertain the opinion of the general 
public on this subject before placing 
it before the selectmen and library 
trustees. For this reason it was laid 
on the table for future consideration. 

Another matter of public interest 
was the recommendation that the club 
be represented in the Woman’s Coun- 
cil, which is composed of the presi- 
dents of all women’s organizations in 
town.

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Miss Margaret Curtis, of the Man- 
chester summer colony, and of Bos- 
ton, who gave a most interesting talk 
of her war experiences in France, 
especially among the refugees, with 
which branch of work she was active- 
ly connected. 

These unfortunate sufferers were 
divided by the French government in- 
to three groups. Group T consisted 
of the inhabitants of the invaded ter- 
ritory, who, on the invasion of. the 
German hordes, gathered such scant 
belongings as they could and fled to 
the unmolested parts. The time they 
had to gather their belongings was 


me. | 
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generally very short, often being less 
than an hour. These poor people 
were sent to the southern part of 
rance. P 

Considerable trouble was experi- 
enced in placing them in quarters. 
The average Frenchman is not a trav- 
eler and to change him from one part 
of the country to another was practi- 
cally |taking him to an entirely foreign 
‘country. Even the language is so rad- 
ically different that in some cases it is 
nearly impossible for one to under- 
stand the other. 

_ The second group was composed of 
those who stayed in their homes re- 
gardless of the oncoming hordes. 
‘After a time these people, especially 
‘the aged and those unable to work, 
were sent to Southern France by the 
way of Switzerland. 

At the point of their entrance into 
‘France a huge “clearing house” was 
opened. The lines of people would 
come to clerks at tables and proceed 
‘to identify themselves. Great care 


hhad to be used as this furnished an 
excellent mode of entrance for spies 
‘of the enemy. 

_ The third group consisted of those 
whose homes were near the battle 
lines, and who were ordered to leave 
them by the French officers. 

- Miss Curtis also told of her ex- 
‘periences in the devastated regions. 
Some of the people who were driven 
from their homes returned after the 
armistice. There were those who 
found a corner of a wall standing, 
against which, with the aid of cor- 
rugated iron, they made a rude pro- 
tection from the elements, in which to 
five. - 

# Others, less fortunate, took up their 
abode in German dugouts. 

Miss Curtis told of a hill in the 
Argonne that is being preserved as a 
national memorial by the French goy- 
‘ernment. Along the top of this hill 
once extended a section of the fa- 
mous Hindenburg line, Finally, after 
two years of attacking, the position 
was captured by the French, but as 
the Germans were in the same trench, 
each side of the captured section, it 
was impossible to hold it. Both arm- 
jes entrenched the side of the hill 
‘nearest their lines and began digging 
through to undermine the other. The 
r sult was that the crest of the hill 
was entirely blown away by the ex- 
plosives. The crater is estimated to 
be 140 yards across and deep enough 
to allow a nine-story building to rest 
‘on its bottom without the roof being 
from a side view of the hill. 
Miss Curtis told of how, while 
driving along a road near Montfau- 
con, in the heart of the Argonne For- 
est, she overtook an aged couple 
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trudging along burdened with many 
bundles. Her offer of a ride was ac- 
cepted. On being asked where they 
were going they answered Montfau- 
con. Miss Curtis, knowing the state 
of devastation existing in this city, 
asked if they knew of the conditions 
there. ‘They calmly replied that they 
had been there two weeks previous 
and were returning with their belong- 
ings to reestablish their old home. 

Here were these two aged people, 
who, as Miss Curtis states, could not 
have been less than sixty-five years 
of age, once more starting life with 
the ever dominant spirit that so char- 
acterizes the Frenchman, On top of 
this they had lost in the war their 
two children, both boys, who died, 
heroically fighting, perhaps on the 
very spot of their former home. 

It was these surroundings, with 
their shell ‘holes, buried shells, trench- 
es and wooden crosses to which these 
old people were returning. 

Some of the teachers of France, 
unable to open schools, having no 
schools to open, no books, nor sup- 
plies, returned to have a school un- 
der an apple tree or perhaps in a field. 
These teachers are doing it absolute- 
ly without pay. 

Miss Curtis interested her audi- 
ence greatly by her many such inct- 
dents as there, which not only illus- 
trated the points of her topic, but 
showed the thorough courage, pride 
and ‘the superb spirit with which the 
French people underwent the ravages 
of war.

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 


To TAKE AcTION ON NEW TREES FOR 


CoMMON — WIDENING \STREET — 
ADDITIONAL FUNDS FOR POLICE, 


HIGHWAYS AND SCHOOLS. 


A special town meeting is to be held 
in Manchester next Thursday eve- 
ning, Oct. 16, at 7.30, in the Town 
hall. 

The primary object of the meeting 
is to decide what shall ‘be done in re- 
gard to the replacement of the trees 
blown down on the Common during 
the storm of Monday, Sept. 8. 

A plan has been prepared by Olm- 
sted Bros., of Brookline, providing 
twenty trees, together with general 
improvement of the Common, a 
change made possible by the removal 
of the elms that have lined the street 
for generations. 

The proposed trees, twenty in num- 
ber, will be located, one at each cor- 
ner of the police station, facing the 
Common; four beyond the station 
screening the coal sheds from view; 
one in position to hide the fire-escape 
on the Town hall which although very 
useful at times is not ornamental, and 
the rest along the sidewalk line and 
on the lawn. The appropriation asked 
for will be $6600, 

In addition to the trees it is rec- 
ommended, in Article 2, that $2500 
be appropriated for the widening and 
improvement of Central st., according 
to the plan submitted. By this out- 
line the street will be widened from 
five feet, at a point near the library 
wall, to a seven-foot maximum in 
front of the Towne memorial, then 
tapering to nothing near the police 
station. 

It also provides a curving of the 
sidewalk inward toward the Town 
hall, the walk passing on the inside 
of the large elms at the edge of the 
present sidewalk. This is to be a 
turfed space and will reach a maxi- 
mum of about eight feet opposite 
Floyd’s store. 

Article 3 provides an additional ap- 
propriation of $1200 for the police 
department. This is necessary on ac- 
count of the increased salaries, 

Article 4 is for $2000 for high- 
way department, and Article 5, $4000 
for general support of the schools, to- 
gether with $1500 for repair of the 
school buildings. 

The various departments have done 
their best to keep within their a'lotted 
appropriations, but have found it im- 
possible on account of the well- 
known increase of costs.

OBITUARY 


DEATH INVADES RANKs oF G. A, R, 
Post, MANCHESTER 


Death has invaded the ranks of 
Allen post, 749, G. A. R., Manches- 
ter, this week and taken two of its 
members — James H, Rivers, for 
many years post adjutant, and Dennis 
O’Sullivan, color bearer of the post 
for a generation, 


JAmrs H. Rivers 

James H. Rivers was found dead 
in bed by his wife, Monday morning, 
at his home on School st. Death was 
attributed to heart failure.- He had 
retired the night previous in his 
usual good health. 

James H. Rivers was born in Bos- 
ton, August 10, 1844—and his age 
was at the time of his death 75 years, 
I month, 28 days. He enlisted at 
Boston on Sept. 19, 1861, as a drum- 
mer in Co. A, 24th Regiment, Mass. 
Infantry; discharged, Sept. 2, 1862, 
at Newburn, N. C., for disability. He 
was engaged in the following battles: 
Roanoke Island, Newburn, Washing- 
ton, N. C., Elizabeth City, N. C. He 
was wounded March 14, 1862, at 
Newburn, and was in the hospital at 
Newburn from June 1862, to August 
1862, with typhoid fever. He joined 
Post 35, G. A. R., March 16, 188 
and was transferred to Post 67, Dec. 
TL, TEOOT: 

Mr. Rivers was very active in the 
work of the G. A. R. For many 
years he served as adjutant of Post 
67. A sense of responsibility seemed 
to ever attend him. Whatever was 
worth doing seemed to him worth 
doing well. Not only did he attend 
to his particular department, but he 
was ever alert to prompt others to a 
like performance of their duties. He

DENNIS O’SULLIVAN 


After a lingering illness Dennis 
O'Sullivan passed away at his home 
on Lincoln st., Manchester, Tuesday, 
at the age of 76 years. 


Mr. O’Sullivan was one of the sole 
‘survivors of the memorable naval 
engagement at Pensacola navy yard, 
Sept. 14, 1861, when the rebel priva- 
‘teer, Judah, was “cut-out” from un- 
‘der the guns of the Confederate forts. 
‘Admiral Porter characterized the 
event as one of the most daring na- 
' yal expeditions during the Civil War. 
Mr. O'Sullivan, who was a native of 
County Cork, Ireland, was one of 10 
children. He came to Boston with 
his family when he was seven years 
‘old. The trip, which took five weeks 
‘and three days, was considered a re- 
warkably quick one in those days. 
Mr. O’Sullivan’s family left Boston 
after a year. but he returned later 
and learned the blacksmith’s trade, at 
which he worked until the outbreak 
of the Civil War. He enlisted, May 
3, 1861, as a marine and was assigned 
‘to the frigate Colorado. The late 
Henry T. Bingham, of Manchester, 
was aboard the same vessel. In Junc 
the Colorado proceeded to Key West 
and later to Pensacola to assist in 
maintaining the blockade. 

The Confederate batteries on the 
—a79M JOqIeYy 24} JO epIs pied AAvu 
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heavily supported and under their 
shelter the schooner was being fitted 
out to prey upon the commerce of the 
North. The squadron lying four 
miles outside the forts, under com- 
mand of Commodore Mervin, watched 
with interest the preparations of the 
Judah to get away. On the night of 
Sept. 13th a boat expedition was fitted 
out from the frigate Colorado, con- 
sisting of the first cutter, under com- 
mand of Lt. J. H. Russell, in charge 
of the expedition, and three other 
cutters. In all there were 100 men 
in the party who had volunteered for 
the dangerous duty. 

It was 3 o'clock on the morning of 
the 14th when the attack was made. 
The Confederates had mounted two 
heavy guns on the wharf as a pre- 
caution against the cutting out of the 
Judah and over 1000 men were sta- 
tioned there to prevent an attack. 
When the boarding party reached the 
schooner they found the crew waiting 
for them. The fight which ensued 
was a desperate one. The boarding 
party became separated and some of 
them succeeded in spiking the guns 
upon the wharf while the remainder 
battled with the crew. During the 
struggle the schooner was set on fire 
by the Union sailors, broke from her 
moorings and drifted down the har- 
bor, where she sank. When the fight 
was at its height the marines turned 
the schooner’s gtins upon the sup- 
porting party on the wharf and 
poured shot into them by the light of 
the burning schooner, dispersing 
them. 

Mr. O'Sullivan was in the first cut- 
ter which led the attack. An idea of 
the danger of the expedition may be 
obtained from the information that 
one-fifth of the boarding party was 
killed or wounded. 

When his enlistment in the navy ex- 
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pired Mr, O'Sullivan joined the 2oth 
Maine infantry. He went to the front 
at Petersburg and received a wound 
in the groin at Hatch’s Run. His life 
was saved by the bullet striking a 
knife in his pocket. He still has the 
bullet. He served with his regiment 
until the close of the war and in 1866 
enlisted in the 4th U. S. cavalry. 
With the regulars he escorted mail 
and emigrant trains across Texas and 
New Mexico and took part in many 
Indian fights. He crossed the Stake 
plains 16 times during his service 
with the regulars. Returning to Bos- 
ton he entered into a partnership in 
the blacksmith business, but soon left 
for Salem.. He came to Manchester 
39 years ago and entered the employ 
of Asa Richardson, then the only 
blacksmith in Manchester. Six years 
later he went into business for him- 
self and he continued until two years 
ago. 

Mr. O'Sullivan was a member of 
Allen post, 67, G. A. R., and had been 
its color-bearer for 29 years. His 
stalwart figure was always seen when- 
ever the local post paraded. 

Funeral services were held at the 
Sacred Heart church, Thursday 
morning, the Rev. Fr. Mullin, Fr. 
Riley and Fr. Downey, the latter of 
Beverly Farms, officiating. — Pall- 
bearers were selected, three each from 
the Sons of Veterans and American 
Legion. Taps were sounded by Hen- 
ry Henneberry, an overseas veteran. 
Burial was in Rosedale cemetery. 

Mr. O’Sullivan was a popular man 
in Manchester, where he had been 
in the blacksmith business for many 
years, until forced to retire by ad- 
vancing years and failing health. He 
is survived by a widow.

A WARNING TO LABOR 


The right of labor to organize for 
the promotion of its interests, and 
particularly for the purpose of collect- 
ive bargaining, says Jonathan Bourne, 
president of the republican publicity 
association, has become fairly weil 
established in the United States, not 
only with the support of public opin- 
ion, but with the inferential sanction 
of law through the exemption of labor 
organizations from the prohibitive 
provisions of the anti-trust act. 

Large organizations of labor have 
their advantages to the nation, just as 
large organizations of capital aid in 
promoting the national welfare. It 
is not the use, but the abuse of pow- 
er acquired by organization that con- 
stitutes a menace to public welfare. 

By abuse of their power of consoli- 
dation men in control of capital have 
brought upon themselves many legal 
restrictions irksome to them and in 
some instances, perhaps, discouraging 
-to initiative and enterprise, 
of a few necessitated laws limiting the 
liberties of all. 

The. same experience has attended 
organizations of labor. In 1916 col- 
lective bargaining gave place to col- 
lective dictation when the four rail- 
road brotherhoods went before cong- 
ress, not with a proposition upon 
which minds might meet, but with an 
ultimatum to which congress must 
yield or the industries of the nation 
be paralyzed at a critical stage. 

Apparently encouraged by the suc- 
cess of that venture, the railroad 
unions recently submitted another ul- 
timatum, confident that they would 
once more win without contest in their 
arbitrary demand for an increase in 
wages. Their proposal was not for 
collective bargaining—it was a de- 
mand by one side for unconditional 
surrender to the other,

bor as a whole must in some measure 
suffer for the unwise and uncon- 
scionable acts of a few unions which 
promote their own interests with 
minor regard for the general welfare. 
The outcome, so far as organized la- 
bor is concerned, may be clearly fore- 
seen. 

The general welfare must be pro- 
tected by law against the unjust en- 
croachments of organized labor in no 
less degree than against the encroach- 
ments of organized capital. The out- 
law, whether individual or collective, 
forces the government to enact re- 
strictive and penalizing laws, which 


unfortunately, must sometimes be 
burdensome to those who are operat- 
ing in an entirely legitimate manner. 
When organized labor finds some 
gf its present liberties curtailed it can 
very properly place the blame upon 
those who have deliberately chosen to 
ignore the rights of the public in the 
effort to secure special privileges for 
themselves.—Boston Commercial.

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Whippet Racing Being Revived . 


HIPPET RAcING, seldom seen nowadays outside of the 

circus and the fairs, is to be revived in this section 
of the country, says John J. Hallahan, one of the sports 
writers of the Boston Globe. The Eastern Dog club is tak- 
ing up the breeding of the dogs. Speed competitions, 
abandoned because of the lack of interest in developing 
the fleet quadruped, are sure to come with such men as 
George S. West, of Oak Hill, Newton Center; Bayard 
Tuckerman, Jr., of Hamilton, and Mr. Brown, of Stone- 
bridge, Dedham, as breeders. The little lithe dog, whose 
speed as a sprinter is wonderful, and who has traveled 
200 yards in 114 seconds, is a cross between an English 
terrier and the Italian greyhound. He possesses three high 
qualities, intelligence, affection and gameness, and is one 
of the oldest of the established breeds. ; 

The whippet was brought to this country back in the 
days when the professional sprint races were common and 
when Natick was the mecca for the greatest moneyed 
sprinters. The dogs were imported by Arthur ‘Chambers, 
who. brought them to Philadelphia. When the popular 
135-yard handicap professional sprints were held, the 
whippets were put on as an added attraction, each dog 
being handicapped according to his weight. Mickey Finn, 
who now is a Southern League baseball manager, handi- 
capper of the “pro” sprint races in those days, also marked 
the dogs. They were first brought to New England by 
George Turner, of Philadelphia. 

P. H. Welsh, of Natick, brother-in-law to ‘‘Pooch” 
Donovan, Harvard’s coach, and Charley Hoey, another of 
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Natick’s most prominent sportsmen of 30 years ago, wer 
among the first to hold a series of contests. The dogs owne 
by Hoey won the first race at Lowell, but later, at Sunny- 
side Park, Natick, Welsh proved his dogs to be the best 
and he won the next three races. 

From then on Welsh started breeding the whippet. 
He went all over New England buying all of the dogs he 
could find. Welsh has had remarkable success, and this 
past summer he and his daughter, Marion E, Welsh, went 
through the middle west displaying the speed of the whip- 
pet at the fairs. . 


_ In talking about the dog, Mr. Welsh says they are 
kind hearted and will eat anything. They can be trained 
to run by “kids,” and says he finds the Natick youngsters”

What Shall We Do About It? 


HE, original forest area of the United States was 850 
million acres. There now remains, in virgin timber, 
about 230 million acres, about one-fourth the original 
area. Our total present acreage of forest and cut-over 
lands is about 500 million acres. One hundred million 
acres of this is waste land which produces nothing, and 
180 million acres more contain more or less second growth 
timber. A large percentage of this second growth timber 
is of inferior quality. The new growth of.timber is not 
more than one-third of the amount which is being used or 
destroyed each year.—American Forestry.

has been a powerful influence in shaping her destiny. : 


lation, especially if repressive, arouses antagonism, and 
often defeats its aim. Education of all, from the child to 
the adult, brings the best and quickest results. It has been 
said that for twenty years forestry propaganda has been 
carried on in the United States and is still without ap- 


preciable result. The trouble has been that the propaganda * 
has not reached the people and has not been sufficiently - 


intensive. It has been too technical and has not aimed at 
one reform at a time. It has tried to cover the whole 
field. People who have always been interested in the for- 
est are reached, but the great mass of the people see the 
question still as one of more or less academic interest 
only. It must be brought home to them more directly — 
American Forestry. 


“The day we first know a tree by name will be the 
day,” according to a writer, ‘““when our interest and en- 
joyment in that tree will begin.” A book that helps won- 
derfully in knowing our trees is “Trees in Winter,” by 
Blakeslee and Jarvis. In it we read that ‘trees are the 
most conspicuous living elements in the landscape, espe- 
cially in winter, and as such must appeal strongly to the 
student of outdoor life.” 


Trees have become so much a part of our civilization 
that it would seem almost impossible to get along without 
them. What would our homes, our country roads, our 
city streets, our parks, and our landscape be without 
them? We all know that trees are beautiful and even 
necessary in such places, but we cannot fully appreciate 
their value till we have seen the desert. The settlers in 
the prairie section of the west have many times declared 
that the longing to see the trees and the hills of New Eng- 
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jJand caused more distress than the desire to see old friends 
and relatives.—Lrees in Winter.

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THos—k Wuo Surrer Mosr during the present high 
costs of living are not those who are struggling along upon 
meagre and regular salaries, but those who are trying to 
live upon the earnings of other days. Many a man and 
woman has believed that they could retire to live upon 
their income from investments or upon their capital, only 
to discover that the money invested and the earnings ac- 
crued today have a purchasing value of about one-half of 
what the money could purchase in the years in which the 
original capital was laid aside. These unfortunate people 
have awakened to discover that they have about one-half 
as much money as they previously had because of the re- 
duced. purchasing power of money. Usually these per- 
sons have reached such an age that they are unable by 
training, temperament or physical strength to take up the 
burden of self-support. The demands of modern business 
are graded on such a high wage scale that employers can- 
not afford to train mature men in their strength or old 
men with their declining powers, for stern economical 
reasons. The demands of competition are so intense that 
the experiment is a risk to the employer, and consequently 
the older persons of a community who are struggling to live 
find themselves unable to work because of the competitive 
system; and their income is so reduced that the necessities 
of life are purchased only by a trenchant policy of econ- 
omy. The people of this class are to be considered in 
these trying times. There is no doubt that the poorly paid 
workman has economies to practice, but where the income 
is constant the condition of such persons is immeasurably 
better than those struggling along trying to live from the 
meagre returns of investments.

AMERICA FACES a serious situation. There is nothing 
to be gained by being blind to the facts that exist.

THose Wuo Lazor with hand and brain in these days 
of thigh wages are discovering factors that were not 
thought of previously. In the old days when twelve dol- 
lars per week was a large wage for good workmen the 
necessities of life could be purchased in the open market 
for small amounts of money, In cases of sickness or dis- 
tress workmen were obliged to step aside from the regu- 
lar channels of labor for rest, and the necessities of life 
were so easily obtained that an absence from work for a 
week or two, or even a month or two, did not leave a fam-_ 
ily so far in the arrears that they could not recover. Such | 
conditions today do not prevail. ‘The high wages involve 
high costs for living. An absence of even a week may 
bring disaster to the treasury of the family and a three 
months’ absence from work with the loss of income from _ 
it, will place the ordinary family so far in the arrears 
that it will involve the economy and savings of years to 
overcome the handicap imposed. Here is a serious handi- 
cap to the workmen. High prices bring their terrific pen- 
alties from which no one may hope to escape. The in- 
surance methods of tiding families over hard experiences 
are advisable, commendable and successful; but even these — 
add expense to the costs of living and cannot meet the 
problem entirely. The retrenchment policy in the days of 
prosperity may give the family a capital to use, but the © 
evil day wipes it out and the result-is disastrous. All is 
not well even in prosperous hours of high wages.

THE SMALL Housk PRrosieM is a serious one in every 
community. It is particularly acute in manufacturing — 
centres and in metropolitan communities. But every com-— 
munity has a housing problem which cannot be avoided. 
On the North ‘Shore the situation is not bad, although the 
high prices for materials and the added costs of labor 
have increased values, both of land and houses. Inastnuch 
as the communities are dependent directly upon the devel- 
opment of the summer colony the housing question has not 
become as serious as elsewhere. While there are few avail- 
able rentals in any of the North Shore communities most 
of the owners of estates have been keen enough to make 
provision for the help which seek employment upon the 
Shore. It is as necessary now to plan for the small houses 
to care for the employees as it is that the mansion house be 
constructed. Owners of estates are learning from experi- 
ence that reliable help cannot be retained un'ess living con- 
ditions are presented that will make for comfort and con- 
venience, so that, despite increased costs of labor and ma- 
terials, small houses have been built for employees. This 
policy must from the very nature of the Shore be con- 
tinued, and with every estate owner endeavoring to solve 
the housing problem of his own estate, it will be a simple 
matter to avoid a serious housing problem on the North 
Shore. 


Tue YEAR Has BEEN a phenomenal one in New Eng- 
land. Every shore resort from Maine to the shores of 
Long Island Sound has had a season that has been pros- 
perous and successful. More people sought rest and quiet 
and vacation pleasures this year than ever before. Hotels 
have been filled, cottages have been rented and small com- 
munity hotels have reaped harvests from the summer vis- 
itors, who have sought rest, recreation and diversion.

Tue Question oF ORAL Hycirne has not always had 
the attention from the public that the subject now enjoys. 
During the last decade medical men have become aware 
of the importance of the teeth in the care of the human 
body. Neglected teeth are not always to blame 
serious difficulties which threaten the human physique, but 
increasing cases are coming to the light by reason of the 
researches of medical men which indicate that many seri- 
ous nervous difficulties may be attributed to defective 
teeth. It does not always follow that because there are 
no pains or that the teeth are kept scrupulously clean, 
they are not giving trouble to the human body, poisoning 
the system. Lurking beneath the tooth that has been cared 
for there may be a hidden ulcer carrying the discharges 
into the system to poison. Consequently physicians are 
urging X-rays of good teeth, and educators are stimulating 
an interest in oral hygiene. School authorities are employ- 
ing school dentists to make examinations of the teeth of 
the children and warning parents of difficulties apparent 
or pending. The resu't accomplished has been astounding. 
The public is becoming aware of the fact that a present 
warning, if obeyed, means comfort and health in the fu- 
ture. Consequently every care should be given. Asya. re- 
sult of the stimulus which the movement has received from 
every source, including the newspapers and magazines, 
progress is being made in conserving the health of the na- 
tion. The health of the nation is dependent directly—to 
a very great degree—upon the care of the teeth and the 
skill of the practitioners serving the people.

Tre IMMIGRATION PROBLEM is a severe one that will 
tax the minds of the best statesmen of the times. The 
free immigration arrangements of the pre-war period can- 
not be tolerated now for economic, prudentiai and patriotic 
reasons, It is as essential for the well-being of the nation 
that protection be given the workers in the homeland as 
advantage and opportunity are given to those who seek 
a haven in the new land. The economic factor has been 
over-emphasized. Now the war has taught us that the 
opinions, racial customs and attitudes of mind of the peo- 
ples who come to the new land are as important as their 
contribution to the economic wealth of the nation. The 
problem before us is not how many immigrants shall be 
admitted to meet the economic demands of our commercial 
enterprises, but how many men can be wisely admitted so 
that once admitted they shall not introduce into the new 
land customs and racial tendencies which are foreign and 
detrimental to the interests of the nation. What is to be 
done with them after admission is now the important prob- 
lem. Whether it is advisable to compel industrial enter- 
prises to provide educational opportunities, or whether the 
nation shall directly provide for schools of citizenship, is 
the question. It is apparent now that wise restrictions are 
necessary, but these restraints and restrictions must not 
be so severe as to deter a healthy immigration movement 
to this country. In the next few ‘years Americans must 
seriously address themselves to the problem in hand. The 
issue cannot be made a party issue; it is a national issue 
and the immigration question and the assimilation problem 
must be considered together.

SFirst or YEAR IN MANCHESTER — 
. TALK By Ex-SENATOR Cross 


The first meeting of the Manchester 
Parent-Teacker association for this 
~ season was held in Price school hall, 
_ Wednesday evening. 
After the routine business and re- 
ports of the association had been read 
- and accepted, the president, Mrs. 
_ Frank L. Floyd, called for a vote on 
- the matter of joining the Women’s 
council. This was carried unanimous- 
ly. 
An invitation from the Manchester 
~ Woman’s club to attend the lecture 
- given by. Mrs. Mary Parker Dunning 
on Tuesday afternoon, Nov. 18, was 
read and accepted. 
: It was voted to join the Parent- 
_ Teacher Federation of Cape Ann. 

Mrs. Blatchford, of Gloucester, 
who acted as delegate from the asso- 
ciation to the state convention held in 
Pittsfield last month, presented a very 

interesting report of the doings at the 

- convention. 
_ Following her report a musical se- 
lection was rendered and then the 
speaker of the evening, ex-Senator 
Fred Wilbur Cross, who is connected 
with the adjutant-general’s office at 
the State House, where-he has charge 
of the military archives of the Com- 
monwealth, gave a very interesting 
talk on his visit last month to the 
Civil War battlefields. 

His particular subject for the eve- 
ning was the battle at Antietam, and 
with the aid of a blackboard map 
showing the layout of the battlefield 
he lead his hearers over the ground, 
following foot by foot the advance or 
retreat of the Federal troops in this 
battle, which was spoken of by Gen. 
Longstreet as the “bloodiest single 
day’s battle of the war.” 

Mr. Cross said there were more 
men killed here in one day’s fighting 
than in the three days’ battle at Get- 
tysburg. He also said that the recent 
World War would not show as large 
a percentage of losses per battle as in 
the Civil War. 

The World War showed 18.3 per- 
cent of loss in its heaviest engage- 
ment, while during the Civil War the 
percentages ran as high as 20 to 25 
percent. 

Mr. Cross was a bit handicapped 
by a lack of time and was obliged to 
cut his subject, but it was of great 
interest throughout, and he showed 
that he lived up to his motto that “the 
only way to know a battlefield, is to 
tramp it,” for his talk clearly demon- 
strated that he had covered the 
ground inch by inch,

SPIRITED TOWN MEETING 


Porice Question, As Usuat, Stirs 
= Ue Livery Discusston+— App1- 
TIONAL MONEY FoR TEACHERS 


_ Additional money was appropriated 
last night, at the special town meeting 
in Manchester, for increasing the sal- 
aries of teache.s in the public schools, 
for work on highways, and for the 
“police department. The proposition 
to widen the street in the center of 
town and to plant new trees on the 
Common was turned down. 
Under article one $6600 was called 
for in connection with setting out new 
ees to take the place of those de- 
stroyed and injured during the storm 
“of Sept. 8. The article was divided 
to five sections. 
_ Motion one called for $4750 for 20 
trees, The appropriation committee 
did not recommend this, as it ap- 
peared to the committee that the 
‘amount estimated for work outside 
of the cost of the trees seemed exces- 
sive. The committee also did not deem 
advisable to enter into a contract 
“unless the contractor furnished his 
own labor and loam with a written 
euarantee of replacing any tree that 
-did not live. Motion was lost. 
_ Motion 2 called for $250 for plant- 
‘ing one elm tree on ‘School st. For 
the same reason as above this also was 
not recommended. Motion lost. 
_ Motion 3—$400 to be used in bolt- 
ing trees. Voted. ; 
Motion 4 called for $800 to remove 
trees blown down on Powder House 
hill and reforesting the devastated 
district, Two hundred dollars was 
‘recommended for cleaning up _ the 
ood and as much underbrush as 
possible. The committee thought 
there is a sufficient number of young 
‘trees now growing and that there was 
no need of reforesting. Two hundred 
dollars voted. 
Motion 5 called for $400 to remove 
the large elm at the foot of North st., 
at School. Motion failed. The com- 
mittee felt it did not seem advisable 
9 remove the tree at this time. 
Art. 2, $2500 for the widening and 
improvement of Central st., in accord- 
ance with plan of improvement sug- 
gested by Olmstead Bros. Passed 
over, because of action regarding 
trees, 
Art. 3. $1200 additional appropria- 
tion for police department. This 
amount was finally voted by a very 
large vote, but not until there had been 
considerable discussion—in fact, most 
of the session was devoted to discus- 
‘sien of police department—not as to 
_ the efficiency of the department, but as 
_ to expense§, 
The discussion was invoked by the 


% 


recommendation of the appropriation 
committee not to appropriate any ad- 
ditional funds. The committee’s re- 
port on this was: ‘‘We do not recom- 
mend this appropriation. At the an- 
nual town meeting the committee rec- 
ommended the amount a8 asked for 
by the police department. It was the 
sense of the voters at the meeting that 
the pay of the police officers be in- 
creased, providing it could be done 
within the appropriation.” 

Art, 4. $2000 additional was appro- 
priated for use of highway depart- 
ment—$1000 for general expenses, 
and $1000 for Snow removal. 

Art. 5. $4000 additional was voted 
for school maintenance—a generous 
portion of it for increased salaries, 
and $1500 for special repairs on 
buildings, boilers, etc. No oppoSition. 

The meeting was presided over by 
‘Moderator Raymond C. Allen. About 
75 voters were present. The meeting 
lasted one hour.

Moror TRANSPORT TRAINING SCHOOLS 
OF THE ARMY 


The United States army is definite- 
ly launched in the field of vocational 
training for the motor transport corps. 
It has no option in the matter, for 
men skilled in automotive vehicle op- 
eration and repair do not exist in any- 
thing like adequate numbers for the 
requirements even of civil life; and 
the war with Germany has demon- 
strated that no matter how good our 
army may be in other respects, its ef- 
ficiency will be conditioned by that of 
the motor transport branch. 

Therefore, the army is organizing 
schools to train men in various 
branches of automobile repair, con- 
struction, and operation, They are 
real schools under trained teachers 
where the time of the pupil is wholly 
devoted to receiving instruction. 

Apart from the military necessity, 
the automotive industries will benefit 
by the establishment of this training 
system. 

The United States Civil Service 
commission is receiving applications 
to fill 150 positions of assistant in- 
structor in motor transport training 
schools. The entrance salaries range 
from $1.800 to $2,400 a year. D>- 
tailed information may be obtained 
from the United States Civil Service 
commission, Washington, D. C.. or 
from the secretary of the U. S. Civil 
Service Board at the postoffice or cus- 
tom house in any city.

EXPRESS REGULATIONS 


ImporTANT ‘NEw Express PACKING 
RuxiEs Go Into EFrect 
DEc. 10 


New express packing rules, similar 
to those required for freight move- 
ment on the railroads, will go into ef- 
fect on Dec. 10, and express shippers 
are requested to prepare themselves 
for the new standards. The new 
packing requirements, which were re- 
cently approved by the United States 
railroad aministration, were formu- 
lated to provide additional safeguards 
for merchandise sent by express. 
Heretofore, shippers have been using 
all sorts of containers for express 
packages, but the new rules are ex- 
pected to make the regulations uni- 
form and thus provide business con- 
cerns with an even more reliable and 
speedy service. 

Preparations are being made at lo- 
cal offices of the American Railway 
Express Co., which is the agent of the 
government in handling the express 
business of the entire country, to put 
the new rules into effect on Dec. 10, 
and to require a strict adherence to 
them thereafter. The express officials 
expect that in this way shippers will 
be induced to pay greater attention to 
their packing methods and to turn 
their business over to the carrier: sub- 
stantially packed and clearly marked, 
so that, with reasonable care on the 
part of expressmen, all traffic can be 
hand'ed rapidly and with fewer 
chances of loss or damage in transit. 

The rules, recently promulgated, 
will not permit the use of paper wrap- 
ping for packages over 25 pounds, nor 
ordinary paper boxes, wrapped or un- 
wrapped, when the weight of the 
package is over that limit. For ship- 
ments over 25 pounds, wooden con- 
tainers, or containers of fibreboard, 
pulpboard or corrugated strawboard

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Count V. Macchi di Cellere, Italian ambassador to 
the United States since 1913, died in the Emergency hos- 
pital at Washington Monday night just as he was about 
to undergo an operation, He had been ill since Saturday, 
Count di Cellere was formerly a summer resident of the 
North Shore. For several years previous to the war, he 
occupied a cottage at Atlantic Highlands, Fresh Water 
Cove, Gloucester. He was a close friend of John Hays 
Hammond and his last visit to Gloucester was in August 
when the Admiral in command of the Italian battleship 
which visited Boston was entertained by Mr. and Mrs. 
Hammond at Lookout Hill. The embassy was located at 
Beverly: Farms for several summers, also. The ambassa- 
dor, who in point of service was one of the oldest diplo- 
matic representatives in Washington, leaves two children 
in addition to Countess di Cellere. He was one of’ the’ 
foremost members of the diplomatic corps. It was ex- 
pected that Ambassador di Cellere would soon leave for 
Italy, a successor, Baron Romano Avezzabo, having been 
appointed in accordance with the diplomatic precedent 
that an ambassador who has served creditably during the 
war at the capital of an allied nation should be relieved 
when peace was re-established and be permitted to retire 
from the diplomatic service or to accept a higher position 
in the home foreign office.

It has been said that the war has brought out the 
following truths:

MAKE IT SAFE AND SURE

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Tur TRANsition Era; The days through which we 
are now passing are serious ones because they mark the 
transition of the great nation that we are, from the policy 
of isolation and individual independence to the new posi- 
tion of responsibility, as one of the great nations of the 
world, with a power and will to serve faithfully in the 
new role as a great nation of the world. The transition 
periods of the United States government and the nation, 
strangely, have always come in the few years which have 
followed the wars in which the nation has been involved. 
After the French and Indian wars the destiny of America 
as an Anglo-Saxon nation was determined. After the 
Revolutionary War the integrity of the nation and the 
possibilities of a republic were established. After the 
Civil War the republic passed through hours of great trial 
resulting, however, in the salvation of the republic, Now, 
in the years following the Great War, the nation is re- 
adjusting itself to the responsibilities of the new hour. 
America has stood the test of other years. It is certain 
that she shall be able to meet the responsibilities of the 
present hour with fortitude and success. There is a light 
upon the clouds, and America will meet the responsibili- 
ties successfully. The period will inevitably last at least 
five years. After the Revolutionary War it was ten to 
twelve years before order was established and conditions 
were adjusted. The period following the Civil War was 
equally as long, if not longer. It does not follow, how- 
ever, that this. will be true for the present period, which, 
doubtlessly, will be shorter than these because of the dif- 
fering social and economic conditions. Progress in these 
days is more rapidly made. The conditions of the post- 
Revolutionary and the post-Civil War periods are not now 
existent, The rapid methods of communication, resulting 
from the development of journalism, transportation, both 
of merchandise and individuals, by rail and automobile, 
and the universal systems of education are all aiding by 
their influence and will shorten the trying post-war period. 


Ir JAPAN proves belligerent and has malice in her 
heart and is destined to permit selfish wishes to dominate 
the pacific policy of the empire. it is fortunate that Amer- 
ica has formed so valiant an alliance with the members of 
the League of Nations. With our own growing navy and 
England’s powerful fleet ready for action, the Japanese 
are likely to curb their activities and think before they 
act. 


SPLITTING THE TICKET is advisable when there is a 
moral issue and a principle at stake. An unworthy man 
is not worthy of the vote of an honorable and an intelli- 
gent directorate. To split a ticket, however, because of 
some fancied partisan offense or jealousy is an entirely 
different question. The republican voters will vote straight 
when there are issues at stake and will split the vote when 
a principle is at stake to purge the party of an offensive 
element that is deterrent to the party’s welfare.

COMPETITION OR CO-OPERATION? Competition means 

a waste to the community and an economy to the pur- 
chaser of materials, In producing, competition causes a 
waste because there is a duplication of effort that is not 
in accord with the primary aws of thrift and enterpr’se 
On the other hand competition is in the line of thrift be- 
cause it stimulates the working forces of two or more 
greater or less enterprises to exert their best efforts to 
promote economy, efhriency and good service. Conse- 
quently both organizations profit from the stimulus which 
the competition of the opposing o gaxization presents. 
Uncer a monopoly, theoretically, the community may be 
served most economically, but in such lines of reasoning 
the element of human endeavor has been neglected. The 
truth of the matter is that a monopoly does not make for 
economy to the producer despite the fict that the dupli-, 
cation wastes have been’avoided. The competitive system 
stimulates endeavor and the question is how may the thrift 
and stimulus ef competit've methods be maintained with- 
out the lors of the advantages and economies of central- 
ized industrial operations. The prob'em is, how to retain 
in a great organization the same attention to details and 
precision as are found in competing organizations. Theo- 
retically, a territory can be more economically served by a 
central express organization or ice business, but practically 
it has been discovered that deliveries are more expeditious 
where business may be lost on the next order. If there 
is only one working organization, what redress has the 
public served and what stimulus has the organization ren-— 
dering the service? Theoretically the monopoly may make 
economic gains and e-onomies, It is an open question 
whether the public cannot be better served with oppo~- 
tunities for individual initiative. 


GOVERNOR CooLipcE Is Proup of the service which 
the young men from Harvard University rendered during 
the recent strike in Boston. The young men rallied com- 
mendibly to the governor’s calland acquitted themselves well. 


Tur Fotiy oF Srrrkes, The strike program of 
organized tabor during the last twenty years has been 
destructive in its results. Strikes have contributed 
nothing to the solution of labor and capital disputes. 
It is an act of war which wastes times, promotes ‘ill- 
will, destroys property, inflicts suffering upon women 
and children and in no way contributes to the solution 
of the disputes usually involved. The strike is an un- 
worthy method of adjusting difficulties. It drives men 
away from the table of agreement and council and sub- 
stitutes for cooperation, conciliation and conference the 
opposing forces of threats, ill-will and wanton neglect 
of responsible duty. The present strike situation is more 
than a condition to be met; it is a disease of mind that 
rust be cured. The idea has become lodged in the minds 
of laboring men that gains are made by strikes, that it 
is the quick and legitimate method of gaining an end, 
and then strikes are on. While the idea is popular and 
prevalent their recurrence may ever be expected. The 
notion must be overcome by a spirit of conciliation on 
the part of employers and employees and by a popular 
education of the people. Already public opinion has turned 
against the strike as a policy, and in the end public opinion 
nrevails. Cooperation is the secret of success in business. 
The success of the capitalists and employees are mu- 
tually dependent. and until this spirit of codperation 


~Leecoines an established policy, one may expect strikes 


and rumors of strikes. It is to be hoped, however, that 
progress will be made and that the table of conference. 
an ectivity of peace, will take the place of organized 
strikes, an activity of war, in all labor disagreements.

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Tue Enp oF BoL_sHEVISM. Senator Penrose may not 
be supported always in his positions relative to public 
polity and progress, but every true-blooded American will 
maintain him in the opinions and warnings forwarded 
by letter this week to the Secretary of the Union Labor 
Congress at Youngstown, O., relative to the recent revo- 
lutionary plots which have come to light. ‘Senator Pen- 
rose well says: “I think I understand the spirit of the 
American people and if they ever have occasion to hit bol- 
shevism, they will hit it harder than Lincoln hit slavery. 
Do not mistake, the Americans are patient and longsut- 
fering, If our government needs changing, the majority 
will change it and not the minor:ty. It will be done by 
real Americans and not by soviets or (bolshevists.” 

Senator Penrose has interpreted the will of the Amer- 
ican people aright. American people are slow to act, 
but are determined in their policy. This nation ‘ts not 
going to permit its institutions to be ruined by the treach- 
erous activities of the bolshevists or socialists. When 
the time comes for action the American people, aroused, 
will cast out the evil thing. When that time does arrive 
America may be depended upon to do the work involved 
in the responsibility, thoroughly, and without fear or 
favor. There are many signs that point toward the dawn- 
ing of the day when America will cease to be held in re- 
straint and will summarily meet the issue. The issue once 
raised and America will see it settled as was the great 
issue of the recent war. It takes time to arouse a great 
nation to definite activity. Bolshevism and sovietism are 
now having their little fling, and it is well, because thus 
and thus only may the people be taught all that they mean, 
and only by realization of such instruction can the people 
meet the issue. Bo'shevism cannot stand publicity; the 
American people will forever kill its influence and power 
in America.

Farru HEALING AND ScréNcE. The Episcopal de- 
nomination has endorsed the worker within their fold 
who has been so successful in his so-called “faith healing.” 
The organization, in a national convention assembled, not 
only endorsed the individual efforts of the remarkable 
exponent of the work, who has been doing so much dur- 
ing the last few years, but has endorsed the policy. The 
endorsement, however, was intelligent and guarded. It 
provided for the advantages which come from the exer- 
cise of faith in the life of men without carrying the prac- 
tice to such an extent as would eliminate the use ot sci- 
ence in the treatment of disease. ‘The endorsement 1s 1n- 
telligent because it recognizes that in sickness there are 
two elements, that of the mind and the other, that of the 
physical organism. The latter may be treated by science ; 
the physician has the power and the skill to meet this side 
of sickness. There is a mental side which no medicine 
can reach, but which can only be reached by the exercise 
of the individual’s own initiative. It has been found that 
the spirit of man needs stimulation and aid and that di- 
rect results have been attained when sufferers have been 
inspired to exercise faith. It keeps up hopes. stimulates 
self-help and in many ways is as helpful a factor in the 
healing of disease as the scientific treatment of the physi- 
cal body. Both have their place. The physician has his 
sphere of activities which cannot be displaced, and if the 
individual power of endurance and hope may be kept up 
by the stimulus which religious faith affords, in addition 
to the skillful work of the physician, it should be encour- 
aged, 
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Tne RepuBLICAN Party’s ReEspoNnsiBiLity. The 
republican party faces this fall a situation which cannot 
be evaded. There are evidences, everywhere, within the 
republican party as well as the democratic party, of dis- 
contcnt, unrest and a tendency to neglect party policies. 
Fortunately, in policy, the spirit of independent thinking 
makes it possible for voters in both parties to vote ac- 
cording to their own will. A split ticket is very -easily 
voted under present conditions. There is no question but 
what the governor of Massachusetts will be re-elected by 
a handsome majority, but the opposing power of the dem- 
ocratic organization cannot be neglected. One of the sure 
roads to defeat in politics as in everything else, is along 
the great highway of over-confidence, Over-confidence 
at the present time may cause the republicans all over 
the state to relax and cease their political activities in | 
the support of the party issues. No other course of ac- 
tion could possibly prove more disastrous to the cause. 
In no small way, the elections in Massachusetts will in- 
dicate the attitude of mind of the voters. There is a 
large national issue in the background—whether the 
democratic or the republican party issues will be domi- 
nant in the nation for the coming four years. Straws 
show which way the wind blows and the results of the 
state balloting in Massachusetts will be awaited with in- 
terest. Meanwhile Massachusetts republicans must clear 
their camp of obstructions and make an honorable ef- 
fort to serve the nation. The times for partisan triv- 
ialities and malice are past; the hour for broad nation- 
al as well as state policies has come. If the republican 
party meets the issue fairly and squarely, as ‘has the 
governor peronally and officially, then, the cause has 
been won. If the party fails it will be defeated, and it 
will deserve the defeat at the hands of the voters. 


THE Quest oF HAppriness. However attractive hap- 
piness may be in life it is not the end of all living. It ap- 
pears, perhaps, at times to be the great end of life. The 
witness in the steel investigation, who said that the work- 
men were receiving money enough, but wished happiness, 
had learned iby the bitter experiences of life that money 
can never give to man all that his true self demands. 
Happiness itself, however, is an illusive goal. He who 
seeks to find happiness as an end in itself will soon dis- 
cover to his disappointment that it is not found in that 
way. The lad followed the glow of the rainbow tints 
over hill and field and dale and running stream, vainly 
dreaming that a pot of gold lay hidden beyond, where the 
rainbow arch was supported. To seek happiness as an 
end in life, alone, is to vainly follow the rainbow. Dis- 
appointment and chagrin are the inevitable results of ‘the 
experience. 

Happiness comes to a man as the accompaniment of 
the responsibilities of life. In bearing crosses men find 
their crowns. In assuming the responsibilities and tasks 
of human life, deliberately sacrificing self with the end 
that good may accrue, one suddenly discovers that life 
yields a charm otherwise undiscoverable or enjoyable. 
Happiness is never found as an end. If we are to be hap- 
py it must be because the tasks of our life bring with 
them satisfactions and joys, unrealizable otherwise than 
by bearing responsibilities willingly and with good cheer. 
The workmen in the steel industry as well as men every- 
where must learn that happiness is something to be gained 
by every individual investing life so freely and willingly, 
in the responsible obligations of home and community 
life, that the rewards of loyal service and self-sacrificing 
life bring their rich rewards of happiness. Happiness 
comes, surprisingly, to the one who learns the lesson of 
cross bearing,

A proclamation setting aside Nov. 
11, the first anniversary of the sign- 
ing of the armistice, was proclaimed 
by Gov. Coolidge yesterday. The 
state branch of the American Legion 


requested some action be taken on this 
some time ago. 


; The Governor, it is said at the 
State House, proceeded under the 
authority of an act passed by the 1919 
legislature, which reads: 

“An act to provide for the proper 
observance throughout the common- 
wealth of the return of Massachusetts 
soldiers, sailors and marines: 


“The Governor is hereby authorized 
to designate by proclamation a day 
which in his judgment may appropri- 
ately be set apart for the general ob- 
servance and celebration throughout 
the Commonwealth of the home com- 
ing of Massachusetts soldiers, sailors 
and marines, and the day designated 
shall, for the year. only in which it 
occurs, be a holiday within the mean- 
ing of the ninth clause of Section 5, 
Chapter 8, of the revised laws and the 
amendments thereof, and all public 
offices shall be closed on that day.”

FALSE FEARS AND TRUE 


OMETHING is destined to strike the 
world with “ism” on the end. 
There seem to be scores, hundreds of 
men kept wakeful at night from fears 
of Bolshevism, Socialism, Anarchism, 
Radicalism, or some other evil ending 
in ‘‘ism,”’ which they can see or dream 
of as coming upon us, 

Now these things are not any near- 
er, so far as sane men can discern, 
than they were a generation ago. We 
are getting many improvements in 
government. We are making many 
advances in government. We ate de- 
veloping a “democracy in industry. 
But these things are not Bolshevism, 
Socialism, Anarchism, or Radicalism. 
They are merely efforts for more just- 
ice. 

Now we need not be afraid of any 
of these “isms.” The reason we need 
not fear them is that they are “iss,” 
and man is not a victim of mere doc- 
trines frabricated or imagined. But 
that does not mean that there are no 
changes coming. Changes are coming, 
and it is the fear of these changes, not 
the fear of any of these “isms,” which 
so much distresses those who love the 
old, established, stuck-in-the-mud, re- 
actionary rules.

With 
such a new alignment, with Russia faithful to the Ger- 
man cause, the allies would have a very difficult task 
upon their hands. America cannot flee from the problems 
presented now. Between Russia and Germany it will 
be possible for Bohemia, the Czecho-Slay states and Po- 
land to construct and maintain strong buffer states to 
keep Germany and Russia apart. The wedge must be 
set and driven hard. The success of these three deter- 
mined states must be maintained. The people must be 
supplied with bread, clothing, machinery, seeds and the 
necessities for their new life as nations. The success 
of these new states will in no small degree determine the 
success of the new experiment which the world is making 
for peace and a reign of law and righteousness as against 
force and might. This is the reason why students of old 
world conditions are so determined in their espousal of 
the cause of these three sta’es. The claims of humanity 
are indeed great, but the diplomatic necessity of the hour 
compels as the heart leads.

In either event the day will be a 
noteworthy one; in the one case it will give evidence of — 
the stubbornness of the miners in forcing an issue, selfish- 
ly and without justice, and on the other hand it will be — 
entitled to a large place in our national: annals because 
a large number of mine workers, concertedly, determined 
‘o choose the methods of peace in adjusting financial ar- 
rangements with their employers. The strike of the work- 
ers in the bituminous mines of the nation will be a calami- 
ty. The strikers realize the power which they hold and 
evidently are determined to use their club to command 
their will. A coal strike will immediately affect the busi- 
ness of the entire country. It will be inevitable that elec- 
tric railways will close, factories will draw their fires, 
railroad trains will stop and all transportation of people 
and produce cease; chaos will reign and lack of employ- 
ment, lack of food and the necessities of life will inevita- 
bly result. Such a condition is unthinkable in our modern 
times and can only be avoided by quick action upon the 
part of the miners themselves or the national government. 
It is to be hoped that the appeal made by the President 
of the United States will be heeded by the workers and a 
striking example of the power of the ways of peace rather 
than the ways of war may be made successful in the ad- 
justment of industrial differences. A general coal strike 
will bring suffering, sorrow and death in many a home in 


Such a strike will be a crime against civiliza- 
jen and a blot on the page of the annals of organized la- 
The situation will be faced and it is to be hoped 
that the strike may be averted by the miners themselves.

Tue Return or THE ANNIVERSARY of the birth of 
Theodore Roosevelt has brought many dignified memorial 
services in honor of the great man who served his nation 
so valiantly both in war and in peace. In the Roosevelt 
Mevotial Association Brochure there is a tribute to the 
great American that should be read by all . It is an ap- 
preciation that is true and worthy: 


“He was found faithtul over a few things and 
he was made ruler over many; he cut his own trails 
c‘ean and straight and millions of men followed him 
toward the light; he was frail; he made himself a 
lion of courage. He was a dreamer; he became one 
of the doers of all times. Men put their trust in 
him, women found a champion in him, kings stood 
in awe ‘of him, but children made him their play- 
mate. He broke a nation’s slumber with his cry, 
and it rose up.

Souls became 
swords through him; sword§ became servants of 
God. He was loyal to his country and he exacted 
loyalty. He loved many lands, but he loved his own 
best. He was terrible in battle, but tender to the 
weak, joyous and tireless, being free from self pity, 
clean with a cleanness that cleansed the air like a 
gale. His courtesy knew no wealth, no class, no 
‘friendship, no creed or color or race. mos Fe 
fought injustice and tyranny; bore sorrow gallantly ; 
loved all nature, bleak spaces and hardy companions, 
hazardous adventure and the zest of battle.”

Nearty One YEAR Has Passep since the debacle of 
November 11th of last year and the treaty of peace has 
not yet been signed by the powers, who have believed that 
Germany has been conquered: The delay is reprehensible. 
There are reasons why the treaty provisions should receive 
careful and deliberate consideration, but there are reason- 
able time limits to such deliberations. It has been nearly a 
year since the armistice was signed, and while the end is 
apparently at hand to the deliberations of the United 
States Senate, it still remains a fact that time has been lost 
and that months ago the present anomalous condition of 
peace times with a technical war still on, should have end- 
ed. Germany has been rapidly setting her house in order 
and profiting in no small way from the sluggish activities 
of the allies. The deliberations should be speeded up and 
the peace treaty signed, that America and the allies may 
begin the new era of reconstruction as soon as possible 
and with as little handicap as the situation will permit. 
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_ GOVERNOR Coonipcr Has Issurp a proclamation mak- 
ing the 11th day of November a legal holiday, commemo- 
rating the signing of the armistice last year. Objections 
have been registered against two holidays in the month of 
November, but the overwhelming significance of the sign- 
ing of the armistice warrants the new holiday. It was a 
day of days last year all over the United States. Those 
who lived in the cities witnessed spontaneous celebrations 
that were never known before in America and doubtlessly 
never will again be seen. Holiday or not, the 11th day 
of Noverber marks the end of a long and bitter experi- 
ence for the peoples of the earth and from that day the 
new order of world life began. From that day will ‘be 
daed the supremacy of the Anglo-Saxon spirit over Teu- 
conism, of the spirit of liberty over oppression, and of the 
ways of peace over ‘he ways of war. It marks the new 
era of friendly relations between the nations of the world. 
It will mean to France redemption, to Belgium salvation, 
to Italy relief, to Great Britain freedom and to the United 
States release from the strain of war, Success attended 
our nation as servant of the nations of the world in a con- 
test for honor, righteousness and liberty. The 11th day of 
November is the greatest day in the calendar of the na- 
tions of the earth. It has its great place and no one can 
take from or add to it. The Fourth of July, Thanksgiv- 
ing Day and the other special holidays will ever be revered 
by Americans as American institutions, but upon Novem- 
ber tith all of the nations of the earth unite in keeping 
holiday to celebrate according to their own customs the 
advent of peace. It is fitting that November 11th be pro- 
claimed a holiday by Governor Coolidge. 


Kinc ALBERT DELIGHTED the peopte of America and 
appeared to enjoy the honorable welcome which the Amer- 
ican people gave to him as much as the people were 
pleased to accord it to him. He deserved the warm wel- 
come which he received as the brave leader of a plucky 
nation. 


THe RarLroaD SrtuaTION in America is far from 
interesting especially to those who in other days invested 
funds in the railroads and have had the unpleasant ex- 
perience of seeing the dividends cut off, and as the months 
slipped by, have seen the values of their holdings diminish, 
The result has been depressing and the railroads have 
been blacklisted ‘by the investors of today because of the 
‘owering values of the securities and the meagre and un- 
certain interest returns. There is a phase of the situation, 
however, that has been overlooked by security holders, 
and that is, despite the depressing conditions which exist 
there is a ray of light. The railroad property is not de- 
creasing in value, but increasing. The replacement value 
of our railroads would be far in excess of the valuation of 
the roads as they are now listed, Everything which is 
needed in the construction of railroads and their mainte- 
nance has increased in value. These increased replacement 
values can have only one result and that is the increase in 
value of the property now possessed by the railroad. Here 
is a factor which investors should not forget. Despite 
the fact that interest charges on securities have not in 
many instances been paid, and sale values have been 
tragically small, it is certain, beyond a peradventure of 
a doubt, that the values of the properties owned by the 
railroads have increased. This is apparent. Whether the 
new appraisals, which are inevitable, will yield immediate 
results to security holders is doubtful, but in the end the 
capital represented by the new valuations must benefit the 
owners. The period of transition is a trying one. Event- 
ually the new values because of the new conditions will be 
reflected in the sale values of securities. How long rail- 
road owners must await the return of dividends and fair 
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valuations for their holdings is problematic, but eventually 
values must be restored. 


His loy- 
alty is unlike anything known among animals without ex- 
cepting our loving friend, the horse. The one is the faith- 
ful, appreciative servant, the other a loyal friend, There 
are stories of faithful dogs that are classic and have be- 
come dear to the lovers of animals.

WILL CURB AUTO STEALING

WHat CAUSES THE DISTRIBUTION OF 
Fish THROUGHOUT THE OCEAN? 


One of the most difficult problems 
for the Bureau of Fisheries, perhaps 
the most difficult, is the discovery of 
the cause of distribution of fish 
through the ocean. For example, 
mackerel were very abundant in our 
waters up until 1895, and then they 
declined in numbers until they have 
within a year or two come back to 
the quantities of older times. This 
year, again they are scarce. ‘The 
question arises, why? And as yet no 
one knows. Other kinds of fish come 
and go, and no man knows whence 
or whither. Now interest in the mat- 
ter is not merely academic; if we 
could predict just when a certain kind 
of fish would appear, and where, we 
could be ready for it, As it stands 
now we live a kind of hand-to-mouth 
fishing existence. The commission is 
attempting to throw light’on the prob- 
lem. 

Perhaps, they say, the coming and 
going is due to the distribution of food 
supply. The ‘big fish eat the little 
ones. They, in turn, eat the inver- 
tebrate forms. They devour the mic- 


roscopic plants and animals. The 
guestion then arises, why should 
these microscopic forms vary? It is 


that particular problem that the com- 
mission is studying at the present 
time. Climate. also, may cause the 
queer vagaries in distribution, and the 
composition and the sea water may 
have much to do with it. . In shore. 
for example, the amount of rainfall 
may affect the taste of the water and 
its temperature and drive fish awav 
or attract them. In deep water the 
difference in currents may have some- 
thine to do with the migration.

“So long as I am in authority I 
shall continue to resist those who re- 
sist government, and I appeal to all to 
rise and stamp out terrorism in all its 
forms in order that law and order 
and liberty may continue to exist,” de- 
clared Gov.

Anp DrEAL With MANCHESTER’S 
GENERAL HEALTH, PURPOSE OF 
NrEWLy ForMep AssociaTION 


Manchester Public Health associa- 
tion is the name of the newest or- 
ganization in town, and as the name 
at once implies, the object of the 
movement is to have some organized 
body of citizens of the community 
working as a unit in an effort to deal 
with the general health conditions of 
the town, including tuberculosis as a 
special feature of its work, 

The organization was effected at a 
meeting called Monday evening at the 
Food Centre, at the instigation of 
Miss Annie L. Lane, president of the 
Manchester Woman’s club, and oth- 
ers interested in promoting the public 
health of the town.

this country, and which is at present 
on the increase- He pointed out the 
need of branch societies in every com- 
munity to aid the league in its work. 
Conditions in Manchester, he said, 
were by no means alarming, and the 
records for last year show only three 
deaths attributed to tuberculosis, 
while if the rate were on a par with 
Framingham, for instance, there 
would have been 27 deaths from that 
cause. Manchester has the name of 


. being a very healthy town, he added. 


But it is true that no town 1s safe 
from tuberculosis until every town is 
safe, and no state is safe until every 
state is safe, and with this in mind it 
is just as essential to have an organi- 
zation of some sort in Manchester as 
anywhere else. 

The speaker called attention to the 
need of a campaign of education along 
hygienic lines; children must be taught 
to observe the laws of health hygiene. 

It has been estimated that six mil- 
lion dollars will be needed to finance

ihe campaign against tuberculosis in 
this country the coming year. A large 
part of the funds are secured through 
the sale of Red Cross seals at Christ- 
mas time each year, This work will 
be carried on in Manchester this fall 
as usual, and the local organization 
will receive a big proportion of the 
money collected through the sale of 
stamps this year. 

Following Mr. Spencer’s talk there 
wes a general discussion as to what 
form of organization would best be 
suited to Manchester’s need, and it 
was finally decided that a general 
health committee, such as outlined and 
crganized above would best serve the 
interests of the community.

“Pott TAXPAYER” THINKS PINE sT. 
Witt Herp LitrLe 1n MAKING 
MANCHESTER Mope, Town 

Editor North Shore Breeze, 

Dear Sir: As a hardened explorer 

J address myself through you to those 

citizens of Ma~chester, who are either 
too ‘awed by the formidable array of 
horses, steam rollers and red flags 
stretching along Pine st., to investigate 
for themselves, or have come to the 
conclusion that, as a thoroughfare, 
Pine st. has been converted into a 
storage yard. I have run the gauntlet 
of these obstacles for many, many 
weeks and have had time to wonder at 
its destiny myself, 

It is no secret, so I may as well 
Flatly state that it is hoped eventually 
to have a street here. No one hazards 
the guess as to how long we will have 
it after its bolshevik indications have 
been overcome, nor for that matter 
does anyone apparently care. 

But it is time that someone does in- 
terest himself in those things which 
go to make up a Model Town, as we 

are wont to call ourselves when tour- 
ing the Mohawk Trail or dashing over 
rough New Hampshire roads. 

We have built roads recently that 
are pleasingly modern—that stand up 
under very dense automobile traffic 
in a satisfactory manner and on which 
the maintenance is very low. That is 
not only good business, but good ad- 
vertising as well. Therein lies one of 
my points. Pine st. gets (used to get) 
a good bit of automobile traffic and 
will get more next year. 

Now it appears that we have con- 
tracted to have built on it a macadam 
road, which is an excellent road in its 
place, but its place is not under auto- 
mobile traffic. It is essential that for 
this type of traffic, a binder be placed 
in the road which not only will hold 
the rock in place, but makes it imper- 
vious as well. A road may last two 
seasons without a binder and with 
good luck; but then it becomes neces- 
sary to do much repairing and the 
cost of maintenance rises all out of 
proportion, 

We had the good sense to consider 
this in building our main roads, but 
apparently have decided that we could 
shut our eyes to true economy in oth- 
er roads. It is a mistake to do this in 
ordinary times and it is my belief that 
it is a greater error to install a make- 
shift road now, such as this is, when 
by a normally larger cost a good mod- 
ern road could have been built. 

It is too late to remedy this now. 
Putting an extra amount of sugar in 
the frosting because noné was put in 
the cake doesn’t help the cake much.

THE MOON’S ORBIT 


Wy AND WHEREFORE OF ECLIPSES 
oF Farr LUNA 


Lunar eclipses always occur at full 
moon, or when the sun and moon are 
in opposition, and are caused by the 
moon passing through the earth’s 
shadow. As the moon in her course 
passes the sun once every month, and 
also places the earth between herself 
and the sun once a month, it is evident 
that if she moved in the plane of the 
eclipse there would be either a total or 
annular eclipse of the sun and a total 
eclipse of the moon every month. | 

They do not happen every full 
moon because if the moon’s orbit is in- 
clined to the ecliptic the great circle 
of the heavens round which the sun 
seems to travel from west,to east in 
the course of a year, allowing her to 
pass the sun at an angle of nearly five 
degress and nine minutes to the north 
and south of his. track, presents such 
a frequent occurrence of eclipses. 

From the magnitude of the angle of 
inclination of her orbit to the ecliptic 
an eclipse can only occur on a full 
moon happening when the moon is at 
or near one of her nodes, or points 
where her orbit intersects the esclipse. 
Therefore, if the moon does not travel 
ov the ecliptic, which would result in 
a lunar eclipse every full moon, it is 
logical to say that the moon does not 
follow the same orbit year after year. 
If the moon followed the same orbit 
year after year lunar eclipses would 
occur on or about the same dates every 
year, but the fact is that they might 
occur any full moon. — Kansas City

the farm until they reach the consumer 
have been advanced from 75 to 150 
percent. As a result the cost-of dis- 
tribution has more than doubled. 

This year the farmers are not hold- 
ing their crops back for higher prices, 
because they take very seriously the 
reports of governmental raids on 
stocks of foodstuffs held in storage. 
So little stuff is going into storage 
that a shortage before the next crop 
is ready seems certain. 

Farmers are paying from 100 to 
200 percent more for everything they 
buy. Their help gets much higher 
wages and the cost of feeding. it also 
has doubled. Many small farmers 
have nailed up their windows and 
doors and gone to town for bigger 
wages than they can earn running 
their own places. 

There is a possibility that the pre- 
vailing labor difficulties will be over- 
come by prices going up until the high 
cost of loafing puts an end to strikes. 
—Boston Commercial.

The  Fatherless Children of 
I'rance, an American organization co- 
operating with a similar organization 
in France, of which Marshal Joffre 1s 
the head, has created a special cam- 
_paign committee, with Mrs. Walter S. 
Brewster, of Chicago, as chairman, 
and is initiating drives in all parts of 
the country. ; 

At Galveston, Texas, a fund of 
cver $500 was realized through a 
prize-package day, when each box of 
the inexpensive confection sold on the 
‘streets by pretty young girls contained 
@ coupon entitling the purchaser to 
some specific article donated by the 
merchants of the town. The price 
fixed on these. packages realized a 
profit of almost 75 percent, for the 
little children of France. In Chicago 
a Vanity Fete is being given, with the 
codperation of the makers of gowns, 
society women agreeing to appear as 


mannequins. A fund of $10,000 1s 
expected to be realized from this, 
while a similar affair is announced to 
be held in Washington and an Armis- 
tice Ball in Boston. At Muskogee, 
Oklahoma, the local committee se- 
cured checking privileges at the Oc‘o- 
ber State Fair, and realized a consid- 
erable sum from this source and the 
sale of postcards. A street dance at 
Macomb, Ill., was productive of goad 
returns; a tag day at Des Moines, la., 
brought in $3,285; a garden fete in 
Los Angeles, almost $2,500 and one 
in Cincinnati $36.625.07, while in 
many other communities the motto is 
“no drive, but a steady do.”

No Orcanization Has Bren ABLE to escape the 
high costs for labor and for materials. The higher in- 
stitutions of learning have suffered severely. The teach- 
ing jcrces of these schools and colleges have realized 
how inadequate salaries now are, with the present pre- 
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vailing prices. The inevitable request for larger endow- 
ments, in order that the colleges‘may meet their honorable 
obligations, has been made by the colleges and universities 
of the land to their alumni.and friends. The results have 
been phenomenal, whether one considers the good results 
of the large campaigns waged by Harvard, Brown and 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, or the many 
smaller campaigns waged by small but important colleges 
and academies all over the land. The results indicate 
that the alumni of our institutions of learning appreciate 
the instruction and training which they received and are, 
loyally subscribing to the endowment funds of their alma 
mater in order that the work may be continued without ; 
embarrassment, A surprisingly large number of small 
contributions have been made to all the funds. Pledges, 
varying from five dollars per year and upward for a per- 
iod of five years, have made it possible for the colleges to 
acquire sums of money which would otherwise. be un- 
available. The Harvard College fund is increasing as well 
as the Institute of Technology fund. ‘The latter institu- 
tion has a mysterious “Mr. Smith,” who has made large, 
gifts to the institute, and upon the success of the present. 
campaign, together with a large contribution, promises to | 
reveal his identity. This creates an interest that 1s com- 
mendible, but the really great feature of the financial 
campaigns of the colleges is the large number of gifts, 
meaning self denial and careful planning, made by men of 
limited means. ; Le

FILM THRILLING PICTURE 
4 ON. CAPE ANN ROCKS 


The public interest in the movies 
is so great everywhere that when it 
becomes known that a play is being 
filmed anywhere along the Shore 
there is a general influx of picture 
fans to the scene of operations. When 


made at Castle Rock, Marblehead, 
there were those who were daily pil- 
grims to the scene of operation. Oth- 
er undertakings of lesser magnitude, 
including that of Olive Thomas, wife 
of Jack Pickford, attracted much at- 
tention. 
For some weeks a company of the 
Fox Film corporation, under the di- 
rection of Richard F. Stanton, has 
been at Salt Island, off Brier Neck, 
Gloucester, at work upon a big pro- 
duction to be known as “Bridge No. 
13,” in which Marguerite Clayton, 
well-known to filmdom, is the leading 
lady. Brier Neck, which is between 
the Bass Rocks beach and the famous 
Long Beach, has been for weeks past 
the mecca of sightseers from Glou- 
cester and vicinity, on foot, in car- 
riage, by tro!ley and by automobile, 
because a good road has been built to 
Long Beach and it is a-short and easy 
way to reach a charming section of 
Essex County seacoast. 

The work of filming the play at 
Salt Island, or Castle Island, as the

film faddists are beginning to call it, 
has progressed slowly. In a heavy 
northeast squall that did a lot of 
damage on the North Shore, during 
the latter part of the summer; the 
castle which had been built on the 
island as the centerpiece about which 
the play revolved, was destroyed and 
the timber blown far and wide. But 
it was rebuilt and is quite picturesque, 
as viewed from along the beaches. 

At low tide, for about three hours, 
it is possible to walk from the main- 
land to the little island.

That day 
the conditions for photographic work 
were ideal and the company was busi- 
ly engaged taking scenes which the 
island and the castle were the subject. 
a United States submarine being used, 
lving in the smooth water in the lee of 
the little island. The day was so fair 
that hundreds thronged the shore to 
watch. 

‘Recently the spectators witnessed a 
scene that was as thrilling as any that 


will be shown in the film, when Harry 
Plympton, chief of. the camera men 
of the company, came near losing his 
life in the surf. In order to get:a pic- 
ture that was needed; it was necessary 
to set up the camera very near the 
water on the edge of the jagged rocks 
of the island,-facing the ocean.’ Just 
as everything was ready, a big wave 
swept Mr. Plympton off his: feet, 
snapping the lifeline he had about his, 
waist. Another wave took him into- 
a cavern in the rocks and things 
looked bad for him, but he kept his 
head and tried to swim away from 
the. rocks,.: A’ quick-witted boatman 
connected. with the work backed his 
powerboat. toward the rocks, threw a 
lifebuoy to the camera man and the 
incident was over. The photographer 
was in the water only two or three 
minutes, but he had a close call. 

T’hese are the chances the men take 
in striving to film the thrilling scenes. 
A huge man-carrying kite has been 
constructed with which aerial stunts 
will be tried and one of the group of 
Gloucester boys, who are pirates in 
the play, will attempt a 25-foot dive 
from a cliff on the back of the island 
to add to the thrills which the pub'ic 
demands in its movies. 

The company will remain at Glor~- 
cester for at least another month and: 
are happily quartered at the Harbor- 
view, East Gloucester. 
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Tue Success THat ATTENDED the campaign waged 
by the republican party could hardly have been anticipated 
by the most sanguine prophet. The results indicated that 
the people of Massachusetts were awake to meaning of 
the campaign and were determined to register their vote 
for law and order.

It was for- 
tunate that the people of Massachusetts had a clear-cut 
issue, that of the sustaining of the strong arm of the 
law. The reinstatement of the police would have been 
a serious attack upon the supremacy of law and order. 
It is well that the issue was clearly before the people and 
it is fortunate for all that the results of the balloting in- 
dicates so forcibly the determination of the people of 
Massachusetts to permit no attacks upon the integrity of 
the government. The results of the balloting reveal, with- 
out the peradventure of a doubt, the spirit and determina- 
tion of the people of the old Bay State. Governor Cool- 
idge has acquitted himself well in the discharge of his 
important duties and is entitled by virtue of his integrity 
and stability to the re-election which the people of Massa- 
chusetts have given him. 


Tuer PATRIOTIC ORGANIZATIONS of the nation have 
been doing effective work in checking the development of 
anarchistic and -bolshevistic movements. Subtly, the 
workers of evil have been influencing foreign born work- 
ers. The results have been tragic, The doctrines of the 
underworld have been circulated with an enthusiasm, 
among the ignorant, that means trouble ahead. Every 
organized effort that can be made to stem the rising tide 
must be made. Among the great forces at work for good 
has been the Grand Army of the Republic and the Sons 
of Veterans, an allied organization. Last month the 
latter organization took a stand that will command the 
respect and admiration of every loyal American. It de- 
clared: “The order will, to the limit of its power and in- 
fluence, vigorously oppose all bolshevik movements and 
tendencies, and all efforts that make for the destruction 
or impairment of our constitutional union. We demand 
one hundred percent Americanism of all Americans. We 
call upon Congress to provide necessary laws for the de- 
portation of all degenerate aliens and those who do not in 
good faith seek to become citizens.” The spirit of this 
organization of men is also the spirit of the true-hearted 
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citizens of America all over the land, The workers of 
evil have stimulated the powers which work for righteous- 
ness and governmental integrity. There is trouble with an _ 
undesirable element in our country, but there is a law 
abiding citizen host that will effectually correct evil.

THE INCREASED Costs for labor, packing materials, 
transportation and the scarcity of sugar have all con-— 
tributed to the waste this year, of small fruits, earlier 
in the season, such as berries, and now the orchard fruit 
Barrels of apples are wasting away under the trees of 
the orchards of New England and in storerooms, not be- _ 
cause they are unusable, but because the high costs of 
labor, crating or packing material, such as boxes and 
barrels, make the work unprofitable. So the farmer 
takes his loss, realizing what he can upon selected fruit, _ 
and feeds the remainder to stock, or, as in the case of 
appies, takes them to the mill and makes cider. The 
scarcity of sugar has made it impossible for the house- 
wives upon the farms to use their abilities in canning the 
seconds of crops of the field and orchard and has pre- 
vented the farmer from obtaining a market for his fruits 
because the housewives of the cities have been similarly 
einbarrassed. The waste has been large and past reck- 
oning. Packing materials are high and even at high 
prices boxes and barrels are scarce. The waste is to be 
deplored. It means a loss to the farmers, to the trans- 
portation companies, to the housewives of the land and — 
to the merchants. The loss is evident, but there are too 
many factors at work to prevent the waste, The waste 
is reflected in the very high prices which prevail in the 
market places for selected fruit. The prices paid by the 
consumer for the carefully selected fruit must yield the 
profits to the orchard man, the transportation companies 
and the retail dealers. 


Tue Domestic ProsLteMs of a government are nev- 
er simple. There are always complications that are em- 
barrassing. Progress is made in overcoming difficulties — 
by compromise, by slow stages of progress that indicate 
the development of public opinion or judgment relative 
to the problem. Progress is always slow. The same dif- 
ficulties beset a nation in its international problems. It 
is difficult to make progress, define issues and meet the 
issue. This is particularly true of our relations wi‘h 
Japan, It is fortunate for the allies that these hardy 
warriors were allied with them in the late war. It sim- 
plified the task by confining the war to the Atlantic wat- 
ers and to Europe. On the other hand there are embar- 
rassing duestions relative to Japan that are causing many — 
anxious hours to those who wish Japan well and who de- 
sire to see America protected. The real truth is that 
Japan is a problem to America and the problem cannot 
be simplified because—it is not a simple problem. There 
is one factor always to be kept in mind, however, and 
‘hat is America means always peace for all nations— 
and this includes Japan. There are many difficulties that 
have arisen and may arise with these plucky people, but 
America must meet the situation with patience and de- 
termination. There is no reason why the American peo- 
ple should be carried away by the yellow peril propa- 
gandists. There is every reason why America and 
Americans should endeavor to understand Japan and 
Tapan’s problem with the end in view of keeping peace 
in the Orient. A war was fought to make peace in the 
Occident; patience and diplomacy will keep the peace in 
the Orient, Japan is not to be feared. Japan must be 
understood. The American people may be trusted to 
take an attitude of conciliation to these people of the 
Orient. America, Great Britain, China and Japan must 
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“meet the diplomatic problems of the Pacific, and that 
they will be met honorably and justly cannot be ques-

Henry L. Higginson, with his usual precision, has seen 
this, and in a communication to the Boston Herald writes: 


: 
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“A large body of railroad workmen, mining 
workmen and factory workmen are continuatly talk- 
ing about the rich man having all the money, and 
they are greatly mistaken. ‘The rich men have rail- 
roads, factories, mines and farms—for we must in- 
clude the farmers—but they have not much money. 
The savings banks have much more money than all 
these people put together, and that money belongs to 
‘the poor people. Those savings banks are full of the 
indebtedness of well-to-do people on houses, lands 
and railroads. If the workmen demand conditions 
or wages so excessive that these pieces of property 
make no return, they impoverish themselves, 

“The railroads of the country have been run for 
some years at a handsome loss, and are discredited. 
They belong to people who are well-to-do. The work- 
men have had their wages and have got their living; 
the owners have put in their saving and lost their 
money. 

“A Jaw of this universe which cannot be avoided 
is that a piece of property has no value unless it is 
of use. No matter what the cost, it is just like a worn- 
out shovel or shoe and nobody wants it. If today 
the railroad workmen were to control all the rail- 
roads, they would find that the railroads were a lhia- 
bility and not an asset. Under the Cummins plan, the 
United States would establish a board which would 
give the contro! of the railroads to directors named 
by the owners, by the workmen and by the board it- 
self. This was in general the plan named to me by 
Theodore Roosevelt fifteen years ago. 

“Tf the workmen throughout the country raise 
their wages, prices will go up; if they will be content 
_ with good pay, and be patient the prices of provisions 
and clothing will go down, It is only a question of 
supply and demand. 

“Then comes the auestion of the world’s produc- 
tion. Europe is greatly impoverished and is going 
to work very hard to regain its position. If the other 
nations make goods cheaper than we do, their goods 
will take the market. The world has spent, or wasted, 
if you please, an enormous amount of goods—the 
resu't of great labor—and these losses have got to be 
made up. It can be done only by work, patience, and 
true economy. 

“Once more I ask the working man to understand 
that the rich men have not money, but property, and 

it rests with the workmen to make these properties 
valuable or valueless, If they are valueless, the poor 
people will suffer just as much as the rich.” 
This is a fair and just analysis of the economic situ- 
ation. The common interests of the rich man and the 
poor man demand an alliance for the protection of mutual 
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interests. The rich and the poor cannot be independent. 
Onty as all the people meet the responsibilities of the 
times can the economic heresies of the day be undone. 


_ Massacuusetrs Witt Have a new holiday for the 
first time the coming week, Armistice Day. It will be a 
day that everyone will enjoy. A short year ouly has sped 
since the glad news of the Eleventh of November came 
overseas. No one can ever forget the thrill and the relief 
that the signing of the armistice brought. The communi- 
ties of the state are able to welcome too, this year, the 
young men who have been overseas and who are back 
again in the homeland, It is particularly fortuitous also, 
as the Governor has pointed out in his proclamation, that 
it is the anniversary of the signing of the compact on 
board the Mayflower in 1620. The signing of that in- 
strument was the beginning of organized government in 
Massachusetts. To Massachusetts the day must have 
added significance because of this anniversary. That the 
two great events can be observed upon the same day is 
appropriate. The freedom and authority of the people is 
the real meaning of the Mayflower compact. For the 
freedom and the authority of the people of the world the 
great war was fought to destroy the power of the Ger- 
man Empire which threatened the peace of the world, the 
freedom of all peoples and the authority of the govern- 
ment of the people, by the people. The United States 
government is the embodiment of the principles of the 
Mayflower compact and the new peace will eventually 
mean the triumph of the same principles in the larger field 
of European influence. The people of «America will ob- 
serve the holiday on Tuesday with a spirit of gratitude 
and rejoicing. The great war is ended, peace is at hand 
and the integrity of the governments, of the people, by 
the people has been maintained, 


Tre Epmemic oF INFLUENZA that prevailed last win- 
ter has been quite thoroughly stamped out. During that 
period the people of America and Europe had the dreadful 
experience of realizing the impotence of the medical fra- 
ternity in meeting a plague bringing sickness, death and 
sorrow everywhere. What America experienced during 
those trying days indicates in a small way the perils of 
the yellow fever in the warmer climates. The disease has 
worked havoc over and over again, paralyzing every activi- 
ty of a community and embarrassing the physicians be- 
cause of their confessed inability to cope with the dreaded 
disease. It is believed that now an effective remedy has 
been discovered and that a method of treatment has been 
planned that will arm the medical fraternity with a new 
power to combat the workings of the disease. The prom- 
ises that have been made by the cases treated by the new 
method are encouraging. The medical profession has 
been painstakingly applying itself to the great problems of 
the physical body and progress is being made, It is to be 
hoped that at last an effective method of treating the 
yellow fever has been found.

Awarps MaApg IN SEWER DAMAGES 
LAND CASES 

The jury of the first session of su- 
perior court, Judge Hugo Dubuque, 
which had heard testimony and argu- 
ments about the value of land and 
easements taken for the Manchester 
sewers, reported Monday morning. 
There are six suits against the town 
by four pe‘itioners, who asked for 
assessment of damages. The hearing 
began before a jury two weeks pre- 
vious and had continued until Friday 
of last week, when it was given to the 
jury. The findings of the jury re- 
turned Monday morning were as fol- 
lows—Julius F. Rabardy, $1305; 
Amos F. Bennett. two cases, $1957.50

It is understood the town will fight 
some of the awards; at least the town 
counsel advises as much in one or two 
instances, Twenty days are allowed 
to take these exceptions.

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MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


“NEIGHBORLINESS” THE THEME OF 
INTERESTING TALK 


“How to Make a Neighborhood 
Out of a Community” was the subject 
of a very interesting talk by Mrs. 
Grace Chamberlain—interesting and 
timely in these days when American- 
ism is being preached so much, for 
as Mrs. Chamberlain said, nothing 
can develop Americanism as much as 
the removal of that halo of autocracy 
and snubbishness that hovers about 
so many people, and a little more ot 
the kindly, neighborly spirit among 
people in general. This is more true 
of women than it is of men. 

Mrs. Chamberlain’s talk was before 
the Manchester Woman’s club at its 
meeting Tuesday afternoon. Previ- 
ous to the talk announcement was 
made of the state federation confer- 
ence to be held in Brockton, to which 
the club is entitled to send two dele- 
gates. A word was said, too, for the 
Parent-Teacher association, which, it 
was stated, needs not only the moral, 
but the financial support of the com- 
munity. The dues are only 35¢ a 
year. The association is doing a won- 
derful amount of good in the com- 
munity. 

The public health committee of the 
club will meet next Thursday after- 
noon with Miss Goldsmith, at the G. 
A. Priest school at 4 o’clock. The 
child welfare committee will meet at 
the same place at the same time. 

Miss Annie L. Lane, president of 
the club, presided, and at the close 
of the business session she introduced 
Mrs. Chamberlain. 

The speaker described neighborli- 
ness as one of the functions of Amer- 
icanization. In the early colonial 
days,, she said, the community spirit 
was more pronounced—there was 
more of the human contact. Indus- 
tries were carried on in the homes, 
there were no mills, but as the village 
grew into a town, conditions changed, 
the contrast between the rich and the 
poor became more pronounced, and, 
as in all times, the poor became poor- 
er, and the rich became richer; and 
then the towns grew into cities and 
the city quickly divided itself into dis- 
tricts, where the rich and the poor 
dwell apart. 

In the earlier days the people who 
came from Europe to work in our in- 
dustries were mostlv Irish. But grad- 
ually, however, this changed and peo- 
ple from other European countries 
came in increasing numbers until to- 
day our cities have their little Italys, 
their Turkish and Syrian settlements, 
their Jewish and Russian quarters. 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE and Reminder 


Two-thirds of our population are for- 
eign born, 

Very few of the people who come 
to us, come from conditions at all like 
what they find here. The Syrians, for 
instance, leave conditions more like 
the year 1—Bible times; others come 
from 18th century surroundings, while 
we here are living very much in a 20th 
century atmosphere. Yet we expect 
these new people to step immediate-y 
into present day conditions. 

These people come here attracted by 
our industries and conditions and soon 
find themselves simply so many 
“hands.” They lose  themselves— 
their identity is gone—they act ‘as 
machines. ‘hey are thus in a frame 
of mind to be easily led by agitators, 
and, mind you, these agitators are ed- 
ucated men, they know what they are 
doing. These people are willing to 
learn, they are good people primarily, 
and if they could only be directed 
aright, if people would only take a lit- 
tle interest in them instead of stand- 
ing aloof, the results would be far 
different on our American life today. 


The speaker related one instance of 
an Italian woman, illiterate, spending 
three weeks learning to write her 
name, One day Mrs. Chamberlain 
asked her kindly if she had succeeded, 
and the poor woman said wistfully 
that she had, but with an expression 
of sadness said that she had to learn 
all over again now for she had just 
cnarged her name. 

It is a science—teaching these for- 
eign women. It is alright to tell them 
they must learn our habits and cus- 
toms, but they must leafn our lan- 
guage, too. But—you must get the 
right teacher, a leader, one who does 
the work because she likes it. Find 
a common bond to start with and then 
it will be easy. 

As to citizenship, said the speaker 
—until a man loves this country as 
he loves his own, he will never make 
a good citizen. It is alright to have 
him take out his first papers—the day 
he arrives, but wait until he finds he 
likes it before he takes out his final 
papers. 

The social end of it is the most im- 
portant way to get at these people. 
Get in touch with them, make a social 
contact. Community singing is one 
of the big helps in our cities. Teach- 
ing cooking—our methods, which are 
really primitive methods as far as the 
real American cooking is concerned. 
All real good cooking we have adopted 
from the French. 

Child welfare work had been one 
of the most effective means of reach- 
ing these people in New York. We 
are giving them the material things— 
teaching them to dance, how to play, 


how to use the right kind of nourish- 
ing food, but are we giving them 
neighborliness, the thing they need 
most of all. 
_ Every club member ought to take 
it upon ‘herself to meet one foreign 
friend and you will be surprised to 
see how quick'y you can get acquaint- 
ed—it is really pathetic. 
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Following the address the members 
temained for the usual social hour. 
Miss Anne Clarke was hostess of the 
afternoon. Miss Jean Coulter was the 
head usher. 


IMPORTANT NOTICE TO 
EX-SERVICE MEN 


By new regulations and decisions, 
the rules governing the reinstatement 
of insurance have been made more 
liberal. These rules, so far as they 
pertain to discharged men, are as fol- 
lows: 

1. Reinstatement may be secured 
within three months of the month of 
discharge without any statement from 
the man regarding his health, in fact, 
without any formality except tender 
cf two months’ premiums. Men re- 
cently discharged should act promptly 
in order to come in under this ruling. 

2. No matter when a man was dis- 
charged, even though 18 months have 
e'apsed, he may reinstate before Dec. 
31, 1919, on his own statement of 
health and. by paying only two months’ 
premiums. The men discharged prior 
to April, 1918, should take note of 
this opportunity: 

3. Any man who has reinstated 
his insurance at any time and in so 
doing has paid more than two months’ 
premiums as required by the decision 
issued July 25, 1919, may obtain cred- 
it with the bureau for the amount paid 
in excess of the requirement of that 
decision.

In the text the Apostle is writing 
about the foundation of the state. 
The state claims authority to govern. 
From what source does it derive this 
‘authority? The answer is in the 


_ words of the text, “There is no power 
_ but God: the powers that be are or- 


_ dained of God.” 


We live in world of law and order. 
We are under government, We soon 
find this to be true. We learn it in 
the family. Parents have authority to 
govern for the good of the family, and 
When 
the boys and girls leave home for the 
school, they find they are still subject 
to law‘and order. There is rightly 
constituted authority in the school 
which they are taught to respect and 
obey. When they leave school they 
find they are still under government. 
The state claims the right to make, to 
interpret and to execute laws. Even 
a free state exercises great authority 
over the citizen. It may take his 
touse and land and build a railroad 
where the house stood; and it pays 
the owner what it judges is right, not 

hat he may ask for it. In time of 
war the state orders citizens to go 
forth from their homes and peaceful 
occupations to be shot at in battle, and 
the conscience of most people sup- 
ports the authority of government in 
these acts. In the family, in the 
school, in the state, we live in a world 
of law and government. : 

Furthermore most people believe in 
a system of laws that man did not 
make, laws which the Infinite Creator 
has embodied in the constitution of 
things. These laws are above us, 
In keeping 
of them there is great reward, and in 
disobedience to them there is great 
loss.

the true basis of law is God. “There 
is no power but of God; the powers 
that be are ordained of God.”

ground for disapproval in this linguis- 
tic patriotism. To emphasize our 
American speech is good, whenever 
we think it is more expressive than 
the usage in England. But to em- 
phasize Americanism because it was 
originated on this side of the ocean 
is a policy which will weaken our 
language. 

We do not wish to speak English. 
We do not wish to speak American. 
We wish to express ourselves. We 


“wish to communicate with one anoth- 


er. The curse of slang in speech is 
that it prevents us from really ex- 
pressing ourselves. We throw some 
broad, inclusive phrase at a human 
situation and think we have expressed 
it There is danger of mere cant both 
in old and hackneyed terms and in 
terms just manufactured in the slang- 
factory of Broadway playwrights. 
It is very unlikely that American 
epeech will develop one way and Eng- 
lish speech another. This age is too 
much devoted to efficiency for that. 
The wise writer, the careful speaker, 
will be much more likely to search 
the full resources of English, Amer- 
ican, Australian, South African and 
Alaskan speech, so far as he knows 
them, to get the best real English ex- 
pression of his thought. When he 
finds how to express his thought his 
happy phrase will go round the Eng- 
lish-speaking world like the phrases 
of Wilson or Lloyd George, the 
phrases of Longfellow or Tennyson. 
They will be English, they will be 
American. Australian, Bermudan 
enough, if they only carry from one 
soul to another the thought and the 
feeling of the hour. If we on this

BOLSHEVIKI AIM TO OVER- 
THROW U. S. GOVERNMENT 


“The Russian  Bolsheviki have 
availed themselves of every opportu- 
nity to initiate in the United States a 
propaganda aimed to bring about the 
forcible overthrow of our present 
form of government,’ says Assistant 
Secretary Phillips. 

The Bolsheviki, Mr. Phillips said, 
have at their disposal large quantities 
of gold, partly a revenue of the for- 
mer Russian government and partly 
a reserve belonging to the Rumanian 
government, and it is considered im- 
portant not to give them means 
through commercial transactions to 
bring this gold into the United States, 
where it could be used to sustain their 
propaganda of “violence and unrea- 
son.” 

Mr. Phillips said that while there 
was no blockade of Petrograd so far 
as the United States was concerned no 
licenses of the shipment of goods to 
Rolshevik Russia were being issued. 
This policy of non-intercourse, he 
added, could not be continued after 
the proclamation of peace without ad- 
ditional legislation. 

“So far as the United States is con- 
cerned, no blockade exists. It is the 
present policy of this government, 
however, to refuse export licenses for 
shipments to Russian territory under 
Bolshevik control and to refuse clear- 
ance papers to American vessels seek- 
ing to depart for Petrograd, the only 
remaining Bolshevik port. These 
measures cannot be continued after 
the ratification of peace unless there 
is new legislation. 

“The policy of non-intercourse with 
territory under Bolshevik control is 
based chiefly on two considerations. 
It is the declared purpose of the Bol- 
sheviki in Russia to carry revolution 
throughout the world. They have

If, as has 
been the case in many other instances, 
the entire hill is denuded of its mag- 
nificent trees, the beauty of the land- 
scape in that section will be complete- 
ly spoiled, 

State Forester Rane was _ present 
and is in*hearty accord with the move- 
ment. He called attention to the’ 
practice now observed by lumbermen 
of cutting out only the largest and 
marketab'e-size trees in woodland, 
leaving the smaller ones standing, to 
continue their growth, and thus inct- 
dentally preserving the beauty of the 
general landscape, instead of creating 
an eye-sore and barren waste, as well 
as accomplishing an economic result 
in leaving the smaller trees to mature.

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- An Interview with Counsellor of Netherlands Legation 


By ROSE SANDBERG 


(Reprinted from The Triton, Paper Published by 
Pupils of Story High School, Manchester-by-the-Sea) ~ 


T was with a great deal of anticipa- 

tion, but just a little fear, that I set 
out for the attractive little cottage in 
which the Netherlands Legation had 
established its headquarters for the 
summer season. I was ushered into 
a cosy, comfortable room, and in- 
formed that Mr. deBeaufort, counsel- 
lor of the Legation, whom T had come 
to interview, was busy packing, as he 
was leaving for Washington the next 
morning, but that he would be down 
immediately, 

During the wait of about twenty 
minutes I had a chance to consider 
my surroundings. ‘The room in which 
I sat was evidently the office, for a 
small table with a typewriter stood in 
one corner, while on one side of the 
wall hung a large map of the world. 
The wicker furniture, with its flow- 
ered chintz covering, and a log which 
was burning in the fireplace gave the 
room a pleasant home-like appear- 
ance. 

Mr. deBeaufort entered, a_ tall, 
well-built man with fair hair and 
light complexion. He had a very 
pleasant voice and spoke enthusiasti- 
cally on the relation between the 
United States and Holland. 

“This friendly relation,’ he said, 
“was firmly established in the eight- 
eenth century when Hol'and lent the 
American colonies money to help car- 
ry on the Revolutionary war against 
England, Since then the bond be- 
tween the two countries has been 
growing stronger with each year. 

“The mayor of New York men- 
tioned this in his speech wpon the ar- 
rival of the King of Belgium, and 
praised Holland for all she had done 
in the past in helping the United 
States. ~St. Eustacius, a dependency 
of Holland in the West Indies, was 
one of the first cities to salute the 
American flag. The flag was flying 
from an American ship which was 
anchored in the harbor of St. Eusta- 
cius. 

“The Constitution by which the 
people of the United Sta‘es are gov- 
erned is copied from the old constitu- 
tion of the Republic of the Nether- 
land Provinces.” 

Here Mr. deBeaufort stopped to 
livht a cigarette, then he continued. 

“New York was originally settled 


by the Dutch people, and many of the 


oldest New York families proudly 
trace their ancestry back to the old 
Dutch settlers. Not so much in this 
part of the country, but in and around 


New York the old Dutch names still 
survive, and ina talk I had with Alice 
Roosevelt, daughter of the late Col. 
Roosevelt, I was very much pleased 
to hear her speak proudly of her 
Dutch name. 

“Many people here in Amarica have 
misunderstood Holland’s stand during 
the World War. The thinking peo- 
ple of this country, however, have 
come to realize the truth, 

“The colonies of Holland in the 
East Indies produce enormous quan- 
tities of coffee, sugar, rubber, tea, pep- 
per and many other necessities year- 
ly. These products are sent to the 
United States, which, in turn, sup- 
plies the islands with manufactured 
articles, such as machinery for car- 
rying on the farming, and cars for 
transporting the products. 

During the war this trade in- 
creased to such an extent that new 
lines were established. The most im- 
portant of these was from Java to 
San Francisco and thence to New 
York?! 

As he explained this, the counsellor 
traced the routes on the map, em- 
phasizing each point very clearly. 

“Tf Holland had entered the war,” 
he continued, “all this transportation 
would have been stopped, as the Ger- 
mans would have captured the coast- 
line at once. Such a step would have 
been not only a bad blow to the allies, 
but also fatal for Holland, for at that 
time she was in no position to protect 
herself from the Germans, who cou!d 
have overpowered her inside of a 
week, This would not only have cut 
off the communication between the 
United States and Holland, but it 
would also have given Germany more 
eea-coast in which to plant submarine 
bases. 

“Another reason why Holland did 
not go into the war was because she 
had no direct cause for doing so. 
Holland was not one of the guaran- 
tors of Belgium neutrality. 

“This side of the question was not 
understood by many people in 
United States, but now more people 
are beginning to realize it, and the 
Netherlands is once more recognized 
as a staunch friend of the United 
States, the regard of one country for 
the other being even greater than be- 
Lorex NEU 

After lighting another cigarette, my 
host went on: “Belgium wishes to an- 
nex a part of Holland, giving econom- 
ical and strategical reasons for want- 


the ° 


ing to do so: The United States, 
however, sees_ that Holland’s views 
on the question are the more reason- 
able, so the thing will not be carried 
through.” 

“Do you like America?” said I, ask- 
ing the first question that popped into 
my head, 

“Oh, yes,” answered the counsellor, 
“both Mr. Cremer and I like the 
United States very much, as here we 
can feel we are among friends. Mr. 
Cremer is the minister of the Neth- 
erlands Legation,” he said in answer 
to my question and then added, “This 
is my third visit here, the first being 
made in 1909; then I went to Japan 
and from there back to the United 
States in 1916, after which I visited 
Paris, and last. year came back to 
America.” 

“T also like Manchester very much,” 
he added, rising, “and I certainly hope 
to come again.” 


State HicHway Work 1n Hamit- 
TON-IPSWICH 


The state highway commission has 
been at work for some weeks on the 
main highway between Hamilton and 
Ipswich, the Old Bay road, and have 
almost reached Appleton bridge, be- 
ing now at work upon the section 
along the front of the late Congress- 
n'an Gardner’s estate. An excellent 
piece of road is being laid, one-half 
of the road being done at a time, so 
that there has been only slight in- 
terference with travel and long de- 
tours have been avoided. _

EDITORIAL COMMENT 


Tus ApMISSION oF STUDENTS to college by certificate 
or by examination remains a problem. A large number 
of institutions still demand that whatever an individual's 
preparation may be, he or she must subject himself or 
herself to a thorough examination in the studies pursued. 
The result is, it is claimed, that in preparing students in 
classical high schools or preparatory institutions, the 
teachers and the pupils are slaves of the college require- 
ment system. It robs the teachers of peace of mind. Any- 
one who has prepared for college knows the anxiety that 
the anticipation and possible failure of admission means 
to collegiate aspirants. The requirements are such that 
pupils are required to neglect many helpful methods and 
lines of study because of the tyranny of the admission 
system, Many a pupil is denied the opportunity of ad- 
mission to a higher institution of learning because he dis- 
covered too late in his school life that he wished to go to 
collese. The claim is made that while standards should 
be maintained and students encouraged to use their minds 
constantly and effectively in .meeting the problems of 
school life, some more elastic system could be devised 


_ whereby apt students, adequately prepared by training and 


inclinations for college, but who may nevertheless be un- 
able to satisfy the technical requirements of admission, 
may feel assured of a reasonable opportunity to enter a 
higher school of learning. The problem is not as simple 
as educa‘ors all over the land think. The standards of 
training must be kept up, the enslavement of pupils and 
teachers is to be condemned, but at the present there does 
not appear to be any other ‘methods than those of certifi- 
cation and examination. How the problem is to be solved 
remains to be seen.

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Aw Economist HAs BEEN QuoreD as having said 
that “the workers of America are living in a fool’s para- 
dise.” The meaning is obvious and that is, that the high 
prices being paid for labor are deceptive, and that soon, 
by the operation of the simplest laws of economics, there 
is certain to be a day of reckoning. Matters are not go- 
ing well. Labor returns are increasing and these are re- 
flected in the prices which are being paid for commodities. 
The time must come when commodities will command 
such prices that automatically peop'e will discontinue 
buying and a new set of conditions will be in operation. 
Money is being earned and wasted by thé earners. The 
larger incomes tend to develop spendthrift habits and the 
abandonment of the oldtime habits of saving and econo- 
my which are the basis for all stable fortunes whether 
they be personal or communal. In truth, a situation is 
being faced that must cause even the most thoughtless to 
think. The nation is on the very brink of a great financial 
crisis and apparently there is nothing now on the horizon 
to prevent it except the reinstatement, of the old-time 
virtues of economy and thrift. 

Roger Babson suggests this very policy, for in order 
that a nation may have a surplus it is absolute'y essential 
that the production be greater than the consumption. If 
any nation produces less than it can use it is going behind. 
The only way in which America can possibly have an in- 
creasing surplus is by a thrifty conservation of all sorts 
of materials possessed. This will mean consequently that 
purchases will be sanely limited, It is folly to suggest a 
propaganda that would substitute business stagnation for 
industry. The princip'e, nevertheless, is true. Consump- 
tion must be less than production if a surplus is to be 
acquired. The American people may be dependéd ‘upon 
to meet the situation with good judgment and serenity. 
Already banking institutions and great mercantile organ- 
izations have been getting ready for the gale. May it 
never come! The American people should have sand 
and sanity enough to forestall it by good purchasing hab- 
its and thrifty methods of living. 


A YEAR Has Spep StNceE the surprising news of the 
armistice came over the cables from Europe and was later 
sent to every village and town in America, On that day, 
a‘l over the land, spontaneous celebrations were he'd and 
the people rejoiced hilariously in all manner of wavs. 
The hearts of all had become weary of the war and the 
anguish caused by its attendant suffering . The tension 
was released and on that great day, the first armistice 
day, the people everywhere rejoiced and were glad. The 
men, however, were still overseas, the homes of the land 
were sad because of their absence, the treaty of peace was 
s‘ill a matter for the future and the diet regulations still 
in force with all the economy, self-sacrifice and suffering 
that were thereby involved. This year, on Armistice 
Day, welcome home celebrations were held all over the 
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land. In many places the celebrations were planned and 
maintained throughout the day by the young men from 
overseas. The celebrations everywhere were dignified, 
but withal there was a sober second thought of a great 
nation showing itself in the festivities for the true cost 
of the war, the casualties, the injured and the gassed, had 
become a part of everyone’s knowledge. There was, 
therefore, a quieter note in all of the Armistice Day cel- 
ebrations this year than in the spontaneous and _ hilarious 
celebrations one year ago. What great changes have been 
wrought within the year! The rules concerning the diet 
of the civilians have been removed, the treaty of peace 
had been formulated and will soon become a fact, the 
army has in a large measure been demobilized and most 
of the young men who a year ago were in the service, 
are back in civilian life again. There were no strikes 
a year ago, but many this year. Labor was patriotically 
struggling to aid the nation a year ago, and today there is 
unrest and disquiet in the land, but withal, progress has 
been made. The year after the war has ‘been a severe 
one in its strain upon the nation, but the progress made 
has not been inconsiderable. 


THe MEMBER OF OuR NATIONAL council who: be- 
trayed ‘his trust must have been surprised at the unanimity 
all but one vote—with which has colleagues parted com- 
pany with him! It was a wholesome lesson that anti- 
Americans may well take home—this case of Victor Ber- 
ger, of Wisconsin. 


Att Tuincs Consiperep, the North Shore escaped 
many damages due usually to heavy storms and high 
running tides. The storm last week whipped the sea 
into a fury and sent the waters pounding upon the beaches, 
washing over marshes and roadways, gardens and lawns 
and crashing with incalculable weight against breakwaters, 
promentories and rocky shores, The high wind off shore

during the storm produced spectacular effects everywhere. 


In Manchester the slow-moving billows gathered force, 
made up, with machine-like precision and were ‘hurled 
herd'ong, great masses of dark green moving waters, only 
to be crushed against the rocks of the promentories, 
throwing the spray high over Eagle Head and other prom- 
entories where the seas broke. The seas ran heavily; myth 
or poetic imagination could reveal nothing more entranc- 
ing, fascinating and destructive. Along the ledges to be 
seen off shore at Magnolia and Beverly Farms the sea 
broke in silence on the great rock-ribbed reefs, but close 
to the roar must have been terrific. Every rocky projec- 
tion became a “churn” and coast dwellers enjoyed the 
surf rolling in and the crashing, thunderous roar of the 
wa‘ers running over the beach, pounding- on the rocks 
and projecting the spray into the air. It was a cruel 
storm, if fascinating, causing the hands of men many 
hours of labor and the minds of men many hours of 
anxiety. While the storm caused millions of. dollars’ 
worth of damage along the Massachusetts shore, the re- 
pairs can be quickly made, except where tillage land has 
been covered by the salt waters from the seas, The 
gardeners have tedious hours ahead. filling inundated 
areas. The damage done to small wooden structures ev- 
erywhere was large. The structures on West Beach and 


Singing Beach, all things considered, weathered the gale 


and rushing waters phenomenally well. 


What a Thanks- 
giving it will be in many homes! The boys last year were 
in France and broken family ties were’a sorrow; but this 
year the men are home and in many an American home 
there will be rejoicing and thanksgiving.

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upon’ the families of this. generation that are serious. 
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Socta, AND RELIGIOUS WorRKERs all over the coun- 
try have awakened to the fact that the present high costs 
of living are menacing the homes of the land in a way 
never realized in America. The pressure, financially, 


which is brought to bear upon the average family in 


America is severe. The elementary problem of finding 
homes for families is widespread; there is a housing 
problem of unmistakeable severity. It means that more 
money must be paid for rent than ever before if the 
children of the homes are to be cared for properly. Car- 
fares have increased so that life in the suburbs means 
a larger expense for the wage earner in fares for himself 
and for his family if they are of school age. The items 
of expense for children’s clothing and shoes are laige. 
The result is that as long as sickness does not upset the 
finances of a home everything will go well, but there can 
be no reserve. Consequently when the evil day does 
come there is trouble of no small magnitude in the fam- 
ily. The high rents force families into homes that they 
hate, detest and would g:adly escape from; but the fam- 
‘lies are restrained by the inexorable law of finance. The 
only thing that has saved the country from unprecedented 
suffering at home has been the prosperity of the industries 
of the nation. If any unusual and untoward combination 
of events threatens the industrial prosperity of the country 
then there will be no‘hing to prevent widespread suffering 
because the cost of maintaining families has increased so 
rapidly. The effect upon the ‘birthrate has, not yet been 
shown by the returns which come from the municipalities, 
but it will eventually be lower. The conbined expenses 
for housing and clothing a family are imposing ob‘igations 
So- 


cial workers are fearful of the situation, lest a serious 


“fnancial crisis cause suffering in the homes of the land.

Tur Reticious ORcANIzATIONS of the country have

The Roman Catholic constituency 
has always been financially loyal to their organization and 
in the post-war years when the great needs of the church 
have been more apparent than ever the fields for service 
hove required larger amounts of money to do the same 
work. The constituencies of the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant churches have awakened to the fact that it 
takes larger funds to maintain religious work. The en- 
couraging fact is that the people of the land are rallying 


to the support of the local churches and the maintenance 
‘of their organized activities. 


This financial revival among

RELIEF Wuicu Has BEEN so effectively given 
food and clothing to Belgium, France, “Poiand 
id has been commendable and conducted with an 
efficiency that merits praise, but the work has only be- 
gun. Armenia, that long-suffering nation of the nations 
of the earth, lays prostrate after the great war, requiring 
he’p immediately. America owes Armenia a great debt 
that America will in the largest spirit of humanitarians 
meet as effectively as she met the appeals of Belgium and 
Poland. The needs of that long suffering, patient state 
are great, the returned workers from overseas are telling 
us. Everything is needed because they are a nation prac- 
tically without resources, impoverished by the war and 
the terrorism of the Turks. America must begin at the 
very beginning and aid her in every possible way. Agri- 
cultural machinery, presses, clothing, food, coal, raw ma- 
terials of every kind and mititary protection must be given 
at once. America must feed and supply these plucky peo- 
ple who have lost everything but heart. For years op- 
pressed by the unmistakeable barbarism of the Turk, the 
Armenian has been oppressed and impoverished But 
the new day has dawned for the great nation. America 
must unfurl her fair flag over Armenia. Armenia must 
be America’s ward for a period of years. America must. 
meet the responsibility. Great Britain cannot, nor can 
Italy or France, or any of the great nations. Clearly 
America’s opportunity and responsibility are evident. 
America will rise to the situation as in the past and aid 
Armenia. The Christmas appeals that are forwarded by 
the great organizations doing the work of raising funds 
should receive generous response this year for Armenia, 
the land of oppression,—and hope. 


Tue Acitation MAINTAINED ‘by a scurrilous press 
and secret organizations for a “soviet government” still 
continues. It is with us everywhere. It is one of the 
after-the-war problems which trust be met fearlessly and 
fairly. Soviet government is no government in any sense 
of the meaning of that word. It means the substitution 
of chaos and terror for law and order. In the city of 
Boston, within a week, the clergyman of a large church, — 
who has been particularly emphatic in his attacks upon 
the scurrilous socialistic program of the soviet faction, 
has received a threatening letter, claiming that a soviet 
government, will be in operation in the city of Boston 
within a year and the first man to be punished will be 
the aggressive clergyman, with death as his penalty.

show its power? The government is against the soviet 
propagandists, and evervone guilty of attacks by act or 
speech should be punished. In Seattle, membership in 
an organization which sets forth arson, and other heinous 
methods of gaining ends, is considered prima facie evi- 
dence of enmity to the established order and subjects the 
members to summary punishment, This is as it should 
be. The attacks of soviet must be met with force and 
every soviet group against the state taught in the bitter 
school of experience that it will find the people of Amer- 
sca awake to the machinations and that there can be no 
peace until every soviet group has changed their thoughts 
and ways voluntarily or they will have punishment meted 
out to them for their dastardly, treacherous and treason- 
laden activities. Sovietism must be crushed effectively 
and immediately.

In the district court at Salem be- 
fcre Judge Sears, Wednesday, ten 
Manchester boys—whose names for 
obvious reasons we will not print, 
following a practice of long standing 
—pleaded guilty of assault in at- 
tacking a hay-rack riding party of 
girls from Gloucester under the chap- 
eronage of Mrs. Spurr, last Friday 
night, pelting them with decayed fruit 
and beets.

Sad to say, both papers are right. 


It is high time the parents, or po- 
lice, or somebody else took hold of 
matters in Manchester, and placed 
the boys where they belong.

UNDESIRABLE AND ALIEN 


Congress has lifted up its wand of 
power, and passed a law which will 
bar out a motley mob of inimical 
aliens, waiting in every port in Eu- 
rope to descend upon this country. 
Bolshevists and anarchists, free-lovers 
and fanatics, half-brained agitators, 
unable to be heard in the din of in- 
dustry in reconstructed Europe, have 
been looking to America as a land of 
gulls and gold. 

It is well enough to shut from our 
ports anyone who may contemplate 
these ports-or this soil. And it is 
wise to be suspicious that our late 
enemies would rejoice to thrust upon 
us hundreds of men and women who 
would work to distract and divide our 
people, and in some way wreck both 
our prosperity and our peace. 

But—while we are shutting out in- 
carnate undesirableness from _ the 
door, let us also be sure we are not 
cultivating undesirables in the sitting 
room. We should be sure we are 
not cultivating it in our hearts or in 
our shops or in our churches. 

The unwashed alien who comes to 


us with pictures of Bolshevik looters © 


worn next to his maddened heart, is 
an alien indeed. He is strange and 
hostile to our institutions and our lib- 
erties. 

But the man of American birth, of 
American wealth, who so treats his 
foreign employees that they regard 
all employers as enemies—that em- 
ployer is also alien, even though he 
is native-born. The politicians who 
corrupt our government at its- foun- 
tain, the business man who sells shod-

dy for silk or grinds the poor to 
make pennies, the newspaper which 
serves private interests instead of the 
public good, these are quite as hostile 
to our institutions and liberties as the 
latest-arrived Russian radical. 

Not all of us are alien. Not all of 
us are undesirable, Not all foreigners 
are undesirable aliens. But let us 
never forget, if we do the smallest 
thing contrary to the best interests of 
our country and our countrymen, we 
are serving the cause of unknown 
enemies. Native-born though we may 
be, we are in spirit alien and undesir- 
able, and the stranger from Mars 
would find a true American not in 
us, but in some man of alien birth 
who has acquired a true American 
heart.—Dearborn Independent.

To Gryz Somer RELIEF IN SUGAR 
SITUATION 


Representative James A. Torrey, 
of Beverly, has filed a bill in the leg- 
islature which, if enacted into law, 
will put a stop to grocers and others 
requiring the purchase of other com- 
modities as a pre-requisite for se- 
curing sugar, The bill comes as a re- 
sult of some of the stores making a 
demand that $3 worth of groceries 
be purchased in order to obtain sug- 
ar. The resolve and bill follow: 

Whereas, Many persons of limited 
means are precluded fron securing a 
fair share of sugar and other necessi- 
ties of life by certain dealers who re- 
auire the purchase of other commodi- 
ties as a pre-requisite for. the sale and 
deliverv of such necessities; therefore 
the following act is hereby declared 
to be an emergency measure, as nec- 
essary for the immediate preserva- 
tion of the public convenience. 

Section 1. Reauiring the purchase 
of other commodities by any person 
as.a pre-requisite for the sale and de- 
livery to such person of any article 
of food-or other necessity is hereby 
declared to. be unlawful.

The Rev. Dr. Charles E. Park, pas- 
tor of the First Church in Boston, 
speaking in his own pulpit Sunday on 
the value of hardships, declared that 
spiritual justification of the great war 
was given by Frederick Nietzsche, the 
German philosopher. 

“As we look back over the last five 
years,” said Dr. Park, “over that pe- 
riod of sorrow and agony that came 
to its end only one short year ago, we 
find ourselves gazing on a picture that 
takes the smile from our lips, and 
leaves us sobered and _ sincerely 
thoughtful. 

“The war was given a sort of spir- 
itual justification by Frederick Nietzs- 
che. It represented his revolt against 
just that condition of physical com- 
fort and softness with its attendant 
spiritual apathy and inanition which 
we seem to be inviting unto ourselves 
today. He saw life about him bleach- 
ing out into supine and nerveless flab- 
biness, its spiritual vigor atrophied by 
love of ease and comfort, its moral 
character debased by an unambitious 
sloth and a shameful contentment, 

“He preached his counteracting gos- 
pel of hardness, and the gospel spread 
like wildfire, with’ what dire conse- 
quences to the world we all know only 


too well. Now, if there is any danger 
of -history repeating itself, it would 
be well for us to beware. The best 


safeguard against war is spiritual 
fibre, strength of character, because 
that is the fountain head of every 
kind of fibre and power that man can 
possess, whether physical or national 
or military or political. And if in our 
socializing tendencies we are under- 
mining the incentives that stimulate us 
to the development of spiritual fibre

was not a legal voter here. He was one of those who put 
up a valiant fight a generation ago against allowing electric 
cars to run along the shore from Beverly to Gloucester 
something every resident of the Shore is proud of today. 
Announcement of Major Higginson’s death was made 
last Saturday morning. He had died suddenly at the 
Mass. General hospital at about 8.15 Friday night. A 
blood clot in the brain is assigned as the direct cause of 
death. It was probably due indirectly, however, to the 
ordeal of an operation which he had undergone during the 
late afternoon. This was supplementary to an operation 
for bladder trouble about a year ago, At his bedside 
when he died were his wife and his only child, Captain 
Alexander H. Higginson. They had accompanied him to 
the hospital in the early afternoon and had remained 
there until after the operation. They left the hospital 
with the assurance of the operating surgeon, Dr. Franklin 
G. Balch, that the operation had been successful. Mrs. 
Higginson returned to the home at 191 Commonwealth 
ave., and Captain Higginson to his home at South Lin- 
coln. Barely had he reached his home when a telephone 
message called him back to the hospital. He’ called for 
his mother and they reached the hospital ward about 10 
minutes before the end came. 
Major Higginson would have been 85 years old had 
he lived until Tuesday, He was regarded as the dean of 
American financiers, succeeding to this title at the death

of the late J. Pierpont Morgan. The banking house of 
Lee, Higginson & Co., of which he was the head, is one of 
the most powerful in the world, It was not his position 
as a banker, however, which records his chief fame. He 
stands out. most conspicuously as a benign figure in the 
modern history of Boston, An aristocrat of fine and gra- 
cious personality, he was, first of all, a patriot and a citi- 
zen—a citizen of Boston. The activities of his life in- 
spired the veneration of the community. He was a phil- 
anthropist, patron of the arts and an indefatigable toiler 
in the interests of the public welfare. His philanthropies 
have Soldiers Field and the Harvard Union as leading 
monuments; the Boston Symphony Orchestra, an insti- 
tution of his own creation, stands as a tribute to his life- 
long devotion to music, and his public benefactions are 
represented in ways too diversified for complete enumera- 
tion. 

The funeral took place Monday, the ceremonies being 
marked with the same simplicity with which his life was 
identified, He was buried as a soldier—in the uniform 
of a Civil War major. The casket was borne in the mid- 
forenoon from the home at 191 Commonwealth ave., to 
Appleton chapel in the Harvard University yard. ‘here, 
at noon, in the place where, almost 56 years ago, he was 
married, took place the formal funeral service. ‘The body 
was taken thence to Mt. Auburn cemetery for interment 
in the family lot. The funeral service gathered the most 
distinguished representatives of every phase of activity in 
the city and state. The members of the Harvard corpora- 
tion, of which Major Higginson was a member, were hon 
orary pall bearers. The service was conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel M. Crothers, pastor of the First Parish 
church, Cambridge. Selected musicians from the Boston 
Symphony orchestra and a section of the Harvard choir 
supplied the funeral music. The Rev. Dr. Crothers also

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THr THANKSGIVING SEASON has again returned and 
the governor has issued his proclamation calling upon all 
of the people to gather in their homes and in their church- 
es to give thanks to Almighty God for His b‘essings and 
leadership. The year has been fraught with care and anxi- 
ety, The first after-the-war year has brought its perils 
and difficulties, but despite the critical conditions which 
no‘one may deny it is evident that progress has been 
made and that there is every reason why America should 
give thanks, particularly the people of the old Bay State. 
It must be remembered that the first of our Thanksgiving 
days found all of our early co!onists bearing sorrows, en- 
during ‘hardships and facing a dreary future with a stead- 
fast hope, and yet they had the courage and the sanity to 
thank God for their benefits and their peace of mind. 

-A year ago the men of our armies were overseas; 
today most of them are seeking the home hearth upon 
Thanksgiving Day. A year ago Bolshevism was quietly 
at work planning its future operations; today their bold 
program is known and has failed.

bonds that have gone and if any of these bonds appear 
there may be a clue available.

Tur Prourerrion LAws have imposed obligations 
upon the communities, the courts and the legislatures 
that could not have been anticipated by anyone, These 
problems are necessarily the result of the forward move- 
ment for a “dry” nation. Serious difficulties have arisen 
because of the sale of medicines, concoctions and fluids in- 
tended for other purposes than medicine as a beverage. 
A serious difficulty has alwavs hampered the legis’atures 
hecause it has been practically impossible to formulate 
laws that would prohibit the sale of such “medicines or 
flavoring extracts,’ without working an injustice to the 
manufacturers of the product and the users of the “med- 
icine” for legitimate purposes. Clearly the difficulty was 
one that could not be regulated by new !aws, but only by 
the execution of existing laws. It has been maintained 
that the laws existed for the restraint of illicit sales of 
lecitimate products and all that was needed was an execu- 
tion of the laws by intelligent officers of the law and the 
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courts. As soon as the prohibition laws became operative 
the old evil presented itself and illegitimate sales of legi- 
timate medicines and flavoring extracts yielded large 
revenues to irresponsible men, who were willing to profit 
thereby, The police have been practically powerless be- 
cause of the difficulties of obtaining evidence. This 
week, however, a Massachusetts judge had presented to 
him a charge against a retail dealer of a Massachusetts 
city, fortunately well established. The judge and court 
fined the man two thousand dollars for the sale of a legi- 
timate medical product to be used as a beverage. The 
finding was common sense and good law. For years such 
a decision has been needed and the manufacturers, re- 
tailers and the users of medical compounds are protected 
from the abuses of the “rounders,”’ who will use anything 
from flavoring extracts to horse medicine as substitutes 
for alcoholic drinks. The decision is in the line of prog- 
ress and will check the sales of alcohol products for illigi- 
timate purposes. 


Tug Citizens of tHe Crry oF BEvERLY have before 
them an interesting educational program which is to be 
decided by a popular vote at the polls in the coming elec- 
tion, The city for a long while has needed better housing 
facilities to care for the young people who are attending 
the High school. The old building has been repaired, 
reconstructed and added to until no more progress can 
be made in that way. The school is not large enough to 
accommodate all of the youths of the city at one time 
and consequently there are pupils who attend mornings 
and others who attends afternoons. The city. needs en- 
larged facilities. Inasmuch as a new building is inevitable 
the proposed new Junior High school does not appear to 
be unadvisable. The Junior High school plan will re- 
lieve the present building by caring for the younger schol- 
ars in the new building. The new High school policy has 
been tried in other cities with marked success. It has 
made it possible for many boys and girls.to continue their 
schooling until they have compteted their Junior High 
school course. It has also tended to stimulate many to go 
on to the higher school, the regular High school. The 
proposed plan appears to be a sound educational policy. 
The financial problem does not appear to be a serious 
one, for the increase in taxes will not be very large. It 
is particularly important to notice that the city of Bev- 
erly will either have to build a new High school or a new 
Junior High school and so that, practically, the issue 1s 
not one of finance, but one of policy. Beverly is to choose 
at the election between a forward step in the practical 
education of the young to meet the obligations of life and 
the policy of drifting. The new Junior High school pol- 
icv has been successful in many places and it would ap- 
pear that Beverly can wisely make the adventure of faith. 
Municipalities must go forward in their work. Nothing 
that contributes to the educational advantage of a com- 
munity should be neglected. Fortunately the financial 
auestion is not the main issue involved. 


Tur Men From Overseas have brought with them 
many interesting stories of the gratitude of the peoples of 
France and Belgium to America for the work our nation 
had done in the world war. Frequently there have been 
reports of friction among the soldiers of the armies and 
the sailors and civilians. There is no doubt but what 
profiteers everywhere prey-upon the soldiers of all lands 
and it would be surprising if the French people were free 
from these profiteers. The better type of Belgian and 
Frenchran decry the untoward activities of many of 
their shopkeepers, and the real France has a warm feeling 
for America and Americans despite the surface irritations 
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and discontents that were inevitable in so great a struggle 
for world peace. Capt. H. A. Macdonald, of Beverly 
Farms, who has recently returned from overseas duty, tells 
of an interesting incident in the life of one of the Ameri- 
can officers. He had had troub‘e with his eyes and sought 
the offices of one of the leading eye specialists of France. 
He found the office well equipped with every convenience 
and to all appearances thought that the prices would be 
large. The specialist saw him out of turn because of 
his emergency and to the officer’s amazement there was 
no charge made. The keen Frenchman was only too g’ad 
to aid the work of the great war. This little incident in- 
dicates the spirit of true France, the France that stops 
to consider the work done by America and the American 
mett. While the profiteers, ignorant and grasping, mulcted 
touifists and soldiers, the real spirit of the true French- 
mah is the spirit of gratitude and appreciation. 


Tue CAMPAIGN FoR FuNps for Harvard University 
appears to lag somewhat and a change in the policy of 
collecting funds has been adopted by the council in charge 
of the campaign. Previously the campaigns have been 
coriducted by Jocal committees with remarkable results 
in many places. Some cities and towns have a one hun- 
dred percent credit. The new policy will prove to be more 
effective, that of raising funds by classes. This is plainly 
an advantageous method, for the esprit de corps of the 
classes will unquestionably make available large amounts 
of money. Despite the fact that a great deal of publicity 
has been given to the drive the work by classes will prove 
to be the most systematic and successful. Harvard needs 
large funds to continue its work and while the campaign 
is dragging somewhat now, the host of small givers who 
have held back will undoubtedly swell the amount to the 
size required. The fund should be oversubscribed. Giv- 
ers to the fund do not need to be members of Harvard 
University or a graduate; the number of people interested 
in the great institution, who have already given, is large 
and funds should still go in. Anyone interested in the 
work may communicate directly with the president of 
the university. Any Harvard graduate will be able to 
tell prospective givers of the opportunity that the univer- 
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sl_y presents to the young men of the land and the value 
ot gifts made for educational work. Large sums are 
Boston merchants and business men in their dealings with 
the larger center, New York, with a different working 
hours schedule.

plan from the beginning and finally succeeded in having 
the law repeated much to the dismay and disappointment 
of the dwellers in the cities all over the nation. Efforts 
are being made by sections of the country which profited 
by the plan to have the law re-enacted. The war emer- 
gency has passed and it is more than likely that the Con- 
gress in sess‘on this year will not be inclined to reverse 
the vote of this year. Many localities are making strenu- 
ous efforts to create public sentiment in favor of local 
daylight savings hours for labor. Such policies cannot be 
of vaiue, for it would only lead to confusion and trouble. 
Even large cities cannot hope to effectively serve the ter- 
ritories which they serve without varying hours of labor. 
The city of Springfield appears to be in favor of daylight 
savings hours for business, but has recognized the folly 
of local enactment alone. Even a state policy would be 
a mistake. New England as a unit might be able to agree 
upon a daylight policy, but it would be confusing for

Editor North Shore Breeze: ‘ 


Your editorial in the last issue of 
the BREEzE on the admission of. stu- 
dents to college was most interesting 
to me. It is true as you say that “At 
present there does not appear to be 
any other methods (1. e., of entrance 
to college) than those of certification 
and examination.” Yet, during re- 
cent years, the requirements of either 
method have been so broadened and 
liberalized, especially with reference 
to colleges of the middle west and 
west, that the earnest and ambitious 


bey or girl who has successfully com-. 


pleted the work in an approved high 
school and received a diploma may 
gain entrance to college whether the 
se-called college course was followed 
er not. Thus the doors of certain 
higher institutions are now open to 
many pupils, who, when they entered 
high school, did not plan to go to col- 
lege, but later in their school career 
found that it was possible to continue 
their education. 


In the early days of the high 
school, pupils who did not take classi- 
cal course were barred from entering 
college because this course was con- 
sidered the sine gua non of entrance 
to higher institutions. This obtained 
because the influence of the college 
was so dominant that it determined 
both the content and method of high 
school work, in spite of the fact that 
only a small percentage of high school 
graduates ever entered college. The 
justification of this’ policy was that 
preparation for college was also the 
best preparation for life. This claim 
is giving way to the acceptance that 
a good, thorough and_ well-planned 
‘course in high school is good prep- 
aration for college. 


A study of the latest college cata- 
logues shows that not a lower, but a 
more liberal standard in regard to 
admission is being adopted by certain 
institutions. These institutions are 
admitting pupi's not entirely by certt- 
fication nor entirely by examination, 
but by a combination of these two 
methods. It will be noted that an at- 
tempt is also made to ascertain the 
general character and ability of the 
applicant, This method is known as 
the “New Plan of Admission,” and is 
described below. It is practically the 
same for Princeton and Yale as for 
Harvard. High school graduates who 
wish to gain admission to the above 
named institutions mav either be ex- 
amined in certain specified subjects as 
heretofore or seek admission under 
the new plan, but the new plan is re- 
quired beginning with September, 
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1919, by Smith, Wellesley, Mt. Hol- 
yoke and Vassar. 


THE New PLAN 


Candidates for admission to Har- 
vard College may apply for admission 
either by the plan described above or 
by the following alternative plan. 
This new plan does not take the 
place of the o!d p‘an, it provides an- 
other method of admission for good 
scholars. 

To be ad:ritted to 
lege a candidate 

1. Must present evidence of an ap- 

proved school course satisfactori- 
ly completed ; and 

2. Must show in four examina- 

tions as explained below that his 
scholarship is of a_ satisfactory 
quality.

ScHoor, RECORD 
A candidate must present to the 
committee on admission evidence of 
his secondary school work in the form 
of an official detailed statement show- 
ing: 

(a) The subjects studied by him 
and the ground covered. 

(b) The amount of time devoted 
to each. 

(c) The quality of his work in 
each subject. 

To be approved this statement must 

show 

(a) That the candidate’s second- 
ary school course has extended 
over four years. 

(b) That his course has been con- 
cerned chiefly with languages, 
science, mathematics and history, 
no one of which studies has been 
omitted. 

(c) That two of the studies of 
his school program have been 
pursued beyond their elementary 
stages. 

THe EXAMINATIONS 
If the official detailed statement 
presented by the candidate shows that 
he has satisfactorily comp!eted an ap- 
proved secondary «school course, he 
may present himself for examination 
in four subjects as follows: 

(a) English. 

(b) Latin, or for candidates for 
the degree of S. B., French or 
German or Spanish. 

(c) Mathematics or 
Chemistry. 

(d) Any subject (not already se- 
lected under (‘b) or (c) from the 
following list: 


Physics or 


Greek Spanish Physics 
French History Chemistry 
German Mathematics 


These four examinations must be 
taken at one time, either in June or 
in September, 
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These examinations, under the title 
of “Comprehensive Examinations,” 
will be conducted by the college en- 
trance examination board at all places 
in which board examinations are held. 

The new plan, so-called, is at pres- 
ent on trial and it is too early to pass 
judgment on its merits or defects. 
It seems to be founded, however, on 
sound principles. 

It is interesting to compare the re- 
quirements of Leland Stanford Junior 
University with those given above and 
notice their still broader policy, — ; 


LELAND STANFORD JUNIOR UNTVER- 
SITY 
Admission is granted without ex- 
amination to graduates of approved 
secondary schools who have com- 
pleted a regu!ar four-year course 
amounting to not less than 15 units 
and who are fully recommended by 
the principals of the schools. The 
ca‘alogue makes this statement: “The 
standard of preparation is the four- 
year high school course. The proper 
coordination of high school subjee¢ts 
for the individual pupil is regarded <as 
primarily a problem for the secondary 
schoo!; the university is prepared to 
recognize for entrance credit any sub- 
ject having an established place in the 
secondary school curriculum, in which 
adequate instruction is given and 
which is pursued ‘to satisfactory re- 
suits. oe .

More MANcHESTER Boys FINED FOR 
RoOwDYISM 


At the juvenile court in Salem yes- 
terdavy the remaining Manchester boys 


complicated in the much-to-be-re- 
gretted outbreak of rowdyism two 


weeks ago tonight, when some 16 boys 
bothered a hayrack load of school 
boys and girls from Gloucester, and 
pummelled them with rotten fruit and 
vege‘ab:es—were found guilty.

SuByEcT oF Rev, F. W. Manntnc’s 
SERMON, SuNDAY EVENING 

Sunday evening at the Manchester. 
Congl. church, Rev. F. W. Manning, 
the pastor, delivered a splendid ser- 
mon on “A School on Happiness.” 

“The art of happiness,” said the 
pastor, “is one of the finest of the 
fine arts.

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MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


ENTERTAINED BY TALK ON “THE 
LAND OF THE GOLDEN DRAGON” 


Charmingly entertaining in her viv- 
id descriptions, Mrs. Mary Parker 
Dunning, of Boston, gave a most de- 
lightful talk Tuesday afternoon be- 
fore the members of the Manchester 
Woman’s club and their guests, the 
Parent-Teacher association, on ‘‘The 
Land of the Golden Dragon.”  Inter- 
est was added to her descriptions of 
the customs and manners of China by 
the gowns which Mrs. Dunning wore. 

In the business part of the meet- 
ing, Mrs. Edward S. Knight, gave a 
report of the autumn meeting of the 
federation which she attended as del- 
egate with Miss Martha Knight, at 
Brockton, on Nev. 13. “Americanism” 
was the theme of the principal ad- 
dress of the day, said Mrs. Knight, 
and another delightful talk was given 
One hig ties 

The president, Miss Annie L. Lane, 
announced that the next meeting, on 
Dec. 2, would welcome the state pres- 
ident, Mrs. George Minot Baker, and 
that the presidents of other clubs in 
this vicinity would also be present on 
that occasion. After extending a wel- 
come to the members of the Parent- 
Teacher association, Miss Lane in- 
troduced the speaker of the afternoon. 

We are apt to think of China as a 
great, unwieldy country, said Mrs. 
Dunning, a country teeming with mil- 
lions of people. The great people 
were ruled from 1609 to 1911 by the 
Manchus.. In i911 the Manchu 
dynasty was overthrown and a repub- 
lic was born. And to show how 
quickly the Chinese do things, when 
once they start, when a new president 
was elected in 1913, he was nominat- 
ed, and two davs later elected, and 
two days after that inaugurated— 
surely this is not slow. Early in 1917 
the great crisis came. All China was 
split, following the death of the new 
president, ‘but a new president was 
found, and China is today in the 
hands of the ablest ruler it ever had. 

“And the revolution did more than 
that,” added Mrs. Dunning. “It 
changed the cut of Chinese trousers 
and sleeves’”—calling attention to the 
dress which she wore, depicting the 
style of the earlier days. “For,” she 
continued, “styles change in China 
about as slowly as the government 
changes—in 300 years.” 

The speaker then continued her 
talk, which she expressed as her im- 
pressions in a “story book” trip up 
one of the many rivers of China. 
Hong Kong she referred to as the 
great meeting place of nations. Here 
gather the people of all climes, es- 
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pecially from the far eastern coun- 
tries—and among all others, of course, 
the ubiquitous American. 


But Hong Kong is not China, she 
hastened to say. China is made up 
of a mighty land of mountains and 
valleys, table lands and great stretches 
of plain, its hundreds of rivers—all 
teeming with nearly 400,000,000 hu- 
man beings. 

The people! Here in America we 
have practicaily one variety. In 
China—the new land of the free— 
hundreds. Peop'e from one section 
of that vast country cannot under- 
stand people from another any more 
than they can understand English. 
She had once heard two Chinese try- 
ing to converse with each other in 
broken- English, because they could 
not understand each other’s dialect. 

Red is the marriage color—the col- 
or of happiness, said Mrs. Dunning, 
and she then disappeared to reappear 
in a new costume, the old time bridal 
gown, and bridal hair dress, such as 
the well-to-do Chinese bride would 
wear. White is never’ worn by 
Chinese, such as it is here. They wear 
white only at funerals. 

She described a Chinese wedding, 
telling first of the dress, and then 
of the manner in which the ceremony 
is performed up to the point where 
the groom lifts the veil over his 
bride’s face, revealing for the first 
time the prize he had drawn. ‘The 
bride dies practically to her own peo- 
ple, and becomes a high servant to 
her husband’s people. 

The streets in Chinese communities 
are rarely over 12 feet wide, while 
many of them are as narrow as two 
Leet. 

It is upon the son that the ideal 
Chinese family is built. He is the 
high priest of the family. The 
Chinese do not believe in immortali- 
ty. The next world is just a ‘con- 
tinuation of the present, only more 
grave, 

Mrs. Dunning’s descriptions of her 
trip up the river, aside from the al- 
lusions to the country itself, depicted 
most interestingly the peoples of that 
great country. She then figuratively 
drifted down the river from the, in- 
terior country, to Canton, the “city 
of 1000 smells.” 

At this point she changed her cos- 
tume again, this time appearing in 
an old festival gown of an old lady 
of 150 years ago, a gown which, she 
said, was worn only once or twice 
in a life time. It took three genera- 
ations to complete the gown, the pre- 
dominating feature of which are the 


many faces worked into the silk by 


stitch, depicting among. other things 
the 24 filial sons, about which some 


q 


of the Chinese mythology is woven. 

Canton was spoken of as the Lon- 
don of China. The most wonderful 
thing about the great city of 1000 
wonders is its river population. There 
are said to be more boats in China 
than in all the rest of the world put 
togeher. Here in Canton there are 
250,c00 people making up what is 
termed the river population. Many 
of these people never leave the boats 
in their whole lives. They are born, 
marry and die there without once 
setting foot on land. The woman 


commands the boat, steers it from 


pace to place and makes the bar- 
gains. Their very poverty makes them 
tore than the equal of their hus- 
bands, 
boats, but the men often work on 
snore and come to their boats at 
night. Special reference was made 
by the speaker to the floating soup 
kitchens, crockery shops, river bar- 
bers and river doctors, who ply their 
trade in boats in just the same man- 
ner as they would on shore. 

All of this part of Canton the 


“speaker said she saw from the bridges 


—looking down upon the boats and 
their population. . 

She ended her talk by telling of a 
trip through the streets—bounding 
over the streets, she terrmed it—in 
a sedan chair, and she-closed her de- 
lightfully entertaining talk by saying : 
“Té see China is to set you think= 
ing.”

MILK AN ESSENTIAL FOOD 


MANCHESTER PARENT-T EACHER 
ASSOCIATION GREATLY INTERESTED 
IN’ TALK BY Miss PARKER 


The regular meeting of the Parent- 
Teacher association was held in Price 
school hall, Manchester, Wednesday 
evening. After the meeting was called 
to order by the president, Mrs. Edna 
Floyd, and the records of the previous 
meeting had been read by the ‘secre- 
tary, Mrs. Floyd called attention to 
a recent gift to the association by the 
heirs of Mrs. Lydia Smith, of the 
Smith homestead, of a beautiful nine- 
piece silver service set which is 
without doubt well over a 100 years 
old. The meeting voted to have new 
cases made for the set as well as a 
chest built to keep it in, 

It was also voted to appropriate 
the sum of $8 from the ‘treasury _ 
funds for the association’s allotment 
for Y. W. C. A.work, .

Following. the -regular business 
meeting Miss Lila Goldsmith favored 
the audience with a reading entitled 
“One Father and His Boys.” ‘ 

Miss Marion Parker, of the Food 
Centre, was then introduced as the 
speaker of the evening. She gave a 
most entertaining and instructive talk 
on the “Value of Milk as Food in 


' the: Diet.” 


Most people think of milk as just 
something to drink, she said, rather — 


than the most perfect food known. .~ 
In fact it is the only substance pro- ... 


vided by nature to produce growth 
in any animal, and has no other pur- 


y 
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pose than to produce growth. 

Any substance we take into our 
mouths should do one of tiree things: 
First, furnish fuel for the body to 
carry°on its necesary work, such as 
breathing, circulation and heart ac- 
tion; second, provide body building 
fuel, which is most essential to chi- 


dren and is needed in. the adult to 


offset the wear and tear on the body ; 
and third, bodily regulation, which 1s 
of material help to keep all functions 
going on. . 

Anything that we take into our 
mouths which cannot answer “yes” 
to one of these three requirements is 
not a food. 

Milk not only answers 
of these | requirements, 
three. 

After milk has stood andthe cream 
rises to the top, there we get the fat 
which is the most important of the 
body fuels furnished. Sugar is also 
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obtained, which accounts for the 
slightly sweetish tas‘e. 
After milk has stood some time 


and becomes thick, cottage cheese is 
obtained, which is rich in the protein 
needed for body building. 

Water, which is so necessary in 
regulating the various bodily func- 
tions, is also obtained from the milk 
as well as lime which gives the milk 
i's white color and is so necessary in 
bone building. 

Phosphorus is also obtained, but 
not in as large quantities as the lime. 

Two rather obscure substances 
obtained from milk are called Fat 
Soluble A-and Water Soluble B— 
both of which are very necessary to 
keep the adult body in good health. 

These substances have been proved 
by experiment to be most necessary 
to promote animal growth. In fact, 
a series of experiments were quoted 
by the speaker where two rats were 
used, one of which was given a mixed 
diet and the other a generous milk 
diet. The first gradually lost flesh 
and was afflicted with a _ partial 
blindness, while the other grew fat 
and sleek. On the change about of 
the diets of the animals the afflicted 
one soon recovered his normal state 
while the other went into a decline. 

It has also been noticed among 
children of China and Japan, where 
they have a_ restricted milk diet, as 
well as in Denmark and Sweden, 
where the children are given skimmed 
milk, that rickets is a common afflic- 
tion, as well as serious eye trouble. 
This is entirely overcome, if taken 
in time, by a generous mi'k diet. 


This is due to the lack of calcium salts 


which are found so abundantly in 


milk. 
All this goes to show that milk can 
say “yes” many times to any of the

Through its work in the 
courts, the society protected 2,775 
children, 1,403 of whom lived within 
the Boston district and 1,372 in the 
other districts.

“In Use oF Opp-Sizep - ENVELOPE,

i From the current issue of The 
merican Magazine we reprint a bit 
of advice about mail, written by a 

Bp osta! clerk, under the heading: 


*Took at Your Letters Before Mail- 
ing Them.” The writer points out 
the carelessness of all sorts of peo- 
ple in the handling of correspondence 
—and what jthat carelessness costs 
them. The section of the article 
hich we reprint in full, has to do 
rith the use of envelopes. It follows: 
* “Tt is a very common thing for 
uthors, writers and business men to 
omplain of damage to manuscripts 
and business papers pehich they have 
nailed in odd-sized envelopes. The 
author’s manuscript comes through 
all bent and wrinkled, and after one 
trip to market it looks as if it had 
been read by every editor in the 
world. Business papers come through 
1] bent and twisted, and sometimes 
torn, so that, in rare cases, parts ot 
the papers are lost, thus making end- 
less trouble and annoyance. 

“People who suffer from these 
damages are not very patient about 
it. They cry from the housetops 
about the rottenness of the mail ser- 
vice, and they hate the whole world 


with soft patent soles that are light and yielding, 
{ them in pretty decorated boxes,

of mail men with a lusty hate. Yet, 
the remedy which will prevent all this 
damage can be given in four words: 
Use Standard-Sized Envelopes. Fotd 
the enclosure, whatever it may be, so 
that it will go into an ordinary “short” 
or an ordinary ‘ ‘long” envelope, and 
all damage and losses will disappear 
like magic. 

“The reason for this is that stand- 
ard-sized envelopes are always dis- 
patched in bunches, tied up with good 
stout twine, When thirty letters. are 
tied together, they reinforce one an- 
other to such an extent that they will 
ride through almost any kind of 
rough usage without damage. A man- 
uscript in a No. 10 envelope, tied up 
with eight No. 11’s and five No. 9's 
and a dozen more No. 10’s, can go 
through a railroad wreck without 
damage—they often do it. 

“But woe is the lot of the odd- 
sized envelope, for it must fight its 
way alone; there are no others, of its 
size and shape to tie with it. It must 
eo into the pouch, that’s postal law, 
and when the heavy bundles of mail 
in that pouch get to working upon it, 
is it any wonder fhat it gets bent and 
chewed and torn? It is not; the only 
wonder is that it gets through at all. 
Of all the disappointing and aggra- 
vating features of poor mail prepar- 
ation, the flimsy, odd-sized envelope

But there is some matter which 
cannot be bent to go into standard- 
sized envelopes — portraits, cards, 


calendars, and the thousand and one 
sizes and shapes of art work. For 
a'l such stuff there is only one safe 
method of mailing—in «tiff, strong 
envelopes that are tough enough to 


fight their way alone and_ protect 
their enclosures from the damaging 
weight of other mail. Sometimes the 


size and shape of the enclosure make 
necessary the use of two thin boards 
between which the article may be 
bound, and thus go through with ab- 
solutely no damage, It costs a little 
more, but it pays.”

Congregational church at Ipswich, dropped dead Sunday 
at the parish house of the Ascension Memorial church, 
previous to delivering an address before the members of 
the Drexel-Biddle class of the church. He was born in 
Salem in 1851, the son of Thomas S. Waters, and received 
his education in the public schools of that city. He grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1872 and from Andover Theologi- 
cal seminary in 1875. In the fall of that year he entered 
the ministry at Edgartown, Martha’s Vinyard, and was 
ordained the following year. In 1879 he accepted the pas- 
torate of the South Congregational church, Ipswich, from

which he resigned in 1909. He was the founder and pres- 
ident of the Ipswich Historical society, and secretary of 
the South Essex Congregational Ministers’ society. Dur- 
ing the war he was active as a four-minute speaker and 
served on several war-time committees. He was also a 
member of the local school committee for several years. 
For the last 10 years he has devoted much of his time 
to the writing of several books on Colonial history, and 
has lectured over New England on the early history of 
the Bay colony. In 1879 he married Miss Adeline Oswall, 
of Edgartown, who survives him. He is also survived by 
a son, George Waters, of Fall River; a daughter, Mrs. 
Elbert Titcomb, of Ipswich; two brothers and a sister.

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Tne Bustness Enrerprises of the North Shore are 
dependent directly or indirectly upon the advantages which 
our Shore possesses as a summer resort. Nature has 
destined the district to be a shore resort, a great play- 
ground, a summer place for rest and recreation. The 
summer business enterprises prosper, while all of the 
year-round enterprises which are essential to the main- 
tenance of the homes of the district, have a long winter 
season when very little is done. Many business enter- 
prises fail to meet expenses during the winter months. 
The business conditions are just the reverse of the in- 
clinations of men and the opera‘ions of business enter- 
prises in other places. The burden of business falls in 
the heat of the summer and business is poor in the win- 
ter. It is, of course, impossible to reredy the condition. 
It is inevitable that the larger business must be done dur- 
ing the summer months. In early spring, orders begin 
to come in for repairs and reconstruction. Everyone 
wishes the work that they have in mind, done just when 
the business rush is on: Then business enterprises have 
more than can be cared for. These conditions can be 
remedied in a large degree by owners of estates care- 
fu'ly considering their year’s p'ans and giving the or- 
ders in the fall; and when the spring days cone the work 
will have been completed, and. more satisfactorily and 
without doubt more reasonab'y than if the orders were 
rushed in during the busy days at the beginning of the 
season. It will be an advantage to owners of estates, to 
workmen who need employment and to the operators of 
business enterprises to have the season’s work distributed 
more evenly. It is impossible for much work that is 
left for the spring days to be completed, to be done effi- 
ciently and economically during the winter. If the work 
that can be done during the winter were ordered done it 
would be help along all lines. 


THERE Have Bren Marked CHANGEs in Beverly 
Farms, Manchester and Magnolia in the last ten years, 
and for the better. It would be surprising for one who 
knew the inside life of these towns then, to return now 
and make inauiries concerning factors in the life of the 
North Shore that were open to condemnation and in many 
evses were a marked evil. It wou'd be folly to paint the 
North Shore as without communal problems, for. that 
would be untrue to the facts. Where there is progress 
there are always problems. Progress always involves dif- 
ficulties. By and large, however, the progress on the 
North Shore has been marked. One of the noticeab'e 
changes has been the marked discrimination shown by 
employers in selecting help for the estates along the 
Shore. There was a period of construction that demanded 
the indiscriminate employment of men. The work of 
construction and reconstruction of roads, estates and 
public works recuired labor of the lower grades, and 
with the usual results. These conditions have gradually

changed. The help employed are usually the selected 
men who have been chosen by emp‘oyers for reliability 
and trustworthiness and consequently have been a hep 
rather than a hindrance to the communities along the 
Shore. The menace of foreign labor and its attendant 
problems has gradually been eliminated by the cessation 
of work demanding the grades of labor that compe‘led 
the employment of European labor. The young men who 
have been overseas have returned strong and true and 
are important factors in the new life of the North Shore 
conmunities. It is, indeed, fortunate that. the North 
Shore may enjoy the progress that has been made along 
the lines of civic bet’erment. 


Tre Massacnuserts REpuBLICAN CLuB passed note+ 


worthy resolutions at its last meeting endorsed Gov- 
ernor Calvin Coolidge as the republican candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States in the coming campaign. 
The resolutions were manly, dignified and in keeping 
with the success which Mr. Coolidge has attained in his 
political life in Massachusetts. “Calvin Coolidge has risen 
to his present position because he represents American 
citizenship and constructive ability at its best.” It is a 
tribute to his ability that he has been able to bring to his 
side the leaders of his own party and that after his suc- 
cessful career the party is willing to endorse him for the 
highest position in the gift of the American people, the 
Presidency of the United States of America. It is evident 
now that the indefinite rumors which have been heard that 
our governor would be endorsed by his party in Massa- 
chusetts are true. There are other New Eng!and states, 
Vermont in particular, that will undoubtedly support the 
ambitions of the Massachusetts men. There appears to 
be no strong men in the running. There is an open field. 
The public has no determined interest the country over 
in any one man, so that the resolutions of the Massachu- 
setts club may not be dismissed lightly. It is a long way 
fron the endorsement of the home organization to the 
counting of the ballots at the convention, and if a New 
England man is to win it will require diplomatic work of 
a high character. Massachusetts would be proud to have 
the war governor in Washing‘on, but it realizes the great 
handicap that a New England candidate has. A middle 
west candidate is always at an advantage. A great war 
hero would draw votes, but it is quite evident now that 

“her party intends to climb into power by that route. 
The situation is unique . It is cuite impossible to foresee 
who will win the nomination and it may be that Massachu- 
setts’ wish is as good as any. 


Tuere Has Aways BEEN a friendly rivalry between 
Provincetown and Plymouth relative to the honors which 
came to both because of the associations inspired by the 
Pilgrim Fathers. There are honors enough for both com- 
munities. It is unquestioned that to Provincetown belongs 
the honor of being the first landing place and the place 
where the first child was born, but it is irrefutable that 
Plymouth was the abiding place of the Pilgrims and that 
Provincetown was but a stop on the way. The Pilgrims 
showed goud judgment in leaving the sandy point of 
Provincetown for the shores of Plymouth Bay. In his- 
tory Provincetown will have a place that will’ be un- 
questioned. It will ever enjoy the honor of being the 
place where the first landing was made. In the observ- 
ance of the tercentenary of the landing of the Pilgrims 
and of their settlement in Plymouth, both communities 
are entitled to and will receive the consideration and 
honor which their relative merits demand. It is ad- 
visable in view of the distinct history of each place and 
their distance from each other that the observation of 
the tercentenary be cared for by separate commissions. 
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- There will be pleasant and interesting work for both 


commissions and both will enjoy the honor which ev- 
eryone ungrudgingly gives to these two towns, the one 
being the first landing place of the Pilgrims and the 
other their permanent home. ‘The debt which we all 
owe to these sturdy men and the good women of that 
early colony can never be repaid. The modest ap- 
propriations which will be made for the observance of 
the tercentenary will have the approval of all who wish 
to revere and perpetuate the memory of the Pilgrim 
Fathers and Mothers. 


Tue Cost of Keerinc Warm is becoming a serious 
‘problem. The prices of clothing and wearing apparel of 
all kinds have increased three hundred percent. Coal has 
increased over one hundred percent. The increases have 
fallen heavily upon the working classes. There have been 
increased wages, but of what avail when the prices for 
commodities have increased so much more rapidly? There 
are two investigations now going on. The prices charged 
for coal have been extravagant; so William McAdoo 
asserts in a daring telegram, in which he states that the 
profits have been “shocking,” sometitres as high as 2000 Y%o 
—and the consumer pays the bill, Mr. McAdoo favors 
the increased wage scale for coal workers. The clothing 
dealers in Boston have voluntarily met the Massachusetts 
commission investigating the high prices of clothing, but 
progress does not seem to be made. ‘The high overhead 
expenses, the increased labor charges, the charges at the 
mills for cloth and the generally higher level for all things 
which enter into the cost of clothing, have been conspiring 
to increase the prices; but neither laborer, manufacturer 
nor retailer is willing to assume the responsibility for the 
sncreased cost. Where is it to be placed? The telegram 
of Mr. McAdoo seems to indicate where the coal profits 
went, but where are the profits on clothing going? How- 
ever, that matters but little to the consumer for whether 
he knows who gains the profits on either commodity he 
surely knows who has to pay the price. It will be a long 
while before it will be possible to eliminate the spirit of 
greed and gain from business life. It cannot be eliminated 
by investigations or legislation. Although it may be pos- 
sib'e in time to raise the level of prices to such a grade 
that the cessation of purchases autonatically regulates the 
price. This law operates with luxuries quite advantageous- 
ly, but people must keep warm and the coal is a neces- 
sity and purchases must be made whatever the price may 


be. 


Tur Conpuct oF THE SAILORS in Boston Sunday eve- 
ning received a just condemnation from the judge of the 
court on Monday morning. The efforts made to justify 
their action were fruitless, for men in the uniform of the 
United States deliberately and without cause defied the 
constituted authorities of the state of Massachusetts in 
the execution of duty. That the young men were im- 
pelled by class loyalty and in the heat of a quarrel, lost 
their heads and made an attack upon the officers who were 
doing their duty, cannot be excused. The uniforms which 
tie young men wore gave them the authority to act under 
direction from a superior officer in the execution of our 
national laws. They were trained in the rules of dis- 
cipline and law that should have taught them the serious- 
ness of the attack which they were making. They failed in 
a hour when good judgment should have been execu‘ed ; 
they should have been counted upon to assist—not to b'ock 
the administration of the laws of the land. The young 
men who offended will have an opportunity to think over 
their activities auietly and wil! have six wonths to repent 
their ill-advised and reprehensible conduct. The .despatch 
with which justice was administered will be a warning to 
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the other thoughtless lads of the “uniform” who are 
tempted to lose their heads in temptation. It is never- 
theless but justice to the faithful men in the uniform not 
to make sweeping condemnations of men who are loyal 
because of the few that were found wanting in a hour 
of trouble. 


ONE oF THE MARKED DiIsApvAN’TAGES of the church- 
es of the land in their work has been the lack of untiy ia 
operation. There has been no unified activities in the 
Protestant church at any time in the history of the United 
States. The Protestant branch of the Christian’ church 
has been divided and subdivided into denominations until 
the real power of the church as an organization has been 
dissipated. Disintegration has resulted through apathetic 
activities, denominational jealousies and lack of unity. 
There are communities of but two hundred people that 
are served by two churches. This has meant nothing short 
of folly and duplication of effort. What the Protestant 
church has lacked the Roman Catholic church has exempli- 
fied always, unity of purpose, unity of action and with a 
centralized power. Unity of action within the ranks of 
Protestantism is possible only by a unity of purpose. The 
dream of uniting all the churches into one organized de- 
nomination is still a long way from realization. It wou'd 
not mean progress. The pages of history cannot be turned 
back. The people must go forward. Protestants can all 
be organized for forward work and this is the meaning 
of the so-called Inter-Church New World Movement. It 
means that all of the churches of every denomination are 
to unite to work together to bring in a new world life 
with the principles of Christ and brotherly love to reign. 
Such unity of action will prove a blessing, not only to 
the churches themselves, but to the communities in which 
they labor. If there is to be any unity in the work of 
the churches it will be a unity of purpose rather than a 
unity of organization. The former may be readily at- 
tained, and more successfully, considering the tempera- 
ments of man, than the latter. 


THERE Ts, of cottrse, a marked difference between 
the organized activities of the Soviets and the Bolshevists, 
and the spirit of Bolshevism which has prevai'ed all over 
the country. It was the spirit of Bolshevism which ani- 
mated and caused the ruin of the policemen’s cause in the 
city of Boston, although one would hardly call their ac- 
tivities a distinct and organized Bolshevistic movement. 
The sailors who hurriedly incited a riot and violated the 
peace in Scollay square on Sunday evening were inspired 
by the spirit of Bolshevism, but were not partners in-an 
organized’ Bolshevistic movement. The Bolshevistic 
movement is carefully organized, has a set of principles 
to which they ascribe and the members are associated 
with their “brethren” the country over. through corres- 
pondence, newspapers and “delegates.” They are at their 
work constantly and are a menace to the nation. But 
there are organized movements not associated with the 
real Bolshevistic operations that reveal the same spirit. 
Both the organized movement and the spirit of Bolshevism 
ust be met by restraint, education, free speech and the 
open forum, and where the laws of the land are violated, 
by just punishment. The spirit of Bo'shevism is the more 
serious to combat for its subtle work may crop out in 
unexpected ways as it did last Sunday evening when a 
movine column of sailors in the United States uniform 
made a mass attack upon the men who represented the 
authority of the govern'rent. The spirit of Bolshev’-m 
will prove as difficult to offset as the organized activi‘ies. 
It will be found also that as the spirit of Bolshevism is 
repressed, the strength of the Bolshevistic movement as 
an organization will wane. To offset the workings of 
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the organized Bolshevics the spirit of Bolshevism must 
be combatted as well. 


Ir Wu, Be A Fatart Mistake for either party to 
make the Treaty of Peace a political issue in the cam- 
paign for 1920. The partisan spirit must be eliminated 
as much as possible from the consideration of international 
affairs. The issues at stake are such that the main inter- 
est of maintaining the highest interests of the country 
wou'd be subverted. ‘The larger issue demands the 
thought, energy and diplomacy of the leaders of both par- 
ties. It is not likely that either party will be so short- 
sighted as to base a political campaign upon the treaty. 
The results would be undesirable. Party lines would in- 
evitab!y be broken on both sides because of a prevalent 
difference of opinion relative to the treaty provisions. 
There are democrats at variance with their party leaders,

treaty the republican party could not hope for a unani- 


mous organized support of the party plank. The com-— 


mon-sense view of the situation compels the elimination — 
of the issue from the campaign. 
what candidates will find themselves handicapped by ques- 
tions concerning their attitude toward the treaty; that is 


inevitable, but to align a great national contest for the — 


national offices on the question involved would be far — 
from desirable. It is at once seen that there are strong 
reasons why the leaders of both parties are anxious to 
avoid raising that issue. The future alone can determine 
whether the opinion of the public will agree with the hopes 
of the political leaders.

Extracts from Sermons by Manchester Ministers 


“The Sin of Ingratitude”’ 

‘(Were there not ten cleansed? but 
where are the nine? There are not found 
that returned to give praise to God, save 
this man of another people. Arise, go thy 
way; thy faith hath made thee whole.’’ 
—Luke 17:17-19. 

NION THANKSGIVING services were 

held Sunday evening at the Bap- 
tist church, Manchester, wi‘h address 
by Rev. Herbert E. Levoy, the pastor, 
who preached a most helpful sermon 
on the subject and with the text as 
given above. He said in part: 

“Among the various vices to which 
human nature is prone and which 
mark the degradation it has suffered, 
none more strikingly evinces its de- 
basement than the practice of ingrat- 
itude. For other vices and other fail- 
ings, reason may be able to find a 
cause, but for that she must search in 
vain. That kindness should even be 
returned with cruelty, or affliction be 
treated with neglect is humanity’s 
shame, and man’s disgrace. 

“The story of our text pictures the 
basest ingratitude on the part of nine 
who were cured by the Savior. One 
crme ‘back to express his appreciation, 
to. praise his Benefactor. The other 
nine took their great cure as a matter 
of course, and we never hear of them 
again, while the one Samaritan is 
lauded for his gratitude. 


INGRATITUDE A SIN 

“Ingratitude is a sin and we should 
overcome it. The man who is un- 
thankful needs to realize that the 
b'essings heaped upon him cost some- 
one sacrifice, in many instances. To 
be ungrateful in the face of sacrifice 
means we are not Christ-like. Can 
you imagine the Master thankless 
when gifts were showered upon Him, 
either by His fellowmen or by His 
Father in Heaven. 


“An instance of modern ingratitude 
is seen in the foreigner who comes to 
free America and then premeditates 
the overthrow of its free institutions. 
They p'ot against the very laws that 
made America possible as a haven of 
safety for them. They are taking 
their own lives, but the fools are b‘ind. 
Karl Muck and Victor Berger are ex- 
amples of thankless lepers, who should 
have been long ago given passport to 
no-man’s land, for there is no man- 
hood in them.

“The teachings of the Reds delib- 
erately plan for the demolition of

Will Keep Manchester Public Library Open 
Afternoons, Evenings and Sundays 


Will Experiment to get Sentiment of People 


HE TRusTEES of the Manchester 
Public Library have received two 

inquiries—one from the Woman's 
club and one from the Woman’s 
council—as to the feasibility of keep- 
ing the library open evenings and on 
Sunday afternoons. 

The trustees are always glad to do 
anything that will increase the useful- 
ness of the library. Our library has 
been very much curtailed in its bene- 
ficial work from its not having a suit- 
able reading-room. In most of the 
towns where the public library has 
been kept open evenings and on Sun- 
day afternoons the reading room has 
been the principal attraction. It is a 
grave question in the minds of the 
trustees whether the reading room be- 
ing absent the library would be pat- 
ronized sufficiently to warrant the ad- 
ditional expense—about one thousand 
dollars—for keeping it open the extra 
time. 

The only way to find out whether 
the citizens want the library open 


evenings is to keep it open and see 
how much use they make of the priv- 
ilege. 

The trustees have decided that for 
the two weeks beginning Monday, 
Dec. Ist, they will keep the library 
open from 2 to 5.30 and 6.30 to g p.m. 
on week days, and from 2 to 5 on 
Sunday afternoons. : 

A record will be kept to find out if 
there is a desire on the part of the 


people to make more use of their l- 


brary. 

Two weeks is only a short time for 
making the test, but it is hoped that 
in that time sufficient information wil 
be obtained to enable the trustees to 
decide if it is advisable to ask the 
town for an extra appropriation to 
continue the experiment. 

The trustees will be more than 
pleased if enough interest is shown 
during those two weeks to prove that 
the change is desired.

HEALTH “TALK 


By Dr. Jor, GoLrprHwartE BrForE 
MANCHESTER AUDIENCE 


“Chin in, chest up, waist in, weight 
on balls of feet.” 

This is the slogan for good 
health suggested by Dr. Joel Goldth- 
waite, Tuesday afternoon, when he 
gave a short talk in Manchester Town 
hall before the members of the Ar- 
be.la club and their guests at an open 
meeting. About 300 persons were 
present. 

There should be some simple sys- 
tem of universal training introduced 
into our school curriculum, he said. 
Such a system would make impossible 
the conditions existing when we en- 
tered the war, when such a large per- 
centage of our young men were found 
to be unfit to serve their country in 
time of need. 

Dr. Goldthwaite supplemented. his 
remarks by reference to the great 
good that will be accomplished in the 
fight against tuberculosis the coming 
year, in connection with which fight 
the Red Cross seals are to be sold 
the first part of December. He urged 
everyone to buy the seals, thus aid- 
ing in the campaign for funds. 


Tur “No Account Man” 
There are certain things that ev- 
eryone should do to make themselves 


stronger. In this connection the 
speaker told of a case that had come 
to his personal attention. There 


came to his office one day a young 
man, who said that he had been urged 
by his friends to call for advice; that 
he did not know what was the matter 
with him, he felt well enough, and 
thought it unnecessary to go to a doc- 
tor for help. Dr. Goldthwaite exam- 
ined him, and was unable to find a 
thing wrong. The young man entered 
Harvard and was graduated. He 
was fairly good in his subjects, and 
got through somehow, but among his 
mates he was considered a “no ac- 
count man.” He entered law school, 
passed through, but as before, he got 
by in his studies, and was regarded 
by his college mates as a “no account 
man.” He entered upon the practice 
of law in New: York city. He did 
not seem to thrive, and finally he had 
to leave. As in college, he got by 
somehow, but not in any marked de- 
gree of success. He was in actual 
business as in school’a “no account 
man.” 

The young man drifted back to his 
home town in Massachusetts and 
started to practice law on a smaller 
scale, but somehow or other he failed 
again. : 
the city and out on Cape Cod he tried 
to eke a living writing stories. 


He finally drifted away from | 
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_ When the European war broke out 
in 1914, this young man appeared at 
“Dr. Goldthwaite’s office again one 
day, and asked the doctor if he 
thought he was capable of doing his 
bit in France. He could drive a car, 
and why couldn’t he go there and 
drive an ambulance. The doctor told 
‘him there wa; no reason why he 
couldn’t do as much as any other 
-young man, and why didn’t he go. 

He joined the ambulance corps. 
His record there was worthy of: any 
-son of America. He worked inde- 
fatigably, and as the war progressed 
he went on to greater things. He 
finally joined the Royal British Ar- 
tillery. Not long ago he received 
decorations from the British govern- 
ment for his wonderful 
daring and bravery. 

“Think of it—this young man, who 
only a few years before, of all the 
men in his class at Harvard, was 
most looked down upon as being a 
‘no account man.’ 

“The whole trouble with that young 
man was, as a boy not a thing had 
ever been said about how to use his 
body. He had never been taught how 
to use his arms, his legs, his body.” 

- Dr. Goldthwaite related some of his 
experiences during the war, telling of 
the conditions of the American boys 
who were called in the first draft. In 
Massachusetts alone, he said, a state 
that prides itself on its educational 
advantages, 46% of all the young men 
called were considered unfit to serve 
their country. And in the entire 
country, 30% of the young men be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 30 years, 
were unfit.

“Those flat-chested boys with the 
swagger gait, who think themselves 
smart, were absolutely no good in the 
pest. 

“Tn the first four divisions sent 
over to France we had one division 
from New England—the 26th—and 
in that division, as well as in the oth- 
ers, we had thousands with that swag- 
ger that were absolutely a nuisance. 
They were keen to fight—eager to 
fight, not sick enough to go to the 
hospital, but—after one of our 28- 
hour manoeuvre drills, with five 
hours’ sleep, | saw with my own eyes 
738 out of 800 men in the hospital. 
That sort of men couldn’t stand the 
onrush of the Germans. 

“So—we had to settle down and 
train those first four divisions. ‘These 
boys had to be taught how to walk, 
to rest, to stand, to sleep—they had to 
be taught to stand with ‘chin in, chest 
up, waist in, weight on balls of feet.’

While the late Mr. Upton had much 
to occupy his mind in matters of 
business, yet he was ever interested 
in every good and worthy cause. He 
gave most generously of his time, 
wisdom, council and money not only 
to the local clubs and churches, but 
also to other worthy objects, as for 
example, the Gloucester Y .M. C. A,, 
the West Gloucester Congl. church, 
missions—home and foreign—to say 
nothing of what he has done for the 
young and old of this village. 

As a business man he was far-see- 
ing, thorough, aggressive, economical, 
frugal, conscientious to the last de- 
eree, just to all in his employ, and 
honest to the last mill. 

As a citizen he identified himself 
with all that pertains to the highest 
interest of the community in which 
he spent the greater part of his life. 
He was a relentless enemy of the le- 
galized saloon, a foe to political time- 
servers and grafters, but a loyal sup- 
porter of those who represented good 
government, civic, state or national. 

As a Christian he was exemplary 


and consistent, a hater of cant and 
shams, modest, unpretentious and un- 
assuming, broad-minded and catholic 
in his religious views, but never sur- 
rendering his faith in the essential 
doctrines of the Christian religion. 

While he was an active member of 
the Union Congl. church of this place, 
and by far its largest contributor, yet 
he never presumed to lord it over 
the other members of the church or 
its pastors. He was too good and 
too great a man to do that. 

As a friend he was loyal and true. 
He never forgot a kindness and be- 
cause of kindnesses shown him in his 
young manhood it would not be sur- 
prising to learn that he had remem- 
bered such generously before he went 
away. 

A good citizen, a kind and generous 
neighbor, a genial and companionable 
friend, a Christian gentleman of the 
old school and to the manner born, a 
devoted and loving husband and a 
rare and noble character has gone | 
from our midst, and while the world 
1s poorer, yet we can but believe that 
heaven is now richer for having re- 
cently welcomed our best-beloved and 
most distinguished neighbor and 
friend, George A. Upton. 

Mrs. Upton, his widow, who has 
greatly endeared herself to the vil- 
lage folk by her kindly and friendly 
interest in them, has their most hearty 
and sincere sympathy in this, her time 
of greatest sorrow and grief.>

WORLD’S WAR 


Sraristics OF GREAT STRUGGLE OF 
Nations Top IN BRIEF 

Since the close of the war, a year 
ago, a great quantity of wonderfully 
interesting information has been com- 
piled. The average man will not read 
the history of this great struggle but 
in brief items like the following he 


will learn many facts that he ought 


to know: | 
Sixty milion men went to war, and 


of that number 7,200,000 were killed 
—a number equal to the popu'ation of 
New York city. 

There were almost three times as 
many men wounded as killed. Twen- 
ty-one million men_ were wounded. 
Not that many different men, how- 
ever—some having been hit several 
times. 

Out of the 21,000,000 
17,850,000 recovered so as to be able 
to return to the front. 

At St. Mihiel 1,000:000 rounds of 
artillery were used in four hours— 
the greatest amount of ammunition 
used in one day’s batt'e during the 
war. 

The war in money cost all nations 
the astounding sum of $185,000,000,- 


000. 
Twelve million, nine hundred and 


wounded, 


forty-six thousand gross tons of ship- 
ping were destroyed by mines and 
submarines. 

The enemy employed 371 subma- 


rines. One hundred and ninety of 
these were destroyed. 

Two hundred and forty thousand 
airplanes were used by all nations. 
Seventy-five thousand of these were 
destroyed. 

One million miles of barbed wire, 
enough to go 40 times around the 
world, were used by the nations en- 
gaged in the struggle. 

Sixteen million horses belonging to 
all nations were engaged. Of these 
one-half were killed. 

Two hundred and twenty thousand 
carrier pigeons were used by all na- 
tions. Some of them won honors be- 
cause of their wonderful service. Not 
a few now bear decorations. 

One-eighth of the entire cost of 
the war was borne by the United 
States. 

The number of A. E. F. dead was 
exactly 49,498; the total number of 
wounded, 205,690; 4480 were taken 
prisoners.

Of these 
the navy lost 10,000. Fifty-nine 
thousand nine hundred and ninety- 
three men of the U. S. fighting forces 
died of disease.

MAINE PLANS MANY NEW 
ROADS FOR 1920 


REALIZES [THEIR IMPORTANCE IN DE- 
VELOPMENT OF SUMMER BUSLNESS 


The importance of good roads in 
the deve’opment of the summer resort 
business in New England, now that 
the automobile is such a factor in 
travel, is shown by the fact that the 
state of Maine will have at its disposal 
for road construction in 1920 some 
four million dollars. We reprint the 
following from the Boston Transcript: 


“Half of this money will come from 
the state and the other half from the 
Federal government, and it is expected 
that 150 miles of new state highway 
will be constructed. These new pieces 
of road will be so located, that they 
will largely make connection between 
sections of state highways a'ready 
completed. 

“Tabor will be the factor which will 
govern the amount of road work that 
will be done next year, and Paul D. 
Sargent, the chief engineer of the 
State Highway commission, does not 
expect that wages of workmen will be 
any lower than during the present 
season, where men received from $3 
to $4 a day, according to the locality. 
The experience of the highway depart- 
ment in hiring labor is that men who 
live near the cities, or rather where 


the work is nearer the cities, demand 
irore pay than they do in the country 
districts. ; 

“All of the work to be done next 
year will be Federal aid jobs because 
of the fact that the Federal govern- 
ment participates in the cost of the 
construction. Projects are being put 
into shape and presen’ed to the Fed- 
eral government for approval as fast 
as possible, and the highway commis- 
sion p!ans to let-contracts at as early 
a date as the work is in a condition to 
let. With this thought in mind, the 
highway commission early in Septem- 
ber let a contract for 9:35 miles of 
bituminous macadam road in the town 
of Vassalboro, Kennebec county. The 
contractor has been able to lay prac- 
tically all of his culverts this fall and 
do part of the heavy grading. 


“Letting work early or in anticipa- _ 


tion of next season’s construction al- 
lows the contractors plenty of time to 
make all the arrangements for getting 
equipment on the job, for securing all 
mecessary material and other details 
before the actual building begins. It 
is thought that this may tend to lower 
prices as in many cases contractors 
can deliver and stack alongside the 
roads gravel, stone and sand during 
the winter months when their teas 
otherwise would not be busy and when 
large loads can be hauled on wheels.” 
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LEAGUE FOR THE PRESERVATION 
AMERICAN INDEPENDENCE 

An- enthusiastic “Let Us Have 
Peace’? meeting held last Satur- 
day noon in Faneuil hall, Boston, un- 
der the auspices of the League for the 
Preservation of American Independ- 
ence, praised the leadership of United 


States Senator Henry Cabot lodge 
and indorsed the attitude of both 
Massachusetts senators with relation 


to peace treaty and league of nations. 
The gathering, moreover, went on rec- 
ord as favoring immediate adoption 
by the Senate of the resolution of rati- 
fication with the reservations unmodi-

Among the letters and telegrams 
read from leaders in various parts of 
the country, was the following from 
former Senator Albert J. Beveridge, 
of Indianapolis, who summers at Bev- 
erly Farms. He said in part: 

“Lodge has come through this fight 
gloriously. You fellows must sur- 
round him and hold up his hands and 
give him all the honor and_ praise 
which he has so richly earned. De- 
fend him from every attack, every se- 
duction. I try to keep my emotions 
under control, but if I were in Massa- 
chusetts I should feel like slapping 
the face of any man who attacked or 
criticised our leader—and I imagine 
that is just exactly what I really 
would do.” 
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woodland Beauty of North Shore Threatened 


HE North Shore drive from Beverly to Gloucester has 
justly become famous as one of the most beautiful in 
all the land. Every summer thousands of visitors to Mas- 
sachusetts include it in their itinerary of pleasures. Al- 
most every pleasant day hundreds of autos filled with de- 
lighted sightseers, throng the boulevard and on bright 
Sundays and holidays the number runs into thousands. 
People from all over Massachusetts and from a'most every 
other state are in the throng. 

The chief reason why the drive is so attrac‘ive is be- 
cause of the combination of seashore and woodlands. 
Stretches of well-preserved woods line the thoroughfare 
all the way, with a glimpse here and there of old ocean 
at its best. Turn off from the main boulevard to the left 
and a few minutes takes the p!easure seeker into many oth- 
er pretty woodland roads. 

Since the early days, when first the o!d Boston favi- 
lies came down to Beverly for the summer rronths, every 
effort has been made to preserve as far as possible the nat- 
ural beauties of the region, and save the woodland growth. 
Far-sighted and public-spirited citizens have given liberally 
of their ample means to purchase strips a'ong the old-tine 
roads that the trees might be saved. Charming, winding 
roads have been bui't through the woods and kept in the 


pink of condition that all could enjoy the beauties of the 


forest drives. Especially in the region of the Chebacco 
lakes, wealthy residents have bought great stretches of 
woodland, and have thus saved them from the axe of the 
destroyer. Not orlv that. but they have planted young 
trees that have made beautiful the waste p'aces. 

Not all of the territory is in the hands of wealthy 
men who delicht to main‘ain its natural beauty. With 
the soaring prices and great demand for lumber, other 
owners have cut off a good deal of the wood, in Beverly. 
in Essex and in Manchester. Unfortunately these oper- 
ators take off every sort of growth. 

Some awful! slashes have been made in the past year 
or two, that not only destroy the beauty of the landscape, 
but leave the territory in such condition that the danger is 
ereatly increased ot forest fires that may destroy the pro- 
tected woodlands. Other cuttings are in prospect and the 
lovers of the charming woodland roads are fearful of still 
evea'er inroads of the woodsmen., 

To meet the impending danger, an organization of 
citizens has been formed recently to see if something cin 
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be done to stop the slaughter of the trees, or, if the cutting 
must proceed, to have it accomplished by modern methods. 
It would seem that there is no reason why the land should 
be stripped naked of every sort of growth, to be an eye- 
sore for years to come. The mature trees can be cut out 
and those of immature growth left to develop, to be cut 
at some future period when they become of more value. 
The land, too, should be cleared up to prevent danger of 
spreading fire. 

Some sections of northern Essex county, especially 
about Boxford, show what destruc‘ion of beauty the lum- 
bermen causes by indiscriminate cutting of the woodland, 
and some idea can be gained of how this charming Beverly 
and Manchester district would !ook if it, by chance, shou!d 
be stripped naked of its beautiful trees. 

Prompt action is being taken in Essex county to pre- 
vent these ugly slashes, and the wanton destruction of the 
na‘ural beauty of this region, for the season of lumbering 
is close at hand and only by public pressure can the own- 
ers of the land and those who buy the stumpage be made 
to see the need of preserving the young trees for the fu- 
ture—Salem Evening News.

Mr. and Mrs. Richard S. Lovering, who are of the 
winter colony at Manchester, plan to leave here about the 
first of February for North Carolina, where they will 
settle on a peach raising plantation, joining the small col- 
ony of Bostonians who are going in to work of this kind.

The location is just a few miles from Pine- 
hurst, so that their many friends who go to that part of 
the south for the cold months will find ample opportunity 
of being neighborly. It is the present plan of Mr. and Mrs. 
Lovering to return to Manches‘er for the three summer 
months. Mrs. Lovering’s younger sister, Mrs. Frederick 
Burnham, and family, will move into the Lovering house 
for the balance of the winter and spring, it being a much 
larger house than they are now occupying on Sea st., 
Manchester. Both Mr. Burnham and Mr. Lovering are 
still serving as members of the motor corps doing potice 
duty in Boston. 
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The North Shore has lost two of its prominent cit- 
izens by death this week—Henry Clay Frick, of Pride’s 
Crossing and New York, and John Shepard, Sr., of 
Swampscott and Boston. 


Henry Clay Frick, capitalist, pioneer steel manufactuter 
and art collector—died very suddenly at his New York 
home Tuesday following an attack of ptomaine poisoning 
from which the had been suffering since early in Novem- 
ber. He was sixty-nine years old. The passing of Mr. 
Frick was not expected even by members of his family, 
and only his butler was with him when he died. Just be- 
fore five o’clock he asked for a drink of water and after 
it was given to him murmured, “I think I will go to 
sleep.” Immediately afterward he relaxed, apparently 
exhausted, and the butler’s efforts to rouse him were un- 
successful. The butler then summoned members of the 
family and the physician who had been attending Mr. 
Frick. When the doctor arrived he pronounced the finan- 
cier beyond medical aid. Although a fatal termination of 
Mr. Frick’s illness was not expected, several members of 
the family were at the home when he died. They included 
Mrs. Frick, his daughter, Miss Helen Frick, and his son 
and daughter-in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Childs Frick. 

The chronicle of the life of Henry Clay Frick is an- 
other of those romances of steel, a story of men who bui!t 
up a great American industry and attained fame and for- 
tune in doing it. Primarily a coke operator—the greatest 
in the world—he had such vast interests in steel that his 
name has always been. linked with that of Carnegie and 
the other masters of that stupendous fie'd. Massachu- 
setts knew Mr. Frick as one of its summer residents and 
as a world-famous collector of master paintings. His 
Pride’s Crossing home, together with the magnificent art 
galleries there, was one of the North Shore’s show places. 

If Henry C. Frick had lived until the roth of this 
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month he would have been seventy years old. He was 
born in West Overton, Pa., a village which was named 
after his maternal grandfather, Abram Overholt, whose 
original family name was Oberholtzer, and who settled 
in western Pennsylvania when that region was regarded 
as the frontier of civilization. 

The Frick collection of masterpieces and objets d’art 
occupies a unique place in the world of art. It is supposed 
to number only about one hundred pieces, but has more 
distinctive examples than any other private collection in 
America. It was often said that Mr. Frick filled. the place 
in the art world which was occupied by the late J. P. Mor- 
gan.

In a telegram received Tuesday from Arizona, the 
death was announced of John Shepard, Sr., founder of 
the Shepard Norwell Company, for many years one of 
the foremost figures in the retail dry goods business’ in 
Boston, also widely known as a lover of fine horses, many 


of which he owned and drove himself. Mr. Shepard ws 


on his way to Pasadena, Calif., where he had made his- 


home in recent years following his retirement from busi- 
ness. He was in Boston for Thanksgiving and was the 
central figure of a family reunion. He left for the west 
late last week and arrived in Chicago Sunday, from which 
he sent a message to his son, John Shepard, Jr., that/he 
was well. His death came suddenly Monday. Mr. Shep- 
ard was eighty-five years old. 

For many years Mr. Shepard had his summer home 
at Phillips Beach, Swampscott, where his place was known 
as “Edgewater.” His winter home was at 280 Beacon st., 
Boston. Although he did not actively engage in politics, 
he was deeply interested in everything that concerned the 
welfare of his state, city and country at large. In 1893 
he served as a committee that investigated the Boston Fire 
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Department, and in 1899 he was menioned as republican 
candidate for mayor of Boston. For many years Mr.: 
Shepard spent his winters at Ormond, Fla., but recently 
he had lived in California.

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A StTuDy OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE as a_ potent 
force in the advancement of Americanization among our 
alien population was urged by Mrs. George Minot Baker, 
president of the Massachusetts Federation of Women’s 
clubs, in her address before the Manchester Woman’s club, 
Tuesday. It is probably true that too much emphasis may 
be put upon. the reforming character of intellectual train- 
ing, especially the Americanizing power of the ability to 
learn and use the English language. It is apparent that 
mere instruction in a language wil not make Americans 
of aliens. Yet it is true that the only hope that America 
can ever have of instilling the principles of democracy into 
the aliens is through the English language. ‘To learn our 
customs, our inheritances and our ideals, the knowledge of 
the language of America is necessary. The language is the 
gate to the land of promise. The instruction which is giv- 
en to children in the schools is not sufficient because it ne- 
glects the millions of aliens who are at work in our man- 
ufacturing enterprises and in our homes. Judge Dowd has 
spoken in favor of industrial instruction. He suggests 
that every organized industry employing men who are il- 
literate be required to provide a course of instruction for 
alien employees of satisfactory excellence so that every 
employee who is at work may have an opportunity to learn 
the language and our national principles while he works 
at his trade. The plan appears feasible. There is no rea- 
son why it should not be given a systematic trial. Some- 
thing must be done and it is now evident that the so-called 
evening classes cannot hope to meet the problem satisfac- 
orily. The Dowd plan should be given a thorough trial. 


THe New Inrer-Cyurcn Wortp Movement is 
growing and from it great things are to be expected. Next 
Sunday the Inter-Church organizations are suggesting 
that all the communicants of the various churches should 
attend the services of their churches. By some organiza- 
tions it is called Church Sunday, by others Go-to-Church 
Sunday, and by still others Enlistment Sunday. All of 
the churches are endeavoring to inspire the spirit of loy- 
a'ty in the communicants of their organization. Every 
me ber and every church attendant or prospective attend- 
ant is being taught by addresses, by written appeals and 
by personal work that the church needs him or her, In 
Boston the Unitarians have launched an intensive publici- 
tv campaign, and with good results, it is reported. The 
Bantist churches are to observe Enlistment Week and all 
of the Protestant churches are preparing for a winter 
schedule of work that should mean very much to the 
crurches of the land. The churches have always stood 
fry for those princivles of honor, righteousness and 
Americanism for which this na’ion has profitted. Tn truth 
the nation began with a church and a school. Chronologi- 
cully and practically the churches are of prime importance 
1 our communities. Next Sunday every church on the 


Shore should have a large attendance of the members and 


of the constituency of the churches. 
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Tur Crry or Brverty will decide on next Tuesday 
the attitude which it will take toward the proposed Junior 
High school. For a long while the building facilities of the 
city have been limited, necessitating the holding of two 
sessions of the High school, some pupils attending in the 
morning and others in the afternoon, a state of affairs far 
from favorable and quite unworthy of a city of the en- 
terprise and wealth of Beverly. It will be necessary un- 
der any plan of progress to make additions to some of the 
elementary schools and to provide a larger building for the 
High school students. The requirements for the present 
will be met best by the building of a Junior High school. 
The proposed plan not only economically provides for the 
new building arrangements, but presents a new policy 
whereby the practica! training for life is emphasized. Bey- 
erly has a rare opportunity of providing the youth of the 
city with a modern system. The expense will be consid- 
erable, but the advantages to accrue are so great that the 
sma'l yearly increase in the tax rate, just over a dollar, ap- 
pears a negligible factor. There will be expense, but in 
the cause of education an enterprising community may 
wel’ make the adventure. It is expected as always that 
Beverly will take the step, which means progress. 


Justice AND RIGHTKOUSNEss are always winning vir- 
tues. It takes time for these to find expression, but event- 
ualy they score successfully Injustice and wrongs are 
suicidal whether practiced by a state or an individual. The 
communities of Massachusetts have been wrong in the past 
in exacting so many hours of continuous service from the 
firemen. It is moral wrong for the community to con- 
tinue the practice, a physical wrong to deprive the men of 
liberty, and a still greater wrong to deprive a man’s family 
of his companionship and help. The state of Massachu- 
setts has made an effort to correct this abuse by affording 
every city the opportunity to adopt the two-platoon system, 
which makes it possible for the firemen to enjoy the liber- 
ties which they are entitled to. Brockton, Chelsea, Chico- 
pee, Fall River, Fitchburg, Haverhill and practically all of 
the larger cities of Massachusetts voted in favor of the 
two-platoon system. Malden, Melrose and Newton, sub- 
urban cities of Boston, however. failed to adopt the pro- 
visions by pronounced margins. The city of Beverly failed, 
as also did the city of Poston. . 


ONE oF THE GREAT Rewarps of the struggle through 
which the world has just gone has been the establishment 
of the old and familiar American doctrine of the freedom 
of the seas. Ever since the establishment of the American 
republic the leaders of the diplomatic policy of the nation 
have always agreed upon this one fundamental principle. 
It has been difficult for America at all times to assert the 
doctrine and to maintain it: however, America may have 
failed in attaining the end desired, the policy of the Amer- 
‘can government has always been firm and consistent. In 
the war of 1812 that question was the issue, and America 
gained at least an opportunity to express and sustain her 
nosition, Later the pirates of the regencies of Tunis, 
Tripoli and Morocco had harassed commerce and stolen 
property upon the high seas, taken human lives and exact- 
ed tribute for immunity from seizure upon the open sea. 
America could not brook such infringements of rights and 
put an end to it by a sharp and successful contest and 
again asserting our belief in the freedom of the seas. 
President Lincoln in his sane action relative to the Trent 


affair demonstrated to all the world, especially to Eng-> 


land, the determination of America to maintain the prin- 
ciple at all cost. The Germans sought to win the war by 
a violation of the principles of the sea and by it lost the 
war. It was the submarine policy which ruined the hopes 
of Germany, for it was the violations of the freedom of 


ge bas 
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<n. sea which the American people resented and gave the 
opportunity to end the disastrous war. Now that the 
war is over it is evident that one of the major victories 
w.ll be a more sincere and loyal acceptation of the pri..- 
ciple of the freedom of the sea for which America has ai- 
ways stood. 


Tuer NEAR EAst PRESENTS a problem of growing em- 
barrassment because of the uncertainty coacerniig tne 
peace agreements. If the League of Nations had become 
a reality wi h its provisions for the members of the lcague 
serving as trandates for certain other countries, the prob- 
abilities are that Armenia would have asked immediate y 
that the United States of Amer:ca be appointed to serve 
for the league in their beha'f. That would have been agree- 
able to Great Britain, France and Italy. The United States 
would have welcomed the opportunity and it would appear 
that it would be the cst hopeful solution of a difficu't 
proposition. Under the circumstances, however, it ap- 
pears that there is an opror unity for the United S‘ates:to 
assist Armenia with food, c'othing, building materia!s and 
medical help. Arerica can and probably will endeavor to 
serve as sponsor for Armenia until such time as the nation 
can re-establish itse!f. ‘The Armenians are s'rong willed, 
self-reliant and intelligent. They are canable of govern- 
ing and supporting themselves. They onlv need a chanc> 
to recuperate, re-establish themselves and to denonstrate 
their ability to maintain themselves. It is more than likely 
that the present session of Congress shall not have closed 
before America has a-stimed the task which lies at hand. 
At the Christmas ho‘iday season opportunites are to be 
given to the people cf the Un'ted States to make subserip- 
ions in money for the relief of the sufferers there. Bel- 
gium, France and Italy have all been generously assisted 
by the people of the United States and this Christras sea- 
son large amounts and large numbers of gifts will and 


_ should be given to the worthy cause. Armenia has suffered 


at the hand of the Kurds and the Turks; before many 
years the Armenian peonle will be enjoying freedom and 
the opportunities of self-determination which Americans 
prize so much. 


Tur Coat SiruATION does not appear to change for 
the better. The workingmen, who ordinarily have the 
sympathy of the public, appear to have made serious mis- 
takes and have thereby lost the strategic advantage of 
having public sympathy with them. The coal miners have 
hard lives to live; their work is hard, the conditions under 
which labor is done are unwholesome and the hours of 
labor are long. In these conditions every social welfare 
worker detects influences that work harm. Consequently 
the workers in the mines have enjoyed an unusual sup- 
pet from the newspapers, welfare workers and from the 
public generally. In the present issues a public feeling of 
i-terest in their demands was everywhere given a favor- 
ab'e and sympathetic bearing. The miners have taken an 
advantage of that sy rpathy and with the aid of the press- 
'rre which cold weather gives have attempted to force 
concessions in a most reprehensible way. While the op- 
e-ators and operatives quarrel, the public suffers and pays. 
The situation reveals clearly that strikes, especially of 
workers in necessary industrial lines, are nothing more 
nor less than acts of war. The situation is to be re- 
gretted, for some way should be devised whereby all dis- 
putes concerning wage scales should be considered with- 
out in any way stopping the production of so necessary a 
commodity as coal. The fuel administration has found 
it advisab'e to consider the situation and by enacting pro- 
tective regulations it will be possible to stop the impend- 
ing famine. The sufferings which always follow a coal 
famine must be avoided if possible and every precaution 
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which state and national authorities take will be supported 
by the pubtic. 


Tur War Taccut Everyone the necessity for con- 
certed action in !veet ng the obliga‘ioas of the war finane- 
ing and canpaigning. Cooperation was the slogan that 
made 1 poss be for the American people to maintain the 
war-time campaigns efficiently. No one now can douhi 
he cfheacv of these efforts and the sincerity and loyetry 
of the public in their efforts. The war with the Hurs is 
cver, but the wars stil remain against contagious diseases 
influenza, small pox, diphtheria and tuberculosis. None 
of these campa‘gns appear to be more necessary than that 
against tuberculosis. It is particularly fortunate a‘so tha’ 
the disease can be combatted so effectively. The Red 
Cross society has always waged a constructive battle 
against the dreadful white scourge and its successes have 
heen only short of the marve'ous, considering the demands 
which are made upon that great organization for the va- ° 
rious branches of its work. The Red Cross Christmas 
seal p'an for raising funds has been a popular and success- 
‘ul method because it satisfies a great need. A Red Cross 
Christmas seal should be placed upon every Christmas 
bundle sent from the homes of all Americans. The amount 
of monev required for the work should not be ‘tacking. 
‘the sy~pathet’c Averican peop'e may be depended upon 
to purchase the Red Cross Christmas seals in large quan- 
tities. If you have not seen the local solicitors you wil be 
ab'e to purchase all you wish through your local Red Cross 
branch society. Buy your Christmas seals early and per- 
suade your friends to unite with you in the good work.

waste of over five hundred millions of dollars. Today 
there are at least one million people who are suffering from 


active tuberculosis. The war on it will command large 
funds. 


Mr. POINDEXTER HAS INTRODUCED a bill into the 
United States Senate which, if passed, will prove to be the 
most drastic law ever enacted by a national legis'ative 
body. By the new law Senator Poindexter proposes to 
curb the publication of so-called bolshevistic literature. 
The new bill is comprehensive inasmuch as it provides for 
the punishment of the individual, and the individual mem- 
bers of a publication association. The owners of build- 
ings harboring seditious printing companies are also un- 
der the ban. The law proposed is drastic, giving jail sen- 
tences as well as money fines: and for aliens, deportation 
‘*s to be resorted to. It is unlikely that the Poindexter bill 
wil be passed in its present form, but it does indicate the 
attitude of the leaders in the Senate. The problem is a 
bothersome one and the leaders will find it difficult to 
draft a bill that will effectually prevent the publication of 
seditious journalism—magazines and books. The freedom 
of the press must be assured as effectively as the freedom 
of speech.

Care will have to be used, however, to apply the 
power of the government in such a way as to minimize 
the advantage which every partisan movement has that is 
carried on secretly and in direct opposition to the govern- 
ment. The evil is recognized and that is a beginning 
which is desirable. This year’s Congress will find a way 
te punish seditious operators without in any way placing 
a check upon the freedom afforded to loyal printing and 
publishing companies.

GYMNASIUM AS MEMORIAL 


SuccesteD BY Rev. Mr. MANNING, 
to Honor Our SOLDIERS AND 
: SAILORS 


At the Congl. church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, Rev. F. W. 
Manning, the pastor, suggested a gym- 
nasium, with all modern equipment 
for a physical education, as a most 
appropriate and needed memorial to 
honor our soldiers and sailors. 

His text was: “ ‘Know ye not,’ says 
the Apostle, ‘that your body is a tem- 
ple of the Holy Spirit which is in you, 
which ye have from God? .... . 
‘Glorify God, therefore, in your body.’ 
=I Cor. 6:19, 20. 

“Christianity has a message for our 
bodies as truly as for our souls,” said 
Mr. Manning. “Christ ‘healed the 
sick in body and soul. He came to 
cave the soul—and to perfect the 
whole ‘personality. ‘Glorify God, 
therefore, in your body.’ 

“The human body has been degrad- 
ed by heathen religions, but Christian- 
ity teaches that it is sacred, like a 
temple of God, and is not to be de- 
filed. Impurity, gluttony, drunken- 
ness and all forms of indulgence that 
injure the body are condemned by 
Christian teachings, and the ideal is 
set before us of a body clean and 
strong, fit for the demands of life. 


“What an emphasis the world war 
has placed on physical fitness! The 
one question was ‘Is he fit? Forty- 
six percent of the young men in our 
first draft were pronounced unfit. 
Physical education, even in a. state 
like Massachusetts, which prides itself 
on its educational system, has been 
woefully inadequate. A great awak- 
ening is coming. Harvard University 


-makes everything elective, but a course 


in hygiene and physical education 
which every student must take. 

“More attention should be given to 
physical education, | believe, in our 
secondary schools. 

“One of the educational buildings 
that Manchester needs is, I believe, 
a splendid gymnasium, with all mod- 
ern equipment for a physical educa- 
tion. 

“As all are invited to make a sug- 
gestion for a fitting memorial to our 
soldiers.and sailors who served in the 
world war, I would raise the question 
whether such a gymnasium that would 
cerve to make each coming generation 
ft for service in war or peace, could 
not be made a fitting memorial to 
those men whom we wish to honor 
for being fit and for serving in the 
world war? 

“And if, as may be the case, some 
better memorial shall be suggested, is 
not such a gymnasium too much need- 
ed to be forgotten *”

If it were in my power to do what 
the mind and eye would desire, | 
wou'd present to the town of Man- 
chester as a fitting memorial for the 
veterans of the world war that which 
to my mind would be a lasting memo- 
tial. But alas! I can only express it 
by pen, for others to consider. 

Such a memorial would consist of 
procuring the small grove of locust 
trees on the Smith estate, filling in 
the unsightly creek from Beach st.

JOSEPH A. TORREY 


VENERABLE MANCHESTER 
Passes AWAy 

Deacon Joseph Augustus Torrey, 
one of Manchester’s most revered and 
honored citizens, passed away Wed- 
nesday at his home on Union st., at the 
age of 87 years, 7 months. He had 
been in declining health for several 
years, in fact, since the death of his 
dearly beloved wife, three years ago, 
but not until last August was he 
noticeably failing. The end came 
peacefully, after being confined to his 
bed the week before he died. 

Mr. Torrey was born on May 1, 
1832, in Salem, the son of the la‘e 
George and Eunice (Bowker) Tor- 
rey. He was graduated from the Sa- 
lem High school, as he later was from 
the State Normal school in Bridge- 
water, in 1859. He then taught school 
for a number of years, until he en- 
tered business life as a member of 
the firm of Parsons and Torrey, es- 
tablished in Boston in 1864, as man- 
ufacturers and retailers of furniture. 


‘Mr. Torrey retired from active busi- 


ness in 1893. 

He was for some time a secretary 
of the New England Relief associa- 
tion, an insurance organization, and he 
was a member of the Old Planters’ 
society and one of its councillors; also 
a member of the Manchester Historic- 
al society, which he had served as vice- 
president, and he was a life member of 
the Boston Young Men’s Christian 
association and of the General The- 
ological library, Boston. 

As a writer, Mr. Torrey was the

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~ Crvi, WAR VETERAN Passes AwAY— 
Diep AT BEVERLY HospitaL 


Enoch Crombie, a native of Man- 
chester, for many years commander 
' of Allen post, 67, G. A. R., passed 
away Tuesday at Beverly hospital, 
_whete he had gone more than seven 
weeks previous for a trouble that had 
- given him more or less concern for a 
number of years. He had been op- 
erated on twice at the hospital, and 
everything possible had been done for 

his comfort, but the nature of the 
trouble was such that he could not be 
restored to health. 

His remains were brought to Man- 

chester and have reposed at the home 
of Mrs. Crombie’s sister, Mrs. Robert 
Prest, School st. ‘lhis is the Lee 
homéstead, the house in which Com- 
mander and Mrs. Crombie were mar- 
ried fifty years ago. Funeral services 
will be held this afternoon (Friday), 
“with prayers at the house, and services 
at the Crowell Memorial chapel. 
Revs. Herbert E. Levoy and Albert 
G. Warner will officiate. 
} On the 23d of last May Mr. and 
Mrs. Crombie celebrated the 50th an- 
niversary of their wedding with a 
public reception in Grand Army hall. 
On the 15th of November, while in 
the hospital, Mr. Crombie observed 
the 73d anniversary of his birth. 

He was born in the ‘“Fayall” sec- 
tion of Manchester, his parents being 
Samuel B. and Elizabeth (Cross) 
Crombie. He commenced going to 
sea when but 14 years of age, going 
Bay fishing. He followed the sea for 
three years. 

At the age of 17 he enlisted, in Feb. 
1863, in Co. G, 23d Mass Regt., and 
‘served all through the remaining 
years of the Civil War. 

After his initial training in Bos- 
tea Mr.-Crombie was sent to Balti- 

more and then to Norfolk, Va. In 
his own words Mr. Crombie said in 
an interview some time ago: 

“We remained in this vicinity until 
March, and May 1 we went up the 
James River and on to Petersburg, 
serving in that campaign until Sep- 
tember, when what was left of us 
were sent back to Newburn, S. C., 
where I did patrol duty until the fol- 
Jowing March. . 

‘\WWe were then sent across country 
te Kingston, Goldsborough and Row- 
ley, being on our way to meet Sher- 
man. 

“From here we were returned to 
‘Kingston and Newburn, where I re- 
ceived my discharge from my regi- 
ment in June and returned to Boston 
by train and was given my discharge 
by the state-in July.

The spirit of Christmas im- 
pelled economy, sincerity and sanity in Christmas celebra- 
tions and Christmas giving. America learned a lesson 
about Christmas that will endure. The war is over, but 
America proposes to observe Christmas as Christmas has 
never been observed before. Gifts will be made with 
discrimination, The gifts will be sanely chosen and given, 
‘and without sham. The war has taught that thrift, econ- 
omy and insincerity are the fundamental factors in Christ- 
mas-giving.

Tue WoopLanp Poricy of Massachusetts is of com- 
manding importance to the North Shore. Upon the wood- 
ed headlands, the long and beautiful forest drives and 
the sequestered nooks amid pine and oak, the North Shore 
res.dents are dependent for their pleasure, recreation— 
and their livelihood, in the case of those who are main- 
tained by the business activities of a shore resort. A 
forest fire that would result in destroying the forestlands 
a’ong the Shore would de irreparable damage. Nature has 
blessed the district, and the forethought of a previous gen- 
eration must not be set at naught by careless activities in 
the present age. Already Massachusetts has faced the 
issue with compelling frankness, and many people are 
waking up to the significance of the problem before the 
state. It will be difficult for the dwellers in the large cities, 
who are engrossed in the business enterprises of the state, 
either in sales or manufacture to realize that the wood- 
‘and problem is at all serious. Against this inertia of the 
citizens of the city it is almost impossible to make prog- 
ress, not because of stubborn opposition, but because of 
the lack of a vision. The character of Massachusetts as 
a great manufacturing centre must not result in the legis- 
latures neglecting the primary wealth of carefully con- 
served woodlands, It is fortunate that a new day is dawn- 
ing; that communities realize that, as communities, they 
have specific interests in woodlands, and that skillful 
woodland manipulators cannot work against the common 
weal of the communities. The woodlands must be pro- 
tected and on the North Shore there must be vigilance 
lest the charm of the district be lost either by the ravages 
of fire or the ignorant operations of short-sighted work- 
men, who propose to operate the woodland they gain pos- 
session of, regardless of the results to the community. 
The European countries long ago began a serious con- 
servation of all woodland. Massachusetts must face the 
issue fearlessly and practically.

Tur Hicu Costs for materials is a distinct menace 
to the welfare of the nation. It is probably true that 
there is too much profiteering and that if exorbitant prof- 
its could be eliminated, many materials wou!d reach the 
market at a much lower price. The individual consumer, 
however, is at a marked disadvantage because he must 
buy at the convenient store and in such quantities as 
would make the possibilities of obtaining discount prices 
negligible. The individual buyer is at the mercy of the 
high prices. In the face of the exorbitant demands for 
necessities the small salaries are rapidly losing their pur- 
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chasing power. It matters but little if a community af- 
fords larger opportunities for work, and with high prices, 
if all of the prices for necessities are scaled much higher. 
The only way in which discount prices may be obtained 
is by buying in large quantities or cooperatively, making 
it possible for a number of consumers to place larger or- 
ders. 

To meet the exigency William M. Wood, of Boston 
and the North Shore, president of the American Woolen 
Mills, has evolved a plan that ought to prove an effectual 
offset to the profiteers. It is proposed that a ten-story 
department store be completely equipped and managed 
with the view of affording the employees of the company 
an opportunity to purchase the necessities of life at cost 
prices. It has been found that business men have in- 
creased their prices as the mill wages have been increased 
and consequently the mill proprietors have to meet the 
situation, for the high prices for labor do not cause un- 
rest in the employees ranks so much as does the high costs 
for necessaries. The experiment is one of colossal magni- 
tude. It is an example of community buying. The ex- 
periment will be watched by social workers the country 
over. There is nothing wrong in the principle. Theoret- 
ically it will prove successful, as all the objections of 
compulsory buying will be avoided. ‘This was the cause 
of unrest in other communal enterprises, for it robbed the 
worker of his own individual initiative. The plan will 
prove a great blessing. 


Tur ARMENIAN CampaicNn foi Christmas funds 1s 
one that commands the sympathy of everyone. While the 
diplomats are trying to settle the political problems in- 
volved in the adjustment of affairs of the Near East it 
will be the opportunity and privilege of all to respond gen- 
erously to the Christmas call for relief funds. 


Henry Cray Fricx, who died last week, has left a 
will that indicates rrore than words can express the spirit 
and the helpfulness of his life to humanity. He began 
life with the small opportunity which he had afforded him 
as a farmer’s boy, but he seized his opportunity and by 
hard work, careful planning and gigantic will power was 
enabled to accomp'ish wonders. His success was reward- 
ed by large financial returns, but these doubtless were 
small satisfactions to him compared with the rewards of 
his creative faculty as a master of business of men and 
large affairs. Financial returns can be measured only in 
the terms of the material world. The real satisfactions of 
life are never bought with money; they are earned, ‘The 
success of the use of the faculties with which a man 1s 
endowed is the true reward. These rewards of success 
Mr. Frick enjoyed and he measured life not by dollars, 
but by deeds. His directive and creative skill is apparent 
in his large gifts. He amply provided for his family, left 
to their keeping large resources for philanthropic work 
and provided for the family responsibilities with pains- 
taking precision. His determination to have his funds 
used in a creative way is shown in his large philanthropic 
gifts. Every gift is made in order to create large oppor- 
tunities. The funds were invested, so to speak, in the 
very highest way for the good of his fellowmen. Such 
a noble spirit of public generosity is appreciated as never 
before in our land. America’s wealthy men are men of 
large visions. The constructive philanthropies indicate 
the character of the man. Quietly all his life he has been 
placing funds where they would do the good he wished 
done. Now that he has passed on, the help he rendered 
will be missed. Mr. Frick took an interest in the work 
of the community in which he lived and generously sup- 
ported it. He lived a successful life and crowned his 
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success with a distribution of his great wealth that is an 
honor to his memory. The North Shore has lost a good 
friend. 


Tur VinLaAces, Towns AND Cities of America are 
planning memorials to perpetuate the memory of the 
young men who served in the Great War. It is fortunate 
that there is a unanimity of feeling the nation over in 
favor of erecting practical memorials. After the Civil 
War there was a similar desire and many monuments were 
erected. Every village and town sought to honor the 
men who served the nation... Many of these monuments 
are of indifferent. merit and many of them are of pro- 
nounced worth as works of art. In Cambridge, a memo- 
rial building was erected at Harvard University and is an 
outstanding illustration of the advantage which a build- 
ing affords to perpetuate the memory of the men who 
served the nation in the hour of stress. Today there is an 
inclination to seek practical memorials, such as buildings 
or parks, with a strong preference everywhere for a prac- 
tical community building adapted to the needs of the par- 
ticular community it could serve. The character of such 
a community building will vary as the needs of the many 
communities vary. The need of community recreation 
buildings is felt in the towns the nation over and it will 
not be surprismg if the demand will meet the need that 
a practical memorial suggests. In such a building there 
should be placed a tablet with the names thereon of every 
young man who served in the war. : 

The suggestion of Rev. F. W. Manning, at a recent 
church service in Manchester, was along this line. The 
probabilities are that if a building should be built in Man- 
chester upon such lines as he recommends, it would in- 
c'ude all of the suggestions made for a proper memorial. 
A Community Recrea*ion building will provide opportuni- 
ties for skill in designing, and a strong local committee in 
any town or city would be able to solve the problem as to 
the definite character of the memorial building for that 
community. The memory of the young men who served 
will endure whether memorials are built or not. |

Mrs. Gtorck Minot BAKER OutT- 
LINES PLANS OF FEDERATED 
WomMAN’s CLuBs 


RS. GEORGE MiINot BAKER, presi- 
dent of the State Federation of 
Weoman’s clubs, gave a most interest- 
ing talk last week at the meeting of 
tiie Manchester Woman's club. Jn 
telling what it is hoped to accomplish 
in bettering the conditions, not only 
of club members, but of the entire 
communities which they serve, she 
outlined the three new branches of 
work to be undertaken the coming 
year: Thrift, Americanization and 
Community Service. . 

Sy Thrift,” said Mrs. Baker, “it 
is not meant solely to teach the art of 
saving money, but to teach one to dis- 
criminate between the necessities and 
the luxuries of life. It has nothing 
to do with thrift stamps. It will aim 
in every way to teach one to make 
the best use of their endowments.” 

Mrs. Baker suggested that in the 
club an afternoon may perhaps be 
spent by having the members tell of 
their petty economies; it is very use- 
ful and sometimes amusing. Then, 
too, part of an afternoon could be 
spent in exchanging economical re- 
cipes, which will help one another. 
Children may be taught to take care 
ef their clothes and money. The 
campaign may be made very broad 
and practical. 

On the subject of Americanization, 
Mrs. Baker said: “Americanization is 
a large subject and work along these 
lines will be fotnd most practical in 
mill towns where karge numbers of 
foreigners are employed. Much at- 
tention will be paid to teaching Eng- 
lish. Many foreigners who have 
lived in these towns for years can- 
rot speak English and have no de- 
sire to. I am told there is a school 
north of Concord that is filled with 
Bolshevism and the scholars are be- 
ing taught to hate the America flag 
and all things American, so you see 
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there is a great task before us to 
do. 

“Our forefathers came to these 
shores to seek religious freedom and 
to form a democracy, and the majori- 
ty who are coming to our shores to- 
day are coming for practically the 
same reason and they must be taught 
sone of our American ideals. We 
should not approach them in a_pat- 
ronizing way, making them think we 
are a great deal better than they are, 
for they are very sensitive. We were 
able to learn much from them during 
the war. 

“Community singing offers a fine op- 
portunity to get in touch with them, 
for they are accustomed to it. If we 
would teach them English we must 
know something of their history, and 
not constantly hold up our heroes 
before them, like George Washington 
and Abraham Lincoln. 
is the one great question we have to 
solve and every effort must be di- 
rected along that line. 

“Community Service offers another 
line of endeavor. We did everything 
possible for our boys during the war, 
but it must not stop now that it is 
over. We have the great problem of 
social unrest to solve, which must be 
worked out according to the needs of 
each community. Our state club 
membership now numbers 115,000 
and by united effort great good can 
be accomplished. - . 

“Our industrial and social commit- 
tees are doing a lot of good and have 
outlined an efficient line of work; we 
must set our ideals high and we must 
bring practical results from them to 
enrich our own communities and our 
own lives. 

“Now the war work has passed we 
may have more time to enrich our 
minds, to listen to good music, to 
study art and read good books.”

Americanism. 
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Dr, Joun ANDREW Brown 


Dr. John Andrew Brown, a native 
of Manchester, coming from one of 
Manchester’s oldest families, passed 
away last Saturday evening at his 
home in Everett. He was, at the 
time of his death, aged 85 years, 2 
months. He was the son of Andrew 
and Mary Ann (Tuck) Brown, and 
was born in October, 1834. 

Dr. Brown had started the prac- 
tice of dentistry in Newburyport and 
had married while there, Miss Dora 
Morrill, who survives him. They had 
settled in the south and were there 
when the Civil War broke out. They 
escaped through the Union _ lines, 
however, after much difficulty, and 
reached Boston safely. He then opened 
an office in Boston and for many years 
Dr. Brown’s dentistry office on Ham- 
ton place was well-known all over 
New England. The last few years he 
had not practiced much. 

Dr. Brown moved his family to 
Chelsea and later built a splendid res- 
idence in Everett, where they have 
lived for many years. 

Dr. Borwn was the brother of the 
Misses Brown, who conducted 
srownland cottages, at Old Neck, 
Manchester, one of whom _ survives 
him. He himself, had a cottage there, 
which he usually occupied part of the 
season, and then let for the mid-sum- 
mer. 

Besides his widow, Dr. 
survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
Gustaf Olson, and Mrs. Willis F. 
Smith, both widows and making their 
home with him in Everett; also one 
sister, Miss Sarah T. Brown. 

Funeral services were held Tues- 
day and his remains were brought to 
Manchester Wednesday for burial in 
the family lot at Rosedale cemetery.

Town HALL FoR MANCHESTER 
PROPOSED FOR MEMORIAL 


NEw 


As a fitting memorial to Manches- 
ter soldiers and sailors, a new ‘Town 
hell will be proposed by the commit- 
te appointed by the town to present 
suggestions for a proper memorial. 
The committee has decided upon that 
much, and it is now looking about for 
a suitable location. Before the middle 
o! January, when their report must 
be ready, they hope to have arrived 
at some conclusion as to the best 
proposition to make along this line, 
too. 

Most people favor some arrange- 
ment whereby a new hall could “be 
placed in a general location near the 
Lresent Town hall. That seems to be 
ine most logical piace. But there are 
many reasons why this would not be 
the best place, principle among them 
being, ae is not enough room there 
for a new building. 

There has always been a vague idea 
that some day the section of the inner 
harbor, immediately back of Town 
hall, would tbe filled in, the wall al- 
some years ago being 
continued on toward the railroad, and 
a new street constructed, starting at a 
point where the police station is now 
Incated and extending across the pro- 
posed new land, coming out on Beach 
st., at the railroad crossing. 

The committee, probably, would not 
favor this at the present time, as the 
expense would be too big to warrant 
the improvement. 

Other locations have been suggest- 
ed. One is the block of land on School 

bordered by North-st. and Des- 
mond ave., comprising the property 
of the late John H. Cheever and that 
of the late James Ireland. This is 
thought to be too small. 

Another lot would comprise the 
various properties on the opposite side 
of School st., starting at the Captain 
John Carter house, so-called, and tak- 
ing in the Knight property. This

CHAPLAIN Gives TALK ON 
PaRIs, AT MANCHESTER 


“So this is Paris!’ One could al- 
tnost feel the thrill that our boys must 
have felt upon landing in that beau- 
tiful, old, gay city, from the vivid de- 
scriptions and the illustrations given 
by Rev. P. B. Covell, of Marble- 
head, at the meeting of the Manches- 
ter Parent-Teacher association Wed- 
nesday evening. Mr. Covell has just 
returned after thirteen months spent 
as chaplain of the Second Trench 
Mortar Battalion in France. 

The subject of his talk was “Paris,” 
but first Mr. Covell touched very in- 
terestingly upon his experiences dur- 
ing the war. Starting from Halifax, 
he led his audience over the trip to 
Liverpool, then to LaHavre—and then 
the trenches! But not as easily as 
that. First came the cattle boat, in 
which they were taken over and in 
which they were packed closely to- 
gether (the boats carried their full 
capacity at all times during the war) ; 
and then seasickness, which even their 
great anxiety to get at the Hun did 
not prevent them from prayerfully 
wishing that the end would come 


quickly, Then again food was not al-. 


ways plentiful. 

Of *his own personal work, Mr. 
Covell said very little. “I am only 
one of the many who went over to do 
their bit,” he said. 

“T want to pay a tribute to the dif- 
ferent organizations sent over there as 
relief corps,” he said, also. ‘Because 
you over here back them so generously 
they were able to do a great deal for 
the comfort of the soldiers.” 

He showed a number of pictures of 
the boys in the boats, getting their 
food and digging trenches. In speak- 
ing of the latter, he said: “Trenches 
usually take some time to dig, but

In short 
the things of greatest interest in and 
about Paris were shown and. com- 
mented upon by Mr. Covell.

HEALTH CAMPAIGN IN 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS 

A committee has been formed to 
help secure the passage in our legisla- 
ture this winter of bills which lay the 
frame-work of a uniform public health 
campaign in our public schools. 

With 47 percent of our Massachu- 
setts men failing to pass the draft, it 
must be plain to everyone that we 
need such a campaign, and in the 
schools we have the children mobilized 
as nowhere else. 

The principles embodied in the bills: 
1. the appointment by the state de- 
partment of education of a director

of health education, who shall direct 
health instruction and physical acti- 
vities; 2. local supervisors; 3. school 
nurses; 4. teaching of simple health 
habits in our normal and_ public 
schools. 

This legislation is approved by the 
commissioner of education, the state 
board of health, the Massachusetts 
teachers’ federation, and many other 
experts.

WHAT IS THE BOY SCOUT 
MOVEMENT? 


Any boy, of any nationality, of any 
creed, twelve years of age or older, 
may become a Boy Scout if he prom- 
ises to keep the Scout oath and law 
and prepares himself for simple tests 
on the composition and history ol 
the American flag and the significance 
of the Scout badge and can make sev- 
eral cordage knots. sae 

The Boy Scout movement 1s in no 
sense a secret organization. 

The pian is to group a number of 
boys (not more than 32 In any oe 
troop, as they are designated ) un er 
the leaddrship of a scoutmaster—a 
carefully 
boy-loving, volunteer leader 
a man.of sterling character and ma- 


always 


ture judgment. Each troop and 
Scoutmaster are under the super 


vision of a troop committee of a 
sponsible citizens, usually officials o 
the church, synagogue, school, settle- 
ment house, asylum or playground 
with which the troop, is connected. 

Through such leadership the boys 
of the troops are kept interested in a 
program of play-activities that are 
health-giving and educational. They 
take long tramps, studying nature 1m 
all its forms. They learn woodcraft, 
and how to take care of themselves 


selected, clean, intelligent, 


in the open. They have troop meet- 
ings each week for study, handicraft, 
experiments, demonstrations, etc., and 
go into camp every summer under 
trained directors. 

Program Carefully lVorked Out 

In a hundred ways the boy’s time 
is occupied. ‘The Scout program is so 
varied and so fascinating to the boy 
that he simply hasn’t time or oppor- 
tunity to trail with an idle gang or to 
turn into the evils that beset the path 
of the idle boy. 

The Boy Scout is taught courtesy, 
honor, humanity, kindliness, chivalry 
and service, and to exercise. them at 
home, in school and outside, and such 
practical activities as first-aid, life- 
saving, camp cooking, swimming, 
Rte: 

The Boy Scout must do a 
turn” daily. 

The only membership cost is an an- 
nual registration fee of twenty-five 
cents. The Boy Scout is taught thrift. 
He must earn the money for his own 
Scout expenses. 

Takes Part in Public Activities 

Town officials often codperate with 
Scout leaders, permitting the Scouts 
to enjoy, as they do, the privilege of 
assisting in honorable, safe ways in 
cornection with big demonstrations. 
On such occasions Scouts are re- 
sponsible aids, while other boys, in

striking contrast, just “hang around,” 
getting in the way if not actually in- 
to mischief. It becomes a first step 
in practical civics. 

The vast majority of Americans 
now understand pretty well how prac- 
tical and how beneficial is the Boy 
Scout movement as an influence in 
the lives of boys, and they applaud 
it in unison. They should not for- 
get that the movement is what it is 
as a builder of character—as a build- 
er of good citizens—because of the 
magnificent service of men who are 
giving their time to the movement as 
volunteer leaders. 

And every patriotic man who 
thinks about this remarkable move- 
ment shou'd think of it also—indeed, 
he should think of it primarily—as a 
splendid and easy opportunity for 
him to do his part toward improving 
the characters of the men of tomor- 
row, the men in whose hands. will 
rest the fate of this nation and its 
ideals.

Wuat Has Become of the Leonard Wood boom for 
the Presidency, in Massachusetts? It is evident that the 
members of the Republican organization, by the unanimity 
with which Calvin Coo.idge has been endorsed, are agreed 
that he shall not be the favorite son recommended by 
this state. Leonard Wood was born in Vermont, but made 
his home during all his early life in Pocasset, Massachu- 
setts—on Buzzards Bay. He has a remarkable personality 
and by determination and application won for himself a 
large place in the world of affairs. He was the son of a 
physician and is himsef a graduate of the Medical school 
of Harvard Univer-ity. Without the training which the 
nation affords at West Point he has held commanding po- 
sitions in the army of the United States. He won the 
friendship and esteem of Theodore Roosevelt, which is in 
itself a tribute to his sterling honesty and virile character. 
His military and governmental service rendered in Cuba 
was of the highest character, and their value to this na- 
tion and to Cuba’cannot be overestimated. Despite the 
fact that he did not see service overseas, he was the first 
general in our army to be wounded, and in his disciplinary 
work of training the raw recruits for service overseas won 
just renown. Since the war his name has been persistently 
before the public as a Presidential possibility. In fact one 

already been definitely committed to his 
cause, although he himself has not declared his intentions. 
He is in the hands of his friends. However strongly the 
republican organization tray be bound to Governor Cool- 
idge, it cannot be o*herwise than apparent that Leonard 
Wood will be a vossible candidate. It is strange in this 
vear when candidates for the high office are so scarce that 
Massachusetts should hove two sons who are spoken of 
relative to the highest office of the land and that both of 
them are adopted sons from a sister New England state.

Tur WrEATHER MAN did not wait for the days to 
lengthen that the cold might strengthen. 


Tur CHAmper or Commerce of the state of New 
York held a regu'ar meeting last week and adopted a res- 
olution which will repay the thought of every citizen of 
our land. It considers the great treaty which has been 
rejected by our nation. The resolution reads: “The Sen- 
ate of the United States, faced with the specific provisions 
of a compact which demanded some departure from the 
-ettled practices of the government, hesitated, debated, de- 
layed. And finally, to the grave concern and even a'arm 
of the country at large, not only was the treaty rejected, 


but no comprovrise treaty was left for discussion. This 
has created what we have called a crisis in morals and 
trade. As a consequence of this unhappy condition we 
are losing moral leadership; the legitimate commerce which 
victory assured us is slipping away. The prosperity of 
America’s export trade is largely dependent upon the ex- 
tension of credits to our customers abroad. But, pending 
a condition of peace and the establishment of a known 
basis for the continuance of international trade. no ade- 
quate credit plans can possib'y ‘be established. The alarm 
of the whole world of business over protracted delay is 
evidenced by the continued and wholly unprecedented 
fall in the rates of exchange, a fall almost as detrimental 
for us as exporters, as it is for the unfortunate peoples 
of Furone, who are unab'e to buy from us food and ma- 
terials which they sorely need. . .-Reso'ved that sonie 
form of international covenant which seeks to prevent 
war is a moral necessity; that the differences between the 
President and the Senate should be composed without de- 
lay by such mutual concessions regarding reservations as 
may be necessary in the treaty to secure ratification.” The 
resolution is. suscinct, timely and on a high plane. The po- 
sition is sound, the future integrity of our moral and busi- 
ness leadership is invo'ved as much as our desire for a 
speedy and honorab‘'e peace. Let the peace treaty with 
the reservations be speedily adopted.

A generous 
giver in his will made large bequests in a residuary clause 
to charitable and educational institutions. The charitable 
and educational institutions were carefully selected on 
their merit and the gifts provided by the will were well 
made. Large sums of money privately acquired were re- 
turned to the public through the educational and ameliora- 
ting institutions selected. The inheritance and govern- 
mental taxes, however, were provided for also by the re- 
siduary clause so that the direct working of the new de- 
mands upon large bequests are clearly to be seen. The 
residuary amount is so diminished by the deductions of 
taxes for the entire estate that one institution is to receive 
a little over a million dollars instead of the five million 
dotlars intended by the one making the will. It is un- 
fortunate that the good enterprises which are thus de- 
prived of large sums should be made to suffer, but it is 
directly one of the penalties of the dreadful war which 
has exacted so much toll from the very rich and the very 
poor. Of course, the funds cannot be dissipated, for the 
taxes go directly to the government and again return to 
the public through the channels of governmental expendi- 
tures. Great institutions of a philanthropic nature, how- 
ever, will not have such large sums available for their par- 
ticular and praiseworthy work. Yet it cannot be denied 
that theoretically the inheritance taxes are a necessary evil 
of the times and despite the havoc wrought and the harm 
done organized society is unable to suggest a better and 
auicker way to so distribute the burden of government 
that it will be fairly distributed. It is doubly unfortunate 
that the direct working of the inheritance taxes shou'd 
harm so many worthy institutions, 
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Tue Rapip INCREASES in the cost of materials for 
building and for labor have added values to buildings al- 
ready constructed. Owners of property found themselves, 
after the rise in wages had begun and materials had ad- 
vanced, in the very doubtful advantage of owning prop- 
erty which had materially advanced in valuation. The 
income of the property may not have increased materially 
and yet the replacement value of the property was greater. 
The result has been that maintenance charges have been 
necessarily increased because of the increased expendi- 
tures. The fire menace, too, is a serious one, for where 
the replacement va'ue of property may have been amply 
covered in 1914 the new conditions suggest at least the 
necessity of revaluation and larger insurance. This would 
be a normal result of the increased cost of building ma- 
terials and wages. The increases do not stop there for if 
valuations have increased it is absolutely a conclusion 
that these new valuations cannot be neglected in the tax 
collector’s office any more than in the office of the insur- 
ance broker. Every increase in the expenditures upon the 
property of owners makes an inroad into the income from 
real estate. It means that tenants must expect less in the 
way of maintenance improvements and, finally, the in- 
creased cost will be reflected in increased rentals. So the 
vicious circle rises higher and higher. Real estate in- 
vestors are condemned for increasing rentals, and are ac- 
cused of profiteering. It is doubtlessly true that many 
have raised rentals, out of proportion to increased expend- 
itures, and yet on the other hand, there are many who have 
taken their losses, and tenants nave profited thereby. 


Santa CLaAus Is Just As Dear to the hearts of the 
children of the new generation as to the children of the 
old. Santa Claus will have to have a deep pocket this 
year, but generous hearts will send cheer into the homes 
of the land especially where there are children. Hail to 
old Santa Claus, friend of the children, beloved of all! 


ONE oF THE STRANGEST ANOMALIES in our national 
government plans is the neglect which has been apparent 
of the cause of education. Although our country has al- 
ways been from the very beginning of the nation’s history 
a strong advocate of the education of a'l the children of 
all the people it has never had a uniform national educa- 
tional program. Why, no one seems to tbe able to ex- 
plain. In the Cabinet, that advises the President, there 
are many departments. including even that department 
which supervises the animal industries of the nation, and 
vet in the cause of education, which involves the educa- 
tion and training of the future leaders of the nation, there 
has never been a definite program. The present department 
of education is improperly housed and at the present time 
has the noble task of caring for the “reindeer of Alaska.” 
for to it this task was committed by Congress. The time 
has come when there should be a comprehensive national 
educational prosram that wi!l make it possible for the 
nation to supervise and to provide funds for the education 
of the children all over the nation. There should be a 
national secretary of education and he shou'd have a seat. 
on egual terms with the other members of the President’s 
Cabinet. It is a compelling need and the time is at hand 
when the nation should take the forward step. 


ONE oF THE Most INTERESTING and promising ven- 
tures of the times is the Trade Union College of the city 
of Boston which is conducted by the Boston Central Labor 
Union. Such organized educational enterprises are profit- 
able and commendable. This is the way by which organ- 
ized labor organizations may promote good will and effect- 
ively aid their brother man, 
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Tue FaILurE oF Our SENATORS to meet the situation 
promptly has had one good effect. It has driven the gov- 
ernments of France and England into a still closer union. 
Clemenceau has had a conference with the English author- 
ities, which must mean much for the future, It is appar- 
ent that with the United States a prompt and enthusiastic 
partner in the new international treaty England and 
France would not have been impelled to draw closer to 
each other. The failure of America in the crisis is work- 
ing, perhaps, a beneficial transformation in both France 
and England. England and the United States by the very 
virtue of their common Anglo-Saxon inheritances are 
compelled to seek each other’s aid and must rely upon an 
unwritten code of unity of purpose, if there were to be 
nothing stronger, and “yet there must always be strong 
written agreements between the two Anglo-Saxon nations. 
France has more to compel friendship with America than 
with the United Kingdom. The loyalty of France to 
America in a trying hour has always made the American 
people friendly to her. Then came the great war, when 
France bled and fought for the world, and finally, Amer- 
ica’s genuine and worthy comradeship on the field of bat- 
tle. America and France must and will maintain the 
friendship established. The friendship with the United 
Kingdom was cemented by the war, but the dilatory atti- 
tude of America has drawn the two nations, England and 
France, still closer together. This is well, for then the 
strong union of France, the United Kingdom and Ameri- 
ca when consummated must be made the stronger for the 
need which impells the United Kingdom and France to act 
together now and seek each other’s aid while America is 
making up her mind to act.

In One Year ALL THE WorLD will be observing the 
tercentenary of the landing of the Pilgrims at Province- 
town and their permanent settlement later in Plymouth. 
There will be a pilgrimmage of men and women from the 
Old World who will follow the journey of the ancient 
voyagers to Holland from England, and thence to Provy- 
incetown, and later to Plymouth, to be participants in the 
celebrations planned at Provincetown and at Plymouth by 
the National and Commonwealth Tercentenary commit- 
tees. These observances are planned for the coming year. 

The world owes a great debt to these hardy pioneers, 
who left England to worship God according to the dictates 
of their own conscience, and who left Holland to establish 
a new state in America where their children and their 
children’s children would have the opportunity to main- 
tain the traditions of their Anglo-Saxon inheritances, be 
free from the commercial influences of the Hollanders 
and unobstructed by the antagonistic attitude of the gov- 
ernment and the church of the homeland. 

Sailing a troublesome sea, headed for the entrance 
of the Hudson river, they were driven by wind and weath- 
er to Provincetown and then later removed to Plymouih 
in our own state. It was a fortunate experience for the 
nation that Provincetown and Plymouth were the places 
the Colonists reached, for it is doubtful whether the tradi- 
tions and principles which they wished inaugurated in 
the New World would have withstood the commercial 
advantages which the strategic commercial position at the 
mouth of the Hudson river provided. But in Massachu- 
setts the colonists had a fair and uninterrupted oppor- 
tunity to express in their lives and colony the principles 


_ 
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which they struggled so hard to maintain and to propa- 
gate. 

But what do we owe to these hardy and victorious 
men, and how shall their memories be perpetuated? In 
marble and in stone, in causeways and memorial buildings, 
in waterways or in parks? What do we owe to these 
pioneers of faith? 

_ Some may say their adventurous spirit of faith is 
our inheritance: the power to endure hardship and meet 
obstructions and overcome them. They speak well who 
name this power, but it is but a half truth. 

It is true that the Compact signed in the Mayflower is 
the first written governmental document forecasting the 
great documents of a free people who proposed a govern- 
ment by laws and constitutions, and for this, society must 
pay a tribute to them. 

The Church may well indicate that the people estab- 
lished a church and began the new world life with the 
worship of the Eternal God, and they may justly revere 
them. The Congregational churches in America are proud 
of their inheritance and well may they be. The Pilgrims 
established a school and the educational program in Massa- 
chusetts began with the first settlement. Massachusetts 
has always endeavored to maintain the primacy which 
their interest and pioneer work began. 

Social service workers are proud of the history of 
Massachusetts and in this colony the first expression of 
social welfare work was established, the organization of 
the hospital. Social students point with justice to the ex- 
emplification of codperative living that maintained the 
rights of the individual and yet afforded the opportunities 
for the individual’s initiative without sacrificing the social 
life of the state. ‘ 

Enthusiasts of the modern principles of religious: lib- 
erty and freedom, while remembering the shortcomings of 
these hardy veterans relative to other forms of belief, yet 
appreciate the fact that they were the leaders in independ- 
ence in religious belief and political liberty. 

All these factors are meritorious, but are they pri- 
mary? The primary principle that impelled the Pilgrims 
was the determination of the brethren to live upright lives 
in brotherhood to man and in the fear of God according 
to the religious light which they enjoyed. It was this that 
hound them together in a church, compelled them to emi- 
erate as an organization to Holland, to seek a refuge and 
abiding place in America. Then as fruits of this great 
spirit came the new cotony, the great compact. the new 
school. the new church in the wilderness and the begin- 
ning of the great republic in America. 

These great men and women—for they were great— 
must be remembered. Memorials are honorable and de- 
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buildings will and should be constructed to remind:the peo- 
ple of this generation of the debt all generations owe to 
these noble men and women, but the true memoria!s of 
them will be found in the hearts and minds of men and 
women of the new and coming days, who are determined 
to live the inner life upon the higher plane and work the 
works of righteous endeavor in our own day. They who 
magnify and exemplify this spirit in personal life, social 
activities, governmental beliefs and loyalty will be living 
memorials of the spirit of the Pilgrims. 

.This is the spirit which the times demand, and with 
sovietism, radicalism, destructive socialism, and anarchism 
rampant. The Spirit of the Pilgrims is alone the effective 
weapon to be used. The radicalism of the hour accentu- 
ates the worth of the Pilgrim Fathers and the need of 
their God-fearing virtues and righteous purposes en- 
shrined in the hearts and minds of the men of a new era. 


ARMENIA Is a Prucky little republic, struggling for 
existence among the nations of the earth. America can- 
not fail to heed the cry which comes from overseas. The 
nation that heard the call of the Philippines, of Cuba, of 
France and Belgium may be relied upon to care for the 
new republic of Armenia. 


ONE OF THE COMMENDABLE Features of the New 
World Movement among the churches of America is the 
emphasis which is to be laid upon the estab'ishment of 
hospitals, orphan asylums, homes for incurables, homes 
for convalescents and for the aged. It is auite evident 
that the organized churches have been very remiss in this 
department of their work, and the sooner it can ‘be rem- 
edied the better it will be for the welfare of the nation. 
There is surely a large opnortunity for a thoroughgoin4 
and intelligent systematic p'anning for institutions of this 
sort. 


THE Unrtep States of AMERICA has been the least 
among the nations in the desire to add to its territory or 
foreien relations, but the strange turn of history has eiven 
into her hand the wide sweep of land from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. and the isles of the sea have called upon 
her for a helping hand. America has expanded beyond 
the dreams of our forefathers.

MANCHESTER Accepts By-LAws 

At a special town meeting in Man- 
chester last evening—an adjournment 
of the meeting called for Monday, 
when there was not a quorum present 
—the town by-laws, as revised by the 
firm of Johnson, Clapp, Ives & 
Knight, were accepted as a _ whole, 
with one section only stricken out. 
The next step will be to have the laws 
approved by the Attorney-General, 
and then officially stamped as legal. 

The one exception was the section 
dealing with water rates, as follows: 
“Where two or more takers are sup- 
plied through one meter the regular 
minimum rate shall be charged for 
each tenement.” 

This was the only part of the by- 


-laws that evoked one particle of ar- 


gument, and was brought up by Mod- 
erator R. C. Allen, who objected to 
the section in principle, as being un- 
fair inasmuch as it placed a man hav- 
ing a tenement house at an unfair ad- 
vantage as compared with the man 
who may have four or five houses on 
his property, and who has only one 
meter at the point where the water 
supply enters his property. Such a 
man pays for the quantitv of water 
he uses. This is so with the man 
who has a tenement house, but in a1- 
dition this latter man must pay a m11- 
imum for each user in case an amount 
af water helow thea minimum is used,

In the Far East this company rep- 
resents a great many important 
American houses—the General E!ec- 
tric, the Baldwin Locomotive, the 
Worthington Pump, the American 
Car and Foundry, among. others. 
I ast year this company did a business 
of $70,000,000 in the Orient. 

When it began. 10 years ago, the 
members of it raised $500,000 among 
tre frierds of Gov. Careron Forbes 
—J. J. Storrow came in, and Robert 
Herrick and Robert Winsor. In the 
10 years since the company was or- 
sanized it has grown to a capital of 
$16,000 000 and is the biggest Ameri- 
can trading company in the East. 


Sailed from 
~ Marblehead 
Last Week 


It was held up during the war, like 
everything else. And to it, as to many 
other sorts of business, the war 
brought opportunity. 


Taken from the Germans 


The Germans had a trading post at 
Pango Pango, in the Samoan Islands. 
There may be other places whose 
names more suggest romance than 
Pango Pango in the Samoan Islands, 
but they would be hard to find. 

In those bad old days, Samoa was 
under a three-cornered protectorate of 
England, the United States and Ger- 
many. When the war broke out, the 
Germans were ousted from Pango 
Pango, and their property—wharves 
and warehouses, dock property and 
merchandise for trading for native 
products, for the most part—was 
seized, 

In due course, the custodian of alien 
property in that part of the world put 
the German property up at auction. 
Now it happened that an American 
naval ofhcer, Lt.-Commander H. S. 
Heep, believed that if the Germans 
had been making a profit on their 
business he cou'd see how. Americans, 
buying at bargain prices, could do as 
much. So he secured an option on 
the property and hustled back to New 
York, seeking somebody to take up 
his option. 

In the end he came to the Pacific 
Development Company. It is in keep- 
ing with the romantic aspect of the 
whole transaction that the company’s 
bid—and buy—got to Samoa just 24 
hours ahead of the expiration of the 
option. The Boston company took 
the proposition as a flyer, forming a 
subsidiary company, the South Seas 
Pacific Company, to handle it. 


Held Three Commissions 


The first thing to do was to send 
somebody out to look over what they 
had bought and see what could be 
done with it. The man selected was 
Herbert H. White, head of the Uni- 
versity Press. and a man whose war 
record is probably unique. At the end 
of the war he held a commission as 
major in the American army, a com- 
mission as lieutenant in the American 
navy, and a commission as lieutenant 
colonel in the British Medical service. 

He has gone across four or _ five 
times as business manager of the Har- 
vard Surgical unit, had done no end 
of secret service work—after organ- 
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izing a secret service of volunteers 
for the detection of enemy aliens in 
this country. 

The last thing he did in service was 
to bring the Harvard unit, which had 
been serving with the British and was 
in no way connected with our gov- 
ernment, into the North Station on is 
way home, and to defy the army order 
to take his nurses and attendants out 
to Camp Devens. This characteristic 
action gave Boston a good laugh and 
brought an apology next day from the 
army. ; 

One morning last week if you hap- 
pened to be in that neighborhood and 
saw a big white ketch, 123 feet, 7 inch- 
es over all, sailing out of Marb‘ehead 
harkor, you may have known that at 
her whee! probably stood Capt. Her- 
bert H. White, major U. S: A, leus 
tenant U. S. N., It.-colonel British M. 
C., bound for Bermuda, Jamaica, the 
Canal and Pango Pango. 


Built for Scientific Research. 


Anybody else might have taken a 
train to San Francisco, a steamer to 
Samoa, and a chance trader to Pango 
Pango, but not Herbert H. White. 
“We will need a schooner, or a flock 
of them, out there, anyway, to do our 


business,” quoth he, and he set about 


finding one. 

Of course, the matter of getting a 
boat, equipping her, choosing the per- 
sonnel, and getting ready for sea took 
months, and with all the pressure pos- 
sible brought to bear, it has been 
months since the voyage was first 
panned. 

Mr. White heard that the navy was 
offering some of the ships seized dur- 
ing the war for sale. Among them 
was the Ajax, which had been named 
the Rockland, and had been serving 
on the Boston harbor station. She 
was bui't for Alessandro Fabbri, of 
New York, a yachting enthusiast, who 
intended to use her on a voyage of 
scientific research in the Pacific. 

Before bidding on her Mr. White, 
feeling that it was hardly fair to grab 
her out from under her first owner’s 
nose, asked Mr. Fabbri if he. sti‘l 
wanted her. Mr. Fabbri said he could 
not at present go on his excursion, and 
would be glad to have Mr. White 
take her. The publisher thereupon 
bid her in.

The Ajax is a ketch, designed by 
Thomas F. McManus, of Dorchester, 
a very successful designer of fishing 
schooners of the Boston and Glou- 
cester fleets. She was builtsbysB. C. 
Adams at East Boothbay, Me., and is 
honest'v built. a sturdy boat. She is 
123 feet 7 inches over all with 91 feet 
wateriine, 23 feet, 3 inches bean and

“The nations of the earth are sup- 
posed to be at peace, which we hope 
may never be broken, and we have 
instead of the thorn of Prussianism, 
the fir tree of democracy. 

“Thank God that the declaration 
that America was ‘To proud to fight’ 
has been shot to pieces on the battle- 
fields of Europe. 

“Great credit must be given that 
loyal. American, Theodore Roosevelt, 
who went from one end of the nation 
to the other preaching ‘One Ameri- 
canism,’ 

“Today our United States Senate is 
composed of men who think more of 
America and American interests than 
anything else in this world. 

“The past four or five years have 
been the blackest in the history of the 
world. 

“The past world war. can properly 
be called a War of Waste; if the en- 
ergies expended there could have been 
applied in the world’s industries, we 
would not hear so much regarding the 
high cost of living. 

“Proud we are that America played 
her part. She fought so well that she 
not only won the encomiums of her 
allies, but her Hun foes also praised 
her fighting ability. 

“The cause of the world war was 
not the mobilization of the French or 
Russian armies; neither did England 
have anything to do with it. It was 
caused by the spirit of militarism that 
had been growing in Germany since 
1870, until finally the Kaiser in a mad 
frenzy one day loosed the guns of 
war in a mighty crash that rocked the 
world. 

“The object of the war was for the 
enthronment of democracy and the de- 
thronement of autocracv. Autocracy 
is a worn-out form of government. 
Autocracy has a heart of stone, while 
democracy has a heart of love. With 
an autocracy the final word lies with 
the ruler. With a democracy the last

word les with the people. 

“There has never been but one pure 
democracy and that was in Greece. 

“Ours is not a democracy, but a re- 
publican government which might be 
termed representative democratic. 

“It is quite possible for a democracy 
all unconsciously to grow into an au- 
tocracy. Autocracy and democracy 
cannot dwell together and live under 
the same flag. 

“After every war there comes the 
reconstruction period. Every recon- 
struction period is_a danger period. 
This was true in the Civil, Revolu- 
tionary and Spanish wars. The _re- 
construction period was more danger- 
ous than the wars themselves, but in 
each of these periods there has stood 
at the helm of the Ship of State a 
hand that was capable of steering her 
into a safe harbor. 

“We are entering such a period now 
and it seems as if the old Ship of Lib- 
erty was drifting out to sea toward an 
unknown port of destiny; but God is 
always prepared to act and at the 
proper moment He draws aside the 
curtain, and lo! the man stands forth 
with all the capabilities necessary to 
take the helm and bring the old ship 
to a safe anchorage. 

“Among the dangers that: are con- 
fronting us during this period is the 
League of Nations. It is the opinion 
of all party leaders that this should be 
sett'ed outside of the peace treaty. 
The only excuse for not doing so is 
that it will make war impossible. 

“President Wilson said it would 
not do so, but would be a step in that 
direction; and immediately afterward 
the War. Department asked for the 
largest appropriation for armament 
and war supplies ever known. 

“The dream of world peace has 
been a dream for ages, and after ev- 
ery war and spirit of blood-letting, 
the ru'ers have sat down and said. 
‘There shall never be another wat.’ 
We will find the League of Nations 
will not prevent war. 

“The only way we want the League 
of Nations, is to have it so safeguard- 
ed that it will protect American lives 
and Americanism. 

“The only way to make the world 
safe for democracy is to make each 
na‘ion safe for democracy, and be- 
fore we can prescribe for the diseases 
of other nations we must get rid of 
some of our own diseases. 

“Fifty years ago Germany an- 
nounced herself as an autocracy,

“In our country there are many au- 
tocracies. Two of the most prominent 
in our democracy are Labor and Cap- 
ital, which are working at cross pur- 
poses. The work of Congress should 
be to democratize these autocracies. 

“We are better equipped to go in 
and capture the trade of the world 
than ever before, but Capital is afraid 
and Labor is afraid. Capital wonders 
what her bank balance will be at the 
end of the reconstruction period and 
Labor wonders what the size of her 
check will be, and so they are work- 
ing at cross purposes, and at the same 
time the farmer is wondering how 
much more he can get for his grain. 

“When they can be made to come 
together we wll have different times 
than ever before. 

“Wages never can be equalized un- 
til the people of all nations have been 
lifted to the same environment, which 
can never be done. Therefore the 
question of wages should be elimi- 
nated, 

“Bolshevism has lots laid at its 
door. When autocracy stepped down 
from the throne of Russia a new au- 
tocracy stepped up. The old Russia 
was Hell-governed. The new is Hell 
turned loose. That is Bolshevism. 

“Socialism is another term that even 
no two Socicalists understand in the 
same way. In England Socialism 
stood for things no government or 
nation could do, In France it stood 
for peace. In Russia it stands for 
everything vile and an overthrow of 
government; but Socialism stands the 
world over for the Red flag. 

“There is not room in this country 
for two flags. We love the flag of 
our country, which has more than 100 
years of glory to crown its head, and 
stands for the protection of its citi- 
zens in all parts of the world. 

“Great men made it and brave men 
have died for it, and I cry out, ‘Wave 
on Old Glory,’ there will never be 
room in this country for another ban- 
ner.” 

A rising vote of thanks was given 
Dr. Blair, after which the members 
enjoyed a clam stew concocted under 
the magic hand of Chef Stanwood, 
which was pronounced one of the best 
ever.

He showed his independent charac- 
ter and surprised his friends by bring-

This dream was rudely awakened 
when diphtheria stalked into his hap- 
py home and claimed his wife and in- 
fant child in one day. This was a 
severe blow to him, and soon after 
he disposed of his share of the busi- 
ness to Capt. Leighton, Capt. Falt 
having previously retired from the 
firm, and took up his residence at 
Magnolia, where his mother and step- 
father, James Perkins, were caring 
for a few summer boarders. 

Mr. Perkins was soon after taken 
ill, and Mr. Upton was obliged to take 
charge cf the business and was. thus 
really forced into the hotel business, 
in which he proved unusually suc- 
cessful. This shows the remarkable 
ability of lis mind to achieve success 
in whatever he undertook. He had 
full confidence in his own judgment, 
and having decided what was best to 
do, carried out his plans to the limit. 

This 
was illustrated by the story told at 
his memorial service of the extreme 
care he took that the dime found in 
his office shou'd reach the proper 
piace. T also recall that he once left 
his office to return three cents, 2n 
error having been made in settle- 
ment. not that he valued the three 
cents, but his sense of justice demand- 
ed a correct settlement.

Subject of Talk at Baptist 
Church, Manchester

usic is an opportunity rich in pos- 

sibilities for happiness, and is too 
often neglected by America. One 
musical writer says: ‘The way to 
love music, to increase its production, 
is to know it when you are young-— 
young individually and young as a na- 
tion. It is much more difficult to 
prepare people to enjoy music afte 
they are grown up and their minds 
have become crowded with various 
interests in life. The American na- 
tion should not let its youth slip by 
without filling the souls of the chil- 
dren with music. As yet young peo- 
ple here do not have their minds di- 
rected definitely enough in musical 
channels. I do not see groups of chil- 
dren _stéz inding about a piano in the 
twilight and singing to a mother’s ac- 
companiment. | do not see the boys 
of a neighborhood forming a small 
orchestra “and playing really “fne music 
as they do in Europe.” 

Music is something more than mere 
entertainment. It is a serious and 
permanent joy in life, to keep the 
emotions stirred for high ideals, and 
the imagination visioning pure and 
holy ends for our lives. There cer- 
tainlv is too little of the best music 
in America. Our boys and_ girls 
should love it: Perhaps it w ould be 
wise to have a musical course in all 
our schools, 
grades. The best music. stirs the 
emotions and appeals to the intellect. 

Seethoven is generally ranked first 
among musicians and yet Chopin was 
more “emotional and Bach more intel- 
lectual. Beethoven balances the in- 
tel’ectual and the emotional so per- 
fectly that it gives him the highest 
renk among composers. 


Should be Part of Daily Life 

Music should be an_ indispensible 
part of our every day life. Europe 
has made music a part of its existence 
and therefore music thrives there. In 
home and school it is emphasized, and 
boys and girls are as familiar with it 
as with their letters. We are a music 
loving people and we want it. Our 
marvelous country, with all its varied 
scenes and grandeur, should inspire 
the world’s grandest and sub'imest 
rrusical art. We should have begun 
our music in the nation’s infancy, 
when life was so dramatic and all 
men were so close to nature’s store- 
house of inspiration; when each day 
took men and women, boys and. gir!s 


especially in the lower 


down pathways that 
beauty and tragrance, 
have expression 
poetry. 

Early music wells up out of great 
love, great joy, great splendid re- 
sponse to nature. Early music is 
born of an emotion; art comes from 
an appreciation of what it adds to 
life. or from an idea instead of an 
emotion, 

America is so deficient in the highest 
art of all kinds, that we must send to 
Europe for masterpieces, when we 

should be making masterpieces for 
ourselves, for God gives us as holy an 
inspiration and emotion as any na- 
tion. 

Our music should speak of free- 
dom for all the peop'e. The great 
west, in its freedom, vastness, titanic 
grandeur, the unoccupied beautiful 
spaces ; all these speak of freedom and 
boundless opportunity. 

Who that has ever_seen the Grand 
Canyon at sunset, or in moonlight, or 
those great limitless plains veiled in 


were full of

in ballad or lyric- 
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rose and violet and the mellowing 
grey of twilight can fail to be pro- 
foundly impressed, and richly influ- 
enced? Such beauty and vastness 
must liberate the spirit and open the 
windows of the soul. We need music 
also to express our glorious past and 
sublime heritage. 


Too Busy Making Moncey 

The reason for our negligence is 
that we have been too busy making 
money to give time to art. Mr. Frick 
shows by his will that he caught the 
spirit and call of art. We should 
awake to the glory that art can bring 
to our homes. Why not bring beatt- 
tiful art into our beautiful homes? 
We should make our homes so lovely 
in the highest things, that they will 
be centres of interest for our youth. 

Walls and roof plus furniture do 
not make a home. Love makes a 
home of the lowest hut; but love can- 
not be at its best without music and 
paintines and poetry, for these things 
intensify love. 

How can we make America artis- 
tic? First, teach our chi'dren how 
beautiful our Jand is, and in every 
schoo! teach all our children all the 
beautiful music that the greatest musi- 
cians of the world have produced.

writer on Thrift heads his ar- 
ticle. Most young people think 
only of money when you speak of 
squandering, but there are more 
valuable things wasted. 

Time is squandered, thrown 
away. Time is “killed” by people 
loafiing on the job. Time is frit- 
tered and fooled away. The busi- 
ness man’s card reads, “Time is 
Money.” It is more than money. 
It is the stuff life is made of. To 
change time into life is your chief 
business. 

Health is squandered, by over- 
eating and drinking, by late hours, 
by vicious habits, by carelessness, 
by frivolity and by sin. Health is 
worth more than money. You can- 
not buy a new stomach nor new 
nerves—and life is hard sledding 
with a bad variety of stomach or 
nerves, 


Energy is squandered by using it 
on things not worth while. A vast 
amount of energy is wasted in 
anger and hatred. Misdirected en- 
ergy, so much of it, is wastedenergy.

SQUANDERED! 


Language is another thing that 1s 
squandered, How wasteful we are 
with it! Powerless profanity ex- 
hausts a lot of steam and wastes 
a lot of words. How many use 
superlatives so much every day that 
when they do experience something 
big they have no language to ex- 
press themselves. “Magnificent” 
and “splendid” are used on com- 
monplace things and we have no 
adjectives for the best. 


It goes without saying that mon- 
ey is squandered, spent for things 
that are worse than useless. Mon- 
ey is squandered when spent on 
things which injure morals or 
health, for bargains that we don’t 
need, in charity that degrades, and 


in all kinds of gambling or spec- 
ulation. 

The parable says that the prodi- 
gal “wasted his substance in riotous 
living.” That is the iniquity of it. 
a man or woman cannot waste 
his substance without wasting him- 
self — he cannot squander his 
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THe War AFTER THE WAR is proving a serious mat- 
ter. For there are many features which contributed to 
the success of the war period that are entirely lacking 
now; for example the unparalleled enthusiasm and _ co- 
operation of the people in self-denial and giving to win 
the war. The war is over and much of the spirit failed 
as the cause was won. Since the war there have been and 
still are sinister forces at work which threaten the life of 
the republic and the peace of the people of the nation. 
There is no questioning the truth that the skillful German 
propagandists are sti:l at work and that much of the pres- 
ent radical activities may be traced directly to them. How- 
ever, it is not in keeping with the truth that all radicalism 
and bolshevistic activities may be traced to the Germans. 
There are always in every nation a discontented, loose- 
thinking, irresponsible groups of people who seek to better 
themselves and who too frequently imagine that the catse 
of their misfortune is the present form of government 
and the way to retrieve their losses is to have a complete 
overthrow of existing governmental and financial insti- 
tutions. These two forces are now operating at the same 
time, perhaps not even in concert, but their activities con- 
tribute to the genera! discontent and unrest. It is folly to 
disregard the forces at work and they must be met fear- 
lessly and frankly. The radicals are not a'l rampant or 
directly harmful.. They vary from the harmless parlor 
radicals, who have taken up a fad through all the grada- 
tions from harmlessness to the destructive bomb thrower. 


‘The parlor radica's must be taught that they are playing 


with fire and while their own sympathies may decry vio- 
lence and bloodshed. their views are in concert with an 
underworld that needs to be restrained. These are trying 
times and the appearances as well as the activities of evil 
must be avoided. The hostile activities against our insti- 
tutions and government must be checked at a!l costs. 


Tue Prack Tuatr CoaL occupies in the economy 
of the nation has been demonstrated so effectually, so 
many times, it is unnecessary for anyone to precipitate a 
strike to assure all that coal is King. 


ANOTHER INTERESTING Factor in the expenditures 
of the times, that is open to so much condemnation by 
bonkers, business men, welfare workers and economists 
has been the lesson which has been taught to the people 
that dol'ars are but counters and that the real values are 
to be found in the materials which the money may pur- 
chase. So those who had spent the money in the days of 
low prices and saved their purchases economicatly, wheth- 
er it was the care of real estate or personal wearing ap- 
narel, suddenly discovered that all the money that had 
been spent had doubled in value. That is, the goods pur- 
chased and conserved had increased in money value, and 
money in the banks had decreased in purchasing value, 
and money in stocks while returning equally large per- 
cent returns would not purchase so much in these days 


as the old low rates granted by the savings banks. Even 
the savings banks have not been the conservators that 
their policies assure, for money in a savings bank cannot 
purchase more than at the rate of sixty cents on the dol- 
lar compared with the purchase value of the money when 
it was saved. So there are two causes for the purchases 
now being made. The spendthrift is of course abroad i1 
the land and his name is legion, but there are others who 
are making purchases intelligently and with farsighted- 
ness, for it is appreciated that values in goods are just as 
constant as values in money. With both the spendthrift 


and conservator of goods in the market the present spend- 


ing is im some measure accounted for. It must also be 
taken into consideration that coun'ess thousands under 
the pressure of war conditions economized in everything 
and there eventually came the time when new purchases 
had to be made. So the spendthrifts are spending, the 
conservators are buying and the needy are replenishing 
diminished stores; and consequently there is unusual bar- 
gaining and spending.

THE Roman Catuoiic Cuurcu has excelled in its 
spirit of humaneness to the members of its organization. 
The charitable and ameliorating agencies of its organiza- 
tion are well and efficiently developed, so that in many 
cities and counties it may be possible for the commune to 
care for the child from the cradle until he is laid at rest 
in the cemetery. The Church has homes for the aged, 
both men and women, working boys’ homes, working 
girls’ asylums and many varied enterprises that care for 
the infirm, the incurables and for those who are merely 
conva'escent. The care of the parish for summer rects 
and vacations are not forgotten. A thoroughgoing plan 
for education is maintained, beginning with parochial 
schools and ending with the colleges: and for the cleroy 
the particularly we'l equipped training colleges. The 
Church organization plans to care for the well and the in- 
firm by carefully organized work. 

, Just where the Catholic church has been strong the 
Protestant’ churches have been weak because of their lack 
of unity and a complete abandonment of any plan to 
maintain organized efficient social service work for the in- 
firm, the blind, the aged and the sick. The churches have 
never been associated to maintain codperative institutions 
a'ong religious and social welfare lines, and no one 
church has ever been strong enough financially to maintain 
any sort of a complete plan for social welfare work for 
its own constituency. 

The new Inter-Church Wor!d Movement is consid- 
ering this great need and if successful it will result in the 
establishment of helpful and very much needed philan- 
thropic agencies that are to care for the sick or the in- 
curables. It is to be hoped that the work may succeed 
for the need is great. The separation of the demonina- 
tions mav be maintained along denominational lines with- 
out sacrificing a complete unity of action along the lines 
of ministering to social or physical needs of a community. 
A new era has been begun and the program outlined is 
great, but feasible. The possible should be tried. 
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Coroner W. D, Souter, who has been the earnest 
advocate of good roads for years on the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission, was tendered a dinner by the many 
friends who have appreciated the service which he ren- 
dered to the state of Massachusetts in the important posi- 
tion he held so long and in which he did such efficient 
work. In the recollection of the men of the present gen- 
eration the good roads development began and has been 
continued to its present degree of success. In Massachu- 
setts Colonel Sohier, of our Shore, has been a leader who 
has accomplished things. In these days when good roads 
are recognized as not only desirable, but necessary, it 1s 
difficult to look back to recall when the campaigns for 
good roads were not enthusiastically endorsed and when 
the advocates had to be pioneers and prophets. It is al- 
together propitious that Colonel Sohier has been able to 
see the fruition of his labors. Thousands of automobilists, 


who have used the good roads, have been able to appre~ 


ciate the personal work he did for the state. Stil others 
who have not known the personality at work have been 
able to appreciate the work. The romance of good road 
construction is still to be written, but in the experiments 
and the development of the principles of the experiments, 
Colonel Sohier has been a leader of merit. The experi- 
ence that he has attained should not be lost and the en- 
thusiasm with which his work is appreciated makes him a 
logical member of a national! board on the construction 
and maintenance of roads. It is gratifying to hear from 
Colonel Sohier that the good work in Massachusetts will 
be continued and it is but just that he know that his long 
term of faithful and successful service is appreciated by 
the citizens. of Massachusetts.

The success attained has been the 
prophet of other enterprises along simiar publicity and 
educational lines. The problem of educating all of the 
people to be loyal to the nation and to maintain a whole- 
some patriotic spirit everywhere is a critical one. The 
day and night schools all over the nation may be faithful 
to their responsibilities and there will still be a large class 
of men and women who are never reached by the patriotic 
instructions of the teachers. Secretary Lane has wisely 
called to a conference with him leading film producers 
to arrange for the creation of thrilling educational fils 
that will arouse the nation to loya'ty and inculcate the 
spirit of patriotism. The plan is feasib'e and should be 
carried out. The films need be none the less interesting 
because they are “propaganda.” In truth films with high 
motives and strong appeals to the imagination are the 
most successful. With loyal patriotic men at work it 
ought not to be difficult for the profession to develop 
thrillers that will inspire those who are already loyal, in- 
struct those who do not know and stimulate the indifferent 
end thoughtless. The proposed plan inaugurated by Sec- 
retary Lane, will undoub‘edly prove a success and every 
effort thta can be put forth to create and maintain a loyal 
patriotic spirit in America should be tried. 
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Tue Erriciency Wir Wuicu Mr. Hoover met the 
serious food situation during the trying war period won 
for him the esteem and love of countless thousands who 
knew him only by name, but who were grateful to him 
for the very bread which gave them life. Mr. Hoover's 
experience has given him a position of authority upon the 
food question that commands attention. He has spoken 
concerning the present serious situation overseas, where 
there are at least twenty millions who are to be fed, un- 
derfed or starved according as America acts in the pres- 
ent situation. Now it is not a question of dollars or gifts 
from America, but merely a business issue relative to 
credits. The credits may be es‘ablished safely and must 
be made. There is a surplus in America which will event- 
ual'y reach the foreign markets to feed those who are in 
need. Those who have the cash may purchase and carry 
overseas. There are countless numbers who can be car- 
ried upon a reliable credit, and who will purchase in that 
manner and be able to save large numbers of people from 
starving. It seems nothing short of folly for America 
not to heed the call so plain and along the lines of humani- 
tarian helpfulness. Let the credits be given. America 
must not fail Europe in the hours of the after-the-war 
period. The enthusiasm and cross bearing spirit of Amer- 
ica must not be lost. America may still lead on in the 
better evidences of the power of self-sacrifice and humani- 
tarian effort. The giving of credits does not involve a 
very great need of denial or p!anning and what America 
could do in the stress of war as a great privilege she ought 
to be able to accomplish as a reasonable and. needed busi- 
ness operation. The suggestion of Mr. Hoover will and 
ought to be heeded. America will not fail!

It is a theu- 
sand pities that crime and all its details could not be 
eliminated from news journals as features and the prog- 
ress and wholesome news of the hour given the prominence 
which it deserves. Journalism has still a long way to go.

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THE STATE AND EDUCATION 


In the United States, the State has 
assumed the responsibility for edu- 
cating the people within its borders. 
The Federal government offers and 
provides cooperation, advice, inform- 
ation and services of great value, but 
the right of the State to conduct the 
educational function remains unim- 
paired. It is up to the State authori- 
ties everywhere to see that they carry 
out the duties which are entrusted to 
them-under this system. of govern- 
ment. When the State thas fallen 
down, the Federal government must 
take remedial steps. 

Admittedly, the State authorities 
are best acquainted with conditions 
within their own commonwealths and 
with the sentiment of their own peo- 
ple. They know what should be 
done.

how does this princi- 
Does the State al- 


ways have a properly balanced edu- 


cational system? Isthe right kind of 
emphasis laid upon physical educa- 
tion? The war has opened our eyes 
to health conditions which we ignored 
a few years ago. We had been told 
to watch the health of American 
school children, for alarming symp- 
toms, reported everywhere, 
that the national average was none 
too high. But what has been done? 
Only a small number of states have 
enacted measures which, in the belief 
of educational experts, doctors and 
others qualified by training and study 
to express an opinion, go to the heart 
of the trouble and provide for real 
physical education. What are some 
of the essential principles of a well- 
developed system? Obviously, a child 
requires exercise, drill, study, rec- 
reation and rest; 
anced rations and should be instruct- 
ed in sanitation. The care of the 
teeth and the feet—in fact, of every 
part of the body, is something w hich 
bas not yet been learned by every 
American school boy and girl. 

Unless a community has taken di- 
rect and drastic steps to safeguard its 
healthy children and to bring its sub- 
normal boys and girls back into con- 
dition, by a measure especially drawn 
for that purpose, it is quite likely that 
come, if not most, of the important 
elements enumerated above have been 
neglected. 

Individual citizens must recognize 
their duty in this connection by bri ing- 
ing their own influence to bear upon 
their communities and upon their 
legislatures. Educational authorities 
in towns and villages, as the immedi- 
ate custodians of the physical and 
mental welfare of their children, are 
still more, directly concerned with this

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Bold Hold-Up and Robbery in Manchester 


Two Youths Assault Manchester Fruit Store Clerk, Rob Him and Quietly 


All Manchester is excited this 
morning over the botd  bandit-like 
hold-up by two Manchester boys on 
Christmas evening of Constantine 
Psallidas, better known as Charlie 
Brown, clerk at the Manchester Fruit 
store, and the assault on the young 
man and battering his head with a 
lead pipe, robbing him and leaving 
him in a pool of blood, then quietly 
leaving the store and going to their 
homes. 

Stanley and Duncan Baker, 16 and 
17 years o'd, unrelated, admitted the 
deed, after being named by Brown as 
his assailants. After a thorough grill- 
ing by Chief of Police Sullivan last 
night they were placed under arrest. 
30th were bailed out by their respec- 
‘ive fathers, Thomas and J. Davis 
Baker, of Friend's ct. and Lincoln st., 
respectively. 

Chief Sullivan speaks of the case 
as “premeditated bandit hold-up and 
robbery,” not unlike the famous At- 
lantic & Pacific Tea Co. cases in Bos- 
ton, only in this case the victim will 
probably live. 

The Boston Globe this morning con- 
tained the following account of the 
affair : 

“Stanley and Duncan Baker, aged 
15 and 16, respectively, unrelated, and 
sons of prominent citizens of Man- 
chester, are alleged to have attempied 
to rob Constantine Psailidas tonight. 

“Entering a fruit store on Beach 
st., in which was Psallidas, brother of 
the proprietor, it is claimed they de- 
manded that he turn cover his money. 
Psal'idas was alone. He asked: 

“What's the matter? Are you 
crazy ©. 

“One of thé boys is then alleged to 
have hit the fri‘t man over the head 
with a piece of lead pipe. Following 
this Psallidas handed over $4.54, all 
the money he had, and the boys left. 
Psallidas was taken to the Beverly 
hospital, where a gash in his head four 
inches long was sewed up. 

“Tater in the evening the boys were 
arrested in their homes on a charge of 
robbery and released on bail of $500 
each.” 

Chief Sullivan’s account of it as 
given to the Breeze man this morning 
was to this effect: 

Brown was sitting at a desk in the 
fruit store about nine o’clock when 
the two young men, whom he knows 
we'l, entered. Before he realized it 
one of the boys pointed a revolver at

his head and demanded that he turn 
over his money. 

“What the devil is the matter with 
you,” said Brown, “quit your fool- 
ing.” - 

3ut before he knew it one of the 
boys struck him over the head with 
what later was admitted to tbe a piece 
of lead pipe. 
from the severe scalp wound inflicted. 
In the short tussle which ensued 
3rown parted with his money—not 
more than four or five dollars, it is 
said. 

The boys, whom Brown recognized 
as two High school boys — the 
handkerchief over the face of one of 
them becoming dislodged so as to dis- 
c'ose the identity beyond the question 
of a doubt—then left the store, walked 
over Summer st. by the Horticultural 
hall and on to their homes. 

3rown tried to get the police sta- 
tion on the phone, but could not get 
connection. He then started for the 
bowling alley further down the street 
where his brother, Peter Brown, was. 
All was commotion at once, and Peter 
Brown immediate'y got in touch with 
Chief Su'livan over the phone. 

The chief was at his home, but hur- 
riedly came to the scene. There was 
no. doubt in his mind as to the serious- 
ness of the situation the minute he 
saw the inside of the fruit store, the 
blood and general confusion. Young 
Brown was hurried off to the hospital 
in Beverly in the ambulance, but not 
before he told the chief as much of 
the story as he could then relate, but 
among other things naming his 
assailants. 

The chief and Special Officer Cook 
in a taxi went to the home of Duncan 
Baker on Lincoln st. Mrs. Baker, 
the boy’s mother, came to the door. 
She said her son was home; and he 
willingly came to the door to see the 
chief. He denied any part in the 
hold-up, and willingly came to the 


station. After a grilling he admitted 
his part, and implicated Stanley 
Baker. 


At the home of Stanley: Baker on 
Friend’s ct. the father came to the 
door. He was somewhat surprised 
to learn that the chief wanted Stan- 
ley on such a serious charge, as the 
son had just been telling of the hold- 
up, but did not refer in any way to 
himself as one of the assailants. He 
willingly care to the station, and 
after a brief grilling admitted his

part in the affair. 2 
The boys admitted the assault sub- 


stantiaily as related by Brown, say- _ 


ing further that they planned it dur- 


ing the early evening and left the 


Scout House on School st. with the 
intention of doing just what they did. 
They waited their chance to enter the 
store when nobody was in sight and 
when Officer Stoops was not in that 
section... They offer no excuse for 
their vicious deed, and did not deny 
that the blood-stained money in their 
pockets was. taken from the © store. 
Stanley Baker said he threw the piece 
of lead pipe far off into the field near 
Horticultural ha'l as they hurried 
along Summer = st. 
found the pipe this morning—it being 
abcut a foot long and appearing to 
be sheet lead rolled into form with 
a hook on one end. 

The chief says this is the worst 
piece of criminality he has had to con- 


tend with during his ten years of ex-— 


perience as chief of police of Man- 
chester. The boldness with ,which 
the crime was committed adds to its 
viciousness. 

Both young men come from the 
best families of the town. They “are 
the last boys that people would think 
of as being mixed up in an affair of 
this kind. The boys are not in a po- 


sition where money would cause them 


to commit a crime of this sort. They 
both go to school and their parents 
are well able to care for their wants 
and supply them with what money 
they would need. 

Chief Sullivan went to Salem this 
morning, to arrange bringing the case 


before the juvenile court.

GREATNESS OF 
THE PILGRIMS 


SupyEct or Appriss By Rev. F. W. 
MANNING, MANCHESTER 


In an address at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, recently, Rev. 
F. W. Manning, the pastor, spoke on 
the greatness of the I%lgrims. In 
part he spoke as follows: 


“The early settlers of Massachu- 
setts were Pilgrims . They found it 
hard to find and settle in a_ place 
where they could live the life they 
wanted to. They traveled from place 
to place seeking a home for themselves 
and their children, where they might 
make their life mean what they want- 
ed it to mean. They lived in England, 
but there they did not have freedom 
to worship God as they desired, so 
they went from England to Holland, 
and there, indeed, they did find a re- 
ligious freedom which was different 
than in England. 


“They found it hard to supply their 
material wants, for they were agricul- 
tural people, and the Hol'anders great 
commercial people. It was hard for 
them to keep the Sabbath day in Hol- 
land as they wanted to, and their chil- 
dren were growing up there as aliens 
and they were forced to look toward 
other parts of the world. So they 
started on the terrib'e journey across 
the great Atlantic, so uncertain in its 
out-growth, Plymouth was as near 
as they came to Virginia. ; 

“Compare the magnificent steam- 
ships in which we now cross the great 
vaters with their poor little vessels. 
But they reached Massachusetts bay 
in safety because God was their Pilot. 
He had a purpose in their lives. He 
lead them to Plymouth rather than to 
Virginia. God saved them that they 
might make their emphasis upon the 
civilization. 

“They accomplished a marvelous 
work for the good of America ant the 


ter. They were fearless in their 
achievements and their ideals. They 
put the thing of first consequence first. 
They were not afraid of the kings 
of this world. They did not bow in 
an absequious reverence to any man. 

“The Pilgrim fathers and mothers 
were worthy examples for us to hon- 
or and follow. They are worthy ex- 
amp'es for America to follow at all 
time. Their achievements were grand 
and splendid. Their characters were 
so strong and noble. They are of in- 
terest to us. Every country honors 
the people who have been great in 
its history. Monuments of these Pil- 
grims stand on both sides of the At- 
lantic. 

“T want to consider the traits that 
made the Pilgrims great. Greatness 
of character is the chief trait. The 
Pilgrims believed that God had a pur- 
pose in their lives. They protested 
against church frivolities in their ser- 
vices. They wanted a religion which 
was vital. Their conviction of God 
was the greatest factor of their lives. 
They were afraid of nothing so long 
as they walked in the path of beauty 
and their consciousness of God gave 
them the strength to walk in that 
path. . 

“Our country should always em- 
phasize these great things which the 
Pilgrim fathers started. We should 
be willing to pay the price to maintain 
our Christian freedom, for which 
they did so much. We should cu'ti- 
vate that consciousness in God as was 
such a trait in their characters. We 
must stand for a church democratic. 
We must make the church the church 
of the living God. We must make re- 
ligion in the world the power of cur 
lives. Our religious nature is the 
preparation that God our Creator has 
made for the crowning glory of our 
human life here in this world and it 
is through that religious nature God 
will prepare as for the world that ties 
beyond. 

“America 


must continue that reli- 


gion the Pilgrins brought to this 
shore. We must not follow accord- 


ing to letter, for in some sense thev 
were narrow, but they had the essen- 
tials of greatness. They walked in 
the path of beauty because their reli- 
gion gave them the vision and power 
to realize the vision.”

The death knell of the scrub bull 
in Essex County was sounded at the 
annual farm bureau meeting at Ha- 
thorne (Essex County Agricultural 
school), Dec. 3d., when the report of 
the committee on the pure bred bull 
carpaign was read and accepted en- 
thusiastically by the 300 farmers pres- 
ent. Farmers all over the county have 
committed themselves to work hard 
to eliminate the wasteful pest, the 
scrub bull, and systematically, too. 
The county committee, L. G. Dodge, 
of West Newbury; George Averill, “or 
Andover, and Dr. tae McDonald _ of 
West Newbur y, are to have charge of° 
the campaign, assisted: by the county 
agent. They are to appoint local 
committees in each town, who will 
assist in getting a list of scrub bul's 
and pure bred bulls of merit in each 
town, 
forsale: 
will be made and emblems issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
to every tee who agrees to use 
nothing but pure bred sires on his 
farm. Much interest is being shown 
in the campaign and several farmers 
have already made arrangements to 
change their sires. It is expected that 
the results of this movement will mean 
much to the development of the dairy 
industry in Essex’ County. For in- 
formation in regard to securing sires 
of merit, write the County Agricu’- 
tural Agent, Hathorne, Mass.
